HE County of SurFoLx, or the Southern. * 
Folk, is ſo called with reſpect to Nokrol k, 
or the Northern-Felk. © It is a Maritime 
County; | bounded on the Eaſt, by the 
Ocean; on the Weſt by Cambridgeſhire ; on the North, 
by the Rivers Mavency and Little Ouſe, which part it 
from Norfolk ; and on the South by the Stour, which 
parteth it from the County of E/zx. The Length of it 

from Eaſt to Weſt, is about 52 Miles; and its Breadth 

from North to South, about 28 Miles; making the 

Circumference 196 Miles : So that it contains near 
1169 ſquare Miles, ot about 748,160 Acres, It is ſub- 
divided into Twenty-two Hundreds, in which are 
Twenty-eight Market- Towns: The whole Number of 
Pariſhes is 523, beſides Hamlets, 

- This County may be conſidered, as naturally con- 
fiſting of three different Sorts of Land, viz. the Sand- 
land, the Moad- land, and the Fielding. The Sand- land 
Part, is that Tract of Land which reaches from the 
River Orwell, by the Sea-Coaft to Yarmouth, and is 
pretty nearly ſeparated from the Y/ood-lands, by the 
great Road leading from Ipſwich, thro' Saxmundham and 
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Heccles, to Yarmouth ; ſo that it contains the Hundred of 


Colneis, and Part of the Hundreds of Carlford, Loes, 
- IWillford, Plomeſgate, Blything, Mutford, and Lothing- 
band. This Part may alſo be ſubdivided into the Marſb, 
Arable, and Heath-lands. The Adarſh-land is naturally 
Fruitful, feeding great Numbers of Sheep and Oxen ; 
and ſometimes, when ploughed, affords greater Crops of 
Corn than any other Land in this County, That Part 
which is Arable, is in many Places naturally good for 
Tillage, and produces abundant Crops of all Sorts of 
Corn ar Grain; and where it ſeems if a manner bar- 
ren, it is fit for Improvement by Chalk, Clay, and Crag; 
which laſt is found by Experience to be preferable to the 
other two, and may be had cheaper (a). The Heathy 
Part, commonly uſed for Sheep-walks, might contaig 
about one third of the Sand- lands, before the Diſcovery 
of Crag; but many hundred Acres of them are now con- 
verted into good Arable Land, by that excellent Ma- 
nure. 

The Moad- land Part extends from the North - eaſt 
Corner of the Hundred of Bhthim, to the South - weſt 
Corner of the County at Haverhill; and includes Part 
of the Hundreds of Carlferd, I illſord, Lors, Plumeſpate, 
Blything, Blackbourn, Thedwaſtre, and Thingoe ; and all 
the Hundreds of Rifbridge, Baberg, Cosford, Samford, 
Stow, Boſmere, Claydon, Harteſmere, Hoxne, Thredling, 
and Wangford. This Part is generally dirty, but very 
rich and fruitful. Here the Suffolk Butter is made, 
juſtly eſteemed the pleaſanteſt and beſt in England ; but 
they who make good Butter, muſt, of courſe, make bad 
Cheeſe ; and therefore the Generality of Suffolt-Cheeſe 
is well known to be as remarkably bad, as the Butter is 
good : But thoſe few in theſe Parts who make little or 
no Butter, make as good Cheeſe, as any in J/arwick- 
Hire, Glonce/terfhire, or any other Parts of the Kingdom;

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inſomuch, that it ſells for Ten-pence and Twelve- pence 
a Pound, or more; being little, if at all, inferior to that 
of Stilton. 

The Fielding-Part contains all the Hundred of Lack- ' 
ford, and the remaining Parts of the Hundreds of Black- 
born, Thedwaſtre, and Thingee ; and is, moſt of it, in 
Sheep-walks ; yet affords good Corn in many Places. 


The Eccleſiaſtical Government of this County is in 
the Biſhop of Norwich, aſſiſted by the Archdeacons of 
Sudbury and Suffolk. But here we muſt except the fol- 
lawing Pariſhes, they being not ſubject to the Juriſ- 
diction of the Biſhop of Norwich, viz: Hadleigh, Monks- 
Illeigh, and Moulton, which are Peculiars to the Arch- 
biſhop of Canterbury; and Fretenbam, which (with Je- 
ham in Cambridgeſhire) is a Peculiar to the Biſhop of 
Rocheſter, The Dioceſan had but one Archdeacon, till 
about A.D. 1126, when Richard Archdeacon of the 
whole County of Seit, being made a Biſhop in France, 
Elorard or Everard then Biſhop of Nortuich, divided the 
County into the Archdeaconries of Sudbury and Suffelt, 
and made the Weſtern Part of it (together with ſuch- 
Pariſhes in Cambridgeſhire as belong to the Dioceſe of 
Norwich, on account of their having been anciently 
Part of the Kingdom of the Eaff- Angles) ſubject to the 
Archdeacon of Sudbury ; and the Eaſtern Part of it, ſub- 
ject to the Archdeacon of Suf/olt. The Archdeaconry 
of Sudbury is ſubdivided into eight Deanries, viz. thoſe 
of Sudbury, Stow, T hingoe, Clare, Fordham in Cambridge- 
Aire, Harteſmere, Blackbourn, and Thedwaſlre ; and 
the Archdeaconry of Su. into fourtzen, wiz. the 
Deanries of Ipſwich, Boſmere, Claydin, Hane, Southelm- 
ham, Il ung ford, Lothingland, Dunwich, Orford, Loes, 
Ililiford, Carlford, Calncis, and Samford. 

The Civil Government is in the High Sheriff for the 
Time being; and in this reſpect the County is di- 
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vided into the Geldable and the Franchiſes. In the Geld- 
able Part of it, the Iſſues and Forfeitures are paid to the 
King ; in the Franchiſes, to the Lords of the Liberties. 
The Geldable Hundreds are Samford, Boſmere and Clay- 
don, Stow, Harteſmere, Hoxne, Blything, Wangford, and 
the two Half-Hundreds of Mutford, and Lothingland ; 
for theſe the Seſſions are holden at Bacciis, and Ipfwwich  - 
viz. at Becdes, for Wangford, Blything, Mutford, and 
Lothingl.nd; and at Ipſwich, for the Hundreds of Har- 
teſmere, Hoxne, Stow, Boſmere, Claydon, and Samford. 

The Franchiſes are, Fir/?, The Franchiſe or Liberty 
of St. Ethelred, belonging anciently to the Prior and 
Convent, and now to the Dean and Chapter of Ely; it 
contains the Hundreds of Carſ/ford, Colneis, Willford, 
Plomeſgate, Loes, and Thredling ; for which the Seſſions 
are holden at Woodbridge. The Prior and Convent had 
this Liberty in King Edward the Confeflor's Time, and 
when the Prior and Convent were changed into a Dean 
and Chapter, A. D. 1541+ it was ſaid to be of the 
Yearly Value of 20/, Secondly, The Franchiſe or Li- 
berty of St. Edmund, which was given to the Abbey of 
Bury by King Edward the Confellor ; it contains the 
Hundreds of Cosford, Babergh, Riſbridge, Lackford, Black- 
bourn, Thedweſtre, and Thingee, and the Half-Hundred 
of [xning ; for which the Seſſions are holden at Bury. 
Thirdly, The Duke of Norfolk hath alſo a Liberty (by 
Letters Patent of King Edward the Fourth, dated 7th 
December, 1468,) of returning Writs, and having a 
Coroner ; and all Fines and Amercements, Sc. within 
his Manors of Bungay, Kelſale, Carlton, Peaſenhall, the 
three Stonhams, Dennington, Brundiſh, the four 1lketſals,, 
and Crat eld, in Suffolk. 

There is but one Aſſize for the whole County; but, 
at every Aſſize, there are two Grand Juries; one for 
the Geldable, and the other for the Franchiſe of St. Ed-

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mondſbury. Suffolk and Norfolk were formerly under the 
Government of one High-Sheriff, till the 17th Year of 
Queen Elizabeth; when Rabert Afbfield, of Netherhall in 
Pakenham, Eſq; was made the firſt High-Sheriff of this 
County, diſtin from the County of Norfolk, 


The ancient Kingdom of the Eaft- Angles contained 
little more than the Counties of Norfolk and Suffolk, and 
from hence aroſe that cloſe Connexion which ſo long 
ſubſiſted between them. illiam the Conqueror granted 
the Earldom of Norfolk and Suffolk, to his Couſin Roger 
Big:d : It continued in that Family to the Thirty- 
fifth Year of King Edward I. when Roger Bigod, Earl 
Marſhal, died without Iſſue; having firſt ſurrendered all 
his Honours, Manors, &c. to the King; from whom 
he received them again by a Re-grant, with a Limitation 
to himſelf and Mice his Wife, and the Iſſue of their two 
Bodies; and, for want of ſuch Iſſue with Remainder 
to the King and his Heirs. But this County did never 
give a ſeparate Title, till the eleventh Year of King 

Eduard the Third; when that King created Robert de 
L ird, Earl of Suffolk. He was ſucceeded by his Son 
IVilliam, who died without Iſſue Male, and the Title 
became extinct. 

King Richard II. in the ninth Year of his Reign 
created Michael de la Pole, Earl of Suffolt : He was ſuc- 
ceeded by Michael his Son, who was ſlain in the Battle 
of Agincourt. William de la Pole, Son of the laſt Michael, 
was created by King Edward VI. Marquis, and after- 
wards Duke of Suffolk ; but was unlawfully beheaded 
on the Gunwale of the Boat that was carrying him to 
France. Jebn the Son of William ſucceeded to his Fa- 
ther's Honours ; having married Elzabeth, Siſter of King 
Edward IV. He left many Children, and was ſucceeded 
in his Honours and Eſtate firſt by John his Son, who was 
killed in the Battle of S::4e-upon-Trent, in 1487; and 
then by Edmond his ſecond Son, who being too nearly 
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related to the Crown, was in 5 King Henry VIII. be- 
headed in the Tower, and the Title became extinR. 
King Henry VIII. then created Charles Brandon, Duke 
of Suffolk : He left two Sons, and both died without 
Iſſue, under Age. But Henry Gray Marquis of Dorſet, 
who married the Lady Frances, eldeſt Daughter of 
Charles Brandon by Mary the French Queen, was created 
Duke of Suffolk 11th Odlober, 5 Edward VI. The 
Lady Jane his Daughter, was on the Demiſe of King 
Edward, proclaimed Queen ; who ſuffered for the Raſh- 
neſs of her Friends; and her Father was himſelf be- 
headed 23d February, 2 Queen Mary IJ. and the Title 
was once more extinct. It continued fo till 1 James I. 
when Thomas Howard, a younger Son of Thomas the ſe- 
cond Duke of Norfolk, was made Earl of Suffolk ; and 
in this Family the Earldom hath continued ever ſince, 


In this Edition we have taken the Liberty of altering 
the Method that way obſerved in the other. Ipſwich 
being the County-Town, we ſhall firſt give as good an 
Account as could be procured of that. We ſhall then 
conduct the Traveller through every Hundred in the 
Geldable Part of the County, without diſtinguiſhing the 
Liberty of St. Etheldred, which is included in this. After 
that, we ſhall attend him through all the ſeveral Hun- 
dreds in the Franchiſe of St. Edmond, 


A Stranger coming from London to viſit the Eaftern, 
or Geldable Part of Suffolk, would probably enter the 
County at Stratford or Cattrwade Bridges, in the Hundred 
of Samford, We therefore ſhall begin with that Han- 
dred, and then take the ſeveral Hundreds that lie in or 
near the Road leading from Ipſtuich to Yarmouth, viz. Carl- 
ford and Colneis, Leet, Milford, Plomeſgate, Blything, 
Mutford, and Lothingland, Then returning to Beccles, 
we ſhall take the remaining Geldable Hundreds, viz. 

2 Wangfird, 
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Mang ford, Horne, Thredling, Harteſmere, Stow, Bofmere, 
and Claydon. The Hundreds in the Liberty of St. E4- 
mond/bury will be taken in this Order, Thingoe, Thed- 
awaſtre, Blackbourn, Lackford, Riſbridge, Baberg, and Coſ- 
ford. But, that any Place may be more eaſily found, 
the Towns and Villages in each Hundred will be placed 
alphabetically, 


An AccounT of IPSWICH, with its 
Suburbs, Precinfs, and Liberties. 


HE Spot on which 7pfwich ſtands is fo happily 
ſituated, that it could not fail of inviting Inhabi- 

tants to ſettle here, ſoon after this Corner of the Iſland 
was peopled. To Strangers who enter the Town, 
either by what is now the London Road, or by the Yar- 
mouth Road, it ſeems to ſtand low : But when a Tra- 
veller approaches the Town by the ancient London Road, 
which was over Cattiwade and Bourn Bridges, upon 
Il her/tead- Hill, he views it to more Advantage; ſituated, 
as in fact it js, on the Side of a Hill, with a South Aſpect, 
declining by a gradual and eaſy Deſcent to the Ky, 
where the Foot of it is waſhed by the Orwel/. The Soil 
is moſt healthy ; it is Sand, Crag, or Gravel, The Hills 
which riſe above it to the North and Eaſt, contribute 
Matly to the Convenience of it; not only as they ſhelter 
the Town from thoſe bleak and inclement Winds, but 
as they are well ſtored with Springs of moſt excellent 
Water. The Springs from Caldwell-Hills flow in ſuch 
Abundance, that tho” the greater Part of the Town is 
ſupplied from them, they conſtantly run waſte in what

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is called St. Hellen's and St. Margaret's Waſh ; and thoſe 
that riſe in or near Chriſi- Church Park, tho? they likewiſe 


- ſupply many Houſes with Water, do as conſtantly run 


waſte, down Brook-fireet., Theſe laſt are of ſtill far 
greater Uſe ; for the large Ponds at Chri/t-Church, con- 
tinually repleniſhed by them, thro* the Benevolence and 


Humanity of the Owner, are always let out on any E- 


mergency; and therefore, may be conſidered, as perpe- 
tual Reſervoirs, depoſited there by Providence, to ſecure 
and protect the Town from the dreadful Ravages of Fire. 
To this happy Circumſtance, (ſuch as few Places can 
boaſt) we may in a great meaſure impute it, that tho 
many Fires have happened here within the Memory 
of Perſons now living, not one of them hath raged to 
any violent Degree. 

As ſeveral other Towns upon the neighbouring Coaſt, 
viz. Yar-mouth, Ald-borough, and Or- ford, take their Names 
from their Situation near the Mouths of their reſpective 
Rivers; ſo the Town. of Ipſwich hath its Name from 
its being ſeated where the freſh River Gippen or Gipping 
empties itſelf into the Orwell. It is ſpelt in Domeſday, 
Gyppeſwid, Gyppeſwiz, Gyppewycus, Gyppewic ; after 
wards, by dropping the Guttural, it was written Tppy/- 
wyche ; and then, as our Spelling improved, by 3 
out the ſuperfluous Letters, Ipſwich (a). 

The Names of the Freſh and Salt River have lately 
been confounded, inſomuch that Mr. Kirby was unwa- 
rily led to call the Freſh River the Orwell; but their 
Names are plainly diſtinct. The Salt River, or to ſpeak 
more properly, that Branch or Arm of the Sea whj 
flows up to Ipfevich, is called the Orwell, probably fi 
its ſpacious and commodious Haven or Harbour. Some

It is certain, Henry the Son of King Henry II. wha 
was crowned in his Father's Life-time, when he con- 
ſpired againſt his Father, landed here with Soldiers 
from Flanders; and, taking Hugh Bigod with him, 
marched from hence to Norwich. Here 1/abel, Wife of 
King Edward II. landed from France, when ſhe drove 
her Huſband into Wales (c). And in 20 Edward II. Sir 
John Howard had a Commiſſion to raiſe Five Hundred 
Men in Norfe/# and Suffolk, and conduct them to the 
Port of Orwell, frota thence to go to Sea againſt the 
French (4). 

And the Earl of Lancaſter, in 14 Edward III. had an 
Aſſignment of ten Ships to tranſport his Horſe from this 
Port of Orwell to Flanders; fo that we need not multi- 
ply Proofs to ſhew that this Haven and Branch of the 
Sea is called the Orwell. As to the Freſh River Gipping. 
it has three Fountain-Heads ; one riſes at or near the 
little Village of Gipping by Mendleſham, to which it gives 
Name (e). Another Head riſes near Wetherden; and 
the third near Rattle/den. Theſe two laſt Rivulets unite 
with the other at Stow-market ; and there the Gipping, 
thas ſupplied, becomes more teſpectable. It is true, the

It was incloſed with a 
Rampart and Ditch, which was broken down by the 
Danes, when they pillaged the Town twice within the 
Space of ten Years, about the Years of our Lord 997, 
and 1000. But this Fortification was repaired and re- 
newed in the fifth Year of King John (g). 


There 


dne of our Correſpondents, to whom we are much 
obliged, hath urged a Conjecture, that anciently there was 
at the Mouth of this Haven, (which he ſuppoſes to have been 
much farther out towards the Sea) a large Town called Or- 
cel}, which he thinks was long fince demoliſhed by the Danes, 
and then ſwallowed up by the Sea. But if there had been 
any fuch Town, the Danes could only burn and deſtroy the 
Buildings ; the Land and Soil would remain, notwithſtand- 
ing all that they could do. And tho' it is certain the Sea 
hath made vaſt Encroachments upon this Coaſt, thoſe En- 
croachments have been made gradually and ſlowly ; and 
therefore, as Dome/Zay Book makes no mention of any ſuch 
Town, we may be ſure there was none when that was made ; 
and if it had been deflroyed ſo lately as the ConjeQture ſup- 
poſes, ſome Notice would have been taken of the Place 
where it ſtood, And tho' the Word Oreve/! is ſometimes 
uſed in ſuch a manner, as may ſeem rather to denote a Town 
than a River, it appears by the Corporation Books, that by 
the Port of Orwell! was meant the Town of Ihe, in the 
Time of King Edward the Third. And therefore Geoffrey 
Chaucer, in the Prologue to his Merchant's Tale, intend 


Tpfewich by that Word: who ſaith, | 


He would the Sea were kept for any, Thing 
« Petwixt Middleborough * and Orwell, 
« Well could he in Exchange Sheldes ſell.” 


For theſe Reaſons we cannot lay much Streſs on this Con- 
jecture.

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There are not the leaſt Remains of more than three 
of the Gates now ſtanding ; but, it is certain, there were 
more.

Tho' the Rampart hath in many Places 
been broken through, and in ſome entirely levelled, there 
are {till conſiderable Remains of it; and it is eaſily traced 
from the Bowling-green Garden {or Grey-Fryers Walk) 
with a Road on each Side of it, to the Weſt, or St. Mat- 
thew's Gate (i).

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From bence to Bull-gate facing Veſtgate: ret, it is 
levelled, and the Ground built upon. But from this to 
- Nerth-gate, and fo to the End of Croſs-keys-ftreet, it is 
almoſt entire. It js alſo viſible at the Back of the Houſes 
on the Weſt- ſide of St. Margaret's Waſh ; and again, 
in the Yard of Chr:/s Hoſpital ; ſo that all the Pariſhes 
of St. Auſtin, St. Clement, and St. Hellen, and great Part 
of the Pariſhes of St. Margaret and St. Matthew, were 
not included within the Gates ; and theſe are accordingly 
called in old Writings, the Suburbs of Ipſwich, 


But if we conſider the Borough in a larger Senſe, as 
including not only the Town with jts Suburbs, but the 
| four Hamlets of Stoke-Hall, Brooks- Hall, Wikes-Ufford, 
| | and M ites-Biſop, which comprehends the whole Pre- 
| eincts and Liberties of the Borough, the Extent of it is 
1' very conſiderable. For it reaches from Eaſt to Weſt, 
| that is, from the Place on Ruſhmere Common, where 
the Bounds of the Liberties running paſt Ruſhmere- 
Hall-Gate, and along the other Lane croſs the Mood- 
bridge Road oppoſite to the Gallows ; to that Place in 
Whitton-ftreet, where the Bounds come out of the Lane 
leading from Bramford, croſs the Norwich and Bury 
Road, and then go into the Lane leading to /Yhitton 
Church, the Diſtance is better than four Miles. In like 
; manner, from North to South, or near it ; that is, from 
that Place beyond J/:/lerfield Green, where the Bounds 
enter the Road leading from M itneſbam to Ipfwich, and 
ſo to Bourn Bridge; it is about the ſame Diſtance : But 
if, inſtead of going on the Weſt of the Orwell, you go 
from the aforeſaid Place thro' St. Clement's Street on the

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Eaft-ſide of it to Donham Bridge by Fobn's Neſs (I), the 
Diſtance is greater. 

Theſe Bonnds of the Liberties of the Borough have 
been often aſcertained ; but the laſt Determination con- 
cerning them was in 13 King Henry VIII. when a 
Felon Fugitive left Goods behind him at his Houſe in 
IV hitton-ſtreet, which the Bailives ſeized in Right of the 
Borough: But the Eſcheator for the Crown in the 
County of Suffolk hearing of it, he took away the 
Goods by Force, pretending they were not within the- 
Liberties of Ipſwich. The Bailives complained of this 
Violence, whereupon a Commiſſion was directed to the 
Abbot of St. Edmund/bury, Robert Curzon, Knt. Lord 
Curzon, Sir Robert Drury, Sir Richard Wintwarth, Sic 
Philip Tilney, Lionel Talmage, Eſq; and John Sulyard, 
Eſq; to enquire how far the Bounds of the Liberties of 
Ipſwich extend. So a Jury was empannelled, and their 
Return filed in Chancery; who, upon their Oaths ſaid, 
That the ſaid Liberties did extend according to the 
Bounds in the ſaid Return above-mentioned ; and the 
ſaid B. B. and C. of Jpfwich have uſed to enjoy the faid 


| Liberties and Frauncheſes without Mynde of Man. 


Beſides the Precintts on Land before · mentioned, 
the Borough of Ipſtoich did always claim, as appen- 
dant to the Borough and Parcel thereof, a Precin&- 
and Juriſdiction by Water on the Orwell; the Extent of 
which hath likewiſe, more than once, been aſcertained : 
Particularly in 2 Richard II. when a Commiſſion was 
iſſued for that Purpoſe, to John de Sutton, Knt. and 
Richard Malgrave, Knt. accordingly a Jury was ſum- 
moned at Shotley, who ſaid upon their Oaths, That the

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Port of the Town of Ipſiuich doth extend itſelf from the 
faid Town to the Pollaſbæad (I), and had belonged Time 
cout of Mind, and doth now belong, and is Parcel of the 
faid Town, and of the Farm which they hold of our 
Lord the King, &c. 

The Streets of Ipſwich, like thoſe of moſt other an- 
cient Towns, which have not been deſtroyed by Fire and 
rebuilt, do not run in Right-lines ; and therefore do not 
ſtrike a Stranger's Eye, as they would if they were more 
regular; but they contain many good Houſes, which ge- 
nerally are better within, than their outward Appearance 
gives Reaſon to expect. One favourable Circumſtance 
is almoſt peculiar to this Place, which is, that moſt of 
the better Houſes, even in the Heart of the Town, have 
convenient Gardens adjoining to them, which make 
them more airy and healthy, as well as more pleaſant 
and delightful. 


The many Walks and Rides which abound with a 
Variety of pleafing Views, together with the Goodneſs 
of the*Roads in the Evin of Ipſwich, do alſo con- 
tribute greatly towards making the Place agreeable. 
But however entertaining theſe Proſpects on the Land 
may be, they are far exceeded by thoſe that the Orwell 
affords ; which, to ſpeak cautiouſly, at leaſt for the Ex- 
tent of it, is one of the moſt beautiful Salt Rivers in the 
Forld. The Beauty of it ariſes chiefly from its being 
bounded with High-land on both Sides, almoſt the 
whole Way. Theſe Hills on each Side are enriched 
and adorned with almoſt every Object that can make a 
Landſcape agreeable ; ſuch as Churches, Mills, Gentle- 
men's Seats, Villages and other Buildings, Woods, noble 
Avenues, Parks whoſe Pales reach down to the Water's

VA Place well known to Mariners, upon the Sand called 
the Andrews in the High Sea beyond alten and Felixtow 
Cliffs. Poli cad Common is mentioned with Langor- Common, 
in me Court-Rolls of Sir Zobu Sarker's Manor. . 
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Edge, well ſtored with Deer and other Cattle, feeding 
in fine Lawns, &c. Sc. all theſe and more are fo hap- 
pily diſpoſed and diverſified, as if Nature and Art had 
jointly contrived how they might moſt agreeably enter- 
tain and delight the Eye. Such are the Side- Views. 
As a Paſſenger fails from Ipſwich, when he enters what 
is properly called Orwell Haven, the Scene terminates - 
on the Right, with a View of Harwich and the high. 
Coaſt of Eſſex; on the Left with Landguard- Fort, and 
the high Land of Walton and Felix/tow Cliffs behind it; 
and with a Proſpect of the main Ocean before him. As 
he returns to /pſwich, the Scene cloſes with a diſlinct 
View of that fair Town, diſplaying itſelf to ſome Ad- 


vantage, and forming a Sort of Half-moon as the River 
winds, 


Before the Conqueſt (n), and for manyYears aftur it, 
Ipfwich was in the ſame Condition as all other Boroughs 
that 


n) As no Uſe is here made of Mr. Bacon's Manuſcri 
concerning the ancient Condition of this Town and its la- 
habitants ; it may be expected that ſome Reaſon ſhould be 
given for it. For Mr. Bacon was a Man of Learning, and 

ood Abilities ; he had alſo great Opportunities of informin 

Fimſelf He was elected Recorder, in 1643; he — 
accepted the Place of Town Cleri; in 1654, he repreſented 
the Borough at Oliver Cromael's Parliament, and continued 
his Service in theſe three Capacities to the Day of his Death, 
in 1659. It is likewiſe certain, that he did not grudge his 
Trouble; for, on the Sight of this Book, conſiſting of mace 
than Fight hundred Folio Pages, written with his own Hand, 
one cannot but admire his Rdatey, Mr. Bacon begins his 
Annals of Ipſwich from the Saxon Times, and brings them 
down to the Death of King Charles I. Here he ſcems to drop 
a Tear, and ſays, ** The laſt Day of January [1648] puts @ 
* ſa1 Period to my Pen; but his other Writings which were 
the Work of Years, publiſhed in 1649, ſhew how deeply he 
had intereſted himſelf in the Confuſion of thoſe Times, and 
he was accordingly made Maſter of Requeſts to Oliver Crom- 
ell. And notwithſtandiag the Learning and Abilities of 
this Gentleman, it appears plainly from thoſe Writings, as 
well as om his Annals of Þpevich, that he was a Perſon of 
ſtcong Prejudices, and that his Partiality ig favour of —

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that were in the ancient Demeſne of the Crown, In 
Dominio Regis. The King ſometimes held theſe Bo- 
roughs himſelf, and appointed one or more Officers who 
were called Præpeſiti, or Preveſts ; whoſe Buſineſs it 


was to govern the Borough, to ſuperintend the Manage- 
ment 


cular Notions adopted by him, led him into many Miſtakes ; 
ſome of which are ſo groſs, that they are not eaſily to be ac- 


counted for. He had juſtly conceived high Notions of the 


great py of the Borough, and from thence he unwarily 
inferted the Antiquity of the Corporation, which are two very 
different Things. fich was perhaps one of the moſt ancient 
Boroughs in the nn but it was a Royal 3 in 
ancient Demeſne ; ſo that the Burgeſſes were in general Vaſſals 
of the Crown. If it be not one of the n ancient Co 
tions, it is certainly one of the wery ancient Corporations, for 
not many can claim before it; yet it was not a free incor- 
ous Society till King John enfranchiſed and made it fo, 
ut Mr. Bacon ſuppoſes the Corporation to be prior to the Con- 
queſt. Nay, he carries the Antiquity of the Town ſo ridi- 
culouſly far, that he ſuppoſes theſe preſent Churches to be 
the very identical Buildings that exiſted in the Saxon Times. 
For, ſpeaking of thoſe mentioned in Dome/day by Name, he 
adds, ** And, doubtleſs, there were more ; for divers more 
there are that ſeem not inferior in Antiquity to any of the 
former.“ Whereas we know ſome of theſe, which ſeem 
2s ancient as the reſt, were built long fince the Conqueror's 
Time. But were it not fo, the Authority of 8 Book 
is ſo great, that it is allowed in all Courts to be deciſive in 
all Points determinable by that; and as no more than nine 
Churches are therein mentioned. we may be very certain there 
were no more then ſtanding. Upon relating the idle Story of 
King Yppus, before-mentioned, Mr. Bacon does not cenſure 
it, he contents himſelf with a Quere in the Margin, If not 
Hippo, a Saxon of Note for making Laws; and refers his 
Reader to Lindenbrogius. But the moſt glaring Thing of all 
is, his putting off the Charter of the 40 King Henry III. for 
a Charter of King Henry II. whereas Mr. Bacon muſt know 
Henry II. did not reign Thirty fue Years. And King Ed- 
ward I. reciting this in his Charter, calls it expreſsly bis Fa- 
ther's Charter. In other Men, this might be conſidered as ani 
Overſight ; but in a Perſon of Mr. Bacon's Diſcernment, we 
know not what to call it. Mr. Bacon is ſtill more confuſed 
in his Account of Richard the Firſt's Time. So that we think 
we have good Reaſon not to regard his Aecount of the Town 
during this very early Period, but to rely upon other Authori- 
ties, which may, with more Satisſaction, be depended on. 
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ment of the Demeſne Lands, to receive the Geld, Hanſe, 
and all other Duties and Impoſts (many of which there 
were) under the Norman Kings; theſe Officers were 
called Ballivi, or Bailives. 

But the moſt uſual Way was, for the King to grant 
theſe Boroughs to ſome Earl, at that Time the higheſt 
Order of Engliſh Nobility (u), and a Title of Office, as 
well as Honour; and in this Caſe, the Earl appointed the 
Officers before-mention'd ; and the Uſage was, for the 
King to have two Thirds of the Revenues of the Borough 
to his own Uſe, or the Uſe of ſuch Perſon as he thought 
fit to grant them to; and the Earl had the other third 
Part (o), together with the third Penny of all Fines, 
Forfeitures, Amercements, c. Sometimes the Ear! 
lett the Revenues of the Borough to ſome other Per- 
ſons, for a certain annual Rent, but ſtill he had his 
Third. 

As to the State of the Burgeſſes, at the Time we are 
ſpeaking of ; there might be ſome Inhabitants who had 
Poſſeſſions without the Borough, held by Military Ser- 
vice, which was the only free Tenure. Theſe were law- 
ful Men of the Realm, ſui juris, and Free-men, pro- 
perly ſo called. There were others, who, by particular 
Favour and Grant from the Crown, had changed their 
Tenures for an annual Payment, which was called a 
Free-Rent ; as it freed them from the perſonal, and more 
ſervile Service, to which they were before obliged. 
The reſt held by Soccage-Tenure, or ſomething equivalent

They had, ſtrictly ſpeaking, no Property of their own ; 
they held what they had at the Will of the Lord ; could 


not aliene, nor could their Children inherit without hs 
Permiſkon. Nay, the Lord, under whoſe Dominion 
they were, was conſidered as having a Sort of Property 
in their very Perſons, and accordingly they were called 
His Villains, and his Men. Even the Citizens of 
London thought it a great Point gained, when they ob- 
tained from the Conqueror what is called his Charter to 
chem; tho” it conſiſts only of four or five Lines, and 
contains only theſe two Privileges, viz. That the Bur- 
geſſes ſhould be Law-worthy (g); and that their Chil 
dren ſhould be their Heirs. Such was the general Con- 


dition of Boroughs and Burgeſſes in ancient Demeſne z 
Whether this were the Condition of /pſwich in particular, 
the Reader may judge by the following Extracts from 


Domeſday 
Salden ſays, * againſt Miles and Terant by Kn gbu- 


dice, were oppoſed, Liberdokemannus, Burgen/ts, Vitlanus, 
* Tenant in ancient Demeſne, and Serviens, Sokemans were but 
*«« 'Tenants in Soccage, who held by Service of the Plough, and 
«© ſuch like. Burgeſſes were Men of Towns, of Perfogal, not 
'« Feudal Worth. Villain, near the like, altho' applied af- 
*« terwards to Bond-ſlaves. Tenants in Demeſne, altho' they 
* had large Liberties of Diſcharge and Quiet, as now, yet 
Were reckoned ſo far from the Worth of old Tenants by 
* Kuights-Serwvice, that they Lad not Rank as Liberi Homines, 
or Free-Alen.“ But, after the Enfranchiſement, the Bur- 
geſſes would not admit a Villain to be free of /p/wich ; and

« Roger the Vice-Earl, lett the whole for 40 J. to be 
ce paid at the Feaſt of St. Michael; afterwards he could

it, now it pays 371. And the Earl always hath the

It is not here ſaid whether the Revenues of the Bo- 
rough were lett to one or more Perſons; but probably 
they were lett to ſome of the principal Burgeſſes. And 
they continued at the ſame Rent or near it, for above an 
hundred Years, as will appear preſently. 


The Policy of the Norman Princes led them to raiſe 
the Condition of the lower People, that by their Means 
they might the better be enabled to check the Power of 
the Barons. This was done gradually: Firſt, by al- 
tering the Tenures of private Perſons in the manner be- 
fore-mentioned ; and then by enfranchiſing whole Com- 
munities, eſpecially the Boroughs in Royal Demeſne, as 
being more immediately dependant upon the Crown. 
Ipſwich did not enjoy this Benefit before the Reign of 
King Jahn; yet ſome Steps were taken towards it, in 
the Reign of his Brother King Richard I. viz.

It is not eaſy to account for ſo great an Alteration in 
the Borough, within the Space of Twenty Years or there- 
about ; but, in thoſe Times of Confuſion, there are other In- 
Rances of the like Kind. : 


(*) 1Avich Domeſday, from that in the Exchequer, 
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« The Men of Ipſwich owe Forty Marcs, for having 
t their Liberties, The Men of [p/wich have accounted 
4 for Sixty Marcs for having their Town in their own 
« Hands, by increaſing the Farm One Hundred Shil- 
« lings per Annum, for the Confirmation of our Lord the 
« King, concerning their Liberties ; they have paid it 
&« into the Treaſury, and are acquitted (y) :“ i. e. as we 
underſtand it, They were to pay in the whole One Hun- 
dred Marcs, of which they had actually paid Sixty, and 
ſtood indebted for the other Ferty Marcs. We imagine 
they found it difficult to raiſe ſo large a Sum, and their 
not being able to pay the whole, together with the an- 
nual Rent which kept running on at the Rate of 35 . 
per Ann, was what prevented this Agreement with the 
Crown from taking Effect. That the Farmers were in 
Arrear, appears from the Entry of the next Year, 7th 
Richard I. which ſays, The Men of Ipſwich owe 171. 
« 10s, for the Rent of Ipſwich for laſt Lear, [i. e. Half 
a Year's Rent,] “ and 35 J. for the Rent of this Year.” 

And on the Back of the Great Roll of 10 Richard J.

Man, properly 
ſo called In Conhrmation of what has been before a — 
it is to be obſerved, that almoſt Two Hundred Years after 
the Date of King John's Charter, the whole Number of lo- 
Ja Men in this good Town, was ho more than 1085 ; wiz. 
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Tho' the Burgeſſes had a due Senſe of the Privileges 
conferred upon them by this Charter, they did not act 
in conſequence of it, until the Thurſday next after June 
24, in the ſecond Year of King John's Reign, which 
was thirteen Months after the Date of the Charter. 
'This Delay can only be imputed to the Difficulty they 
found in railing the Money for it. It being an uſual 
thing not to deliver theſe Grants and Charters before all 
Fines, Fees, &c. are diſcharged and paid. 

But on the Day now mentioned, being a Body newly 
created, and having no Houſe or Place to meet in, they 
aſſembled in the Church-Yard of St. Mary at Tower, and 
held their e Great Court, which was continued for 
three Seſſions by Adjournment. At this Court the Bur- 
geſſes elected the fir? Bailiues. And they refolved that 
there ſhould be in this Borough Twelve Capital Portmen, 
as there were in the other Free Boroughs of England. 
At the ſecond Seſſion, they elected four Men out of 
each Pariſh, to act as a Committee for the whole Town- 
{hip ; which Committee choſe the Firſt Twelve Portmen. 
At the third Seffion, they ordered a Cammon-Szal to be 
made; and choſe an Alderman of the Merchants Gild, 
with four Aſſociates to aſſiſt him. 

The ſecond Great Court was held on the Sunday next 
after September 8, in the ſame Year, and in the ſame

The ſecond 
Seſſion of this Court was held by Adjournment in the 
Church of St. Mary Tower ; when the Common Seal 
was produced, and three Perſons were appointed to keep 
that and the Charter, who were the Firſt Clavigers. 
Soon after, in this Year, the Priors of Trinity and St. 
Peter's Priories were admitted Free Burgeſſes, paying 
Fines, viz. the Prior of Trinity Twenty Shillings, and the 
Prior of St. Peter's One Marc, in Aid of the Expence in 
obtaining the Charter. Roger Bigot, Earl of Norfolk, 
was likewiſe admitted a Free Burgeſs; and it is men- 
tioned as a Reaſon, becauſe the ſaid Earl aſſiſted in 
procuring the King's —_— ta be delivered to the 
Tawn, 

Bot, even after the Enfranchiſement took place, the 
Boroughs in Demeſue found this farther Inconvenience, 
that they were obliged in all Aids made to the King in 
Parliament, to pay a greater Pioportion than the other 
free Subjects did. Thus, in 22 King Edward I. when 
the Subjects in general were aſſeſſed one Tenth of their 
perſonal Effects, the City of London and the other Cities 
and Boroughs in Demeſne, paid one ſixth Part of their 
Perſonalty ; and, in the next Year, when the Kingdom 
in general was aſſeſſed for one eleventh Part, the 
Cities and Boroughs in Demeſne paid one ſeventh. And 
after the Citizens and Burgeſſes were regularly ſummoned 

to Parliament, as well as the Earls, Barons, and Knights 
of the Shires, it became a ſettled Rule, that the Cities 
and Boroughs in Demeſne, ſhould give about one Third 

more, than the Earls, Barons and Knights did grant. 
Thus in 34 Edward I. when the People in general paid 
a Thirtieth Part, the Citizens and Burgeſſes in Demeſne 
paid a Tuentieth; 1 Edward II. when the People in ge- 
neral paid one Twentieth Part, the Burgeſſes in Demeſne 
paid ong Fifteenth; and in 12 Edward II. when the reſt 
were 
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were taxed an Eighteenth, the Burgeſſes in Demeſne were 
taxed one Twelfth Part. It doth farther appear from a 
Writ in 43 Edward III. that Ipſwich was the only Bo- 
rough in this County, that was in the ancient Demeſne of 
the Crown. (f). 

King Edward I. in the Thirteenth Year of his Reign, 
for certain Exceſſes and Offences by the Burgeſſes of 
Ipfwich committed {but what theſe were is not men- 
tioned) ſeized the Borough into his own Hands, and 
kept it till his 19th Year ; when being pleaſed, (as it js 
faid,) with the Service performed by ſome Ships from 
Ipſwich, in his Expedition againſt Scotland; he re- granted 
the Borough with its Liberties, &c. to the Burgeſſes, and 
confirmed the Charters of King John and Henry III. by 
his Charter, dated at Berwick 23 June 19 Edward III. or 
A. D. 1291, But he puniſhed the Town ſufficiently, 
by raiſing the Annual Rent full 50 per Cent. for inſtead 
of Sixty Marcs, he made it Sixty Pounds ; and thus it hath 
continued ever ſince (g). And perhaps a better Reaſon 
may be aſſigned for his reſtoring the Charters, than that 
before - mentioned; ſince it appears from that Part of the 
Sheriff of Norfelt's Account which we have ſeen, that 
the King did not receive ſo much from the Borough 
during the Seizure, as the Annual Fee-farm thus raiſed 
amounted to. But Bacon's MS. ſays, Philip Harneis, 
John Clement, Vivian Silveſter, and Jabn Briſet did in 
18 Edward I. account for 60 J. Farm, during the King's 
Pleaſure ; and that this appeareth from Rot. Mag. Norf. 
in the Exchequer ; fo this Agreement might fix the An- 
nual Rent at 60 l.

Out of the Fee-farm due annually from this Borough, 
al 1 by Queen Elixabetb's School Charter, is 
authorized to detain 24/7. 6s. 8 4. for the Maſter's Salary ; 
and 14/7. 6s. 8d. for the Uſher's Salary ; the remainin 
Sum of 211. 6s. 8 4. was ſold in the Reign of K. Chari Il, 
and is aow the Property of Robert Edgar, Blas 
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Ass ſoon as their Charters were reſtored, the Burgeſſes 
elected TwenTY-Four Men to act as a Committee, 
and to collect the ancient Uſages and Cuſtoms of the 
Borough, and to enroll them, that they might be better 
known and aſcertained than they had been ſince the E- 
lopement of one John Blake, who was the Town-Clerk ; 
and inthe laſt Year of King Henry III. he fled from the 
Town, and carried away ſome of their Records. When 
the Body of Twenty-four Men was firſt inſtituted, doth 
not appear; but we think it not improbable, that it 
might have its Riſe from this Committee ; yet we do 
not find them mentioned as a Body, before the Time of 
Edward IV. but then they are mentioned as having been 
long in Uſe. 

There are ſeveral ancient Uſages and Cuſtoms, ſome 
of which. continue to this Day. Particularly, 

1. Upon an Alienation after Sciſin of Tenements in 
the ſaid Town delivered to a Purchaſer, the J/7fe of the 
Vender may come into Court, and being ſolely examined, 
may acknowledge that Alienation to be done with her 
Conſent; and that Recognizance being enrolled, is 
final. 

2. Tenements in Fee may be deviſed by Will, and 
by Cuſtom of the Town, ſuch Wills may be proved (% 
and enrolled, and Seiſin ſhall be delivered to him to 
whom they are bequeathed. 

3- Every Heir Male or Female is of full Age at the 
Age of Fourteen Years; and then the Friends who have 


received the Rents during the Minority, ſhall account.

+ ) The Uſage was to prove ſuch Wills as deviſed Lands 
or Houſes before the Bailives, when the Town-Clerk endorſed 
upon them a Memorandum of ſuch Probat, and then ſuch 
Wills were proved and lodged in the Spiritual Courts, for the 
Perſonalty.

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4. All Tenements in this Town are partable, as well 
between Heirs Male as Heirs Female (i), if they be not 
forecloſed by Gift or Bequeſt of their Anceſtor. 

5. If a Burgeſs take a Wife, whether Damſel or 
Widow, ſo that he wedded no other Wife afore, and the 
Wife out-live her Huſband ; the Wife ſhall have all the 
chief Place of her Huſband whereof he died ſeiſed in 
the ſaid Town in his Domain, as of Fee, to hold in Name 
of Free-bank, while ſhe keeps her Widowhood, without 
making Waſte or Alienation in Diſberiſon of the Heir, 

6. All thoſe that have Lands and Tenements in the 
Town, whether Male or Female, and can reckon and 
count; and have accompliſhed the Age of Fourtcen 
Years, may give his Land or Freehold, or fell it, or lett 
it, and of his Right quit Claim for evermore, as if hg 
had accompliſhed the Age of Twenty-one Years, 

7. A Woman Covert may be compelled to anſwer in 
a Plea of Treſpaſs, on Pain of Impriſonment, in like 
manner as ſhe would were ſhe ſole; fo that the Treſpaſs 
be perſonal, and touch not Freehold, 


The Body of Portmen were not originally created by 
Charter, but appointed by the Burgeſſes, as we ſaid be» 
fore. How long they continued, doth not certainly ap- 
pear ; but that they were not kept up in the Beginning 
of King Edward the Second's Reign, is clear : For about 
the 3d Edward II. or A. D. 1310, the Burgeſles reſolved 
to revive that Order, and elected Twenty-ſeven Men out 
of the ſeveral Pariſhes, viz. St. Margaret's, 4 ; St. Mary 
Tower, 4; St. Matthew and St. George, 3; St. Laurence 
and St. Stephen, 4 ; St. Mary Elms and St. Nicholas, 4 ;

(i) This is called Gave/kind, and furniſhes another Proof 
of the ſervile State of the ancient Burgeſſes: For wherever 
this Cuſtom obtained, it was originally introduced by the Po-.

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St. Peter and St. Auſtin, 4; St. Mary Key and St. Cle- 
ment, 4. Theſe made a Committee, who were to chooſe 
Twelve Portmen to preſerve the Laws, Cuſtoms, &c. and 
to do all other Things as the other Twelve Men uſed to 


do; and, upon a Death it was agreed, the Eleven ſhould 


chooſe another in his Stead (4). 


About 18 King Edward III. William Sharford ſat as 
Judge of Aſſize here; and, being a moroſe Man, he 
was ſo oftended with the Magiſtrates for not apprehend- 
ing ſome Sailors who had behaved, as he thought, rudely 
towards him (/), that he caufed the King to feize the 
Liberties : So the Government of the Town was com- 
mitted to the Sheriff of Norfolk and Suffolk ; and Ed- 
ward Noon was deputed by him as Kzeper of the Town. 
But this did not laſt above a Year; for tho' upon the 
Monday after St. Matthew (Sept. 21.) a Court was held 
before Edward Noon, Deputy-Keeper, yet on the Lord's 
Day after the Aſlumption of the Virgin Mary (Aug. 15.) 
following, a Court was holden before Fohn de Pre/toun 
and William Ringold Bailiffs, as uſual (m). 

Next to the Charter of King John that of 24 King 
Henry VI. was molt beneficial ; by this he incorporated 
the Town by the Name of The Burgeſſes of Ipſwich.” 
He authoriſed them in every Year to elect two Burgeſſes 
to be Bailives at the accu/tomed Time and Place, to exer- 
Cife that Office for one whole Year. He granted to the 
Bailives, and Four ſuch other Burgeſſes as the ſaid Bai» 
lives ſhall be pleaſed to take to them out of the Twelve

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Portmen (n), the Office of Juſtice of the Peace, Mc. 
within the ſaid Town; granted all Fines, Forſeitures, 
and Amercements ariſing from the Office of Juſtice of 
the Peace, &c. and the Aſſize of Bread, Wine, and Ale; 
appointed ſuch one of the Bailives, as at the time of 
their Election the Burgeſſes ſhall chooſe, to be Eſcheator; 
and expreſsly granted the Admiralty and Clerkſhip of 
the Market. 

King Henry VI. being of the Houſe of Lancafter, his 
Succeſſor Edward IV. recites in his Charter all the Char- 
ters of the former Kings, but takes no notice of this. 
From hence it has happened that the Charter of King 
Henry VI. is never mentioned. But it is certain the 
Burgeſſes accepted it, and acted under it;; for in 26 
Henry VI. it was ordered that all the Profits of the 
Offices of Eſcheator and Juſtice of the Peace ſhould be 
applied towards the Expence of the Building at the End 
of the Hall of Pleas. Robert Mode was the firſt Eſchea- 
tor, elected in Form 24 Henry VI. It is to be obſerved, 
that tho' the Aſſize of Bread, &c. and the Offices of 
Admiral and Clerk of the Market were firſt expreſsly 
granted in this Charter of Henry VI. the Bailives did 
always exerciſe thoſe Offices by the Cuſſom of the Town. 
Thus particularly, on a 2u2 Harranto for removing the 
Fiſh-Market in the Time of Henry III. they juſtified 
themſelves by the Cuſtem, and that Plea was admitted. 
Bacon's MS, 

Tho' Edward IV. would take no notice of the pre- 
ceding Charter, he himſelf granted all the Privileges 
mentioned in that, with the following Alterations and 
Additions, viz. 

He incorporated the Town by the Name of the Bailiff, 
Burgeſſes, and Commonalty of the Town of Ipſwich. He 
confined the Election of Bailives expreſfs]y to 8 September, 

and 


e This is the firſt mention that is made of the Portmen 
in any Chartg. 
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and in the Guild-Hall, and they were to ſerve for one 
Year from thence next following (o). And he expreſsly 
exempted the Burgeſſes from Service on Juries. 

The ſucceeding Kings confirmed the Charters of their 
Predeceſſors; but the moſt intereſting Charter ſince thoſe 
of Henry VI. and Edward IV. was that of King 
Charles II. who in his ſeventeenth Year (to rectify ſome 
Irregularities, and ſettle ſome Diſputes which had ariſen 
in the preceding Times of Confuſion, particularly with 
regard to the Election of Portmen, and the Twenty-four 
chief Conſtables) granted his Charter, in which he con- 
firmed the High Steward, the Twelkue Portmen, the 
Twenty-four chief Conſtables, the Recorder and Towns 
Clerk for that Time being, by their Names; and directed 
that upon the Death or Removal of one or more of the 
Portmen or Chief Conſtables, all Elections of Portmen 
ſhould be made by the R or Reſidue of the Portmen, 
and all Elections of the Twenty-four ſhould be made by 
the Reſt or Reſidue of them, &c. &c. 

Aſter the Example of moſt other Boroughs, towards 
the latter End of the Reign of King Charles II. the Bur- 
geſſes of Ipſwich ſurrendered their Charter; and, inſtead 
of it, in 36 Charles II. he gave them another, which te. 
duced the Number of Chief Conſtables to Eigbteen; and 
in this a Power was reſerved, that the Crown might by 
an Order of Council, turn out any of the Portmen and 

Eighteen 

(e) From this Expreſſion ſome have objected to the Practice 
of ſwearing the new Bailives on Mich-e/mas-Day ; and the 
Contenders on different Sides have at different Times availed 
themſelves of the Objection. But conſtant Uſage hath more 
Weight than the Words of a Charter: And it is certain, the 
Cuſtom hath a/ways been to ſwear the Failives on the 25th 
September, and they have conſtantly ferved their Office until 
the Micbaelmas- Day following. Nay, it doth ſtill appear upon 
Record, that this was the Uſage within nine Years after the 
Grant of Edward the Fourth's Charter; for in the Month of 
May, 12 Edward IV.

May, A. D. 1688, out of the Thirty Portmen and Chief 
Conſtables, actually removed Twenty-three. But tho” 
the Burgeſſes received this Charter, and acted under it, 
yet the Surrender of the Town made to K. Charles II. 
was not enrolled; nor was any Judgment entered upon 
Record, upon the Que Warranto brought againſt the 
Corporation in the Reign of King Charles II. And 
therefore upon the Publication of King James's Procla- 
mation of 17 Ottober, 1688, the Bailives, Portmen, and 
Twenty-four Men, who had acted under the firſt Charter 
of 17 Charles II. reſumed their Functions; they aſſem- 
bled and filled up their Bodies reſpectively, and from 
theſe Portmen and theſe Twenty-four Men are the preſent 
Portmen and Twenty-four Men, in Succeſſion derived.

Richard Sparrow, William Neave, William Browne,

An AccounT of the Churches, Religious 
Houſes, and other Buildings, &c. &c. in 
IPSWICH, its Suburbs, and Precintts. 


HE following Churches are mentioned in Domes- 

day-Book, as ſtanding in the Conqueror's Time, 
viz. The Holy Trinity, St. Auſtin, St. Michael, St. Mary, 
St. Botolph [i. e. Mhitton Church), St. Laurence, St. Peters, 
St. Stephen, and Thurkve/lon, Of theſe, the three for- 
mer are down and not rebuilt —15 Ed. I. or A. D. 
1287. On New year's Day at Night, as well through 
« Vehemency of the Wind as Violence of the Sea, many 
Churches were overthrown and deſtroyed, not only at 
« Yarmouth, Dumuwich, and Ipſwich, but alſo in divers 
ic other Places in England.” Stowe's Annals. 

There are at preſent, 1. St. Clement This Church 
was early and wholly impropriated to the Priory of St. 
Peter, without any Vicarage created ; and its being thus 
impropriated, when the laſt Valuation was made, occa- 
ſioned its not being valued in the King's Books (g).

(s) But it pays a Fee-farm Rent of 40/, 
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The Impropriation was granted, 7 Edw. VI. to William 
i and Wilkam Breton; but afterwards it came into 
the Hands of Robert Broke and William Bloiſe, who, pre- 
ſented a Clerk to the Rectory in A. D. 1606, and there- 
by reſtored the Rector to all the Rights and Dues which 
he was entitled to before the Impropriation was made.

« K. Richard gave Myles a Member of Ipfwich [and in

«« Biſhop of Norwich holdeth it, but it is not known by 
« what Service.” The Hamlet and Manor of J#yhkes- 
Biſhop was afterwards confirmed to Fobn le Gray, Biſhop 
of Norwich, by K. John; and it belonged to the Biſhops 
of Norwich till it was given to K. Henry VIII. by Act of 
Parliament in 1535; who granted it A. D. 1545, to 
Sir John Fermie, Knut. While the Biſhops of Norwich 
had it, they uſed frequently to reſide at their Houſe ſi- 
tuated near the South-ſide of the Road, leading towards 
Na#om from Biſhops-Hill ; where there is now a ſquares 
Field, which ſeems as if formerly it had been moated 
round. Many Inſtitutions, &c. are ſaid in the Books at 
Norwich, to have been granted at this Place. The Ma- 
nor of J/ykes-Biſbop is now veſted in the Heirs of Sit 
Samuel Barnardifton, of Brightwell, The Church of 
IV jhes is ſometimes mentioned in old Writings ; but it 
is not known where it ſtood ; and poſlibly it might be no 
more than a Chapel, for the Uſe of the Biſhop and his

Within this Pariſh of St. Clement lieth alſo Part of the

Beyond St. Clement's Street, and between the two 
Hamlets ſtood St. James's Chapel (2), now wholly down: 
This did, probably, belong to St. James's Hoſpital. And 
the Field near which it ſtood, is Glebe belonging to the 
Rectory of St. Hellen. From hence, and from the Grant 
of St. James's Fair, it may be conjecturad that there was 
ſome Connexion between St. Fames's Hoſpital and tha 
Leprous-Houſe of St. Mary Magdalene, which is ſaid to 
have ſtood ſome where oppoſite to St. Hellen's Church. 
Certain it is, King John, within three Weeks after he 
ſucceeded: to the Crown, granted a Fair to the Lepers of 


St. Mary Magdalene in Ipſwich, to be held on the Day 
and Morrow of St. James the Apoſtle ; ſome ſmall Re- 
mains of which Fair ſtill continue, When the Leprous- 
Houſe of St. Mary Magdalene. was diſſolved, the Reve- 


) St. Fame:'s Chapel ſtood adjoining to the South · weſt 
Corner of that Piece of Ground aſter- mentioned, which is 
Glebe belonging to the Rectory of St. Hellen, and from the 
Uſe to which it was for many Years applied, called the Ro 
Ground. For after the Site of it was built upon, it was fold 
by Thomas EHington, Lord of Brightevell, and of the Manor 
of of ny ny 6 in 4. D. i655. And in the Conveyance to 
ane Noyſe, he ſells the Meſſuage called or known by the 
Name of the Chat , and the Yard called the Cha- 
« pel-yard, containing half an Acre more or leſs, now ins 
« cloſed within a Pale, as the ſame are ſituated in the Ham- 
« let of Myles-Biſtop, between the common Way leading 
« from St Clement's-itreet to Bixley on the North, and the 
common Way leading from Jp/wich to Colneis on the South, 
« and abut upon the 2 yard towards the Eaſt, and upon 
« a ſmell Alley leading from the ſaid common Way, Cc. to- 
to the common Way, Sc. aforeſaid; towards the Weſt. 
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nues of it were annexed to the Rectory of St. Hellen of 
Caldwell, 9 Henry VIII (t). and with them probably the 
Revenues of St. James's Hoſpital ; for, beſide the Piece 
of Glebe before-mentioned, the Rector of St. Hellen was 
entitled to ſome Portion of the Tythes ariſing annually 
from the Lands in the Hamlet of Mytes-Biſbop; and for 
this Portion, a Compoſition was conſtantly paid by the 
Rector of St. Clement, before the Conſolidation of the 
two Churches, when they were in difterent Hands. 

2. St. Hellen. Altho' this Church was formerly impro- 
priated to the Hoſpital of St. James, or St. Mary Magda- 
lene, it hath been inſtituted into a Rectory, above two 
hundred Years. The Biſhop of Nerwich had the Ad- 
vowſon till he parted with the Manor of tet. 

In a Field almoſt oppofite to Ca/dwell- Hall, now called 
Cold- Hall, on the South of the Road leading to Keſgrave, 
ſtood the Church of St. John Bapti/t, in Caldwell; of 
which there are no Remains. It was impropriated to 
Trinity Priory, and granted with that to Sir Thomas Pope. 
"The Church of St. Hillen enjoyeth at this Day a Piece 
of Land within the Chauntry-Lands in Spreughton and 
State; two Pieces of which Chauntry-Lands, are thus 
deſcribed : The South Head whereof abutteth upon the 
Meadow pertaining to the Church of Caldwell in part, 
ec.“ And then follow, Two Meadows lying to- 
« oether in Sproughton and Stoke, abutting upon the Mea- 
dow pertaining to the Church of St. Hellen's in Cald- 
tuell, towards the Weſt.” | 

St. Edmund a Pountney, corruptly fo called for Pon- 
tiniac in France, where he was buried, had a Chapel 
which ſtood towards the South-weſt Corner of Raſemary- 


lane, Brook-fireet ; and which was impropriated to St. 
D 2 Peter's 


A Piece of Ground Eaſt of the Rope walk in 
St. Clement's Pariſh ; and behind, that is, Seth of the Houſes 
oppoſite to the Church of St. Hellen, is Glebe belonging to the 
— and probably, here this Leprous Houle might 
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Peter's Priory; but being in the Gift of the Biſhop of 
Norwich, as St. Hellen's was, they were given to the 
ſame Incumbent till they were united. John de Bergham- 
is mentioned 26 Edward I. as Parſon of St. Edmund's 
Chapel, in Ipſwich, This St. Edmund was Archbiſhop 
of Canterbury, and being weary of the Pope's Exactions 
in England, became a voluntary Exile at Pontimac in- 
France, where he died, A. D. 1240 (u); with the Ho- 
nour and Reputation of a Saint. The Rector of St. 
Helkn enjoys a Portion of Corn-Tithes from certain: 
Lands in Horne, one Field of which is called Pountney Cloſe z. 
and theſe Tithes did, probably, belong to this Chapel, 


3- St. Laurence is ſaid, in Domeſday, to have had twelve 
Acres of Land. Norman, the Son of Eadnoth, gave this 
Church to Trinity, Priory, who got it impropriated to 
them. But there having been no Prædial Tithes belong- 
ing to it for many Years, there was no Grant of the Im- 
propriation at the Diſſolution, The preſent Building. 
was begun by Jahn Bottold, who died A. D. 1431 (x), 
The Chancel was built by John Balduyn, Draper, who 
died A. D. 1449; and his Name is in the Stone-work. 
under the Eaſt Window, now plaſtered over. Several 


Legacies were about that time given towards building. 


the Steeple. 


A. D. 1514. Edmund Daundy, Portman of Iofwich, 
founded a Chauntry in this Church for a Secular Prieſt to 
offer at the Altar of St. Themas, in Behalf of himſelf 
and his Relations, among whom he reckoned Thomas 
WW alſey, then Dean of Lincoln ; and his Parents Robert.

Gentlemen of good Fortune; and the Iſſue of one of 
them, was the Wife of Lord-Keeper Bacon. It appears 
then, that Cardinal J/olſey was well allied; and as we 
meet with nothing that gives the leaff Countenance to the 
common Notion of his being the Son of a Butcher (),. 
it is very probable that his Parents were not in ſuch mean

In the Church · Cheſt of this. Pariſh, ſhuffled in among 
.other Deeds, a Receipt was lately found, given by Ed- 
ward Grymeſlon to Lionel Talmage and William Fofter, 
Eſquires, John Holland and Matthew Goodyng, Bailiffs 
of [þſwich, (Commiſſioners for the Sale of Church Goods 
within the ſaid Town, ) acknowledging the following 
Particulars, viz.

The vulgar Notion is, that the "Cardina/ built the 
Shambles, in the Market-ſquare ; but this cannot be true: 
For it is certain they were re-built, or at leaſt very thoroughly 
repaired in 40 of Elizabeth; when a great Quantity of I im- 
ber was taken down for this Purpoſe, upon the Manors of 
Ulverflone Halt and Sackwyler, in Debenbam. Had they been 
built by Wolkey, they could not in ſo ſhort a Time have wanted 
ſuch Repair. For we think, nothing conſiderable bath been 
done td them from that Time to this.

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| 4. St. Margaret. This Church was impropriated to the 
Priory of the Holy Trinity.—Trinity Church, from which 
probably the Priory had its Name, ſtood near St. Mar- 
garet's Church- yard; and is mentioned in Domeſday, as 
being endowed in the Conqueror's Time with Twenty- 
fix Acres of Land. The ſtrong Foundation of this Steeple 
was, within theſe few Years, undermined and blown up 
with Gunpowder. The Priory was founded and chiefly 
endowed before A. D. 1177, by Norman Gaftrode, for 
Black Canons of the Order of St, Auſtin ; the Founder 
became one of the firſt Canons. King Henry II. granted 
the Prior and Convent a Fair on Holy- Rood Day, Sept. 14. 
to continue for three Days. Not long after the Founding 
of this Monaſtery, the Church and the Offices were burnt 
down; but they were rebuilt by John of Oxford, Biſhop 
of Norwich ; whereupon King Richard I. gave the Pa- 
tronage of the Priory to him and his Succeſſots. The 
Grant of the Fair was afterwards confirmed by K. John, 
who, moreover, gave to the Priory all the Lands and 
Rents formerſy belonging to the Churches of St. Michael, 
and St. Saviour's, in [pſwich, From this Expreſſion, it 
ſeems as if both theſe Churches were even then dilapi- 
dated. No Man knows at this Day where they ſtood ; 
but there is a ſort of uncertain Tradition, which ſays, 
the Church of St. Saviour ſtood behind St. Mary Elms, 
ſomewhere in the Garden belonging to the Houſe of 
Robert Milner, Eſq; in WV:/tgate-flreet. And that the 
Church of St. Michael, which is ſaid in Domeſday to have 
had eight Acres of Land, ſtood ſomewhere near to the 
Church of St. Nicholas {z), The Revenues of this Priory 
in 26 Henry VIII. were valued at 88/. 65. 9d. per Ann. 
and were granted 36 Henry VIII. to Sir Thomas Pope. 
There is now a good Seat called Chriſi- Church, built by 
Sir Edmund I hitapole, and incloſed within a Pale. Sir 
Eznund's only Child was married to Leicefler Lord V iſ-

e See St. NVicheſar afterwards, and St Mary Elms. 
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count Hereford, whoſe Heireſs married Pryce late Lord 
Viſcount Hereford, and this Eſtate was fold by Him td 
Claude Fonnerrau, Eſq; whoſe eldeſt Son and Heir Thomas 


Fonnereau, Eſq; Member of Parliament for the Borough 
of Sudbury, in this County, doth now enjoy it. 

The Church of St. Margaret is not mentioned in 
Domeſday, fo that it was not then in being; but the 
Church of the Hoy Trinity being wholly appropriated to 
the Uſe.of the Prior and Convent, we think this Church 
might be built for the Uſe of the Pariſhioners, 

The Parliamentary Viſitors who ated in Suffolk, by 
virtue of a Warrant from the Earl of Manchefler in the 
Year 1648, and who from their Hatred 'of painted 
Glaſs, may be called, The Window-breaking Vifitors, took 
down from this Church the twelve Apoſtles in Stone, 
and ordered between twenty and thirty Pictures to be 


| taken down. This appears from the Journal of William 


Dowfing, of Stratford, who was principally concerned 
and had a power of appointing Deputies to viſit-and de- 
face Churches in Suffolk; a Part of which Journal ac- 
cidentally came into our Hands. 


5. St. Mary at Elms. This Church was given to Trinity 
Priory by Alan the Son of Edgar Aleto, and Richard the 
Son of Alan. But there ſeems to have been no Grant 
made of the Impropriation, ſince the Diſſolution of that 
Monaſtery. In Domeſday Book only one Church is 
mentioned, as dedicated to St. Mary ; which is ſuppoſed 
to be St. Mary at Tower. From hence we may conclude, 
that this Church was not then built; but that it ſuce 
eeeded the dilapidated Church of St. Saviour, as St. 
Hellen's did that of St. Jahn in Caldwell, and as St. Ni- 
cholas was built inſtead of St. Michael's Church. And if 
this be admitted, we will add one further Conjecture, 
that it might probably be built upon the very Spot where 
St. Saviour's Church ſtood. See the Account of Trinity 
Priory, in the Pariſh of St. Margaret above. N 


D 4 Oppoſite 
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Oppoſite to this Church, an Alms-houſe has lately been 
erected, in purſuance of the Will of Mrs. Ann Smyth of 
Londen, Widow, who left 5000/. for it; but there be, 
ing a Deficiency of Aſſets, after adjuſting all Claims, 
the Court of Chancery appointed 4432/. 55. 26. for 
this Purpoſe, which was laid out in South-Sea Annui- 
ties; and the Miniſters of St. Peter and St. Mary at Elms, 
in Ipſwich, for the Time being, were appointed Truſtees 
for it, The Reverend Mr. Cornwallis and Mr. Biſhop, 
the preſent Miniſters of theſe two Pariſhes, generouſly 
accepted the Truſt, without having the leaſt Conſidera- 
tion for their Trouble; and this Building hath been con- 
ducted by them: But, as they built with the Intereſt 
only, without breaking in upon the principal Sum, it is 
not yet compleated : When it is, twelve poor Women 
are to be maintained in it. 

6. St. Mary at Kay. This Church was impropriated to 
the Priory of St. Peter, and all the Tithes belonging to 
it were granted 7 Edward VI. to Vebbò and Breton. The 
Church was new-built ſince the Year 1448, when 
Richard Gowty was a conſiderable Benefactor to it; for 
by his Will in that Year made, he ordered his Body to 
be buried in the Church-yard of St. Hary at the Kay, in 
Ipfwich, and gave Calyon-flone for the whole new Church, 
which was to be built in the ſaid Church-yard. 

North of this Church but within this Pariſh, was a 
Houſe of Black Friers Dominicans, called the Friers 
Preachers, who ſettled here in the latter End of the Reign 
of King Henry III. It was founded by Hemy Manſdy, 
Henry Redred, and Henry Loudham, granted 33 Hen, VIII. 
to William Salyn, but bought by the Corporation of Mr, 
Southwell. It was of large Extent, for it reached from 
Star- lane to Dirty-lane, in St. Margaret's Pariſh. It is 
applied to ſeveral uſeful Purpoſes, Here is an Hoſpital 
for poor Boys; a Grammar-School Room; a Publick 
Library; a Bride well; and a great Part of it makes 
Habitationg

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Habitations for the Poor of Mr. Tooley's Foundation. In 
the Yard belonging to it ſtands the Shire- Houſe. It is 
perhaps as entire, as any ſuch Houſe of equal Antiquity, 
and is well deſcribed in the Print that is publiſhed 
of it, 

7. St. Mary at Stola. King Eadgar gave Stoke, a Mem- 
« ber of Ipſwich, to St. Etheldred [Domeſday] }”* i. e. to 
the Prior and Convent of EH. This Gift includes the 
Hamlet, (which takes in Part of the Pariſh of 8proughten) 

with the Advowſon of the Rectory, and the 
Manor of Stoke-Hall ; by which Word we do not mean 
the modern Houſe by the Church, but what is now called. 
Stoke-Park. It is ſaid in Domeſday, to be of the yearly 
Value of Ten Pounds; and had in the Confeſſor's Time 
five Carucates of Land, and nine Villains for the Manor; 
then fiſteen Bordars ; one Church of forty Acres of free 
Land; one Mill; twenty Acres of Meadow; and a 
Mediety of a Loche beyond the Bridge, then of the Va- 
lue of One Hundred Shilliogs. King Eadgar's Grant was 
executed with great Solemnity, as appears from the Deed 
itſelf, Ego Eadgarus, &c. Bafileus—— non clam in angulo, 
ſed palam, ſub Dia, ſubſeripi ; and it was atteſted by his 
Queen, St. Dumſlan Archbiſhop, and many of the firſt 
Officers and Nobility of that Time. This was given 
about A. D. 970. and is now in the Dean and Chaptet 
of Eh, and holden of them by Nathanae! Jon, Eſq. 
There was a Suit between the Prior and Convent, and 
Roger de Munchenſiz, about this Manor, in 14 Henry Ul. 
which was decided in favour of the Monks. 

In this Pariſh is the Manor of Godlesford, now called 
Gusford-Hall ; which Manor with its Appurtenances in 
Godlesford, Belfled parva, and Whereſlead, in Suffolk, were 
granted as Parcel of the Poſſeſſion of the Priory of Canons- 
Leigh in Devonſhire, to Sir John Rainefworth, Knt. 32 
Henry VIII. This Houſe is deſcribed in the Perambu- 
Jation of the 26 Edward II. by the Name of Robert

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Andrews ; it ſeems that Family inhabited there many 
Years; for in 13 Henry VIII. it is called the Gate fome- 
time of old Robert Andrews, now of Sir Andrews Wind- 
for ; which Sir Andrews Windſor was a conſiderable Man, 
and took his Chriſtian Name from the laſt-mentioned 
Family of Andrews : He was afterwards Lord Windſor. 

8. St. Mary at Tower, was given by Norman the Son of 
Eaduoth, to Trinity Priory. There was formerly a hand- 
ſome Spire upon the Tower of this Church; and Mr. 
Milliam Edgar, of Ipfuwich, by Will left Two Hundred 
Pounds towards erecting another. But, by ſome Miſun- 
derſtanding amongſt thoſe entruſted with this Bene- 
faction, and different Opinions concerning the Strength 
of the preſent Tower, nothing is yet done in it. Nay, 
it.is doubtful, whether ever there will; for the Money is 
paid into Chancery, and in attempting to get-it front 
thence, it hath already coſt the Pariſhioners more Money 
than the original — to, and all an 
Effect. 

About A. D. 1325, Ae Corpas-l rg 
Gild was inſtituted. This Brotherhood agreed to go in 
Proceſſion every Year on the Feaſt of the Holy Sacra- 
ment (a). Their Tabernacle in which the Hoſt was 


carried, their Money, c. &c. uſed to be kept in the 


Church of St. Mary at Tower ; and probably that hollow 
Place in the North Wall of the Veſtry, guarded by an 
exceeding ſtrong Door, very lately taken away, might 
be made for this Purpoſe. Among the Rules of this 
Society, one was, that all the Pariſh Prieſts of Ipfwichy 
when certified of the Death of any of the Fraternity, by 
the Beadle thereof, or /e, were to ſay Maſs for his 

Soul, 


They made their Proceſſion in the following Order: 
White Eden, Carmelites, 2. Grey Friers, Minors. 3. Black 
Friers Preachers. 4. Clerks, in Surplices. 5. The Taber- 
nacle, containing the Hoſt. 6. Secular . 7. Canons 
of the Holy Trinity. 8. Canons of St. Peter. ailives of 
uch. 10. Portmen, 11. Aldermen of the Gild, Sc. G.. 
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Soul, c. From hence, as we think, the preſent Cuſ- 
tom of ringing a Bell at every Church in the Town, on 
the Death of every Portman, might have its Riſe. In 
upper Brook-Areet, within this Pariſh, and near the North- 
gate, is the Houſe of the Archdeacon of Suffo/, ſometimes 
called the Archdeacon's Place or Palace. It was built, or at 
leaſt the outward Wall and Gates were, by M illiam Pylen- 
ham, LL. D. who was Archdeacon of Suffolk, and principal 
Official or Chancellor of Nortuich, J. D. 1471. The 
initial Letters of his Name are ſtill upon the Gate-way, 
This Houſe is now held on a Leaſe for Lives by Thomas 
Staunton, Eſq; one of the Repreſentatives in Parliament 
for this Borough. 

9. St. Matthew, This Pariſh formerly included four other 
Churches or Chapels, long ſince down or diſuſed, viz. 
All-Satnts, St. George, St. Mildred, and St. Mary. It 
hath always been called a Re&ory, and the Incumbent 
is inſtituted into it as ſuch ; but the great Tithes were 
impropriated to St. Peter's Priory, were granted to M 
and Breton, 7 Edward VI. and belong now to Thomas 
Fonnereau, Eſq. The Crown did not get the Advowſon 
by the Diſſolution of the Priory, but always — 
while the Priory was ſtanding. 

All-Saints Chapel was annexed to St. Matthew, before 
the Year 1383, when Thomas Moonie was inſtituted into 
the Church of St. Matthew, with the Chapel of A- Saints 
annexed, But where the Chapel ſtood we know not 
with any Certainty ; yet we are inclined to think it moſt 
probable, that it ſtood in the triangular Field at the 
Corner near Handford-Bridge, where the Road from 
Handford Mill, meets the other Road from St. Matthew's 
Street, towards the Bridge : This is now Part of the 
Glebe belonging to the Rectory; and we think the other 
Pieces of Glebe are too near the other Chapels or 
Churches, unleſs you would ſuppoſe St. George's Chapel 
to have been built inſtead of this, and then, All. Saint: 
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Chapel might have ſtood on that Spot, which is now an 
the Occupation of Mr. Xing. See St. Nich. p. 46. 
St. George's Chapel is yet almoſt entire in George- lam 
without the Weſt- gate, but it is now uſed as a Barn. 
It was uſed as a Chapel fo late as the Time of King 

Amy VIII. when Mr. Biluey who ſuffered Martyrdom, 
was apprehended there, as he was preaching in favour of 
the Reformation. 

North of St. George's Chapel, viz. on the Hills which 
he near the North-weſt Corner of the open Field called 
Great Bolton, ſtood Ipſwich Caftle. Theſe are ſtill called 
Caftle-Hills, tho' the Caſtle was demoliſhed entirely by 
Sing Henry II. See Walton, in-Colneis. 

St. Milared's Church is now a Part of the Town-Hall. 
It was parochial, and impropriated to St. Peter's Priory, 
The Prior and Convent of the Holy Trinity, A. D. 139% 
granted a Piece of Ground to the Bailives, Coroners, 
Chamberlains, and Burgeſſes of Ipſwich, &c. in the Pariſh 


Of St. Mildred the Virgin, 24 Foot long and 18 Foot 


wide, between the Toll - Houſe on the Weſt, and a Shop 
late of Thamas Ryſing on the Eaſt; one Head abuts upon 
the Houſe of the ſaid Ry/ing towards the South, and the 
other on the Corn-hill on the North. 

St. Mary's Chapel, commonly called the Chapel of 
our Lady of Grace, is ſaid to have ſtoed at the North+ 
weſt Corner of the Lane without Weſt. gate, from thence 
called to this Day Lady-lane, and is oppoſite ta St. George's 
Lane. Mr. Daundy who built the Alms-houſes in Lady- 
lane, by his Will in 4. D. 1515, gave Wood to every 
of his Alms-houſes, befide our Lady of Grace. This Cha- 
pel became very famous for an Image of the Virgin, which 
was much reſorted to in the ſuperſtitious Times ; and, in 
old Wills, many Pilgrimages were ordered to be made 
to it. It is mentioned in the third Part of the Homily 
againſt Peril of Idolatry, together with our Lady of Mal- 
Nee and our Lady of Wilſdon, by the Stile of our 

Lady 
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Ly ef Ipfwich. It was to this Chapel that CardinaB 
— ordered an annual Proceſſion to be made by the 
Dean of his College, on September 8, being the Popiſti 
Feaſt of the Nativity of the Virgin Mary, the tutelar 
Saint of Ipſwich. There is an Account of one of ther» 
in Dean Capon's Letter, publiſhed by Dr. Fiddes and Mr. 
Grove, But this admired Image had the ſame Fate with» 
other Puppets of the like Kind, for it was carried to Lone. 
dm, and there publickly burnt. The Place where the 
Chapel ſtood is now built upon, 

Brokes-hall. is within this Pariſh, and the Hamlet 6 
called takes in part of this, and part of the Pariſhes of 
Bramford, Whitten, Thurlefton,. and W:ſterfield. Ipſwich: 
Domeſday ſaith, ** King Edward gave Brotes a Member 
« of Ipſwich to Aric of Clare, then of the yearly Value of 
« Ten Pounds; and R. Bedile holdeth it of the Counteſs 
of Clare, by the Service of one Knight's Fee.“ The 
ſmall Manor of Brokes-hall is now veſted in Mr. Alpes 
but the Manor of Lufftefts within this Diſtrict is much. 
more conſiderable, and that is veſted in George Thomas, 
of Keſgrave, Eſq. Boſs-hall is not ſo called from a Fa- 
mily which once lived there named Bull, as the Fram-- 
lingham MS, ſuppoſes ; but it is a Contraction of Bord-; 
ſaw=hall ; fo that Houſe is called in the old Perambula- 
tions of /pfavich Bounds : And in pronouncing this baſtily,, 
from Bordſbaw-hall to Bozſhaw-hall,. and Boſs-ball, the 
Tranſition is eaſy. 

10. Se. Nicholas (B) was impropriated to St. Peter's Prio- 
ry, and the Impropriation-was granted to J/ebb and Breton, 
No ſuch Church is mentioned in Domeſday ; and probably. 
it might be built to ſupply the Loſs of the dilapidated 
Church of St. Michael before-mentioned ; which is faid: 
in Domeſday to have had eight Acres of Land, and is ſup- 


poſed: 


The Viſitors in 1648, broke down fix PiQures, and 
took up three Braſs Inſcriptions here. We wiſh they had not, 
for theſe Braſen Inſcriptions might have giveh ſome Account 

of C Wolky's Relations, 3 
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poſed to have ſtood not far from it. It might poflibly be 
built upon the ſame Place, and with ſome Materials from 
that ; and to this Conjecture, a Stone at the Weſt-End of 
the South Iſle, which rudely repreſents St. Michael fight- 
ing with the Dragon, may give ſome Colour of Probability. 
We cannot give any Account of the neighbouring Stone, 
or how it came there; but the Letters over the Briſtles 
of the Boar ſeem to be, or rather to have been, IN DE. 
DICATIONE ECCLESIE OMNIUM SANCTO- 
RUM. See St. Matthew, p. 43. 


On the South-ſide of the Paſſage leading from St. 
Nicholas-flreet to this Church-yard, ſtood the Houſe, 
where Tradition ſays, Cardinal Molſey was born: It has 
been rebuilt ſince that, and is now occupied by Mrs. 


Edwards, The Cardinal's Father bequeathed in his 
Will 6s. 84. to the High Altar of St. Nicholas in Ip/- 


wich, and Forty Shillings to the Painting of the Archanget 
there. See p. 37. ; 

Weſt of Sr. Nicholas Church, and on the Bank of the 
Gippen, ſtood a Convent of Franciſcan Grey Friers Minors, 
founded by Lord Tibtoth of Nettleflead, in the Reign of 
King Edward I. who, with many of bis Family, were 
buried in the Church belonging to this Houſe. 

Another Convent of White Friers Carmelites, ſtood 
partly in this Pariſh and partly in that of St. Laarence, 
founded by Sir Thomas Loudham and others, about A. D. 
1279. Upon the Diſſolution it was granted to John 
Eger. It was of large Extent ; for it reached from St. 
Nicholas-ſtreet to St. Stephen's-lane. - Part of it was 
ſtanding within 50 Years, and was uſed for a County- 
Gaol, before the County agreed with the Corporation 
for the common Uſe of their Gaol by the Weſt Gate. 
Mr. Clarke's Houſe ſtands upon, or near the Spot where 
that Gaol ftood : And from hence the Paſſage leading 
from the Butter-Market paſt Mr. Clar4e's Houſe is called 


the Gaol-lane, This Houſe was famous for many learned 
| Men, 
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Men, who had their Education here: There are no Re- 
mains of it now, except a Piece of a Door- way. | 
11. St. Peter's Church had in the Confeſſor's Time large 
Poſſeſſions. It had fix Carucates of Land, eight Vil- 
« lains, twenty Bordarii, and two Mills; of theſe Earl 
« Roger claimed One hundred Acres, five Villains, and 
« one Mill, in right of the King's Manor of Branford. 
« Five Villains of the ſaid Manor witneſſed for him ; 
« but the half Hundred of Ipſiuich witneſſed that theſe 
« belonged to the Church in the Time of the Conſeſſor, 
« then valued at One Hundred Shillings, now at 
« 154, (e) It ſaith farther, ** That to this Church 
« belonged five Burgeſſes, and twenty Acres of Land 
« within the Borough.” But afterwards the Church 
was impropriated to the Priory of St. Peter and St. Paul, 
which was contiguous to the Church-yard, and founded 
by the Anceſtors of Themas Lacy and Alice his Wife, for 
Black Canons of the Order of St. Augustins, in the Reign 
of King Henry II. It was ſuppreſſed 6 March, 1527, by 
Car. Wolſey; who having obtained Bulls from the Pope, 
and Letters-Patent from the King for that Purpoſe, founded 
inſtead of it, a College; tor a Dean, 12 Secular Canons, 
& Clerks, and 8 Choriflers, to the Honour of the Virgin 
Mary; together with a Grammar-School, which he in- 
tended as a Nurſery for his great College in Oxford 
But this noble Foundation was ſcarce compleated, before 
the Diſgrace of that Prelate ; and the Site of the Col- 
lege containing by Eſtimation fix Acres, was granted 23 
Henry VIII. to The. Alverde; and in q Fac. I. to Richard 
Percival, and Edmund Duffield, The College was ſoon 
demoliſhed, no Part of it was left ſtanding except one 
Gate which yet remains. They dug up the very Foun- 
dation, inſomuch that the firſt Stone. was not long ſince 
found in two Pieces, worked into a common Wall in 
Moulſorm's Lane, with a Latin Inſcription to this Effect:

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In the Year of Chriſt 1528, and the Twentieth of the Reign 
of Henry VIII. King of England, on the fifteenth of June, 
laid by John, Biſhop of Lincoln. This was Jahn Long- 
land, who was alſo employed by the Cardinal to lay the 
firſt Stone of his College, in Oxford (4). But tho' this 


| Attempt did not ſucceed, the Cardinal occaſioned ſome 


Good by it; for we may reaſonably ſuppoſe that this 
put King Henry VIII. upon founding the Grammar- 
School, and endowing it with what was, at that time, a 
very handſome Allowance for a Maſter and Uſher. 
The Water from Stoke Hills was brought hither for 
the Uſe of the Convent, before the Year 1491. 
There was a good Manor belonging to the Priory, 
which ſince the Diflolution ſeems to have been ſplit into 
three Manors. For the Manor of St. Peter in Ipfwich, 
is now veſted in Dr. Coyte ; the Manor of St. Peter in 
Nacton, Buckleſham, and Kembroke, is in Philip Broke, of 
Natton, Eſq; and there is yet another Manor of St. 
Petr, in Cretingham. { * 
The 


i Jobs Longland, —— of Lincoln, did certainly lay the 
2 of the Co at Oxford; and he — 
a Sermon on that Occaſion, from Prov. ix. 1. Wiſdom hath 
Builded her Houſe. That Stone was laid 20 March 1525. As 
our Stone was laid little more than three Years after that, it 
ſeems not improbable, that the ſame Perſon might be em- 
loyed on a like Occaſion at Ipſwich, For this Reaſon (and 
— the Word could not mean any other EAgι¹, Biſhop 
in that Year) we ſuppoſe the laſt Word in the Inſcription to 
ſtand for Lincoln. Bat as the Stone would not admit of more 
Letters, that Word conſiſts of five only, and is plainly abbre- 
viated in two Places; which Abbreviations have rendered the 
Meaning of it ſome what doubtful. 
The Foundation-Stone of the College in Oxford, contained 
a pompous Enumeration of all Cardinal Wo//ey's Titles and 
Offices ; but here is not the leaſt Mention of him upon this. 
Now, the Writer of his ſecret Hiſtory, — of Col- 
dings :” And 
conſidering the general Character of F#'/ey, that this was the 
Place of his Nativity.; and that he was now in the Zenith of 
his Power; we are inclingd to ſuſpect, that here was alſo ſome 


other Stone, containing an Account of the Founder ; which, 
in future Times, may poſibly be brought to Light, 
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The Journal of the Viſiters before- mentioned, ſaith, 
« At Peter's, was on the Porch the Crown of Thorns, 
« the Sponge and Nails, and the Trinity in Stone, and 
« the Rails were there, - all which I ordered to break in 
6 pieces.” | 

In this Pariſh is the Houſe of the Lord Biſhop of 
Norwich, which was granted to the Biſhop in 4 King 
Edward VI. by the Name of the Meſſuage called the 
Lord Curſon's Houſe ; whoſe Name is ſtill to be ſeen in 
a Rebus on the old wooden Back-gate in Silent-Areet. 
There was a ſtrong and ſtately Brick Porch to it, lately 
taken down ; but the Houſe itſelf is in a moſt ruinous 
Condition. By the Statute of 26 Henry VIII. Chap. 14. 
this Town was appointed for the Seat of a Suffragan 
Biſhop, and the common Notion is, that this Houſe was 
intended for his Reſidence ; but Thomas Manning, Prior 
of Butley, was the firſt, and the laſt Suffragan Biſhop of 
Ipfwich ; and this Houſe was not granted to the Biſhop 
of Norwich till after his Deceaſe, as we think. He was 
conſecrated by Archbiſhop Cranmer, 19 March, 1525. 

In the Suburbs beyond the River ſtood the Church of 
St. Auſtin, near Qt. Auſtin's Green. It is often called a 
Chapel ; but it had in the Conqueror's Time eleven Acres 
of Land, and Procurations were paid for it by the Prior 
of St. Peter's; ſo that it was parochial, and as we ſuppole, 
impropriated to that Priory, It was in uſe A. D. 1482; 
but has been long fince dilapidated. We ſuppoſe all the 
Houſes and Land on the South-ſide of the Orwell, to 
have been St. Auſtin's Pariſh ; which are now become 
Part of St. Peter's. 


Not far from this Church, and perhaps almoſt oppolite 


to it, ſtood St. Leonard's Hoſpital : It is now become a 
Farm- houſe, belonging to Chrift- Hoſpital, Ipfwich. 

12. St. Stephen's is a Rectory, and tao* the Revenues are 
now ſo ſmall that it is generally held by Sequeſtration, it 
was conſtantly inſtituted into formerly ; upon the Preſenta- 
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tion of Sir Andrew de Bures, in 1340 ; of the Cue 
in 1400, c. Sir Gilbert Debenham preſented in 1487 
then the Family of Brewes, till it came to Sir Edmund: 
Whytapole, W 
Cbriſt- Church Eſtate. 


In this little Pariſh Charles Brandon Duke of gel, 
had a Manſion, where the Coach-houſes now are. And 


Sir Anthony Wingfield, Knight of the Garter, who was 


Vice-Chamberlain, Privy-Councellor, and one of the 
Executors of King Henry VIII. had another. This is 
how become the Tankard Ale-houſe, and a Play- bouſe ;, 
oppoſite to which Sir Anthony had a Chapel for the Uſe 
of his Family, where Dr. Guyn's Houſe is built. 


Here was alſo in Ipſwich a Church of St. Gregory, 
which was impropriated to JYo2dbridge Priory z but this 
is all we know of it. And in the Abuttals of a Meſſuage, 
the antiquated Church of Oferbolt is mentioned in 21 
King Edward III. By which it ſeems to have ſtood 
ſomewhere not ſar from St. Clement's Stepples; and, as 


the Egff-gate formerly ſtood there, it might poſſibly have 
the Name of O/terbo!t from that Circumſtance : And this 


being allowed, as the Church of St. Clement is not men- 
tioned in Domeſday, it is- not improbable this might * 
built, inſtead of that dilapidated Church. 

In the Precincts are the Churches of Thurliſton, un- 
ton, and We/terficld. 

13. Thurleſton, the Manor of Barnes here, with the Im- 
propriation and Advowſon of the Viearage, belonged to St. 
Peter's Priory. The Manor and Impropriation were 
granted to Cardinal Wolſgy, 19 Henry VIII. and in 19. 
Queen Elizabethto Thomas Seckford, Eſq; they now be- 
long to the Heirs of Edmund Hammond, Eg. The 
Church was in uſe ſince the Year 1500; but the Vi- 
carage being united to the Rectory of Whitton, the Church 
was neglected after that Time, and is now uſed as 2 


Barn. | 
11 Ws 
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14. hitton Church is ſometimes called Whitton Chapel, 
but improperly : For it hath been inſtituted into as a Pa- 
rochial Church, upon the Preſentation of the Biſhop of 
Ely, ever ſince the Year 1299; and probably long be- 
fore. It is dedicated to St. Botolph. If any of the Churches 
now in being, were built in the Conqueror's Time (which 
may well be queſtioned) we think this bids as fair to be 
one of them as any; and the neighbouring Church of 
Thurle/ton ſeems to be of the like Kind. 

15. W:/terfield Church is in the Hamlet of HWykes-Uſferd. 
The Patronage of this Church and / bitton are ſaid in 
old Writings to belong to the Biſhop of Ely, in right of 
a Manor he then had in Bramford. The Manor of 
W:terfield, A. D. 1596. belonged to Fobn Dameron, who 
gave it by Will to his Grandſon Anthony Collet. * 


An Account of the TRADE, Ge. 


HE Trade of the Town did formerly conſiſt 
chiefly in the Manufacture of Broad Cloth, and 
other Woollen Cloth, which was carried on fo largely 
that all the Towns and Villages for many Miles round 
were employed in it; and many of the beſt Eſtates of 
this County were raiſed from it. But about the Middle 
of the laſt Century the Manufactory began to decline; 
and then dwindled by Degrees, till at laſt it totally ceaſed. 
The Loſs of the Manufactory was attended with bad 
Effects, We muſt ſuppoſe the principal Artificers would 
follow the Trade into the North and Weſt Part of the 
Kingdom, where it has ſettled ever fince. But vaſt Num- 
bers of the poorer Sort employed in it, were left behind 
and theſe, when their Employment ceaſed, became a Bur- 
den and Incumberance to the Town and Neighbourhood. 
This might very probably be one Reaſon which pre- 
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vented other Perſons from ſettling here, in the room of 
thoſe who followed the Manufactory. From hence it 
happened, that very many of the better Sort of Houſes 
were for a long while empty; and Ipſwich incurred the 
Cenſure of being a Towrr without People. But now, the 


Caſe is otherwiſe. The Inconvenience before-mentioned 


"abated, and wore out in time; The Agrecableneſs of 
the Town invited New-comers to ſettle here; and- the 
Number of Inhabitants is ſo much increaſed, that within 
fifty Years the Rents are advanced more than Fifty per 
Cent. almoſt every Houle is full, and more Houſes are 
daily wanted. Inſomuch that it is difficult to procure one 
that will accommodate a middling Family; all ſuch be- 


ing in a manner ſcrambled for. 


The late Accounts all tell us of the Decreaſe of the 
Shipping in this Port; and with regard to thoſe huge 
Colliers called Ipfevich-Cats, this may be true. But 
there are now three Yards conftantly employed in Ship- 
building; and if we reckon that at the Place called Nova 
Scotia, where the Sp-ater Kaſt-Indiaman is now building, 
there are four. And, we are credibly informed, there 
are more than One Hundred and Fifty Sail belonging to 


this Port; and, as ſome think, ſmall and great, many 


more, 7 


The chief Trade at preſent is in Corn: The Buſineſs 


of Malt-making, in particular, is carried on to a great 


degree. And indeed, if we may judge from the Increaſe 


of Malting Offices for ſeveral Years paſt, that Buſineſs 


muſt be overdoing, if it be not already overdone, Tt is 


ſo great, that the Ipſwich Maliſters manifeſtly uſe more 
Corn than the neighbouring Country, improved as it is, 
will ſupply. For, ef late Years, they have often beer 


obliged to import Barley from the Coaſt of Norfolk, 
Here are frve Market-Days, Tuęſdays and Thurſdays for 
Butchers Meat, Jedneſdays. and Fridays for Filh ; and 
Saturday is a. general Market-Day for all Sorts of Provi-

ſons, Cattle, &c. The Town is well ſupplied with all 
Kinds of very good Proviſions ; unleſs, perhaps, we ſhould 
except Fiſh. As to this Article the Town. might. be. ſup- 
plied with more Variety, and in greater Plenty, than it is. 
We have good reaſon to think, that- the Orwell and the 
neighbouring Seas are in the proper Seaſons well ſtored 
with ſeveral Sorts of Fiſh, which thro' the Ignorance, the 
Lazineſs, or the Folly of our Fiſhermen, are ſcarce ever, 
unleſs by great Accident caught here; particularly Mul- 
lets, Turbots, Smelts, and ſometimes Salmon. And then 
the Practice of Forefalling is carried to ſuch a Height, as 
would perſuade.us no Laws .had ever been made againſt 
it. It is no unuſual Thing for Peddars to attend the T'ides 
regularly, receive and pack up the Fiſh at Noon-day, and 
en the common Key, to ſupply the Inland Towns, re- 
fuſing to ſell it to the Inhabitants of Ipſtich at any Price. 

Here are five Fairs; one on Holy-Roed-Day, O. 8. 
where much Buſineſs is done in the two Articles of But- 
ter and Cheeſe. «One ,on St. George's Day, O.S, for 
Toys and lean Cattle, chiefly Home · bred. St. James's, 
July 25, now not worth mentioning : And two Fairs for 
Cattle, on May 18 and 19, and Aug 22 and. 23; at the 
laſt of which vaſt Numbers of Lambs are conſtantly fold, 
to the Amount of _ Ninety, or ſometimes One 
Hundred Thouſand. 

In this Town are ; foe Charity- Schools for you 
Children. 

One in Chrift's- Hoſpital for Twenty Blue-coat Boys, 
who are found with every Thing, Clothes, Meat, Drink, 
Waſhing and Lodging, are taught to read, and made to 
work, and then bound out, chiefly to Sea. 

Another for Sixteen Red fleewe Boys, who are doth, 
taught, and bound out. 

Another for Sixty Grey-coat Boys, who are clothe,

One other ſmall School for Sixteen Green-ficeve Boys, 
who are clothed, taught, and bound but: This laſt School 
is ſupported by the Diſſenters.

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HE NRY, D. G. King of England and France, and 
Lord of Ireland, &c. &c. Know ye, that whereas 

our beloved Burgeſſes of our Town of Gippewrch, are very 
much burthened with the Payment of the Annual Farm 
which they and their Sueceſſors are obliged to pay to Us, 
and our Heirs, for the ſaid Town, and hereby are grie- 
vouſly impoveriſhed, as we have heard: Of our eſpecial 
Favour, certain Knowledge, and mere Motion, and for 
the eſpecial Relief of the ſaid Town, and in Support of 
the Payment of the Farm aforeſaid, We have granted to 
the ſaid Burgeſſes, and their Succeſſors, the Liberties, 
Franchiſes, Acquittances, and Immunities underwrizten, 
viz.

And the Keepers of. the Peace, 
and Juſtices aſſigned to hear and determine Feloniez, 
Treſpaſſes, and other Offences, . and allo the Juſtices of 
Servants, Labourers, and Artificers within the County 
of Suffolk, ſhall by no means introduce themſelves, nor 
ſhall any one of them introduce himſelf, within the Town 
, aforeſaid, the Liberty, Suburbs, and Precinct thereof, or 
without it, concerning ſuch. Eelonies, T refpaſſes, or other 
; Offences whatſoever, in any mannet committed, or ariſing 
within the Town aforeſaid, or the Liberty, Suburbs, and 
PFrecinct thereof, . in what manner ſoever committed or

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perpetrated ; nor ſhall he, or they, in any manner en- 
quire concerning them, within the ſaid Town, or the Li- 
berty, Suburbs and Precinct of the ſame. And if any 
Juſtices aſſigned to keep the Peace, other than the Juſticey 
of the Peace appointed or to be appointed by virtue of 
this our preſent Grant, within the ſaid Town, the Liberty, 
Sc. thereof, ſhall make any Inquiſition concerning any 
ſuch Felonies, Treſpaſſes, and other Offences, or other 
Things whatſoever in the ſaid Town, the Liberty, Suburbs 
and Precinct of the ſame, for the future, in any manner 
whatſoever, ſuch Inquiſition ſhall be deemed null and void.

before our Juſtices of the Peace in the ſaid County of

appointed to the Bailivewick of the ſaid Town, ſhall be 
from that Time [ex tunc] our Eſchaetor, and the Eſchaetor 
of our Heirs and Succeſſors in the Town aforeſaid, and 
the Liberty, Suburbs and Precinct of the ſaid Town, 
during the Time in which he ſhall continue Bailiff of the 
Town aforeſaid. And that the ſaid Eſchaetor and his 
Succeſſors ſhall have the ſame Power, Juriſdiction, Au- 
thority and Liberty, and whatever elſe belongeth to the 
Office of Eſchuetor in the ſaid Town, Liberty, Suburbs 
and Precinct, that our other Eſchaetors, and the Eſchaetors 
of our Heirs have or ſhall have elſewhere, within our 
Kingdom of England. And that in no Time hereafter 
any other Eſchaetor ſhall introduce himſelf into the ſaid 
Town, Liberty, &c. to execute any thing relating to the 
Office of Eſchaetor, within the ſaid Town &c. excepting 
only the ſaid Eſchaetor of the Ton aforeſaid for the Time 
being. And that every ſuch Burgeſs hereafter to be e- 
lected Bailiff of the Town aforeſaid, after ſuch Election 
of him made to the Office of Eſchaetor ſhall take his 
Oath, well and faithfully to execute the Office of E/- 
chaeter within the Town aforeſaid, before the Burgeſſes 
of the aforeſaid Town; ſo that ſuch Eſchaetor ſhall by no 
means be obliged, or compelled, to take his Oath elſe- 
where within our Kingdom of England, or before any 
other than the Burgeſſes of the ſaid Town, and that 
within the ſaid Town only. 

And further, for us and our Heirs we have granted 
to the ſaid Burgeſſes ard their Sueceſſors, that they may 


be Perſons able and capable in Law, to purchaſe Lands, 
Tenements, 
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Tenements, Reats, Services, and Poſſeſſions within the 
"Town, Liberty, Suburbs, and Precinct aforefaid and elſe- 
where, to have and to hold the ſame, to them and their 
Succeſſors, the Statute of not putting Lands and Tene- 
ments in Mortmain notwithſtanding. 

Moreover, We have granted to the aforeſaid Burgeſles, 
and their Heirs and Sueceſſors for ever, that the Admiral 
of England, or his Lieutenant, or Deputy, or the Steward, 
Mareſchall or Clerk of the Market of our Houfhold, or 
of our Heirs, or any-one-of them, or the Deputy of any 
one or more of them, ſhall not enter or fit within the 
Town aforefaid, nor the Liberty, Suburbs, or Precin& 
thereof to enquire concerning any Matters or Things 
zelating to their aforeſaid Offices, nor concerning any 
Things done, or hereafter to be done, or happening, and 
ariſing within the Town, or the Liberty, &c. aforeſaid ; 
nor ſhall he or they cauſe any Enquiry to be made con- 
cerning them; nor ſhall any one or more of them intrude 
him, or themſelves, nor proſecute any Burgeſſes of our 
Town aforeſaid, nor any Perſons reſiding within the faid 
Town, Liberty, Suburbs, or Precinct, on any Pretence, 
without the ſaid Town, for any Things, happening or 
ariſing within the faid Town, Liberty, Ac. for the fu- 
ture in any manner, 

Moreover, We have granted, and by this-our Charter 
do confirm to the ſaid Burgeſies, and their Heirs and Suc- 
ceſſors, that they the ſaid Burgeſles their Heirs and Suc- 
ceſſors for ever, may have all Iſſues, Forfeitures, Fines, 

and Amercements whatfoever, before our faid Eſchaetot, 
{o to be choſen as aforeſaid, coming, happening, or ari- 
ſing: And alfo, all Goods and Chattels of Perſons out- 
fawed, within the Town and the Liberty, Suburbs and 
Precinct thereof, now reſident and commorant, or here- 
after to be reſident and commorant within the ſaid Town, 
Liberty, &c. found; to be received and levied by their 
own proper Officers, in Aid of the Payment of the Farm 
aforeſaid, 
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aforeſaid, and in Support of the great Burdens, daily falling 
on the faid Town, or in the fame happening, or ariſing. 
as fully and wholly, as we and our Progenitors have re- 
ceived and had, any ſuch Iſſues, Forfeitures, Fines, and 
Amercements, before our Eſchaetar in our ſaid County, 
happening, or arifing within the ſaid Town, Liberty, &c. 
and the Goods and Chattels of any Perſons outlawed, and 
heretafore reſident or coramorant within the ſaid Town, 
Liberty, Suburbs or Precint in any manner. Witneſs 
the Venerable Fathers F. Archbiſhop of Canterbury Pri- 
mate of all England, our Chancellor, 4. Cice/ir' Keeper 
of our Privy Seal, I. Biſhop of Nerwich, our deareſt 
Uncle Humphbry of Gloxceſter, and our deareſt Couſins 
John of Exeter, and Humphry of Bucks, Dukes; Edmund 
of Dorſet, and William of Suffalk, Marquiſſes ; Millan 
of Arundel, and Jabm of Salep, Earls; our beloved and 
faithful Ralph Cromwell and Raiph Batalar, our Treaſurer 
of England, Knights, and others. Given under ont 
Hand at Hſimigſler 88 March, in the Tweuty-fourth 
Year of our Reign.

By Writ of Privy Seal, and of the aforeſaid Date by 
Authority of Parliament. 


This Charter is added at Length, becauſe it is not in 
the Manuſcript of the Ipſwich Charters which is handed 
about, and therefore was not printed with the reſt. In- 
deed, very few knew any thing of it till it was found, 
thrown into a Hole in the Treaſury, within theſe laſt 
ſeven Years. We will only add an Obſervation or two 
upon the Stile of this Corporation. In ancient Times 
the Gentlemen of the Law were not ſo curious in this 
Matter, as they have been of later Years. It appears 
from Mr. Bacon's MS. that in the Reign of K. Ric. II. 
or A. D. 1393- on an Exchange of a Piece of Ground 

with 
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with the Prior and Convent of the Holy Trinity, (as was 
mentioned before) the Bailives, Coroners, Chamberlains, | 
and Burgeſſes, were the contracting Parties on the Behalf 
of the Corporation. This Charter, now recited in A. D. 
1446, incorporates the Town by the Stile of The 
« BURGESSES of IPSWICH ;” and dedares them ts 
be a perpetual Community Corporate, by that Name. The 
Charter of King Edward1V. in A. D. 1464, altered the 
Stile and made it, The Bailives, Burgeſſes, and Cm. 
« munity of the Town of Tpfwich.” Or, as it is now 
commonly called in Engliſh, The Bailives, Burgeſles, 44 
and Commonalty of the Town of Ipſwich. The Charter 
of 17 King Charles II. A. D. 1665, made no Alteration. | 
in the Stile; but that of 36 Charles II. A. D. in 1685, 
made an Addition to it, and called them, The Bailives, 
« 'Burgeſſes, and Community [or Commonalty] of the 
« Town or Borough of IPSWICH in the County of Suf=\"% 
« folk.” However, as the Corporation hath not ated 3 
under this laſt Charter fince the Revolution in 1688, he 
proper Stile of the Corporation now is, „The Bailives, 
< Burgeſſes, and Commonalty of the Town of IPS 
« WICH,” without any further Addition, A 
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H E Hundred of Samford is bounded by the Stau 

on the South, on the Weſt by the Hundreds 

of Babergh and Cosford, on the Eaſt by the 
Orwell, and on the North by the Liberties of Ipſwich, 


ARWERKTON. The Lordſhip of this Place belonged 
anciently to the Family of Davellers. Sir Robert Bacon 
married Iſabel, Daughter of Bartholomew Danviliers, who 
left no Male Iſſue, and thereby obtained the Manor 
about the Year 1330. And in 20 Edward III. or 
1345, he had the Grant of a Market and Fair here. 
It came afterwards to the Calthorpes, and was purchaſed 
by Sir Philip Parker, Kat. of Sir Drue Drury, about the 
Year 1377. Philip Parker, of Arwerton, was created a 
Baronet 16 Fuly, 1661, This Manor and Eſtate is now 


veſted in the Dowager Lady of the Right Hon. the Lord 
Chedworth, who was one of the Daughters of the late Sir 


Philip Parker Long, Bart. 


BELSTEAD, or Little Belftead. In King John's Time, 
of that of King Henry III. at the lateſt, William de Gol- 
dingham paid Fines to Ipſwich, for Freedom from Toll for 
himſelf and his Villains, in Belſtead. This fame Family 
continued to preſent to the Church till after the Year 
1550; when the Manor was purchaſed by Mr. Bleſs, a 
wealthy Clothier of Ipſwich; and by the Heireſs of that 
Family, it was, not eng face, fold to Rebert Harland, 
of Sproughton, Eſq; N ICS: I 

BenTLY, Hugh Tallemachs paid a Fine to to Ipſwich 


for Freedom from Toll for himſelf and his Villains in 
Bently, in the Reign of King Henry Il. 


This 
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This Church was given to the Priory of the Ho 
Trinity im Ipfwich, by Henry of Dodneis. And the 
Manor of Bently, the Rectory and Advowſon of the 
| Vicarage, with two Woods, Portland Grove and New 
Grove, were granted as Part of the Poſſeſſion of that 
Priory to Lionel Talmage, 36 Henry VIII. This Family 
removed from hence to Hehningham, in pan Hundred, 
See there. 

At a Place called Dodneic in this Pariſh, there was a 
ſmall Priory of Black Canons, which had Revenues valued 
at 421. 18s. 85d. It was ſuppreſſed by the firſt Bull of 
Clement VII. and granted to Cardinal Wolſey. 


BaANTHAM. King William Rufus gave the Church 
of Brantham, with the Berewics of Bercold, Scotlege, Maul- 
ige, and Benetlege, to the Abbey of Battle in Suſſex; 
and the Advowſon of this ReCtory, as late belonging to 
that Abbey, was granted to John Earl of Oxford, 36 
Henry VIII. The Church is now united with Eaf- 
Bergholt. | 
Within this Pariſh is a Hamlet called Cattiwade, where 
was formerly a Chapel near the Bridge, which goeth over 
the River Stour into Eſſex. About the Year 1460, Sir 
Jebm Braham, of Braham-Hall in Catt:wade, is mentioned. 
And afterwards Wilkam Lancaſter, Elg; of Cattiwade, who 
married a Daughter of Brahams. 
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BursTALL, is called a Berewic or Hamlet of Bram- 
ford. The Manor of Horrolds in Burſfall was granted 
to Cardinal Melſey, as Parcel of the Poſſeſſion of St. Peter's 


Priory in Ipſwich. 


CarzT. Here are three Manors; Churchford-Hall, 
formerly Robert Appleton s, now. Mr. Fielding's ; Boitwell- 
Hall, belonging to Pucen's College, Cambridge; and an- 
other ſmall Manor, formerly Mr. Brewes's of Little Ii eu- 
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zun. The Advowſon of the Redtory, together withe 


that of Little Wanham, is in the Rev. Pater Hinge/ion, the 
preſent Incumbent, 


CHATTISHAM. The Manor, Impropriation, and Ad- 
vowſon of the Vicarage, belonged formerly to the Priory 
of Mylen, in Effex z and were granted firſt to Cardinal 
Walſey, and then to the Provoſt and Fellows of Eton, who 
now enjoy them. 


CHELMONDISTON, commonly called Chimiom, The 
Manor here is veſted in the Heirs of Mr. Lucas, the Ad- 
vowſon is in the Crown, 


Corpocx. The Hall-Houſe is the Property of Thomes- 
d Gray, Eſq; who is alfo Patron of the Chureh, and 
Lord of the Manor, . 
with Waſhbrook. 


EasT-BerGHotT. K. Henry Il. e eee 
all his Lands in Bergholt, and a Manor here was granted 
to Jahn Earl of Oxford, 36 Henry VIII. as lately belong» 
ing to the Præceptory at Battisford. Here is alſo another 
Manor, for the Reli& of Jam Vere twelfth Earl of Or- 
fora, held the Manors of Cbalſivorth, Eaft-Bergholt, and 
Broek- Hall, in Suffelt, as her own Inheritance, A. B 
1472. This laſt Manor is now in Nathaniel! Aalon, Eſq; 

This is a large Village confolidated to Brantham. The 
Cloth Manufacture formerly flouriſhed here. It is ſup- 
poſed to have been a Market- Town; but the Market is 
diſuſed, and the Town is greatly reduced, many Houſes 
having lately been pulled down. About the Year 1522, 
many Legacies were given towards building the Church; 
and in 1526 and 1527, other Legacies towards building 
the Steeple ; but it ſeems as if theſe were not ſufficient 
for the Purpoſe, for it is not buile yet. The Church is 
a good Structure. South from the Church is a neat 


Manfion, built by Thomas Ghapbn, Eau which by Mar- 
riage 
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riage came to Sir Henry Hankey, Knt. and the Manor 
firſt above-mentioned, and Advowſon with it; where his 
Son Sir Jeſeph Hankey, Knut. and Alderman of London, 
now reſides. | | 


Fx ESsTON. The Hall, Manor and Advowſon of this 
Church, were anciently veſted in a Family who took 
their Name from the Place. Philip de Freſſon was ad- 


mitted a Free-Burgeſs of Ipſiwich as early as 18 Henry III. 


And the Eſtate continued in them for many Years till 
about the Time of Henry VIII. when it came to the La- 
tymers, They continued here till about 1590, when the 
Goodings of Ipſwich had this Eſtate; from whom it came 
to the Family of Mrigbt. The laſt of that Family who 
had it, ſevered the Manor and Advowſon of the Rectory, 
by ſelling them to Thomas Thur/l-n, of Holbrooke, Eſq; 
in whoſe Heirs they are now veſted. (See Holbrooke,) 
The Hall-Farm, but much reduced from what it for- 
merly had been, was ſold to Mr. Lark Tarver, of Ipſwich, 
The Hall-Houſe is pleaſantly fituated on the Bank of the 
Orwell ; but the chief Thing worth Notice here, is the 
Tower ; which is a ſquare ſtrong Brick-Building, fix Sto- 
ries high, containing as many Rooms one above another, 
theſe communicate with each other by a winding Steeple 
Stair-caſe, which, for the greater Strength of the Building, 
is on the Eaſt- ſide of it next the River. It is not eaſy 
to ſay for what Purpoſe, nor is it certainly known, at 
what Time this Tower was built. But as there is among 
the Records of the Manor, a very exact and particular 
Account of the Manor-Houſe, and all the Out-Buildings 
and Offices belonging to it in Henry VIIth's Time, and 
no mention is there made of the Tower, it is pretty cer- 
tain it was not then built. So that it is reaſonable to 
ſuppoſe it to have been the Work of one of the Latymers. 
From the Smallneſs of the Windows in all the other 
Rooms, it looks as if they were built chiefly for the Sup- 
port of the uppermoſt Room, which, having large. Win- 
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dows on three Sides of it, ſeems to have been contrived 
by ſome whimſical Man, for taking rather a better View 
of the River Orwell, than can be had on the neighbour- 
ing Hill. | 

Within the Manor of Fre/fon-Hall, another ſmall Ma- 
nor called Bonds is included ; this is veſted in Mrs. Beau- 
mont, Relict of the late Rev. Charles Beaumont. But the 
Manor of Fre/ton-Hall has a Paramountſhip over it. 


HARKSTEAD. Odo de Campania (a), was Lord here 
at the taking of Domeſday Survey. King Edward III. 
in his Charter to the Nunnery of Dartford in Kent, gives 
or confirms to it the Manor of Brandiflon, in Herke/tede 
in Suffolk, And the Manor of Brande/ton, late belong- 
ing to that Nunnery, was granted 31 Henry VIII. to Sir 
Percival Hart, K nt. It came afterwards with the Ad- 
vowſon of the Rectory to a Family of Cocks, in Mor- 
ceſterſpire; who had it ſome time, and then fold the Ma- 
nor, Hall, Houſe, &c. to Knox Ward, Eſq; Clarencieur 
King at Arms; whoſe Heir lately fold them to Thomas 
Staunton, of Holbrook, Eſq. The Advowſon was ſold to 
the Rev. Richard Canning, the preſent Incumbent. Be- 
ſides the Pariſh Church, here was formerly a Chapel de- 
dicated to St. Clement. It is now wholly down; but the 
Spot where it ſtood is ftill to be ſeen at the South-Eaſt 
Corner of a Field, from thence called Chapel- Down, be- 
longing to a Farm late of Fohn Phillipſon, Eſq. A Le- 
gacy was given to this Chapel of St. Clement, in the Year 
1528, And a Houſe was bequeathed in 1685, with the 
Garden and one Pightle abutting South upon St. Clement's 
Church-yard, and upon the Mill-way towards the North, 
The Site of the Chapel is now ploughed up. 


HioHARt. 


(a) This Norman Baron was nearly related to K. William 
the Conqueror, and was made by him Earl of Albemaris and 
Esldernef, ; he partook largely of his Relation's Bounty, and 
is ſaid to have had fourteen Manors granted to bim in this

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Hichau. This was given to Trinity Priory in Ih. 
wich, by Maud de Manchenſi, and was impropriated there- 
to. But the Impropriation was purchaſed by Mr. Gibbs, 
or Mr. S$uth, and given to the Miniſter; 


HiNTLESHAM, was anciently the Lordſhip of the 
Talbots; and for very many Years of the Timperlys. The 
Hall, &c. was bought of them by Richard Powis, Ely; 
lometime Member for Orford. From him it was pur- 
ehaſed by Sir Richard Lloyd, Knt. one of the Barons of 
his Majeſty's Court of Exchequer. The Church was 
impropriated to Kings-Ha!l (now Part of Trinity College) 
in Cambridge, about 4. D. 1349, but before the Year 
1400, the Impropriation was given up, and the Mi- 
niſter preſented and inſtituted into the Rectory as for- 
merly. Here was formerly a Chapel in this Pariſh, and 
there is yet a Place called Chapel. Field, within the Farm 
lately in the Oceupation of Mr. Beaumont, of Aldbam. 

Here was another Manor which belonged formerly to 
Bury Abby, and was granted to Robert Downs, by King 
Henry VIII. this came afterwards to the Yeſeys. Here 
was alſo another Manor or Eſtate, which belonged to St. 
Peter's Priory in Ipſwich, and was granted with that to 
Cardinal Hoger, 19 Henry VIII. 


Hol ROOK. This in the Time of King Ela III. 
was the Lordſhip of Richard de Holbrook, who paid Fines 
to [p/wich for himſelf and Villains in Holbrook and Tat- 
ing /ton ; afterwards it was Mr. Dawndy's, then it, was 
the Clenches; Judge Clench, who died in 1607, lies bu- 
ried in the Church. It was lately in Thomas Thurſten, of 
#fwich, Eſq; and is now veſted in Thomas Staunton, Eſq; 
one of the Repreſentatives of the Borough of Ipſwich, in 
Right of his Lady, who was the only ſurviving Siſter and 
Mcirefs of the late Mr. Thurſton. 


HoLTON- 
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Hor rox. The Lordſhip here belonged formerly to a 
Family of Faftolf, afterwards to the Mannacks, then to 
Sir John Williams, and now to Sir Milliam Rowley, Kant. 
of the Bath. 


RayDon. Robert de Neydon had a Grant of a Market 
and Fair here, 4 Edward II. or A. D. 1310. Jahn Ha- 
/ling Earl of Pembroke, died ſeiſed of the Manors of Ott- 
ley, Raydon, &c. 43 Edward III. afterwards the Manor 
and chief Eſtate here came into the Hands of the ſame 
Owner, who had that of the next Pariſh. [See Shell.] 


SHELLEY. Robert de Taitterſhall died ſeiſed of Shelle, 
in Suffolk, 1 Edward I. The Church was impropriated 
to the Priory of Battle; and the Impropriation and two 
Cloſes called Kernelſcroft and Wytherſeys alias Gerwayes, 
were granted as late belonging to that Priory to Laurence 
Baſtervile and Milliam Blake. The Hall in 9 EdwardII. 
was the Feat of John de Appleby, afterwards of the Til- 
nei; it lately belonged to Thomas Kerridge, Eſq; and was 
purchaſed of his Heirs by Samuel Rub, Eſq; together 
with the contiguvus Manor and Eſtate at Raydon. 


SHOTLEY., Here was anciently a Hamlet, called 
Kirketen : A Market and a Fair were granted at this 
Place to J/Villiam Viſdelieu, who was Lord here 31 Edw. I. 
Sir Thomas Maſel was Lord here afterwards : The Felton: 
had the Lordſhip for ſome Ages, and at laſt it came with 
the other Eſtate of that Family to the Right Hon. the 
Earl of Briſtol. {See Playſor d.] 


SPROUGHTONX, A good Part of this Parifh is within 
the Liberties of the Borough of {pſwich : But the Manor, 
Hall-Houſe, and Advowſon of the Rectory, &c. was Part 
of the Felton's Eſtate, and came with that of Shetley laſt 


mentioned to the Earl of ' Briflol, in whom it is now 


veſted. Within this Pariſh two good Seats have been 


built; one called the Chauntry, from its being built on 
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Lands given by Edmund Daundy, for endowing a Chan- 
try in the Church of St Laurence, Ipſwich, The preſent 
Houſe was built by the late Edward Ventriſs, Eſq; Maſter 
of his Majeſty's Court of King's Bench ; of whoſe Heirs 
it was purchaſed by the late Sir John Barker, Bart. and 
19 now veſted in his Son Sir John Fytch Barker, Bart. who 
reſides here. Near to this is the Seat of Robert Harland, 
Eſq; Captain in the Royal Navy ; by whom it has been 
partly rebuilt, and greatly improved. 


STRATFORD. William de Munchenſi died poſſeſſed of 
an Eſtate here, 14 Edward I. Michael de la Pole pro- 
cured a ſpecial Charter to hold a Court-Leet in his Lord- 
ſhips of Stratford and Heigham, in Com. Suff. 7 Ric. II. 
likewiſe for a Market here on the Thurſday in every 
Week ; and a Fair on the Eve, Day and Morrow of the 
Tranſlation of St. Thomas the Martyr, 3 Henry V. He 
died ſeiſed of the Manor of Yeſeys, in Stratford, Michael 
his Son died ſeiſed of the ſame, ſhortly after; and Wil- 
liom de la Pole died ſeiſed of it, 28 Henry VI. Thomas 
Lord Cromwell had a Grant from the King 31 Hen, VIII. 
of the Manors of Dedham and Langham, in Eſſex, with 
the Manor of Stratford juxta Higham in Com. Suff. 
which three Manors the King had by the Grant of Charles 
Duke of Syffolk. The Advowſon belonged formerly to 
the Dukes of St; but ever ſince the Time of 
Henry VIII. it hath been in the Crown. 

The North Iſſe of this Church was built about A. B. 
150. Edward Mors and Alice his Wife, and Thomas 
Mers and Margaret his Wife, were ſo great Benefactors 
towards it, that their Names were expreſſed in the Stone - 
Work. In 1524, and 1526, two Legacies were given 
towards building the Porch. 


STUTTON. The Manor of Stutton-Hall did belong to 
Mr. Themas May; but it was purchaſed by, and is 
now the Eſtate of the Earl of Dyjert. Another Hall in 
this Patiſh, called E is veſted in the Family of 
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Bowes, The Manor of Greping-Hall in Stuttan, was 
granted to Humfry Wingfield, 29 Henry VIII. and in 
4 Eliz. to Thomas Seckford, as Parcel of the Poſſeſſions 
of the Priory of Coln, in Eſſex. A Family of the Jermys 
formerly lived here, as appears by the Monuments in the 
Church. The Advowſon is veſted in the Rev. Tobias 
Rujſtat, the preſent Incumbent. 


TATTINGSTON. Here was a good old Seat called the 
Place (or Palace), which did belong to the Beaumonts ; 
but it was lately purchaſed and rebuilt by Thomas White, 
Eſq; and is now enjoyed by his Son, who reſides there, 
and in whom the Manor is now veſted. Here was for- 
merly a free Chapel in this Pariſh, belonging 10 Ed. IV, 
to the Earl of Oxford; and the Earl of Oxford preſented 
to the Rectory in the Time of Henry VIII. In the Years 
1458 and 1459, two Legacies were given towards build- 
ing the Chancel. 


WASJHBROOK, or Great Belffead. The Manor of 
#himer-Hall here, belonged formerly to the Abbey of 
Aumerle, or Albemarle, in. Normandy ; and afterwards to 
the Nunnery of Dartford, in Kent. At the Diſſolution 


it was granted to Sir Percival Hart, Knt. and now be- 


longs to Thomas de Grey, Eq. | 
Within the Bounds of this Pariſh there was formerly 


another Church, and perhaps a Hamlet called Felchurch, 


or Jelechurch, which was impropriated to the Abbey of 
Albemarle ; and, upon the Diſſolution of the alien Prio- 
ries, given to the Nunnery of Dartford; and 31 Hen. VIII. 
granted to Sir Percival Hart, with the Rectory and Ad- 
vowſon of the Vicarage of Haſbbrook. The Vicarage of 
Felchurch was inſtituted into A. D. 1301, 1314, and 
1338. We have lately been informed that in a Field 
bordering on the Road leading from Sproughton to Cop- 
dock Water, about forty Rod on this Side the Water next 


Sproughton, the Ruins of the Church, if they are not now, 
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were not long ſince viſible, This Church has been lately 
conſolidated to Copdoct. 


Wennuam Magna, or Burnt Wenham. Robert de Faur, 
who was one of the Knights of Roger Bigod, Earl of 
Norfolk, was admitted a Freeman of Ipſwich in the Reign 
of King John, and paid Fines for Freedom from Toll, 
Sc. for himſelf and Villains in Venbam. The Manor 
and Advowſon of the ReQtory belong to the Heirs of Sir 
Philip Parkcr Long, Bart. but it did belong formerly to 
the Priory of Leighs, in Eſſex, and was granted 28 Hen, 
VIII, to R. Cavendiſh. 


WENHAM PARVA. Little Venbam-Hall appears 2 
be a fine old Building; it was formerly the Seat of the 
Brews's, now of Thomas Thurſton, Eſq; 


WHERSTEAD. Gilbert de Reymes had this Lordſhip in 
King John's Time; for he was himſelf admitted a free 
Burgeſs of Ipſwich, and compounded for an Exemption 
ſrom Toll, Cuſtom, Cc. for his Villains in Jherftead; 
and Hugh de Reymes did the ſame, 5 Ed. I. In 1 Ed. IV. 
Sir John Heard had a Grant of the Manors of Leyham 
and I her ſtead, in Suffolk ; which were in the Crown by 
the Attainder of John Earl of Wilthire, It afterwards 


came to the famous Lord Chief Juſtice Coke, in whoſe 
Heirs it is now veſted. 


The Church was early impropriated to the -Prior and 
Convent of EH; and at this Day Nathaniel Acton, Eſq; 
holds the Rectory by Leaſe from the Dean and Chapter 


of Eh; but the Advowſon of the Vicarage is in the 
Crawn, 


WooLveRrsTON. The Hall or Manor-Houſe in this 
Pariſh ſtands in a moſt delightful Situation on the J/eftern 
Bank of the Orwell, with a fine View from the Park of 

| the 
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the oppoſite Shore of Na#om. This Lordſhip, Eſtate, 
and the Advowſon of the Rectory did belong to 
Tyſon, Eſq; but it is not eaſy to fay whoſe it is now; 
for Mr. Tyſon becoming a Bankrupt in the Year 1720, 
Tobn ard, of Hackney, Eſq; claimed this in Right of 
a Mortgage that he had upon it, and the Affair hath 
been in Chancery ever ſince. It has this ſurpriſing Cir- 
cumſtance attending it, that the Cauſe doth not appear 
to be nearer a Concluſion now, than it was at firſt ; for 
ſome will ſtill find their Account in preventing the De- 
termination of it.

Hunnzeps of Carlford and Colndi 


HE Hundreds of Carlford and Colneis are bounded 
on the South by the Ocean, towards the Eaſt by 
the Hundreds of Loes and M illford, and towards 

the Weſt by the Hundreds of Beſmere and Claydon, the 
Franchiſe of Ipſwich, and the River Orwell, With re- 
gard to the Maintenance and Government of the Poor, 
they have lately been incorporated, viz. in 29 George II, 
or 1755. Since which Time the Guardians of the Poor 
have built a large Houſe on the Side of Nafon Common, 
wherein all the Poor are maintained, that require paro- 
chial Relief. For this Reaſon we have blended theſe 
two Hundreds together, They contain the following 
Villages, and Places extra-parochial. 


BEALINGS, was anciently the Lordſhip of Hugh 
Petches, who fined to Ipſwich for himſelf and his Villains 
in Bealings ; then Robert de Tuddenham had it; afterwards 
N came into the Family of Chnch; from them to the 
I/:bbs ; and from them it came by Purchaſe to John Pitt, 
Eſq; who removed from Crows- Hall in Debenham, and 
made Bealings-Hall his Seat. It was bought of Mr. 
Pitts's Heirs by George Bridges, Eſq; who now reſideg 
here, 
 Seckford-Hall in this Pariſh, has been remarkable for 
a Family of that Name, who lived there about three 
hundred Years, viz, from the Time of Edward I. to that 
of King Charles I, The laſt Seckford married a Daughter 
of Sir Henry North, and gave the Eſtate to her about the 
Year 1650. It now belongs to Mr. Atkinſon. 

| They 
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There are ſeveral Legacies in old Wills given towards 
building the Steeple here, about the Vear 1450. And 
there is an Inſcription of two Lines upon the Porch, 
ſhewing when and by whom that was built. 


BeALlincs PARVA. The Advowſon of this Church 
belonged to the Monks at Thetford ; and was granted che 
32 Henry VIII. to Thomas Duke of Norfolk, who ſoon 
ſold it to the Seckfords ; and it came with Seckford-Hall 


to Mr. Atkinſon, 


BrRIGHTWELL, was anciently the Lordſhip of Fol 
de Lamput. In the Time of Queen Elizabeth it was Sir 
Francis Termy's ; then the Hewetts, who fold it to Sir 
Anthony Wing field ; from which Family it paſſed to Thomas 
Eſſington, a Merchant; who repaired the Church which 
was much decayed, and built a comely Steeple to jt. 
About the Middle of the laft Century it paſſed from the 
Eſſingtons to the Family of Barnardiflon. Sir Samuel 
Barnardiſton of this Place was created a Baronet 11 May, 
1663. He rebuilt the Hall at a great Expence, and jn- 
tailed his Eftate upon his Heirs Male ; but theſe failing, 
it is now in Sir Jahn Shaw, of Eltham, in Right of his 
Mother; and in John Williams, Eſq; and another Gentle- 
man, in Right of their Ladies, who were Coheireſſes of 
that Family, The Hall has been lately taken down,

BuCKLESHAM in Colneit. The Lordſhip of this Pariſh 
is in Richard Norton, Eſq; but the Hamlet of Kembroke, 
which lies in the Road from Kirkton to-Newbourn, is thg 
Lordſhip of Philip Broke, Eſq; who alſo hath the Advowy 
ſon of the Rectory. See Nadton. ' 


BuRGH. Ode de Campania was Lord here, when 
Domeſday-Book was made. The Lordſhip ſeems to havo 
belonged afterwards to the Uſfords : Maud de Lancaſter, 

Relic 
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Relic of Hilliam de Burgh, gave it to the Chantry ere. 
ed at Campeſſe, and removed to Bruſyard, and it was for 
ſonie time impropriated thereto, and to the Nuns of St. 
Clare, who were placed at Brufyard, inſtead of the Chan- 
try. But the Impropriation was afterwards given up, and 
the Church made preſentative again. The Advowſon 
was granted 30 Henry VIII. to Nicholas Hare. It is now 
in Mr. Barnes. Beſides the Pariſh Church, there was a 
Chapel here dedicated to St. Botalph.

CLoPTON, was likewiſe the Lordſhip of Odo de Cam- 
pama. Sir Robert de Sackvill had it in the Reign of King 
Heury I. it came afterwards to the J/eylands ; for Fohn th 
Meyland had a Grant for a Market and Fair here, 31 
Edward I, Barthslomew Burgberſb died ſeiſed of this 
Manor, 43 Edward III. and his Son- in- Law Edward i 
Diſpencer died ſeiſed of it 49 Edward III. But perhaps 
here may be two Manors ; for Hugh Lord Bardoſ is ſaid 
to die ſeiſed of the Manor of Clapton in Suffolk, 45 Edw. III. 
How he obtained this Manor, fee Dugd. Bar. II. 100, 101, 


Cureno. WilFam de Valoines gave this Church to the 
Abbey of Leiſlan; and William Ferdunx, who married 
his Daughter, confirmed it. The Impropriation was 
granted 19 Elizabeth to Edward Grimſton, and with the 
Manor it belongs now to Sir John Blois, Bart. 


FALKENHAM, in Colneis, is a Vicarage endowed with 
all the Tithes, except thoſe of Barliy; which were ap- 
propriated to the Priory of Dednaſh in Bently, in Samford 
Hundred, Some Lands in this Pariſh hold of Mr. Bur- 
woods Manor of Falkenham-Dodnaſh ; and others hold of 
Sir John Fytch Barker s Manors of I/alton, and Ruſſels in 
Falkenham, About the Year 1533, two Legacies were 
given towards making a new Iſle to this Church. The 
Crown preſents to the Vicarage. The Rectory was one 
of thoſe granted to Cardinal Hey. 1 


FELIX» 
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Frlixsrow, in Colneis, is thought to take its Name 
from Felix the Burgunidian, who was the firſt Biſhop of 
Dunwich, and is ſuppoſed to have landed here at his · ſirſt 
Arrival ; Orwell being even at that time a noted Harbour, 
and much frequented. It is conjectured that he ſtaid 
here ſome Time, before he removed to Dunuwch ; for 
many little mitred Images of Braſs have been found here, 
which are thought to have been made in Honour of him.

Fox#Al. Hugo de Darnford gave this to the Prior and 
Convent of the Holy Trinity, in Igſiuich; and the Impro- 
priation was granted 36 Henry VIIL. to Sir Thomas Pepe, 
Knt. The Grange and Eſtate called Dernfords, in Fax- 
hall, Nacton, Hallowtree, and Ingulveflon or 1{/ton, be- 
longed to the Abbot and Convent of Sibton, and was by 
them granted to Thomas Duke of Norfalk ; and after= 
wards by King Edward VI. to Thomas Heneage, and Lord 
Willoughby, A. D. 1547. The Church here was pro- 
bably uſed in 1530, when 7am Punting gave four 
Marcs, towards making a new Roof for it. Perhaps it 
was then decayed, and for want of other Beneſactions 
to repair it, might ſoon after become unfit for Diving 
Service. Part of it is now ſtanding on the North-ſide 
of Foxhal- Hall, next the Heath; but it is uſed only as a | 
Barn, or an Out-houſe for Cattle. Jp/wich Trinity- | 
Priory ſeems alſo to have had a Manor here, which was | 
granted with the Impropriation to Sir Themas Pope. All 
is now in the Heirs of the Barnardi/tan Family. 


GRUNDISBURGH. Hugh Peche claimed 2 Market hewp 
every Tueſday, and a Fair during the whole M Hitſun- 
Week, A. D. 1285. Sir Robert de Tudenham was Pa- 
tron, and probably Lord in the Time of King Edward IL 
And one of his Deſcendants gave the Advowſon about 
the Year 1 359, to the Maſter and Fellows of Michael- 

Houle, 
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Houſe, ſince made Part of Trinity College, in Cambridge, 
Tue Steeple of this Church falling down about the Time 
of the Reſtoration, a very handſome new one was built 
about thirty Years ſince by the Executors of Mr. Robert 
Thing, who left an Eſtate to be fold for that Purpoſe, 
The Hall and chief Eſtate have been for many Years in 
the Family of Blots, who uſed to reſide here, Charls 
Bliis, of this Place, Eſq; was created a Barenet, 15 April, 
1668, who removed from hence to Cockfield-Hall, in 
Yoxford 4 and dying there in 1738, was ſucceeded in Ho- 
nour and Eſtate by his Grandſon Sir Charles Blots, Bart, 
but he dying without Iſſue, the Honour went to his 
Uncle Sir Thomas ; but the Chief of the Eſtate, by the 
Appointment of Sir Charles the firſt Baronet, came to his 
youngeſt Son lately, by the Death of his Brother, the 
Rev. Sir Ralph Blois, of Cockfield-Hall ; who is ſucceeded 
by his Son Sir John Blois, Bart, 


HAskETOx. There is a ſmall Manor belonging to 
the Rectory of this Pariſh. Another called the Manor 
of Haſteton-Hall; and another called the Manor of 
Thoerpe ; the Tithes of which belonged formerly to the 
Priory of Letheringham, and were granted by K. James I, 
to Anthony Gooch and Thomas Parker, and belong now to 
w———, and not the Rector. 


HELMLY, in Colneis. Odo de Campania had the Lord- 
ſhip of Hemele, in Suffolk, when Domeſday-Book was 
made, The Dukes of Nerſell were Patrons of the Rec- 
tory from the Year 1300 to 1540, or thereabout; but 
the Crown hath preſented ever ſince. In the Time of 
King Henry VI. this Pariſh was ſpelt Olmeſtee. 


EKESGRAVZ. This Church was impropriated to the 
Priory of Butly, and the Impropriation is now veſted in 
the Heirs of Sit Samuel Barnardiſton. See Brightwell. 


KIRKTON, 
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K1RKTON, in Colneis. About the year 1520, there wers 
ſeveral Legacies towards building the Steeple of this 
Church. The Dukes of Norfol had the Patronage of 
it formerly; but the Crown hath preſented to it, ſince 
the Time of Henry VIII, 


LEVINGTOV, in Colneis. Here is an Alms-houſe for 
ſix poor Perſons of this Pariſh and Nacton, built and en- 
dowed by Sir Rabert Hitcham, who was a Native of this 
Place. Here is a ſmall Manor, which is in the Family of 
Goodrich, with the Manor-Houſe. The Church is now 
conſolidated to Nacton, and the Patronage of it is in the 


Right Hon. Lord Orwell. The Steeple was built by Sir 


Robert Hitcham, as appears by his Arms, and the Date 
upon it. 

Adjoining to this Pariſh towards Trimly, the Ruins of 
Stratton Church or Chapel, now overgrown with Trees 
and Buſhes, are ſtill to be ſeen ; in the Middle of the firſt 
Field going from Levington to Trimly, called Chapel- field. 
Here was formerly a Lazar-houſe, endowed with a Mojety 
cf the Tithes of Stratton. It is now extraparochial ; 
taere is no Houſe ſtanding but the Hall, which, with the 
Lordſhip, is now veſted in Sir Jahn Fytch Barker, Bart. 

In a Farmer's Yard in Levington, cloſe on the Left as 
you enter from Levington into the ſaid Chapel-Field of 
Stratton-Hal!, was dug the firſt Crag or Shell, that has 
been found fo uſeful for improving of Land in this and 
other Hundreds in the Neighbourhood. For though jt 
appears from Books of Agricultute, that the like Manure 
has been long ſince uſed in the Veſt of England, it was 
not uſed here till this Diſcovery was caſually made by one 
Edmund Edwards, about the Year 1918. This Man be- 
ing covering a Field with Muck out of his Yard, and 
wanting a Load or two to finiſh it, carried ſome of the 
Soil that laid near his Muck, tho” it look'd to him to be no 
* better than Sand; but obſerving the Crop ta be beſt where 

he

he laid that, he was from thence encouraged to 
more of it the next Vear; and the Succeſs he had, en- 
couraged others to do the like. 
This uſeful Soil has been found in great Plenty upon 
the Sides of ſuch Vales as may reaſonably be ſuppoſed to 
have been waſhed by the Sea; towards which ſuch light 
Shells might be naturally carried, either at Noah's Flood, 
or by the Force of the Tides to ſome Places ſince forſaken 
by the Seca. Whoever looks into any of theſe Cragg- Pitts 
cannot but obſerve how they lie Layer upon Layer in a 
greater or leſs Angle, according to the Variation of the 
Tides. But when one conſiders that the Wells in Trimly- 
fireet, about a Quarter of a Mile diſtant from the Mill, are 
about 25 Feet deep, and that the Springs all riſe in 
Cragg; we can no way account for this Cragg ſo many 
Feet under Ground, but from the univerſal Deluge. 


MarTLESHAM. Sir Jahn Verdun was Patron, and re- 
ſided here A. D. 1328. But before the Year 1400 it 
came to the Nous, one of whom was a Juſtice of the 
Peace, and ſevere to the Proteſtants in Queen Marys 
Reign. It continued in that Family above 200 Years; 
and then it came to the Goodwwins; who removed, as we 
think, from [pfevich thither ; and they have now their 
Seat at the Hall. 


NacToNn, in Colneis, The Family of Faftelf were Pa- 
trons, and probably Lords, from the Year 1380, till the 
Manor and Eſtate came to the Brokes, by a Marriage 
wich the Faflelfi. This Family is deſcended from Sir 
Richard Broke, Lord Chief Baron in the Reign of 
Henry VIII. and not from Sir Robert Brooke, Lord Chief 
Juſtice of the Common- Pleas in Queen Mary's Reign,whoſe 
Family was ſettled at Yoxford, in Blithing. Sir Richard was 
poſſeſſed of Alueſbors Dairy, or the Donham- Bridge Farm, 


in the 13 King Henry VIII. as appears by the Return of an 


Ioquiſition taken at that Time; and it is moſt probable, 
2 that 
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that he built Cow-Hall about the V ear 1526. Robert Broke, 
of Nadton, was created a Baronet in 1661 ; but the Patent 
was made in the uſual Way, ſo that he dying without 
Iſſue Male, his Brother's Son could not ſucceed to the 
Title; but he marrying Sir Robert's Daughter and Heireſs, 
enjoyed the Eſtate 3 and had by his ſecond Lady, a 
Daughter of Sir Fohn Hewet, Bart. Philip Broke, Eſq; 
the preſent Poſſeſſor, and formerly one of the Repreſen- 
tatives for the Borough of Ipfevich. Here are two Ma- 
nors, one called Goaw- Hall, and the Stile of the other is 
the Manor of St. Peter in Nacton and Kembroke, [See 
Buctiaſbam.] The Tenement Hamons in Natton, was 
granted as Part of the Poſſeſſions of St. Peter's Priory in 
Ipſwich, to Thomas Alverde, 26 Henry VIII. 

The late Admiral Vernon made this Pariſh the Seat 
of his Reſidence. His Nephew, to whom he left the 
Bulk of his Fortune, hath, ſince his Death, rebuilt the 
Houſe, and incloſed it within a Pale; which Incloſure 
he hath called from the beautiful River on which it ſtands, 
Orwell Park. This Gentleman hath done till further 
Honour to the River; for being lately created a Peer of 
Ireland, he hath taken his Title from it, and is now the 
Right Hon. Lord Orwell. 


Where the Road from this Pariſh to Buckl:fham croſſes 
that other leading from pfwich to Trimly, is a Place 
called the Sun Hills (tho' there are more) which ſeem 
to have been Barrows z and therefore, perhaps it may be 
more probable, that near this Place it was that Earl L 
ketel might have fought the Dane, and not at Rufamere. 
Unleſs we ſuppoſe that Ra/omere did formerly extend o 
Gar as almoſt to reach the Neighbourhood of this Place. 
Concerning which ſomething might be ſaid, but too mi- 
nute to be inſerted here. 

North of the Bounds of Nafon, between them and 
thoſe of Ipſwich Liberties, is a Tract of Land now be- 
come extra-parochial, Part of this abutting on the Or 

wall, 
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tuell, belonged to a little Priory of Auguſtin Monks called 
- Alieſdourn Priory, The Site of the Priory is now 4 
Farm-Houſe belonging to Philip Broke, Eſq; and that of 
the Church or Chapel to it, hath a Barn built upon it. 
In the Year 1452, at the Requeſt of William Turneur 
then Prior, it was united to J/oodbridge Priory. In'a 
Deed among the Writings of Woodbridge Priory, it is 
called a Manor; and in 22 Henry VIII. it was lett by 
Thomas Cooke, Prior of Woodbridge, to Thomas Alvarde of 
Ipſwich, by the Stile of Manerium de Alveſborne et Pond:; 
and among the Deſcription of ſome few Fields holden of 
this Manor, ſome called Ryſing's Paſtures, lately belong- 
ing to Edward Grimſtone, Eſq; formerly to the Chatintry 
of St. Laurence, Ipſwich, are ſaid to lie in the Hamlet of 
Abveſborne in the Pariſh of Hallowtree. Within this Diſ- 


trict there is ſome Account of three Churches, beſides the 


Chapel of Alneſbourn Priory. Hallowtree, or as it was 
ſometimes ſpelt Halgebetre now mentioned, St. Petronille 
and Bixley. The Church of St. Petronille is mentioned 
in Ipſwich Domeſday, where the Heath formerly belong- 
ing to the Burgeſſes is deſcribed as lying between the 
Heath of John Rous on the North, and the Road leading 
from Ipſwich to the Church of St. Petronille on the South + 
The other Piece is deſcribed as lying between. the faid 
Road on the North, and the Road leading from Na#ton 
to Ipſwich on the South, the Eaſt Head abutting on the 
Heath of Thomas Fa/lclf, Eſq; and the Weſt Head on 
Cheſteyneis Cloſe, The Bounds of Ruſbmere include the 
whole of Bixly- Farm, and run cloſe by the Side of Bixly- 
Decoy; and fo along that Valley till they meet the Bounds 
of Ipſwich Liberties, (which in the Jpſwich Perambula- 
tion are ſaid to go) at the End of Bixlz- Marſh. From 
hence it ſeems probable that Bixly may have bcen united 
to Ruſhmere ; but it doth not appear plainly where any 
of theſe Churches ſtood, but probably one of them near 
what is called Purdis- Farm. The moſt we can collect 
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is, that this extsarparachial Land was much fuller of In- 


habizants formex}y », han. it. is gt preſent 3 for now. there 
are not e e ty neces there ere

NEWBOURN, The Manor of Haſpely in Newboun 


belonged formerly to the Priory of dollbridge, arid was 
granted 33 Henry VIII. to Jobn Wingfield and Dorothy his 
Wife ; it is now with the Auen of the Reftory vell- 


ed in — Wiftern, Eſq;

the Lady Margaret Counteſs of ;Sa/tfbury,. ho was the 


Daughter of Gange Duke of : Ularexce, Brother of King 
Edward IV. This Family ſuffered auch in the Time of 
the great Rebellion, inſomuch that the. Rererend Lionel 


CH nald, the laſt of the Family, and Rector of that Pariſh, 
was obliged to ſell the Aſtate. 


PL AYFqQRD, is, moſt rematkable for being the Seat of 
the ancient Family of Fallen, Which is {aid to take its 
Name from the Lordſhip of Felten, in Northumberland; 
and to be a younger” Branch of the Bertrams, Barons of 
Milfard, and Lords of that Manor. "Edmund Felton, of 


this Family, married a Daughter of Robert Garrard, of 
G Caaden - 
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Coddenham, in this County; whoſe eldeſt Son Sir Thomas 
Filton was Chief Juſtice of Cheſter in the Reign of EA. 
ward III. and of Richard II. Richard, the ſecond Son, 
took Prieſt's Orders; but John, the youngeſt, turned 
Merchant ; and with ſo good Succeſs, that he was called 
by way of Eminence the Chapman. Jobn, the Grandſon 
of the Chapman, acquired the Lordſhip and Eftate of 
Shotly, by marrying Joan Daughter and Heireſs of Hr 
Thomas Moſel, of that Place, Knt. He was ſucceeded in 
that and his other Eſtates by his Grandſon Robert Fel. 
tou, who marrying Margaret the Heireſs of Sir Thomas 
Sampſon, of Playford, Knt. acquired this Lordſhip, with 
other Manors and Eſtates in the Neighbourhood. Au- 
thony, Great Grandſon of the ſaid Robert Felton, was 
made Knight of the Bath at the Coronation of King 
James I. in the Year 1603; and his Son Henry was crea- 
ted a Baronet 20 July, 1621. Sir Thomas Felton, Grand- 
ſon of the firſt Baronet, was Comptroller of the Houſhol 
and Privy Councellor to Queen Anne; but dying without 
Iſſue Male, the Honour and Eſtate came to his Brother 
Sir Compton; and he likewiſe dying without Iſſue Male, 


the Honour became extinct, and the Eſtate reverted to 


the Right Hon. John Hervey, the firſt Earl of Briftel 
of this Family, in Right of his Counteſs El:zabeth, the 
Daughter and Heireſs of the aforeſaid Sir Themes Folk, 
who was Sir Compton's elder Brother.

The Lordſhip of this 
Pariſh hath for many Years been in the Feltons, of Play+ 
ferd (ſee there); and is now veſted in the Earl of Briſtol, 
together with a great Part of the Pariſh. | The Church 
was impropriated to the Prior and Convent of Chriſt 
Church, Ipfwich ; and the Impropriation and Advowſon 
of the Vicarage were granted 37 Henry VIII. to Auſlin 
Auftins, M. D. and they were fold again by Dr. Auftins 
to Sir John Fermy, Knt. and Humphry Warren, Gent. 
In this Deed are ſpecified the following Particulars, viz. 
The Parſonage Barn, and the Barn-yard, the little Piece 
oppolite to it, containing about three Roods ; alſo two 
Pightles, containing by Eſtimation nine Acres, lying in 
the Pariſh of St. John Baptiſt, in Caldwell ; and all other 
Houſes, &c. late in the Occupation of Thomas Lord 
IVntworth, and Parcel of the Poſſeſſions of the ſaid late 
Priory 3 but the Right of Patronage of the Vicarage is 
not ſpecified as fold with the Rectory. The Rectory 
came thro' the Feltons, and is now veſted in the Earl of 
Briſtol ; and the Advowſon of the Vicarage is in the 
Heirs of Sir Samuel Barnardi/ton, Bart. 

Catharine Cadye, Widow, A. D. 1521, left a large 
Legacy towards building a new Steeple of like Faſhion, 
Bigneſs and Workmanſhip, with that at Tuddenham : The 
two Stceples do only differ in the Form of the Battlements. 


TaimLy ST. MARTIN, in Colneis. Grim/ton-Hall in 
this Pariſh, the Manor of Grim/ton with Morflon, and a 
good Eſtate beſides, was purchaſed by John Barker, Eſq; 
who was created a Baronet 17 March, 1621. This 
Honour and Eſtate is now in Sir Fohn Fytch Barker, Bart. 
Grim/lon- Hall was formerly the Seat of Thomas Candiſb, 
Eſq; the ſecond Engliſhman that failed round the World, 
who was born here. There are two [lexes ſtill ſtanding 
at Grim/ten- Hall, which are ſaid to have been planted 
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by him. ' 'This:gallant Officer, fitted out three Ships, a 
his own Expence, againſt the Spaniards, vm. the Dyſm, 
Burden 120 Tons; the Content, of 60 Tons; and the 

Hhegh Gallant, a Bark, of 40 Tons. On beard . 
Ships he had no more than One Hundred and Tweny- | 
three Hands, Men and Boys. With this {mall and in- 
conſiderable Force, he failed from Plymouth, 21 Jh, 
1586. In the February following he paſſed through the 
Straits of Magellan, and entered the Sowth-Geas,' here be 
plundered and burnt the Tewns of Paita, Prova, A- 
pulco, Nuti vida, Aaaclar, and ſeveral others on the Cbaſls 
of Chili and Peru, with great Succeſs. After which he 
attacked the St. Anna, a large Aguapulco Ship of 700 Ton, 
Before this, he had ſunk the Bark at the Ifland of Nunn, 
for want of Hands to man her; and it does not 4appedr 
that the Content came up, ſo as to have an Share in doe 
Engagement: In his own Ship, the Defire, he had not, 
at the moſt, above Sixty Men; yet, with thefe he at- 
tompted to board the Str. Anna; and tho' he was twier 
repulſed, at the third Attack he took her; with the L 
of only two Men killed, and five wounded. What Loß 
the Enemy ſuſtained, is not ſaid; but Capt. Canaliſs ſet 
One Hundred and Ninety-one Priſoners on Shore at Puri 
Seguro, and brought off Seven with him, to ſerve as Pilots 
Linguiſts, Sc. He took in this Prize One Hundred and 
"Twenty-two Thouſand Pezos of Gold, each Pezo *being 
of the Value of Eight Shillings ; beſides a great Quantity 
of other rich Merchandize, After this he touched at the 
Philippine Iſlands, and returned Home by the Cape of 
Good Hope, and St. Helena. If this Expedition be duly 
conſidered,with all its Circumſtances, it will be found to be 
by far more remarkable, than what has happened in thoſe 
Scas, within our Memories. But the Saft Commo- 
"dore had no Hiſtorian to celebrate his Praiſes ; and be 
' contented himſelf with ſending the following ſhort Ac- 
ount of his glorious Succeſs, in + Letter to Lord Ilundu, 
at 
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at that Time Lord Chamberlain to Queen Elizabeth ;, 
which, he dated from Phmeuth, where he arrived ſafely 
g September, 1588, The Letter runs thus: ; 

« Right Weneurahls,

mighty to ſuſfer mee to circompaſſe the whale Globe 
« of the World, entering in at the Streight of, Afagellan, 
« and returning by the, Cape de Buena Eſperanza. In 
« which Voyage I have either diſcovered, or brought. 
« certeine Intelligence of all the rich Places of the World 
that ever were knowen or diſcovered by any Chriſtian. 
« I navigated alongſt the Coaſt of Chili, Peru, and Nucya 
« Eſpanna, where I made great Spoiles; I burat and 
e ſunke nineteen Sailes of Ships ſmall and great. All, 
$0 the Villages and Townes that ever I landed at, I burnt 
* and ſpoiled ; and had I not bene diſcovered upon the 
«« Coaſt, I had taken great Quantitie of Treaſure. The 
Matter of moſt Profit unto me, was a great Ship of the 
„King's, which I tooke at California ; which Ship came 
« from the Philippines, being one of the richeſt of Mer- 
* chandiſe that ever paſſed thoſe Seas, as the King's Re- 


e giſter and Merchant * did 2 
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«« Goods (for that my Ships were not able to contein the 
© «© -Jeaſt Part of them) I was inforced to ſet on Fire. Prom 
e the Cape of California, being the uttermoſt Part of all 
« Nueva Eſpanna, I navigated to the Iſlands of the Phi- 


v Iippines, hard upon the Coaſt of China; of which 
$ Countrey I have brought ſuch Intelligence as hath 
te not bene heard of in theſe Parts. The Statelineſſe and 
£6 Riches of which Countrey I feare to make Report of, 
« leaſt I ſhould not be credited : For if I had not knowen 
5 ſufficiently the incomparable Wealth of that Countrey, 
$© ] ſhould have bene as incredulous thereof, as others 
ec will be that have not had the like Experience. I failed 
5 along the Iſlands of the Malucos, where among ſome of 
'« the Heathen People I was well intreated, where our 
$ Countreymen may have Trade as freely. as the Ports- 
$ gals, if they will themſelves. From thence I paſſed by 
« the Cape of Buena Eſperanza, and found out by the 
„Way homeward the Iſland of St. Helena, where the 
te Portugals uſed to relieve themſelves ; and from that 
«< Iſland God hath ſuffered me to returne into England, 
« All which Services with myſelf, I humbly proſtrate at 
« her Majeſty's Feet; deſiring the Almighty long to con-

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of the Foundation, There can be no doubt but- Malen 
Caſtle was a Roman Fortification, as appears from the 
great Variety of Reman Urns, Rings, Coins, &c, that 
have been found there. It is thought to have been built 
by Conflantine the Great, when he withdrew his Legions 


from the Frontier Towns in the Eaſt of Britain, and 


built Forts or Caſtles to ſupply the Want of them. The 
Coins that have been lately taken up here, are of the 
Veſpaſian and Antonine Families; of Severus, and his Suc- 
ceſſors to Gordian the Third; and from Gallicuut, down 
to Arcadius and Honorius. It is certain, the Caſtle had 
the Privilege of coining Money; for ſeveral Dies have 


been found for that Purpoſe. 


Roger Bigot bad a Grant of a Market at Walton, 17 
Edward I. or A. D. 1288. The Market-Ciofs is fiill 
ſtanding, tho' the Market has been long diſuſed. | 

In the Pariſh of Felix/fow, about a Quarter of a Mile 
North of Felix/low High-ſtreet, and at the ſame Diſtance 
Eaſt from Walton Bounds, are very conſiderable Ruins 
of an ancient and magnificent Building, which goes by 
the Name of Ola- Hall. This probably was erected for 
the Manor-Houſe ſoon after the Caſile was demoiiſhed, 
and was the Place where King Edward III. laid ſome 
time at his Manor of Malton before his Enterpriſe into 
France; wherein he gained that Victory over the French 
King near Creſſey, A. D. 1338 and diſpatched many 
conſiderable Things there, as appears from Rymer's Fa-. 
dera, Vol. V. and here he confirmed the Charters granted 
to the Corporation of Ipſwich, by an dnſpeximus, dated at 
Walton in his twelfth Year, or 1339. | 

In a Survey of the Manor of Felixflow Priory, made 
an 1613, we find a Cloſe of Arable Land called Great 
Long-dele, in which Cloſe are the Ruins of Walton Caſtle, 
and the Cloſe is deſcribed as lying between the Old Abbey 
and the Cliff Eaſt. The Cloſe next. mentioned is called 
mne Old Abbey, lying between the Cliff, Eaſt and South ;

and Great Long-dole, Weſt, containing fix Acres. Alſo 
a Cloſe of Fenn Ground, called Old Abby-Pond, lying 
open to the old Abbey, South, From theſe Deſcriptions 


it is plain, that the Priory dedicated to St. Felix, the firlt 


Biſhop of the E/ Angles, was founded, and probably 
very early, in this Place; tho* now no Remains are to 
be ſeen, ſave only the Site of the Ponds. The Bigots, 
Earls of Norfolk, were great Benefactors to this Houſe ; 
and it is very likely, that ſoon after the Caſtle was de- 
moliſhed, it was by them removed into a Field abutting 
on Walton Church, North ; from whence you have a de- 
lightful Sea Proſpect, and may ſee Orford Church and 
Caſtle. The Monks were called Monks of Rochefter, 
becauſe Roger Bigod gave it as a Cell to the Monks of 
Rechefler, He endowed it with the ſmall Manor of Fe- 


liz/low Priory, taken out of his Manor of JFa{en, and 


with the Churches of /#alton and Feliaſtotu. Some Ruins 
of this Priory are ſtill to be ſeen. The Site of it, with 
the great Tithes of /Yalton and Felix/low, and the Ad- 
vowſon of the Vicarages, were given at the Diſſolution to 
Cardinal Valſey, 26 Henry VIII. But long after his Fall, 
in 19 Queen Elizabeth they were granted to Thomas Seck- 
ford; and are now, with the other Eſtates of that Family 
veſted in Mr. Atkinſon (ſee Bealings) ; but the ſmall Ma- 
nor of Felix/iow Priory, as alſo the large Manor of Ma. 
tm with Trimley, and Ruſſels in Falkenham, are in Sir 
Jahn Fytch Barker, Bart. 

Langer- Fort, and not Land. guard Fort, as it is corrupt · 
ly and vulgarly called, takes its Name from Langer-Com- 
111 in Felix/low upon which it ſtands, on the South - eaſt 
Corner of it, two Miles from the Cliff, It is not cer- 
tainly known when the firſt Fort was built. Cambden 


takes notice of Langer-/lone as a Place where Fiſhermen 


dried their Nets, but makes no mention of any Fort.

Phe Fort being built for the Security of Ortoell. Haven 
by Harwich in Zſkx, People at a Diſtance have imagined 
the Fort as well as Harwich to be in Eſſex (a); and as 
all Letters from the Board of Ordnance, Qt. to the Gar- 
Tiforr are uſually fent by the Harwich Bag; and directed 
ſometimes, Fo at Langer- Fort, near Harwich in 
Her; and ſometimes for Shortneſs, To ————, at 
Langer« Fort, in Efſex : From hence many People in the 
Neighbourhood have been led into the ſame Miſtake. 
This Miſtake. hath ſo generally prevailed, that tho' the 
Arm of the Sea between the Fort and Harwich is two 
Miles over, the common People in Harwich will tell you 
they have feen ſome old Perſons that remembred the 
Fime, when with a Board laid upon two Horſes Heads 
they could walk over from Harwich to the Fort; and 
that the Sea which now runs up to Iſtwich on the South- 
ſide of the Fort, did run formerly on the North of it, 
where now is Langer-Common. Whoever obſerves the 
Soil and Situation of Langer-Commen and Langer Marſhes, 
will make no diſſculty in acknowledging that they have 
been formerly covered by the Sea; and the Sea muſt 
then have extended. from the Suot Cliff to the Eſſex.

But 
what Juriſdiction hath the Biſhop of Londen ever exer- 
ciſed there, except the appointing of a Chaplain ? and 
this he may have done at Plymeuth, or Berwich-ypon- 
Tweed ; which ſurely are not in Er. Nut to put this 
Matter paſt all Diſpute, it appeats by. the. Reægiſter of.che 
Biſhop of Nortuich, that the Chapel of the Cad Furt 
conſecrated 7 September 1628, by the Biſhop. of Nerzwreh, 
as lying within his Juriſdiction. By the way, this is the 
beſt Evidence we have of the Time when Langer- Fort 
was firſt built. The very learned Editor of, Cambden, 
from the Similarity of the Words, was led to think that 
Langer-Fort was a Contraction of Land-guard-Fort; 


but it appears from what has been ſaid concerning the 


Antiquity of Langer-Common, that the Truth is the Re- 
verſe of this; for Land-guard- Fort is a Corruption of 
Langer-Fort. It is true, every Fort muſt be ſuppoſed to 
guard the neighbouring Country ; but the Fort we are 


ſpeaking of, could never without an Irony be called 


Land-guard-Fort ; for upon Sight vf it every Man of 
common Senſe muſt ſee, it could never be intended to 
guard the Land; the Uſe of it muſt be to guard the 
Haven. Even the old Fort, which was far more com- 
modious and uſeful than this, could never be ſuppoſed to 


guard the Laxd ; hn any Number - of- Forces-may- evi- 


dently land at Felix/txw Ferry, without the Knowledge, 
or with it, in ſpite of Langer-Garriſon. 


Wi1TNESHAM. Sir Edmund Bacon had this Lordſhip 


about the Year 1291; Sir Marine Latymer, A. D. 1341;

And Edward le Diſpencer, who 
married Burgherſh's Daughter, died ſeiſed of it 49 Ed- 
ward III. Bartholomew Burgherſh had a good old Seat 
here, the Site of which may {till be ſeen in Mrs. Child's 
Farm, where it had a Moat round it; and that dirty Road 
now corruptly called Burrage-lane, had its Name from 
him. He was one of the firſt Knights of the Garter, or 
as they are called, one of the Founders of that Order, 
The Family of Meadows hath had a Seat here from the 
Time of King Richard III. The Advowſon of the 
Rectory was bought of ſome of them by the late Mr. 
Beaumont, and ſold by his Son to St. Peter's College in 
Cambridge. Here was formerly a free Chapel dedicated 
to St. 1 hemas, and mentioned in Biſhop Tanner's Not. 
Mon. the Ruins of which appeared not long ſince in a 
Meadow called Burgher/ſh. The Rivulet Fyn, which 
empties itſelf at Hartlaſbam, riſes in this Pariſh, not far 


from the Church, From hence the Street near the Bridge 


is called in Domeſday Fynford; and, in old Wills, the 
Bridge is called Fynford- Bridge.

HE Hundred of Loes lieth to the Eaſtward of 

Carlford, and North of the Hundred of Wil- 

ford ; and contains the following Nineteen 
Pariſhes, viz. 

BRANDESTON, in the Conqueror's Time was the 
Lordſhip of Odo de Campania ; his Succeſſors granted it 
to the Burwells ; and from them it came through the 
IWrylands, and Tuddenhams, to the Bedingfields. Andrew 
Revet, Eſq; purchaſed this Manor of them, and made the 
Hall his Seat, whoſe Deſcendants ſtill continue there. 

The Advowſon of the Vicarage and the great Tithes, 

were appropriated to Woodbridge Priory by Sir Thomas 
I/:yland, about A. D. 1290. After the Diſſolution they 
came into the Hands of the Seckford Family; but are 
ro veſted in Feoffees, in Truſt, to ſupport ſome Diſ- 
lenting Meeting-Houſes in London. 


BuTLey. This Church is in Lees Hundred; but the 
Abbey in Plameſgate. (See that.) 


Caurszr-Ab, or Aſb by Campſcy, was remarkable for 
a Nunnery of the Order of St. Auſtin, founded by Jean 
and Agnes de Valoines, two Siſters, who dedicated it to the- 
Honour of God and the Virgin Mary. "This Nunnery 
was ſeated in a fruitful and pleaſant Valley on the Eaſt- 
fide of the River Deben, and on the North it had a large 
Lake of Water; fo that the Water ſupplied them with 
Fiſh and Wild-fowl, and the Land with the other Ne- 


ceſſaries of Life. Maud de Lancaſter Counteſs of Ulſter, 
who

who afterwards married Ralph de Lord, Chief Juſtice of 


found a Chauntry of five Chaplains, ſecular Prieſts, to 
pray and ſing Maſs in the Church of this Nunnery, for 
the Souls of William de Burgh and Ralph de Ufford, and 
their Wives, viz. Elizabeth de Burgh and Maud de Ufford, 
her Daughters, &c. which Chauntry remained there ſome 
"Years; and then was removed by the ſaid Lady to Roli 
Hull, in/Bruifgard. Several curious Deeds relating to this 
Nunnery, are ſaid by the Authors of Mag. Brit. nova & 
antiqua, to be in the Hands of Francis Canning, Eſq; of 
 Fexcoat, in Harwickſhire. In the Window of the, Par- 
lour in the Abbey-houſe, is now a Piece of Glaſs ſtained 
with the Arms of the Lr. Aud in the Windaw of 
the Chamber. over it, is the Figure of a Lady ſtained in 
Glaſs, with theſe Words GovEANESS GRACE. The 
"Nunnery was valued at the Dilſolution, 35 Heu. VIII. 
at 1824. 9s. 5d. per Annum, and granted to Sir NAlliam 
"TWillazghby,-who fold it to Jobn Lane, Gent. It was 
purchaſed of the Lanes by Frederick Scot, who fold it. to 
Sir Henry N vod, of Loudbam; and it came with the reſt 
of his Eſtate to 1illiam Chapman, naw of Leoudbam, 
Eſq; 

In this Pariſh is an old Seat, formerly the Eftate of 
Thegptulus Howard, Earl of Suffolk. This was purchaſed 
by John Braham or Brame, Grandſon of Sir Fohn_Bra- 
ham of Braham-Hall, who ſettled here; but that Family

Lord-Mayor of London; to him ſucceeded William Leman, 
Grandſon of William Leman, of Beccles, Eſq; who was 
the elder Brother of Sir Jahn Leman; in whoſe Heits. it 
continued till it was lately fold to Milliam Jennent, Eſq; 
of AAon-Place. 


The Church Was impropriated. to, Letheriyglam Priory, 
and is now. a. Donative properly ſo called; that is, filled 
by the Patron, without. Preſentation or Nomination to, or 
Licence from, the, Biſhop. 


CrETINGHAM, This Church was impropriated to St. 
Peter's Priory in Ipſwich. The Manor of St. Peter in 
Cretingham, did belong to the ſaid Priory, The Manor 
of Kettlebars belonged to a Family who took their Name 
from it; from them it paſſed to the Family of Mulſo, and 
-from them to the Family of Cormualiis, The Manor of 
Des in Cretingham belongeth to Mr. Revet of Brandeſten, 
and hath been the Eſtate of his Anceſtors about "T'wo 
Hundred Years, The Pariſh was anciently divided into 
two Villages, one called Great Cretingham, the other Little 
Cretingham, near Ottly, which had a Chapel belonging to 
it; but they both now make one Pariſh. 


DaLLtixnGnao, is Part of it in this Hundred, and the 
other Part in IWillferd, Here was a handſome. Seat built 
by William Churchill, who ſometime reſided here, His 
Son- in- Law Francis Negus, Eſqz who was formerly ,one 


of the Repreſentatives of the Borough of 1p/wich to whom 


he gave it, rebuilt it ; but it was unfortunately conſumed 
by Fire, A. D. 1729; the Eſtate js now in M illiam 
Nezus, Eſq; his Son, 
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One Manor in this Pariſh and Hundred of Los- he. 
longs to the Honor of Eye. 

The other in the Hundred of Willſord, called for Dj. 
ſtinction-ſake, Earl-Dallinghoo as having been in the 
Hands of ſeveral of the Earls of Norfolk and Suffolk, to- 
gether with the Advowſon, is veſted in the Earl of Re. 

ford. Before he had them they belonged to the Wing. 
fields, and anciently to the Boviles of Letheringham. 


EARL-SOHAM, is ſo called, becauſe it belonged to the 
Earls of Norfolk. Roger Biged had a Grant of a Market 
as well as a Fair here, 20 Edward I. and Thomas de Bri- 


' therton Earl of Norfolk had it confirmed to him, 7 Eqw,1I, 


The Market hath been long diſuſed, but there is now 2 
Fair yearly on Fuly 12. 

Soham-Lodge, is an old irregular Houſe, encompaſſel 
with a Brick Wall and a large Moat, ſtanding within the 
Park, to which the Manor of this Town belongs. It ws 
anciently the Seat of the Family of Cornwallis ; from one 
of them it was given by Will to the Corderoys, who fold 
the Manor, Advowſon, Lodge and Park to John Cattm, 
ſecond Son of Sir Allen Cotton, Lord-Mayor of Londin 
in 1626. He dwelt here, and was Sheriff of Suffolk in 
1644. His Son fold this Eſtate to Leice/ler Devereux 


Lord Viſcount Hereford, and the Executors of his Son 


Price Devereux Lord Viſcount Hereford, fold it to Jahn 
Bayfield, Eſq; 


EasTox, was formerly the Lordſhip of an ancient 
Family in Keitleburgh, ſurnamed Charles. Afterwards the 
IWing fields of Letheringham, were Proprietors of both. 
Anthony IVingfield removed from Letheringham, to Co- 
wyxs in Hoo; and was created a Baronet 17 May, 1627. 


He built the White Houſe at Ea/tan, and removing from 


Hoo made it his Seat. To him ſucceeded Sir Richard, 
Sir Robert, and Sir Henry Wingfield, Barts. whoſe Son dir 


Henry 
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Henry ſold this Seat and the Remainder of the Vingfelds 
Eftate in the Neighbourhood, to the Right Hon. William 
Zuiletein, Lord of Zuileſtein in the Province of Utrecht, 
Maſter of the Robes to King William III. and created 
Baron of Enfield, Viſcount Tunbridge, and Earl of Roch- 
ford, 10 May, 7 William III. He was ſucceeded by his 
Son William Henry Earl of Rochford, who commanded 
the Left Wing of the Engliſb Army under General Stan- 
hope, at Lerida in Spain, where he was ſlain 14 Fuly, 1710. 
Frederick, his Brother, ſucceeded him; and he dying in 
1738, was ſucceeded by William Henry the preſent Earl 
of Rochford, who fold this Eſtate to the Hon. Mr. Naſſau 
his younger Brother, married to her Grace the Dutcheſs 
Dowager of Hamilton and Brandon, who have for ſeveral 
Years made this their Reſidence. 


EyKEe. Roger Biged endowed Alice his ſecond Wife 
{inter alia) with the Manor of Staverton in this Pariſh, 
18 Edward I. fo called, from a Family of the Name of 
Staverton, who had it before. Thomas Mowbray, firſt 
Duke of Norfolk, died ſeiſed of the Manor of Staverton, 
i Henry IV. and it was aſſigned to his Relict as Part of 
her Dowry, 3 Henry IV. The Paſture called Stavertan- 
Park, was granted as Parcel of the Poſſeſſions of Butley 
Priory to Thomas Duke of Norfolk, 32 Henry VIII. But 
it now belongs to William Chapman, Eſq; as Part of the 
late Mr. Mood's Eſtate. | 

At Eyke was a Chantry, called Bennet's Chantry, of the 
yearly Value of 81. The Lands belonging to it lying in 
Eyte and Rendleham were granted 3 Edward VI. to Sir 
Michael Stanhope and Jobn Delle. 


FRAMLINGHAM, is a Pariſh of large Extent, in the 
midſt of which ſtandeth the Church and Market. The 
Town is pleaſantly ſeated, and pretty well built, upon a 
Clay Hill near the Head of the River Ore ; which riſing 
in the Hills on the North paſſeth through the Town, and 

H 2 falleth 
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flalleth into the Sea beyond Oreford. The Market 
Weekly, on Saturday; and there is a Fair on Monday und 
Tueſday in I bitſan-Week, procured by Themas of Bi. 
_therton, Earl of Norfolt; and another Fair on Michazlnids. 
Day. The Market-place is triangular, and àltoſt equi- 
lateral. The Church and Ciaſtte are great "Otrianient; 
to the Town, The Church is indeed a ſtately Edifice, 
built (as is ſuppoſed) by the Mcwhbrays Earls of Nor fil, 
at leaſt great Part of the Steeple ſeems to have been ſo, 
as appears from their Arms at the Bottom, and on "the 
Middle of it; but it was not e6aipteted till the fatter 
End of Henry the Eighth's Reign; ON there ate many 
Wills in the Archdeacon's Office, in which Legacies ate 
given towards building the Steeple: at Fybhlinghdm ; "ad 
in 1520 Legacies begin to be given towards the Buttl- 
ments of the Steeple; and ſuch Legacies occur ſo late as 
the Year 1534. In the Illes lie buried ſeveral of the 
Earls and Dukes of Norfolk. There is a curious Monu- 
ment for Thomas Howard, the third Duke of Nena, 
who died in i554 ; in whoſe Collar of SS, is this Inſcrip- 
tion, Gratia Dei ſum quod ſum. Ariotter Menden for 
Henry Fitzroy, Duke of Richmond and Somerſet, natural 
Son of Henry VIII. who married Lady "Mary Daughter of 
| Thomas Heard Duke of Norfolk, and died in 1536. 
And another Monument to Henry Howard Earl of Surry, 
and Frances his Wife (a Daughter of Jobn de Vere, Earl 
of Oxford), who was beheaded 19 Jan. 1546. 


There are two Alms-houſes in this Town ; one founded 
in purſuance of the Will of Sir Robert Hitcham, for twelve 
of the pooreſt Perſons in Framlingham, each of whom is 
allowed Two Shillings every Weck, and Forty Shillings 
every Year for a Gown and Firing. Theſe are to attend 
Prayers Morning and Evening at Church; and Sir Ro- 
bert left moreover, 201. by the Year to a Clergyman to 
read Prayers, and 5 J. by the Year for the Clerk and 


Scxton. 
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The other Alms-houſe was ſounded by one Thomas 
Hill. This Man was a Wheel-wright by Trade; but 
being a gifted, Brother in the Times of Diſorder within 
the laſt Century, he turned Preacher among the Anabap- 
tiſts, at Sax/tead, near this Town; and throve fo well 


in this Buſineſs as to be enabled, about the Year 1703, 


(until which Time he lived,) to found this Houſe. Ac» 
cordingly, ſoon after that, his Truſtees built this Alms- 
houſe for Eight poor Perſons, who are allowed Half a 
Crown a Week, and yeatrty an outward Garment, and 
Thirty Shillings each for Firing. But one J/illiam May- 
hew, a Servant of this Man's, built two of the Apart- 
ments at his own Expence. "Theſe eight Perſons enjoy 
the Beneſaction for Life ; unleſs, .for any Mildemeanor, 
they are turned out by the Truſtees. 


Sir Robert Hitchem founded alſo a Free-School, with a 
Salary of 401. a Year to the Maſter, to teach Forty of 


the pooreſt Children of this Town, to read, write, and 


caſt Accounts; and when they are perfect in them, he 
gave each 101. to bind them Apprentice. It is ſaid, and 
with ſome Probability, that this was a Town of the Bri- 
tons; and they ſay, conquered by the Romans, when they 
defeated Beadicea, The Caſtle, which is the moſt remark- 
able Piece of Antiquity, is ſuppoſed to have been built by 
ſome of the Kings of the Eat. - Angles, but which of them 
our Hiſtories do not mention; yet it may, not impro- 
bably, be ſuppoſed to have been built by Redwald, the 
greateſt of them, who kept his Court at Rendleſham in 
this Hundred. But this is mere Conjecture. The Caſtle 
is a large ſtrong Building, containing in Land within the 
Walls, one Acre, one Rood, and eleven Perches. The 
Walls are 44 Feet high, and 8 Feet thick, which are 
now ſtanding pretty entire : There are thirteen Towers, 
14 Feet higher than the Walls ; two of which are Watch- 
Towers. It was inacceſſible on the Weſt · ſide, becauſe 
of the adjoining Mere; and on the other Side it was for- 
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tified with a double Ditch, &c. ſo that it may reaſonably 


- be ſuppoſed to have been, in thoſe Times, a very ſtrong 


Fortreſs. Yet it is ſaid, that the Danes beat St. Edmund 
the King out of it, and kept it in their Hands for fifty 
Years, till they were brought under the Obedience of 
the Saxons. William the Conqueror gave it to Roger 
Bigod, Earl of Norfolk; but the Bigodt dying without 
Iſſue, it reverted to the Crown 25 Edward I. And ſo it 
remained till Edward II. in his fixth Year gave it to his 
Brother Thomas of Brotherton, Earl of Norfolk. He left 
it to his two Daughters Margaret and Alice, which Alice 
marrying Edward de Montacute ; upon the Diviſion of the 
Eſtate, he obtained in his Part this Caſtle and Demeſne. 
He left it to his Daughter Jaan, who marrying Wilkam 
de Ufferd Earl of Suffolk, carried it into that Family, 
From him it came to the Mowbray, Dukes of Nerfelk, 
who ſometimes reſided here. From the Mowbray: it 
deſcended to the Howards, Earls and afterwards Dukes of 
Norfolk ; after them it was granted to the De Veres, Earls 


of Oxford; then it returned to the Howards again, who 


ſold this Caſtle, Manor and Demeſne to Sir Robert Hitcham, 
Attorney-General in the Reign of Charles I. and he gave 
it to Pembroke Hall in Cambridge, 


HAacHesToON. There is a conſiderable Fair held here 
yearly on the ſecond and third of November, granted 
2 Henry III. to the Prior and Convent of Hickling in Nor- 
folk, who had this Church given them by Theobald de Va- 
leines before the Year 1203, and got it impropriated to 
them. 

The Manor of Hacheſton did formerly belong to Fram- 
lingham Caſtle, until Theophilus Howard Earl of Suffolk 
fold it to Jahn Brame, of Aſh by Campſey; whoſe Heirs 
do now enjoy it, 

Glevering-Hall Manor, in this Pariſh, did ancjently 
pelong to the Prior and Convent of Leiſtan; and was 

granted

* 
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granted 28 Henry VIII. to Charles Branden, Duke of Suf- 
folk. Afterwards it was the Inheritance and Seat of John 
Bull, Eſq; ſince of the Family of Radeliſf, and now of 
Mr. Thomas Whimper. 


Hoo, Hoe-Hall did anciently belong to Themas of 
Brotherton, Earl of Norfolk : Afterwards it came to the 
Earls of Suffolk, and was fold by one of them to Sir Ro- 
bert Naunton. 


Another conſiderable Eſtate here belonged to a Family 
who took their Name from this Town, by whom it was 
ſold to one Godin, a Merchant of Londen; from him it 
came to the Family of Wingfield, and by them it was fold 
to the Earl of Rochford, There was formerly in this 
Village the Gilds of the Holy Trinity, St. Mary, St. Peter, 
St. Andrew, and St. Fobn. The Church was preſentative, 
till after the Year 1470; when the Advowſon of it being 
given by Jahn Duke of Norfolk and Cathering, his Wife, 
to the Prior and Convent of Letheringham, they got it 
impropriated to them. The Impropriation was granted 
7 Eduard VI. to Elizabeth Naunton. 


KETTLEBOROUGH, was the Lordſhip of the I- 
lughbys, Lords of Ereſby, in the Reign of Edward IV. 
Afterwards of the Mowbrays, Dukes of Norfolk ; and went 
with the Manor of Framlingbam, till it was ſold by Thomas 
or Theophilus Earl of Suffolk, to Sir Robert Naunton ; in 


' whoſe Family it ſtill continues, being now the Property 
of William Leman, Eſq; the Heir of that Family. 


King Henry III. A. D. 1265, granted a Market and 
Fair here; but they are both diſuſed. In this Pariſh is 
the Seat of Robert Sparrow, Eſq; 


KENToON, belonged to. the Family of that Name, who 
dwelt in Kenton-Hall; and who, beſides the Manor, poſ- 
ſeſſed the greateſt Part of the Pariſh : By the Marriage 
of an Heir-general, this Eſtate deſcended to the Family 
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of Willi; from them thro! the-Ramſeys and! Gun, 


ts the Family of Stanr. It is now veſted in Filiam Stam, 


Eſq; who is Lord of the Manor called by the Name of 
Kenton with Suddenhall, 


The Family of J/arreyn has a Seat in this Pariſh, now 
veſted in fo Warreyn, Eſq; whoſe Anceſtor Robert 
Warreyn, D D. Rector of Long- Melford, was ejected 
in 1641, and treated in a very ignominious Manner, 
The Church was impropriated to Butley Abbey, and 
granted to Francis Framlingham, 34 Henry VIII. The 
Patronage of the Vicarage is now in George Bridges, Eq. 


LETHERINGHAM, is remarkable for a little Priory of 
black Canons, founded by Sir ahm Boynel, or Bovile; it 
was a Cell to St. Peter's in Ipſibich, valued at the Diſſo- 
Jution at 267. 18s. 5 d. and granted in 7 Edward VE. to 
Mrs. Elizabeth Naunten; in which . it hath ever 
{ince continued, 


The Priory was converted into a good Manſion, by 
Sir Robert Naunton ; ſince whoſe Time it hath been the 
deat of this very ancient Family. Sir Robert removed 
hither from Allerton in Millfard Hundred, and was in the 
Reign of King James I. Secretary of State, Ptivy Coun- 
ſellor, and Mafter of the Wards and Liveries. He died 
A. D. 1630, without Male Iſſue, and was ſucceeded at 
Letheringham by his Brother William, whoſe Son Robert 
ſaffered much in the great Rebellion fer his Loyalty to 
King Charles I. William Naunton, the laſt Poſſeſſor, died 
rpt long fince, without Iſſue; and left the Eſtate, after 
the Death of his Lady, to his next Heir. There is 2 
noble Gallery in this Houſe, adorned with feveral valu- 
able Pictures, In the Chancel of Letheringham Church 
are ſome elegant and magnificent Monuments for the 


Wingfields and Narntons, which have been jll kept for 
ſome Time. 
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MarLlsFORD. This Manor did anciently belong to, 
tne Sackvills, then to the Roles, afterwards to the Drurys, 
lately to the Devereux's, and naw. to Hues Dove,

MoxopEx, ot MonewDENnN. Odo de Campania had 
Mungaden, which is ſaid to have been the old Name af 
this Pariſh when Domeſday Book was taken. It was af- 
terwards in the Family of Haſting, and now belongs ta 


RENDLESHAM, or RENDILISHAM, i. 6. as Bede in- 
terprets it, the Houſe of Rendilus. Hugh Fitz-Otho pro- 
cured from Edward I. a Market and Fair at Randlaſbam. 
Cambden tells us, Redwald King of the Eaſt- Hngles, 
* commonly kept his Court here; he was the fivit of all 
e that People who was baptized, and received Chriſtia- 
© nity : But afterwards, being ſeduced by his Wife, he 
* had (as Bede expreſſes it) in the ſelf- ſame Church, one 
% Altar for the Religion of Chriſt, and another little 
© Altar for the Sacrifices of Deyils. Suidhelmus alſo, 
King of the Eaft- Angles, was afterwards baptized in 
« this Place, by Cedda the Biſhop.” 

The Editor of Camden adds, It is ſaid, that in dig+ 
e ging here about thirty Years ſince, there was found an 
* ancient Crown weighing about ſixty Ounces, which 
© was thought to have belonged to Redwald, or ſome 
* other King of the Eaft- Angles. But it was fold, and 
melted down.” See Biſhop Gib/en's Edition of Cambden, 
pag. 445, 446. 

The Palace where Rendulus kept his Court, is thought 
to have ſtood in the ſame Place where Rendl:;fam Houſe 
now ſtands, which was lately the Seat of the Spencers, and 
is now veſted in her Grace the Ducheſs of Hamilton and 
Branden, ſince married to the Hon, Mr. Naſſau.

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Here were four ſmall Manors in this Pariſh, viz. Col. 

vyles, to which the Advowſon was formerly appendant. 
This belonged about the Year 1300 to a Family of 
Flolbrook, afterwards to a Family of Faſtolf, and came 
to the Duke of Norfolk about the Reformation. By his 
Attainder the Advowſon came to the Crown ; but the 
Manor, with that of Bavents, came to the Corances, and 
is now the Eſtate of 

The other two Manors are thoſe of Naumon Hall and 
Caketons, which in the Time of King Henry VIII. belong- 
ed to Mr. Chriſtopher Harman; but in the latter Part of 
King Edward VIth's Reign were fold to James Spencer, 
and are now in the Ducheſs of Hamilton. 


WooDBRIDGE took its Name from a H/orden Bridge 
built over a hollow Way, to make a Communication 
between two Parks ſeparated by the Road which leads 
from M oodbridge Market-place towards Ipſwich. At the 
Foot of the Hill from this hollow Way, about a Stone's- 
throw from where the Bridge might ſtand, is a Houſe, 
which at this Day retains the Name of the Dry- Briage. 
The River Deben, on which this Town is ſituated, diſ- 
charges itſelf into the Sea about ten Miles 'below it, and 
is navigable up to the Town. Here are two Quays, the 
common Quay where the chief Imports and Exports are, 
and where the fine Hoodbridge Salt is made; and above 
this is the Lime-kiln Quay, where formerly the Ludlow 
Man of War was built. Some Years ſince there was an- 

r Dock below the common Quay, where the Kings- 
fer Man of War was built ;. but this is now ſhut from 
the River by a mud Wall, and almoſt filled up. 


The Church and Steeple are beautiful Buildings, the 
former is ſaid to be founded by John Lord Segrave. On 
the South · ſide of the Church ſtood a Priory of black Ca- 
nons, founded by Sir Hugh Rous, or Rufus, as Weaver 
calls him, to which one Hanſard was a conſiderable Be- 
nefactor, 
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nefator. It was valued at 50 l. 35s. 5 d. per Annum, 
and granted in 33 Henry VIII. to Sir Jan Wingfield and 
Dorothy his Wife. It is a good old Seat, now the Eſtate 
of the Rev. Thomas Carthew. The Town traded much 
in Sack-cloth ; the chief Manufacture now is Salt. It 
has a pretty good Market on Wedneſdays. This was 
granted in the Reign of King Henry III. There are two 
Fairs yearly, on March 25, and Sept. 21. In the midſt 
of the Market-place is the Shire-Hall, where the Quarter- 
Seffions for the Liberty of St. Etheldred are holden ; un- 
der which is the Corn-croſs. The Market-place is clean 
and well-built, and ſo is the Stone-ſtreet, ſo called becauſe 
it was the only Part of the Town which was paved, 
But the Street called the Thorough-fare, as being ſituated 
in the Road from Ipſwich to Yarmouth, is now likewiſe 
well paved, and kept fo clean that it will tempt the ſub- 
ſtantial Inhabitants to build and dwell there. 

Here is a free Grammar-School for Ten Boys. The 
Maſter is elected by the chief Inhabitants of the Pariſh ; 
and hath a good Houſe, in which is a large Room for a 
School, and Conveniencies for Boarders : He is alſo en- 
titled to the following yearly Payments, 10/. out of an 
Eitate belonging to the Pariſh ; 5/. from the Maryetts's 
Eſtate, now Mr. Negus's; 5 J. from the Burtuell's Eſtate ; 
51. ſrom the Seckford's Eſtate, now Mr. Atkinſon's ; and 
to Lands given by one Willard, of the yearly Value of 
about 5 J. 

Here is alſo an Alms-houſe for thirteen poor Men, 
and three Women, called Seckford's ; becauſe founded 
A. D. 1587, by Thomas Seckford, Eſq; one of the Maſters 
of Requeſts to Queen Elizabeth, It is endowed with an 
Eſtate lying in Clerkenwell, London. One of the poor 
Men is called Governor; but the Governors'of the Alms- 
houſe are, the Mater of the Rolls, and the Chief Juſtice 
of the Court of Common- Pleas for the Time being. The 


three Women were appointed as Nurſes, to be placed in 
2 
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a Houſe called Ct-Hall, (now down) near the Almg. 
- Houſe, to attend the poor Men. Fhe late Sir J 

Jehle and Sir Peter (afterwards Lord) King, A. D. 1718, 
ſettled the Penſions to be allowed, viz. to the Governor 
131. 135. 44, and to each of the twelve others 9 
15 f. per Annum, to be paid by four Quarterly, but un- 
equal Payments. The Men are alſo allowed an outward 
Garment yearly, on which they wear a Silver Badge with 
the Seckford Arms. The three Nurſes live in a Houſe 
built cloſe to the Alms-Houſe, J. D. 1748, are allowed 
5 J. 65. 8 d. per Annum each, paid by equal Quarterly 
Payments. The poor Men are to attend Divine Service 
at the Pariſh Church on Sundays, Holidays, Weaneſday; 
and Fridays. 

The Manor of Woodbridge which belonged formerly to 
the Priory, was granted with that to John Wingfield and 
Derathy his Wife; it was ſoon after Seckford's, ſince the 
Nerths had it, it is now the Eſtate of the Rev. Thema 
Carthew. 

Here is alſo another, which belonged to the Lord., 
For, 4 Henry V. upon the Death of Iſabel, the Relict of 
William de Ufford, Robert Lord [Villughby as Heir to the 
faid Milliam, had Livery and Seiſin of the Quay and Pool 
of Woodbridge. Sir Robert WFilloughby, Knt. was ſeiſed 
the 5th Edward IV. of the Manor of Woodbridge ; and 
in 18 Henry VIII. Sir William IVilloughby affigned the 
Manor of I/2odbridge (inter alia) for his Wife's Dover. 

Adjoining to Moodbridge is a Manor and Hamlet, called 
King ſton, which belongs to the Dean and Chapter of EH 
but is leaſed by them to William Negus, Eſq. The Prior 
and Convent of Ely are ſaid to have Poſſeſſions in Odde- 
bruge, in Edward the Confeſſor's Time; which we ſup- 
poſe to have been the ſame with J/ocdbridge ; for in Domeſ+ - 
day, this Town is written, Udebryge, 
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IL L FORD Hundred contains eighteen Pariſhes, 

WH and is bounded by the Ocean on the Soitth, by

Ar pro, cönſiſts öf four Maners; esch bf 
which hath #Right to pteſent to the Rettory ir its Furn, 
viz, The Manor of Nauntbn- Hall or Alderton' Hall, ehe 
firſt Turn; the Manor of Bevile's, the ſecond ; the 
Manor of Pechys, the third ; (theſe three are veſted in the 
Heirs of Thamas Bacon, Efq;) and the Manor of Alterton 
' Comitts of Earls AMderton, Rath the fourth Turn; which 
Manor belongs to the Biſhop of Norwich, and it is his 
Right to preſent the next Turn. Fhis Manor is held hy 
Leaſe from the Hiſhop of Norwich, by Sir Robert-Clarke, 
The ancient F amily of Naunton, who were formerly 
Lords of the firſt three Manors, reſided here for a long 
time, before Sir Robert Naunton removed to Letheringharn. 
(See Dalingboo, in this Hundred.) 


BavDsey. This Lordſhip belonged in the Time of 
Henry II. to'Ranulf de Glanvile, who gave ene half of it 
to his Daughter Amabil, married to Ralph de Arderne, 
whole Grandſon Ralph. gave this Moiety to the Prior and 
Convent of Butley ; the other Moiety he gave to his 
Daughter Helewiſe, who married Robert Fitz Raiph Lord 
of Middleham, in Yorkſhire : This Moiety came after- 
wards to Robert de Lord, who was twice Chief Juſtice 


of Ireland, and obtained from King Edward I. in the 
eleventh 
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eleventh Year of his Reign, a Licence for a Weekly 
Market, on Fridays ; and a Fair on the Eve, Day, and 
Morrow of the Nativity of the Virgin Mary, September g, 
at his Manor of Bawdreſey, William Lord Willoughty 
died ſeiſed of this Manor 11 Henry IV. Robert his Son 
had Livery 4 Henry V. and Sir Robert Willoughly Was 
ſeiſed of it Edward IV. It is now veſted in the Earl 
of Dyſert. 

The Church of Bawdſcy was given by Ranulph Glan- 
vile himſelf to his Priory and Convent of Butley, who got 
it impropriated to them. The Impropriation was granted 
away after the Diſſolution ; but the Advowſon of the 
Vicarage remains yet in the Crown. The Steeples both 
of Alderton and Bawdſey are very uſeful Sea-marks z but 
both are in a ruinous Condition. 


BixG, is only a ſmall Hamlet of Pettiſiree, but per- 
- haps larger formerly ; for there was a Claim made 14 
Edward I. of a Right to hold a Market here every 
' Thurſday ; Joan of Huntingfield had then the Manor; 
but it was afterwards given to Campſey Priory, and granted 
as Parcel of the Poſſeſſions of that Priory, to Anthony 
' IVingfield, 30 Henry VIII. 


BouLGE. Ode de Campania had Bulges and Depebect 
(probably Boulge and Debach) when Domeſday-Book was 
made. Sir Thomas Hanmer was lately Lord of this Ma- 
nor and of Debach, and Patron of both the Churches, 
as his Nephew, the Rev. Sir William Bunbury, Bart. 
is now. As theſe Benefices are ſmall, and the Churches 


very near each other, Sir William hath lately procured the 
Conſolidation of them, 


BoyTon. The Manor and Advowſon here were 
granted as Parcel of the Poſſeſſions of Butley Priory to 
William Fourthe and Richard Moryſon, 37 Henry VIII. 
: 3 
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They afterwards came into the Family of Warner, and 
are now veſted in the Truſtees of Mrs. Mary Warner, 
who deviſed them together with an Eſtate of about 400/. 
per Aunum to charitable Uſes, viz. ſome ſmall Part of it 
is appropriated to the Poor of Parham; another Part of it 
to the Endowment of a School at Stradbroot; the chief 
Part to the Endowment of an Alms-houſe here; and the 
Overplus is for the Relief of Inſolvent Debtors in Suf- 


falt. The firſt Truſtees of this Charity were the late 


Right Hon Pryce Lord Viſcount Hereford, the late Sir 
John Barker, Bart. Dudley North, Eſq; the late Edmund 
Tyrrell, Eſq; the late Rev. Thomas Bence, and the Rev. 
Mr. Melton. Theſe Gentlemen, A. D. 1743, built the 
Alms-houſe, called from the Foundreſs Jarner's Alms- 
houſe. It contains ſix poor Men, and fix poor Women, 
each of whom receives Four Shillings every Monday Morn- 
ing. The Men have alſo every Year new Coats, Waiſt- 
coats, and Breeches ; and the Women every Year, new 
Gowns and Petticoats: They are all to attend Divine 
Service every Day at Church, which is very near the 
Houſe ; where the Reader is allowed Forty Pounds per 
Annum. The preſent Truſtees are, Dudley Narth, Eſq; 
the Rev. Mr. Welton of Norwich, Sir John Rous, Bart. 
John Ruſh, Eſq; John Scrivener, Eſq; the Rev. Mr. 
North of Sternfield, and the Rev. Mr. John Leman, of 


IVmnhaftan. 


BreEDFIELD. Villiam Lord Willoughby, Robert his 
Son, and Sir Robert Willougbly, had this Manor as well 
as Bawdſey, It is now in the Family of Fenney, who 
have a pleaſant Seat here. The Church of Bredfield 
was given to the Priory of Butley and Campeſs, who pre- 
ſented alternately to the Vicarage, and divided the Im- 
propriation. Ever fince the Diſſolution the Crown hath 
kept the Advowſon of the Vicarage, 

BRoMES- 
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:BroMErsSWELL. This Lordſhip belongs to Millan 


Chapman, Eſq; as Part of the Eſtate of the late Charles 
Mood, Eſq; 


CA PEL Cr. ANDREW,” was 'a diſtinct Pariſh while 
the Church was ſtanding, as it was A. D. 1529 but is 
nom accoumted as a! Hamlet of Baty. The Church was 
given to Batly Priory by Ranuiph de Glanvile, and after- 
wards impropriated thereto, 


Dal NOH . Part of this · Patiſh is in the Hundred of 
Lors. (See the Account there given:) 

The Widow of Edward Earl of Cornwal had the Ham- 
iets of Daling boo, Alderton, and Thornden in Soli, al- 
ſigned for her Dower. John de Eltbam Earl of Cormual, 
had a Grant of theſe three Hamlets 4 Edward III. Aud 
we take that Part of the Pariſh which is in this Hurtdred 

to be the Hamlet here mentioned.

"'HoLlresLy. This Manor and Advowſon belonged to 
the Karls and Dukes of Netſolt, till Queen Elizabeth's 
Time. Roger Bigod died poſſeſſed 25 Edward I. Thomas 
Mowbray died ſeiſed i Henry IV. and Elizabeth his Wife 
had it for her Dower. In A. D. 1452, ſeveral Legacies 
were given towards . building the. Steeple, and byying 
Bells; and about 1511 two Legacies were given towards 
Leading the Church. The Manor and Adyowſon did 


lately belong to Charles Mood, now to 14 iliam Chapman, 
*Biquire. 


! LouDH am, of LuDH am, is a Hamlet of Pettiſtrre, and 
Was · aueiently the Seat of a Family who took their Name 
from it. From the Ludhams it deſcended-to the Blanber- 
Hnſetts ho had their Seat here; and from them it cams 
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to Sir Henry Wood, Knt. Charles M vad, Eſq; rebuilt 


the Hall in a beautiful Manner; from him it came with 
the reſt of the Mood's Eſtate to Robert Oneby, Eſq; and 
from him to William Chapman, Eſq; 


MerTon. The Manor and Advowſon belongs to the 
Dean and Chapter of Eh. The Quarter-Seſſions for the 
Liberty of St. Etheldred, were formerly kept in this Pariſh; 
but were removed to Hoodbr:age, in the Beginning of 
Queen Elizabeth's Reign. In the Will of Richard Cook, 
of Melton, dated the 12 July 1539, is a Legacy of 20/. 
towards repairing of H/illford- Bridge, to be paid by his 
Executors when the County would go about it ; and there 
were about the ſame time, two other Legacies towards it. 
So that perhaps the preſent Bridge might be built ſoon 
after. That Richard Cook alſo gave his Tenement and 
Lands in Melton and Bredfield, called Edgores, to the Uſe 
of the Pariſhioners. 


PETTISTREE. This Church was impropriated to the 
Nuns of Campeſs, A. D. 1413. The Family of Ward 
Icng reſided here, but is now extinct. 


RamsHoLT. The Ruins of a large old Building, 
called Peyton- Hall, {till remain here, ſuppoſed to have 
been the Seat of the Lordi, Earls of Suffolk, which now 
belongs to Lord St. Jahn. Reginald de Peytona, (Sewer 
to Hugh Biged, Earl of Nerfolt,) was Lord of Peyton- 
Hall Manors in Bexford and Ramfhelt, in Suffolk, A. D. 
1135; 1.6. in the Time of King Stephen, or Henry I. 
In 53 Henry III. Robert de Ufford (a younger Son of Jobn 
de Peyton, of Peyton- Hall in Suffolk,) aſſuming his Name 
from the Lordſhip of Uford where he had then his Reſi- 
dence, was made Juſtice of Ireland. This was the firſt 
of that Family,

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SHOT TISHAM. The Glanviles formerly were Patrone 


- ef this Church; and the Vingfieldt were fo for a hundred 
Years from A. D. 1480. 


SUTTON. The Lords of the Manor of this Pariſh are, 
Nicholas Bacon, Eſq; and William Chapman, Eſq. The 


Manor of Fenhal in Sutton, was lately Mr, BurwelPs, and 


had been his Anceſtor's from the Time of Queen Eliza- 
beth. The Church was given by Roger Wolferflon and 
John Stanton to the Nuns of Brufyard, who got it im- 
propriated to them about the Year 1390. The Impro- 
priation and Adyowſon of the Vicarage were granted 
30 Henry VIII. to Nicholas Hare. 


UrrorD, is no way remarkable at preſent, but was 
formerly, for giving Name to the noble and wealthy Fa- 
mily of the Uferds, originally deſcended from the Peytons 
of Peyton- Hall, in Boxford. [See alſo Ramſbolt.] They 
were a Family of vaſt Poſleſſions, and were at one time 
Proprietors of the Cafttes of Orford, Eye, Framlingham, 
Bungay, Mettingham, and Haxghly. Their Seat in this 
Pariſh ſtood about two Furlongs North of the Church, 
where a Farm-Houſe now ſtands, — to cha- 
ritable Uſes in Framlingham. 

There is in this Pariſh: the Ruins of a Chapel called 
Sogenhoe Chapel, and the Rector of Uford pays Twenty 
Shillings yearly tv the Crown, for the Ground on which 
it ſtood: This Chapel was inſtituted into from 1310 to 
1527, upon the Preſentation of the Lord and Willough- 
bys ; and there is a Manor of Sogenhoe always mentioned 
with the Manors. of Bawdſey, Bredfield, &c. among the' 
Poſſeſſions of the Lordi and Willoughbys. The Manor of 
IVindervil is likewiſe frequently mentioned among the Poſ- 
ſeſſions of this Family, immediately after Sogenhoe ; but 
we know not where it lieth. On the Weſt of the Site 
af Sogenboe Chapel is a Piece of Land in the Form of a 
rectangulas 
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rectangular Parallelogram, containing about one Acre and 
half: There till appears a Ditch or Moat ſurrounding 
it; on which Piece of Land, it is faid, there ftood a 
Caſtle ; but we do not hear of any Ruins being dug up 
there; ſo this may be only Conjecture. 

In this Church are good Monuments for ſome of the 
IVards of Loudbam. Weaver faith, the Church is a very 
beautiful little Church. The Top of the Font has been 
very beautiful, as well as the Church; but they were 
both much defaced in the grand Rebellion. In the Jour- 
nal of the Parochial Viſitors, [mentioned p. 39.] they 
fay in 27 Jan. 1648, We broke thirty Pictures, and 
gave Directions to take down thirty- ſeven more and forty 
« Cherubims to be taken down of Wood, and the Chancel 
« to be levelled; and we took up fix Inſcriptions in 
« Braſs,” It appears, that in May following they ſent a 
Perſon to ſee, whether what they had ordered were exc- 
cuted, but the Churchwardens would not let him in. So, in 
the Month of Augu/t after that, they returned themſelves, 
when they compleated what had been begun in the pre- 
celing January. The Journal faith, <* We broke twelve 
« Cherubims on the Roof of the Chancel, and nigh an 
hundred Jeſus's and Maria's in Capital Letters, and 
« the Steps we levelled. And we broke down the Or- 
gan- caſes, and gave them to the Poor. In the Church 
« there was on the Roof abuve an hundred Jeſus's and 
« Maria's in great Capital Letters, and a Croſier-Staff 
© to break down in Glaſs; and above twenty Stars on 
the Roof. There is a glorious Cover over the Font, 
* like a Pope's ttiple Crown, with a Pelican on the Top 
* picking its Breaſt, all gilt over with Gold.“ Then 
they complain of Brown and Small, the old Church- 
wardens, for not obeying their Orders; and of Sumard 
and Stroud, the new Churchwardens, for making them 
wait two Hours before they would Jet them have the 
Key of the Church ; and then for abuſing them, and 


charging them with rifling and pulling down the Church.

This Cover to the Font is ſtill in being, tho' much 
Impaired by Length of Time, Had the Pelican on the 
Top been a Dove, doubtleſs it would have ſhared 3 
harder Fate: But as thoſe Men, when armed with the 
Power of that Enthuſiaſm which raged in 1648, tho they 
were provoked and put out of Temper by the Church- 
wardens, could not perſuade themſelyes to deſtroy ſo 
pretty a Thing, even notwithſtanding its Reſemblance of 
the Pope's Crown ; it is pity the Pariſhioners do not. think 
it worth while to repair it; for tho” it be but a Toy in 
«ſelf, it is now become venerable. by its Antiquity ; and 
i, perhaps, the only Thing left that gives any Notion of 
the Lord's Magnificence. 


Old Wills mention a Chauntry in the Manor of Ou. 
keys, in this Pariſh. 

The Reverend Richard Lovekin was Rector of this 
Pariſh Fifty-ſeven Years ; for the Mandate of his Induc- 
tion bears Date 2 Func, 1621; and he was buried 23 Sept. 
1678, in the Ons Hundred and Eleventh Year of his Age. 
It is ſaid he performed all the Offices of his Function to 
the laſt, and preached the Sunday before his Death. This 
Gentleman was plundered in the grand Rebellion, and 
loſt all his Goods except one Silver Spoon, which he hid 
in his Sleeve. 


This Pariſh furniſhed Londen with a Lord- Mayor a3 
early as the Year 1434, who was William Ottley, Son of 


- Roger Oli; from whom, we ſuppoſe the Manor above- 


mentioned might take its Name. 


The Family of Hammond had their Seat here, which is 
mow veſted in Francs Brook, Eq; 


.  WicKHan- Market, ſeems now to be only called ſo 
ao diſtinguiſh it from ¶ictham- Brook and Wickham-Sheith; 
but it had a Market formerly,-tho' it has been long diſ- 
uſed. The Quarter-Sefſions were formerly held here, 
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was removed by Order of the Lord of the Manor, and a 
Farm-houſe therewith built at Letheringham, called the 
014 Hall, The Church and Spire-ſteeple are ſituated 
upon a Hill; and tho' the Steeple be not above Twenty- 
three Yards high : It affords the beſt Proſpect of any in 
the County; and in a clear Day you may eaſily view from 
thence very near, if not altogether, Fifty Churches. ** 
The Family of Uford had this Manor till it was given 
with the Church to the Nuns at Campeſs. The Manors 
of Wickham, Gelham, Harpole, and Bing, late belonging 
to the Nunnery of Campeſi, were granted 30 Henry VIII. 
to Anthony Wing field ; they belong now to the Earl of 
Rochford; but the Advowſon of the Vicarage is ſtill in 
the Crown. As to the Rectories of Wickham, Pettiftree, 
and Bing, they are veſted in the Truſtees of Mr. John 
Pemberton, formerly of Ipſtuich, who bequeathed them to 
charitable Uſes in the Year 1718, viz. He directed that 
out of the Profits 25 J. per Ann. ſhould be given to poor 
Widows and Orphans of deceaſed Clergymen, within 
feen Miles of Ipſwich ; and the Reſidue thereof, after 
Taxes, Repairs, and all other Out-goings are diſcharged; 
he gave to the Charity-Schools of Grey-Coat Boys and 
Blue-Coat Girls in Ipftoich. 
The Iſle or Chapel on the South-fide of the Church 
was built by Waher Fulburn, of Wickham, who was there- 
in buried A. D. 1489. 


PLOMES- 
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PLOMESGAT EK 
| \HE Hundred of Plomeſgate contains Twenty. 
' [ four Pariſhes and Hamlets, is bounded on the 

Eaft, by the Ocean; on the Vg, by the Hun- 


dred of Loes; on the North, by the Hundred of Blything 
and Hoxne; and on the South, by Willford. 


ALDBOROUGH, has its Name frum the River Ald, 
which runs near the South End of it, affording a good 
Quay at Slaughden ; the Sea waſhes the Eaſt-ſide of it, 
and hath in this Age ſwallowed up one whole Street. 
The preſent Town conſiſts of two Streets only, which 
are near a Mile in Length; it ſtands pleaſantly, and is 
well ſituated for Strength, having ſeveral Pieces of Can- 
non for its Defence. The Church ſtands on a Hill to 
the Weſt of the Town, and is a good Structure. 

William Martel gave the Manor of Aldebure to the Ab- 
bot and Convent of St. John's in Colchefter, A. D. 1155. 
The Manor of Aldeburgh, with the Manors of Scoto and 
Taſtard; in this Neighbourhood, were granted to Cardinal 
Walſey, as Parcel of the Poſſeſſions of the Priory of Suape, 
which was a Cell to the Abbey of Colchefler, and they 
were granted to Thomas Duke of Norfolk 24 Henry VIII. 
The Rectory and Advowſon of the Vicarage, which be- 
longed to the ſaid Abbey, were granted to Edward Down- 
ing and Peter Aſbten in Exchange, in 23 Elizabeth. They 
are now veſted in the Right Hon. the Earl of Strafford. 

Aldborough is a Town Corporate, governed by two 
Bailiffs, twelve capital Burgeſſes, and twenty-four infe- 
rior Officers ; but it did not ſend Members to Parliament 
before 13 Elizabeth, Mr. (a) Willis ſuppoſes it was made

(a) Sce Viliis Not. Parl. 
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Borough in 10 Elizabeth ; when ſhe granted the Duke 
of Norfolk a Saturday Market at this his Manor. 


BENHALL. King Henry II. gave the Manor to Ranulf 
Glanvile, who gave it to his Daughter Maud; and her 
Grandſon ſold it to Guide Kerr, who obtained in 20 Ed. I. 
2 Grant of a Fair at Benhall, and a Market and Fair at 
Keitin, within his ſaid Manor. Guide dying without 
Heirs, it eſcheated; and Robert de Ufford had a Grant of 
this Manor 2 Edward III. In 13 Richard II. John de 
Hiland Eavl of Huntingdon, is ſaid to have obtained a 
Grant of the Manors of Benhall and Stratford, which 
came to the Crown by the Attainder of Michael de la 
Pole. But Michael de da Pole, his Son, died ſeiſed of both 
theſe Manors 3 Henry V. and /filliam de la Pole died 
ſciled of them 28 Henry VI. The ReQtory and Advow- 
fon of the Vicarage belonged to the Priory of Butley, and 


were granted 37 Henry VIII. to Thomas Duke of Norfolk. 


The Hall and chief Eſtate here is ſaid to have belong- 
cd to the Glemhams, in Queen Elizabeth's Time, who fold 
it to the Dukes. Sir Edward Duke built Benhall Lodge, 
in 1638; in 1661 Sir Edward was created a Baronet, 
and his Grandſon dying without Iſſue, the Eſtate went to 
his Siſter's Son Edmund Tyrrel, Eſq; of Gipping, who ſold 
it to Jahn Ruſh, Eſq; who now enjoys it. 


 BLAXHALL. Bartholomew Burgherſh died ſeiſed of this 
Manor, in Right of his Wife, 43 Edward III. Edward 
le Deſpenſer died ſeiſed 49 Edward III. In theſe latter 
Times it belonged to Warryn, Eſq; who fold it 
to Mr. John Bence; and he again to Dudley North, of 
Glembam, Eſq; in whoſe Son it is now veſted. The Ad- 
vowſon of the Rectory is in the Heirs of the Reverend 
Mr. Jactſon, the late Incumbent. | 
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BRU1SYARD, is chiefly memorable for the Collegiate 
Chantry of a Warden and four Secular Prieſts, tranſlated 
| bither from Campſey- Aſh, A. D. 1354. About eleven 
Years after that, it was changed into a Nunnery, of the 
Order of St. Clare; and was of the yearly Value of 
56. 25. 14. It was granted to Nicholas Hare, 30 
Henry VIII. and hath been for ſome I ime in Sir Join 
Rous's Family, who now poſſeſſes it. 


BuTLEY, was noted for a Priory of Black Canons of 
St. Auſtin, founded by the famous Ranulf Gl.»vile, Chief 
Juſtice of England about the Year 1171. The Revenues 
of this Priory became very large, for they were at the 
Diſſolution found to be of the yearly Value of 3181. 
175. 2d. The Prioty was granted to William Forthe, 
in whoſe Family it long continued; It was Mr. Chat's 
afterwards ; and is now the Eſtate of Mrs. Fright. In 
the Church of this Priory Michael de la Pole, the third 
Lord Wingfield and Earl of Suffolk, was interred ; he was 
ſlain at the Battle of Agincourt, with Edward Plantagenet 
Duke of York, The Ruins of the Priory, which are till 
to be ſeen, ſhew it to have been very large ; and the 
Gatc-houſe, which is ſtill entire and embelliſhed in the 
Front with many Coats of Arms finely cut in Stone, 
| ſhews it to have been a very magnificent Building. This 
was repaired and beautified in an elegant manner by the 
late George Wright, Eſq; and is now become a very hand- 
ſome Seat, But the Advowſon of the Church is in the 
Rev. Eden Howard, the preſent Incumbent, 


CHILLESFORD. Robert de Ufford died ſeiſed of this 
Manor 5 Richard II. but, before the Diſſolution of Reli- 
gious Houſes, it belonged to the Priory and Convent of 
Butley, given by John Staverton ; and was granted as Par- 
cel of their Poſſeſſions to John Earl of Warwick, 1 Ed- 
ward VI. It is now veſted in 


The 
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The Advowſon of the Church belonged to the J/ey- 
lands, about the Year 1300 and afterwards to the Beau- 
champs Earls of IVarwick, and the Nevils Lords Bergavennys. 


CRANSFORD. This Church was appropriated to Si- 
un Abbey, and the Impropriation and Advowſon of the 
Vicarage granted to the Duke of Nerfalk, The Manor 
now belongs to Mr. Moore. 


DunnINGWORTH. The Manor and Advowſon of 
the Rectory belonged to the Earls and Dukes of Norfolk 
from A. D. 1300, to the Reign of Henry VIII. or after. 
The Church was ſtanding and in Uſe in the Year 1561; 
but ſeems to have fallen into Decay ſoon after ; and hath 
been ſo long down, that there are ſcarce any Ruins of it 
leſt; ſo that this Place is now conſidered as a Hamlet 
of Tunſtall. The Manor belonged to Charles Wood, Eſq; 
it is now veſted in William Chapman, Eſq. Here is a 
conſiderable Fair for Horſes, which begins annually on 
Aug. 11, and holds two Days, 


FARNHAM. Ranulf Glanvile gave this Church to his 
Priory of Butley ; the Impropriation was granted 19 Zliz. 
to Edward Grimſton. Robert de Sackville is ſaid to have 
had this Manor in the Time of Henry I. It now belongs 
to Dudley North, Eſq; whoſe Father bought it as Part of 
the Clembam s Eſtate. 


Fals rox, belonged to Snape Priory. Sir Henry 
7:hnſen having purchaſed the ſaid Priory and its Appen- 
dances, built Fri/ton Hall, and made it his Seat. His 
Daughter and Heireſs marrying the Right Hon. Thomas 
the late Earl of Strafford, carried this delightful Seat and 
a plentiful Eſtate into that noble Family. It is now 
veſted in the Earl of Strafford, 


CGGEDGRAVE, 
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 Gererave,was lately the Lordſhip of George Wright, 
Eſq; in Right of his Wife, who was only Daughter and 
Heireſs of Mr. Chatt, at Butley ; then of the Lord Vil. 
count Hereford ; and now, by Purchaſe, belongs. to the 
Earl of Hertford. 


 Gremnan Macxa, or Nerth Glambam, is of Note 
for the Family of Edgar ; who, for many Generations, 
have had their Seat here. The Manor and great T ythes 
did belong to Butley Priory, but were granted to William 
Edgar 37 Henry VIII or A. D. 1545. This Family was 
extended into three Branches: 1. This at Glembam, of 
which is William Edgar, now living at Sutton. 2. That 
at Ipſwich, of which are Robert Edgar, Eſq; and Milleſon 
Edgar, Eſq. And, 3. Another at Cranby-Hall, in Eye. 
The Heireſs of which laſt Family married Arthur Jenny, 
of Bredfield, Eſq. The Eſtates lately belonging to Mr. 
Edgar in this Pariſh, are now veſted in the Hon, Mr. 
Nicholas Herbert, Uncle to the preſent Earl of Pembroke, 
But the great Tithes were fold to Mr. Manning, of 
Peaſenhall. 


' GremnamParvaA, was famous for a Family who 
took their Names from the Town, and continued here 
till the Middle of the laſt Century. This Family ended 
with two Perſons of great Eminence in their ſeveral Pro- 
ſeſſions ; they both were great Sufferers in thoſe unhappy 
Times of Diſorder, and both were buried in the Family 
Vault in this Church. Sir Thomas Glembam, with his 
two gallant Countrymen Colonel Goſnold of Otley, and 
Major Naunton of Letheringham, defended Carliſle for the 
King, with remarkable Circumſtances of Reſolution and 
Patience. He died in Holland in the Year 1649, and his 
Body was brought over hither. His Brother Henry Glem- 
ham, D. D. ſurvived the Reſtoration, and by K. Char. II. 
was promoted to the Biſhoprick of St. Aſaph, A. D. 1667. 
but 
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but he died two Vears aſterwards, and was buried here in 
1669. Sir Thomas Glemham, Kant. left a Son, who died 
ſeiſed of this Eſtate, who likewiſe left it to his Son; which 
laſt Perſon was an Officer in Queen Anne's War, and 
died of a Calenture, in Spain. In him the Family failed 
of Male Iſſue, and the Eſtate was purchaſed by Dudley 
North, Eſq; who added greatly to the Beauty of the Hall, 
where his Son doth now reſide. 


HasLE woop, is a Hamlet of Aldboraugh ; the Church 
is in Ruins; how long it has been ſo, we know not; 
but within forty Years they buried their Dead there. 


IxEx, formerly the Lordſhip and Demeſne of the 
IWingfields. It is now veſted in the Earl of Hertford, 


OrForD, is ſituated on the North-weſt Side of the 
River Ore, and probably took its Name from it. Ac- 
cording to Leland's Rule, it ſhould be no ancient Town ; 
becauſe it is properly a Hamlet only, and a Chapel of 
Eaſe to Sudborn, as Harwich is a Hamlet to Dovercourt ; 
yet it had a Market in King Stephen's Reign, when the 
Toll of it was given to the Priory of Eye. 


The Caſtle muſt have been as old as King Henry J. 
if the Fiſhermen caught the wild Man in their Nets in 
that King's Reign, as Cambden relates from Ralph Coggeſ- 
hall; but other Writers place that Story almoſt a hun- 
dred Years later, via. in the ſixth Year of King 7ohn, or 
A. D. 1204. Hugh Bigad and John Fitz-Robert were 
made Governors of Nartuich and Orford Caſtles, J. D. 
1215; and upon their Removal Hubert de Burgh was 
made Governor of both thoſe Caſtles, that ſame Year. 
Philip Marmion was made Governor of this Caſtle 45 
Henry III. And three Years afterwards when the 
Barons took the King Priſoner at the Battle of Lewes, 
they made Hugh le Deſperſer Governor of it. Sir William 
| Dugdale 
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Dugdale faith, that the Deſcendants of Peter de la V alpine, 
- Who came in with the Conqueror, made the Caſtle of 
Orford the capital Seat of their Barony ; which probably 
muſt have been in the Time of Eduard I. or Edward ll. 
For in 4 Edward III. Robert de Lord, who married C. 
cilia Daughter and Coheir of Robert de Valoines, had 3 
Grant for Life of this Town and Caſtle. William d. 
Uſord died ſeiſed of it 5 Richard II. and Jſabel his Wife 
had it aſſigned, among other Things, for her Dowry, 
Upon her Death Robert Lord Willougby of Ereſby, whoſe 
Anceſtor married Cecilia Daughter of Robert de Uſard 
before mentioned, had Livery of this Town and Caſtle 
4 Henry V. William Lord Willoughby died ſeiſed of the 
Lordſhip of Orford, 18 Henry VIII. and affigned it to his 
Wife for Life. It probably came afterwards with the 
Eſtate at Sudborn to Sir Michael Stanhope, and deſcended 
as that did to the Right Hon. Pryce Devereux Lord Viſ. 
count Hereford; and was lately fold by his Executors to 
the Right Hon. the Earl of Hertford, who now poſſeſſes 
it. 

This Place is a Town Corporate, governed by a Mayor, 
eight Portmen, and twelve chief Burgeſſes; and ſends 
two Members to Parliament. Monday is the Market- 
Day; and there are two yearly Fairs, one on Midſummer- 
Day, and the other on Shrove- Monday. 

Orferd ſent Members to Parliament in Edward the 
Firſt's Time; But we have no Account of any others 
ſent from hence till 3 Henry VI. After this Diſuſe, the 
Privilege was probably reſtored (as Mr. Willis thinks) by 
King Richard III. who in his firſt Year granted a Char- 
ter here, with great Privileges. 

It was certainly a much larger Place formerly, than it 
is at preſent ; for, beſides the Church, or rather the Pa- 
rochial Chapel, here was one Chapel dedicated to St. 


John Baptiſt, and another to St. Leonard; theſe were 


ſtanding ſince the Year 1500; and there js a 7 te 
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Land on the North-ſide of the Town, now called St. 
Fobn's Chapel Field. 4. D. 1359, Orford ſent three Ships 
and Sixty-two Men to the Siege of Calais. There are 
ſeveral Lanes which retain the Names of Bridge-ftreet, 
Church-Areet, Broad. fraet, and the like, tho' there are 
now ſcarce any Houſes in them. Here was a Houſe of 
Auſtin Friers, an Hoſpital of St. Leonard, and a Chauntry 
of the yearly Value of 61. 13s. 114.4. 


PARHAM, was the Lordſhip of Robert de Lord Earl 
of Suffolk, ꝙ Edward II. He died ſeiſed of it 43 Edw. III. 
and left it to his Son William, whe built the Church; 
but, dying ſuddenly in the Parliament-Houſe, it went to 
his Siſter Cicely, who married Sir Robert Willoughby, and 
carried it into that Family. Their Deſcendants became 
afterwards Lord Willoughbys of Ereſby, and for ſome Time 
were in Poſſeſſion of this Manor; till Chrifopher Lord 
Iillzughby of Ereſby, gave it to his youngeſt Son Chriſlo- 
pler, who took up his Reſidence here, This Chri/lopher, 
in his laſt Will dated 8 May, 18 Henry VIII. gave Four 
Pounds per Annum to the Church of Parham, in ſatisfac- 
tion of all Tithes and Offerings by him negligently for- 
gotten, Sir William Willoughby his Son, was 20 Fe. in 
1 Edward VI. created Lord Willoughby of Parham; whoſe 
Succeſſors now enjoy that Honour. The Hall and Ma- 
nor of Parham have been in ſeveral Families ſince the 
Ilillughbys ; the Eſtate is now in Mrs. Long, the only 
ſurviving Daughter of Corance, Eſq; 

In 17 34, the Bones of a Man, an Urn, and the Head 
of a Spear, were taken out of a Gravel-pit in a Field 


called Fryers Cloſe, in this Pariſh z which were ſuppoſed 
to have belonged to ſome Daniſh Commander. 


Rexnnyam. The Manor of Barnes in this Pariſh, 
belonged formerly to Sibton Abbey, and was granted 
x Edward VI. to Anthony Denney. It is now Mr. Pawel's. 

: SAx- 
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SAXMUNDHAM. Here is a ſmall Market on Thurſday:, 
and a Fair on Aſcenſion-Day, granted 4 Edward II. or 
A. D. 1310, at the Requeſt of Thomas de Verley. The 
Manor of Hurts, to which the Advowſon is appendant, 
was formerly the Earl of Suffol#'s; then Sir Nicholas 
Hare's ; then Mr. Cutler's, of the Chantry by Ipfwich; 
then Mr. Baſſe's, who built the Seat about the Year 
1650, which is now veſted in Charles Long, Eſq; 

A Chantry was founded here by Robert Swan, Lord of 
a Manor in this Town about the Year 1308. The Ma- 
nor of Swans, in Saxmundbum, belongs to Dudley North, 
Efq. 


SNAPE, was formerly noted for a Monaſtery of Black 
Monks, founded A. D. 1155, by William Martel and 
Alfred his Wife, and Feffery Martel their Son. It was at 
firſt made a Cell to the Abbey of St. Jobn, in Colcheſter ; 
but afterwards became almoſt independent of it ; being, 
as it is ſaid, in no more Subjection than that of paying 
half a Marc as an Acknowledgment, and that the Ab- 
bot of Colcheſter might viſit them twice a Year, and abide 
there four Days with twelve Horſes. King Henry VII. 
gave the Priory of Snape to the Canons of Butley ; but it 
was diſſolved in 1534, by the Bull of Pope Clement VII. 
and given by King Henry VIII. to Cardinal W/olſey : 
After the Cardinal's Fall it was granted to Thomas Duke 
of Norfolk : At the Diſſolution it was of the yearly Value 
of 99 J. 15. 117d, It was lately the Eſtate of Sir Hemy 
TZohnſon, and came with the reſt of that to the Earl of 
Strafford. Sce Frifton. | 


The Manor of Snape belonged to the Priory, was 


granted with that to the Duke of Norfolk, and came with 
the reſt to Lord Strafford. 


STERNFIELD. The Manor of Maunde Filles in this 
Pariſh, with the Advowfon of the Rectory, belong to 
Dudley 
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Dudley North, Eſq. They were formerly the Eſtate of 

Verlies, who probably built the Church; from them the 

Eſtate came to the Framlinghams ; and, by Marriage, from” 
them to the Gaudy's, of whom Mr. North purchaſed it. 


STRATFORD ST. ANDREW. The Manors of Griſlon 
and Stratford in this Pariſh, are veſted alſo in Dudley 
North, Elq;. i 


$upBORN, The Manor and Advowſon belonged ſor- 
merly to the Prior and Convent of EH. The Advowſon 
is now in the Crown. The Manor was granted to the 
| Biſhop of Norwich 4 Edward VI. but reſumed and pro- 
bably granted to Sir Michael Stanhope, who built the Hall. 
Sir Edmund Withipole married Sir Michael Stanhope's 
Daughter, who had Iſſue only one Daughter, married to 
Leicefler Devereux Lord Viſcount Hereford ; from whom 
it came to Pryce Devereux Lord Viſcount Hereford his 
Son ; and his Executors ſold it to the Right Hon. the 
Earl of Hertford.

The Manor of Dernford, alias Derneford 
tall, in Sweffling, belonged to the Priory of Leighs in 
Eſſex; and was granted to R. Cavendiſh, Eſq; 28 Hen.

TuxsTALL. Fhe Manor of Banyard in this Pariſh is 
now veſted in Dadley North, Eſq.

WANTIsSDEN. The Manor and Rectory belonged to 
Butley Abbey, and were granted to Lionel Talmach 36 
Henry VIII. They are now veſted in William Chapman, 
Eſq; as Part of Mr. Wood's Eſtate.

=” HE Hundred of Blithing is bounded on the Eaſt 


' ALDRINGHAM, at preſent a mean Village, of which 
Hamo de Maſcy ſeems to have been Lord in the Reign of 
King Edward1l. for in the twelfth Year of that King 
he obtained a Grant for a Market and Fair to be held 
here; and there is ſtiil a little Fair on a Green within 
this Pariſh on St. Andrew's Day. The Church was given 
to the Abbey of Lei/lon by Ranulf Glanvile, the Founder; 
and the Impropriation, which was granted 28 Hen, VIII. 
to Charles Duke of Suffolk, belongs now to the Heirs of 
the late Daniel Hervey, Eſq; | 


BENACRE, anciently the Lordſhip and Demeſne of 
Simon de Pierpoint. About the Year 1400 it came to Sir 
William Bowet, and ſoon after to Fines Lord Dacres, in 
which Family it continued till about the Middle of Queen 
Elizabeth's Reign, when William Playters and Henry Ter- 
mouth had it. Henry North of Laxfield, purchaſed it in 
King Charles the Firſt's Time; and it now belongs to 
Sir Thomas Gooch, Bart, who purchaſed it of (ur- 
thew, Eſq. 


BLIBURGH, tho” now a mean Village, ſeems to have 
been of great Antiquity and Note; for feveral Roman 
Urns 
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Urns were here dug up about the Year 1678. Anna 
King of the Eaft- Angles and Firminus his Son, who were 
lain in fighting againſt Penda King of the Mercians, 
A. D. 654, or 655, were here buried: So faith Cambden, 
and almoſt all our Hiſtorians ; but it may be doubted, 
whether the Tomb now ſhewn at Blithburgh for King 
Anna's, be really his; for the preſent Church is certainly 
a modern Building. There are ſeveral Legacies in Wills 
between the Years 1450 and 1480, towards building the 
Chancel at Blithburgh ; and yet it ſeems to be exactly the 
fame kind of Building with the Church, fo that probably 
it is little more than Three Hundred Years old. The 
Body of Firminus was afterwards tranſlated to Bury. 
The Seſſions for the Diviſion of Beccles, were certainly 
held here formerly; and John de Clavering (fo called 
from his Manor in Eſſex of that Name,) who was Lord of 
this Manor 17 Edward II. obtained a Grant for a Week- 
ly Market on Mondays, and two Yearly Fairs; one, on 
the Eve and Feaſt-day of the Annunciation, Feb. 2. the other 
on the Eve and Day of the Nativity of the Virgin Mary, 
Lt. 8. The Name of the Town by its Termination 
Burgh, which ſignifies a Town or Caſtle, and the Stateli- 
neis of its Church, argue its former Greatneſs ; and as 
late as the Year 1677, there was a Collection made for 
a Loſs by Fire, to the Amount of 18031. Here was a 
Priory of Black Canons, a Cell to the Abbey of St. O/ith 
in E/zx, founded in the Time of King Henry I. and va- 
lued at the Diſſolution at 48 J. Bs. 10d. per Annum. 
This was granted 30 Henry VIII. to Sir Arthur Hopton, 
Knt. then Lord of the Manor ; conſiderable Remains 
of which are ſtanding near the Church. Sir Jabn Blors, 
Bart. is the preſent Lord. In Stau's Annals is an Ac- 
count of a terrible Thunder-Storm, which happened here 
on Sunday 4 Augu/t 1577, in the Time of Divine Service, 
when the Lightning damaged the Church, ſtruck down 


and (corched ſeveral Perſons, and killed one Man and a Boy. 
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BRAur rox. The chief Manor and Advowſon of the 
Church have belonged to the Family of Leman, ever ſince 
the Year 1600. Robert Leman, Eſq; is the preſent Lord 
and Patron, who having his Hall or Manor-houſe here 
burnt down in 1733, reſides now at Jichham- Marks, 
in Suffolk. The Manor of Hales Hall in this Pariſh, 
was lately veſted in Sir Edward Duke, Bart. and now be- 
longs to William Chapman, Eſq; of Loudbam. 


BIYTHTOR D. Ralph de Critetot gave this Church 0 
Blithburgh Priory before the Year 1200, and the Impro- 
priation was granted 30 Henry VIII. to Sir Arthur Hy- 
fon; and belongeth now, as the Manor alſo doth, to 
William Chapman, Eſq. 


BRAMFIELD, was the Manor of Nicholas de Seagrave, 
9 Edward II. but ſoon after of Walter de Norwich, He 
dying 2 Edward III. left it to Sir John de Norwich, whoſe 
Executors made it Part of the Endowment of the Col. 
lege of Mettingham, built by his Order. At the Diſſolu- 
tion of that College this Manor was granted to Thins: 
Denney ; but came ſhortly after to the Rows's, of Hun- 
bam; and is now veſted in Sir John Raus, Bart. Bros 
ball belonged alſo to Mettingham College; and, in a Re- 
giſter belonging to the late Peter le Neve, Eſq; there was 
an Extent of the Manors of Bromfield and Brook-hal, 
made 18 Edward IV. The Steile of the Manor now i 
Bramfield cum Brook- hall, 

This Church was impropriated to Blithburgh. In the 
Chancel of it there is a noble Monument erected to the 
Memory of Arthur Coke, third Son of Sir Edward Col: 
and —— his Wife, not unworthy even of Mſtminſtir- 
Abbey; and on the Pavement there are ſeveral black 
Marble Stones, for the two ancient Families of this Pa- 
riſh, Rabbet and Nelſon. The Rabbet's Eſtate is now 
veſted in Reginald Rabbet, Eſq; not long fince _ 
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Sheriff of this County, and hath a good old Seat near the 
Church. There was alſo another good old Seat in this 
Pariſh, about a Mile from the Church, which formarly 
belonged to Thomas Neale, Eſq; and now to Mr. Neale 
ard, Attorney at Law in Bury; but that hath lately 
been reduced to a Farm-houſe. The ſaid Thomas Neale 
left Orders at his Deceaſe for erecting and endowing an 
Alms-houſe here, for fout ſingle Perſons, who have each 
of them a Room and about a Rood of Land, and one 
of them hath a Rent-charge of Three Pounds per Ann. 
more, for teaching ſix poor Children to read the Bible. 
Mary, the Relict of the ſaid Thomas Neale, and afterwards 
Wife of John Fowle, Eſq; left an Eſtate at Merfeld, of 
about 10/, per Ann. to keep the ſaid Alms-houſes in Re- 
pair; and to teach fix other poor Children to read, ac- 
cording to the Will of Mrs. Elizabeth Archer, Spinſter. 
The Impropriation was granted 30 Henry VIII. to Sir Ar- 
thur Hepton, and belongs now to William Plumer, Eſq. 


BUuLCHAMP, is a Hamlet of Blithburgh, and a Lard- 
ſhip, which had for many Years the ſame Lords with 
Henlum. 


BuxLow, was a Pariſh by itſelf, when the Church 
was ſtanding ; but, ſince the Decay of that, it has been 
conſolidated with Knoddifhall, viz. by Biſhop Green, 22 
Feb. 1721. The Family of Jenney have been Patrons 
of the Church ; and therefore, probably, Lords here, ever 
lince the Year 1435. 


CHeDpISTON. Robert Vaux or de Vallibus, who came 
over with the Conqueror, and founded a Religious Houſe 
at Pentery in Norfolk, was probably Lord here, by his 
giving the Church to that Priory. At the Diſſolution, 
the Rectory and Advowſon of the Vicarage were granted 
to Thomas Sidney and Nicholas Halefwelle, The Pettus's 

K 2 were 
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were formerly Lords here; afterwards the Fleetwood: ; 
then Walter Plumer, Eſq; who beautifully rebuilt the 
Hall; at his Death he gave it to his Brother William. 


CookLEvy. The ſame Patrons preſented to this Church 
who preſented to Huntingfield. There are two Manon 
here: That of Cooley belongeth to Sir Foſbua Jammer, 
Bart. and that of Cookley-Grange, belonging to William 
Plumer, Eſq; which laſt formerly belonged to Sibton Ab- 
bey, and was granted to Thomas Duke of Norfolk, 28 
Henry VIII.

| CraTF1ELD. Ralph Barnard held — when 
Domeſday-Book was made. It was afterwards ſeparated 
into three Parts. For A. D. 1140, Maud de St. Liz, 
Daughter of William St. Liz Earl of Northampton, and 
Wife of William Abenni, gave one third Part of her 
Manor of Cratisfield in Suffolk to the Priory of St. Nets 
in Huntingdonſbire; and William Abenni her Son, gave the 
Church of Cratfield to the Monks of St. Neots, who had 
the Profits of the Rectory, and were Patrons of the Vi- 
carage till the Diſſolution; when the Rectory and Ad- 
vowſon of the Vicarage were granted by K. Edward VI. 
to Thomas Sidney and Nicholas Halefwelle, who ſhortly after 
fold them to Mr. Jahn Lany; and being in the Hands of 
Jobn Lany, Eſq; of Ipſwich, in 1635 ; he piouſly and ge- 
nerouſly conveyed the Rectory-Houſe, with two Acres 
of Glebe and all the Tythes, except the Tithes of Corn, 
and twenty Marks per Ann. out of the Rectory, to the 
Vicar for the Time being for ever. 

2. Robert de Tateſhall departing this Life 28 Edward |. 
his Relict Eve was endowed, amongſt other Things, with 
the Manor of Cratefield, in Suffolk; and this we ſuppoſe 
to have been the ſecond Part of the Manor. Henry Pierq 
Earl of Northumberland, died ſeiſed of a Manor in Crat- 


field, 
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feli, 43 Edvard III. and out of this the Priory of Buc- 
knham in Norfolk had a yearly Rent of 31. 15. 74d. which 

Rent of 34. 15. 74d. iſſuing out of a Manor in Crat- 

fell, was granted in 8 James I. to Fohn Eldred, Eſq; and 

John Verden, Gent. as Part of the Revenues of the Priory 

of Buckenham. 

3. A third Part of this Manor ſeems to have been in 
Thamas de Brotherton Earl of Norfolk, who died 12 Ed. III. 
and after his Wife's Deceaſe 36 Ed. III. to have deſcended 
to his Grand--daughter Joan, married to William de Lord. 
The Earl of Leiceſler lately fold all theſe Manors to Sir 
Tiſbua Vanneck. 


DarsHam. Villiam the Son of Roger Bygot, Founder 
of the Priory of Cluniac Monks at Thetford, gave thoſe 
Monks about the Year 1110, all the Land of Aſceline de 
Derſham, with its Appurtenances, and the Church of the 
ſame Village. And, upon the Diſſolution of that Houſe, 
the Manor, Rectory and Advowſon of the Vicarage, were 
granted 32 Henry VIII. to Thomas Duke of Norfolk, An- 
other Manor here was granted 28 Henry VIII. to Charles 
Duke of Suffolk ; and 36 Henry VIII. to Thomas Denton 
and Richard Nottingham, as Parcel of the Poſſeſſions of 
the Abbey of Leifton. There are now four Manors here: 
Darſham cum Yoxford, which is the firſt before-mentioned. 
2. Abbats, which might probably be the ſecond. 3. Au/ins. 
And, 4. Gerrards, All which were lately the Eſtate of 
the Bedding field, and now of Sir Jahn Raus, Bart. | 


There ſeem formerly to have been ſeveral Hamlets in 
this Pariſh ; for we have met with Cheyneys, in Dar/ham 
Buckles, in Darſham ; and Bar/till, in Darſham. There 
were alſo ſeveral Legacies given in Wills, between the 
Year 1460 and 1505, towards building the Steeple, 


Duxwicn. Tho' the traditionary Accounts of this 
Place are probably fabulous, it hath certainly been very 
K 3 ancient 
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ancient and conſiderable; from the finding Roman Coins 
here, it may reaſonably be thought to have been a Roman 
Station. Felix the Burgundian Biſhop, whom Sigebert 
King of the Ea/?- Angles brought hither to reduce his Sub- 
jects to Chriſtianity, which they had almoſt forſaken, 
fixed his Epiſcopal See here, J. D. 636. After him fate 
three Biſhops here, who had Juriſdiction over the whole 
Kingdom of the Ea/t- Angles ; but in the latter Part of 
his third Succeſſor's Time, and perhaps about fifty Years 
from the Erection of the See, it was divided; and a Bi- 
ſhop for the Norfolk Part of the Kingdom being placed 
at Elmham, the Biſhop of Dunwich, or (as it was then 
called) Democ, and Donmuc, had the Suffolk Part only. 
After this Diviſion of the See, there ſate, as tis ſaid, 
eleven Biſhops at Dunwich, till about the Year 820, or 
ſhortly after, when the troubleſame Times put an end to 
this Biſhopric, before it had ſtood 200 Years. When 
Domeſday Book was made, this Place was valued as 
yielding 50 J. per Year to the King, and 60,000 Her. 
rings, In King Stephen's Time they ſeem to have had 
ſome 'Toll paid them by Ships at Oreferd, which is men- 
tioned in his Grant to the Monks of Eye, as valued at 
30 4. per Annum. In King Henry the Second's Time it 
was a famous City, well ſtored with Riches of all Sorts, 
In the firſt Year of King John, it had a Charter of Liber- 
ties, and a Grant of Wreck of the Sea, It is ſaid, that 
there was ſometime a Mint here; but I meet with no 
Money coined here, either in Thoreſby, Nicholſon, or the 
Nummi Britan- Hiſtoria, It ſendeth two Members to 
Parliament, and is governed by two Bailiffs, Cc. King 
John, among other Things mentioned in his Charter, 
granted to the Burgeſſes the Liberty of marrying their 
Sons and Daughters as they would ; and alſo the Liberty 
of giving, ſelling, or otherwiſe diſpoſing of their Lands 
and Houſes within their Town, at Pleaſure. This Char+ 
ter is dated at Gold Cliff, 29 June, 1 Jobon. and it coft 
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them 300 Marks, beſides ten Falcons and five Gic- 


Falcons. 

Here were certainly fix, if not eight Pariſh Churches, 
viz, 1. St. John's, which was a Rectory, and ſeems to 
have been ſwallowed up by the Sea, about 4. D. 1540. 
In a Will dated 1499, and proved 1501, there is a Le- 
gacy of ten Marks for ſome Ornaments in this Church, 
with this Clauſe, ** If it fortune the Church to decay by 
« Adventure of the Sea, the ten Marks to be diſpoſed of 
« by my Attornies (4. e. Executors) where they think 
« beſt,” About 1510 two Legacies are given towards 
building a Pier againſt St. John's Church: The laſt In- 
ſtitution to it was in 1537, and the laſt Time it is men- 
tioned is in 1538, when Margaret Haliday ordered her 
Body to be buried in the South Iſle of it. 

2. St. Martins, which was likewiſe a Rectory; but the 
laſt Inſtitution we can find to it was in A. D. 1335. 

3. St. Nicholas, a Rectory alſo ; but no Inſtitution to it 
occurs ſince A. D. 1352. 

4. St. Leonards, impropriated, and probably early loſt ; 
for in a Will dated A. D. 1450, the Teftator deviſeth 
his Houſe in the Pariſh ancientiy called St. Leonard's. 

5. St. Peter's, a Rectory, laſt inſtituted into, in A. D. 
1609 ; but ſtanding ſince the Reſtoration. 

6. All Saints, impropriated ; the only Church now 
ſanding, and that in a mean Condition. 

Theſe and all other Churches here were given by Robert 
Mallet to his Priory at Eye, in his Foundation or Endow- 
ment Charter. (Temp. Will. Cong.) And the ſaid Prior 
and Convent preſented to all the inſtituted Churches, and 
had Portions of Tithes out of moſt of them; and all the 


Revenues of the impropriated ones, finding a ſecular Prieſt 
to ſerve the Cures. 

The Regiſter of Eye mentions alſo the Churches of 
St. Michael and St. Bartholemew in Dunwich, which were 


ſwallowed up by the Sea before 4. D. 1331; when the 
K 4 Prior 
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Prior and Convent of Eye petitioned the Biſhop of Ni. 
* wich to impropriate the Church of Laxfield to them; and, 
amongſt other Reatons for it, alledged that they had loſ 
a conſiderable Part of their Revenues at Dunwich by the 
breaking in of the Sea, However, in A. D. 1359, Dun- 
wich ſent to the Siege of Calais fix Ships and 102 Ma- 
riners ; when Jpſwich ſent twelve Ships, and 239 Men; 
and Orferd, three Ships and 62 Men. 

Beſides theſe Churches, raver mentions three Cha- 
pels here dedicated to St. Anthony, St. Francis, and St. 
Catharine. I he laſt is often mentioned in old Wills: lt 
was in St. John's Pariſh, and had a Guild of St. Catha- 
rine's belonging to it; and was ſtanding and in uſe in 
King Henry VIIIth's Reign. But the other two we have 
yet met with nothing of. 

Here was alſo, 1ſt, The Temple Church, dedicated to 
St. Mary and St. John Bapti/t, which probably belonged 
firſt to the Templars, and aſterwards to the Hoſpitalers, 
who had a good Eſtate hereabouts; and might, as other 
Lords often did, build a Church for the Uſe of their own 
Tenants : For we don't find that they had ever any Pre- 
ceptory, or Commandery here. The Temple Manor of 
Lands hereabouts being granted as Parcel of the Poſle(- 
ſions of the Preceptory at Batisford, to Thomas Andrews, 
4th Elizabeth. 


2dly. A noble ancient Church 3 to St. James's 
Hoſpital; the Ruins of which yet remain. 

3dly. Another Church dedicated to the Holy Trmit, 
for the Uſe of another Hoſpital, called Maiſon Dieu, or 
Ged's Houſe. Some Part of the Revenues of theſe ancient 
Hoſpitals, (which we can ſay nothing of, but that the 
former ſcems to have been chiefly for Men, and the Jatter 
wholly for Women, ) are yet remaining. 

Here were alſo two Houſes of Friers ; one of Franciſcan 
or Grey Friers, founded by Henry Fitz-John and Alice his 
Wife, and enlarged by King Henry III. and the other of

Dominicans or Preaching Friers, founded by Sir Roger 
H-lifhe, Knt, Both theſe Houſes had fair Churches be- 
longing to them, 

But whatever the ancient State of this Place was, it 
is at preſent but a ſmall Village, conſiſting of a few mean 
Houſes : It hath a mean Market on Mondays, and a Fair 
(which was probably granted to the * on ot 
James's Day, Fuly 25th. 

It ſeems to have been at its Height in King i the 
Third's Time, when it paid One Hundred Marks to the 
King's Tax; and to have declined alſo in that Reign, 
when the Sea made fo great a Breach here that the King 
wrote to the Barons of Suffolk, to aſſiſt the Inhabitants in 
ſtopping it. And Srow mentions an high Wind and 
great Tide on New-year's Day, 15 Edward I. or A. D. 
1287 ; which did great Damage to the Churches here. 


EasTon BAavenT. The Lordſhip of Themas de Ba- 
vent, ꝙ Edward. one of whoſe Deſcendants had a Grant 
4 Edward III. for a Weekly Market here on Wedneſdays, 
and a Yearly Fair on the Eve, Day, and Morrow of the 
Feaſt of St. Nicholas, It came afterwards to the Argen- 
tines, Schardelowes, Hoptons, Robards's, and Howlands. 

What remains of it is now veſted in Sir Thomas Gooch, 

Bart. for the Sea hath waſhed away almoſt all the Pariſh, 

leaving only two Houſes and ſome Land. The Church 
was ſtanding in 1638; and, beſides the Pariſh Church, 
there was formerly a Chapel of St. Margaret's. 


ForDLEy. In the Time of King Edward II. this was 
the Lordſhip of Sir Jahn de Hyland, Kant. it afterwards 
came to Elizabeth Lady Deſpenſer. In Queen Elizabeth's 
Time it belonged to Mr. Edward Hunnings ; and now 
to Mrs. Freale. The Church hath long been in Ruins; 
it ſtood in the ſame Yard with Midaletan Church, and 


ſo near it, that Complaint was made to the Biſhop of 
Norwich 
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Norwich in Feb. 1620, that when Service did not begin 
and end at both Churches exactly at the ſame Time, the 
Bells and People of the one Church diſturbed thoſe of 
the other; and an Order was made thereupon, that the 
ſame Miniſter ſhould ſerve them both, and officiate in 
Fordley Church one Week, and in Middleton the other; 
and this, perhaps, might occaſion the letting down of 
Fordley Church, which was but ſmall. 


FRoSTENDEN, formerly the Lordſhip of Robert d. 
Biſtele; William de la Pole died ſeiſed of it 28 Hen. VI. 
and Edmund de la Pole being attainted of high Treaſon, 
4. D. 15 10, the Crown ſeiſed it; and the next Year 
granted it to Thomas Lord Howard and Ann his Wife, 
and the Heirs of their Bodies; but they dying without 
Iſſue, it came again to the Crown, and was granted to- 
wards the latter End of Queen El:zabeth's Reign to 
Morſe, who ſold it to John Glover, Eſq; and in this Fa- 
mily it ſtill continues, 


HaLlEsSwoRTH, is a well built Town, ſituated on 
the Borders of the River Blythe, which hath lately been 
made navigable up to this Town. It has a conſi- 
derable Weekly Market on Thurſdays, and a good Fair 
yearly for lean Cattle on the Feaſt-Day of St. Luke, Odi. 
18, obtained from Henry III. by Richard de Argentin, 
then Lord of the Manor, From the Argentins it deſcended 
to the Allingtons, who ſold it. Afterwards the Family of 
Betts had it. Walter Plumer, Eſq; bought it of Thomas 
Betts ; and his Brother William is now Lord of this Ma- 
nor, together with the Manor of Dame Margery, in this 
Town. There is alſo a Manor belonging to the Rectory 
of this Pariſh. Sir Robert Bedingfield, who was Lord- 
Mayor of Londen, A. D. 1707, was fifth Son of John 
Bedingfield, of this Pariſh,

A. D. 1401; and 
there was a Sir Chri/topher Fenney, Baron of the Exche- 
quer, in the Reign of Henry VIII. Arthur Jenney, of 
Knotteſhall, was knighted 26 March, 1639. The Eſtate 
is now in Edmund Jenney, of Bredfield, Eſq. 


LeisToNn, Here was formerly an Abbey of Præmon- 
firatenſian Canons, founded by Ranu/ph Glanvile, about 
the Year 1183, The Abbot obtained a Charter for a 
Market and Fair here 6 Edward II. or A. D. 1312; 
but both have been long diſuſed. This Abbey being pra- 
bably decayed and ſeated in an inconvenient Place, ano- 

| ther 
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ther was erected at ſome Diſtance from the former by 
Nobert de Ufford Earl of Suffolk, about theYear 1363 and 
the Canons removed into it. The new, as well as the 
old Houſe, was dedicated to the Bleſſed Virgin, and en- 
gowed at the Diſſolution with the yearly Revenue of 1811. 
:75. 11d, It was granted 28 Henry VIII. to Charles 
Branden Duke, of Suffolk ; and was lately the Eſtate of 
Daniel Harvey, Eſq; in Right of his Wife; and is now, 
with the Manor of Lei/ton, veſted in the Hon. Elizabeth 
Relict of Kellond Courteney, Eſq; who was Daughter of 
the Viſcounteſs Hinchinbrooke, and Grand- daughter of the 
Right Hon. Lady Ann Harvey. 


LixXSTEAD Great, and LixsTEAD Little. The Church 
of St. Margaret of Linſtead, and half the Church of St. 
Peter, were given to the Priory of Mendham by Roger de 
Hunting field. Both of them came in time to be wholly 
impropriated to that Priory. The Manor of Little Lin- 
lead belonged to Sibton Abbey, and was granted to Thomas 
Duke of Norfolk 28 Henry VIII. 


MELLs, a Hamlet of J/enha/ton ; the Manor belong- 
ed formerly to Mettingham College, and at the Diſſolution 
was granted to Thomas Denney. 


Mioprgrov. This Church was given by Roger de 
Glanvile and Robert Crec, to the Abbot and Convent of 
Leiſten, who got it impropriated to them; the Impropria- 
tion was granted 28 Henry VIII. to Charles Duke of Suf- 
fell; and, with the Manor, belongs now to Mr. Freate. 


t  _ NorTHALEs, commonly called Cove- Hithe, probably 
a from John and Walter Cæve, who were Lords here in the 
Time of King Edward I. and had a Hithe or Quay for 
loading and unloading ſmall Veſſels ; for here the River 
formerly emptied itſelf into the Sea, John de Cove and 

Eve 
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Eve his Wife had free Warren in their Lands at Cay 
and Northales in Suffolk, in A. D. 1308; and the Grant 
of a Fair here, A. D. 1328, which is ſtill kept upon gt. 
Andrew's Day. The Church was impropriated to the 
Cluniac Cell of Mang ford, and granted therewith to the 
Duke of Norfolk, in whoſe Family it ſtill continues, 
This was a conſiderable Fiſhing-Town formerly, and 
had a noble Church belonging to it ; but by the Decay 
of that Bulineſs, it is reduced to a very mean Village, - 
The Ruins of the Church are extremely fine, and well 
worth the Obſervation of the curious. The South - Ile 
is preſerved, and incloſed into a neat little Church. John 
Bale, whoſe Book De Scriptoribus Britannicis was printed 
at Ipſwich by Jehn Overton, A. D. 1548, was Rector of 
this Church, if not a Native of the Town. 


 P&ASENHALL. This Lordſhip belonged to Roger By- 
goed, 18 Edward I. Nicholas de Segrave died ſeiſed of 
it 15 Edward II. leaving Maud his Daughter and Heir, 
then married to Edmund de Bohun. It now belongeth to 
Mileſon Edgar, Eſq. | 


 RavDon, is the Mother-Church to Southwold ; the 
Manor belongs to Sir John Rous. 


RuMBURGH. Here was a Benedictine Monaſtery found- 
ed about the Time of the Conqueſt, and dedicated to St. 
Michael ; but by Stephen Earl of Brittany, given as a Cell 
to the Abbey of St. Mary's in York. It was granted be- 
fore the general Suppreſſion of theſe Houſes to Cardinal 

olſcy. It was afterwards the Eſtate of the Earls of Or- 
ford, and lately purchaſed by Mr. Cobbold, a wealthy 
Quaker; and now belongs to Mr. Jeſſup, a Quaker, at 


Leiflon Abbey. 


SisTON. William de Cafineto or Chem, founded a Ci- 
. flertian Abbey here, about the Year 1150, and dedicated 
it 
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it to the Bleſſed Virgin. The Revenues of it were va- 
jued at 250 l. 155. 7d. per Ann. and granted away by 
the Abbot and Convent themſelves to Thomas Duke of 
Nerfolk, Anthony R ouſe, Eſq; and Nicholas Hare, Gent. 
31 July, 1536, It is at preſent a good old Houſe; and, 
with the Manor, belongs to Charles Scrivener, Eſq. The 
Church was built by Robert the Son of Malter de Cadem, 
in the Reign of William Rufus; but the North Iſle was 
built by the Executors of Robert Ducket, whoſe Will is 
dated 24 Jan. 1533- The Barkers of this Pariſh are 
mentioned .in old Wills, as Perſons of good Subſtance, 
ever ſince the Year 1500. Their Eſtate is now veſted 
in Mileſon Edgar, Eſq. 


S1ZEWELL, is a Hamlet of Leiffon, where there was 
a Chapel for Divine Service as late as Queen Elizabeth's 
Time, and in the preceding Times probably, a conſider- 
able Number of Houſes; but at preſent one Farm-houſe 
only. 


SOTHERTON. Here were two Manors: One of which 
had the Patronage of the Church, and belonged formerly 
to Valter de Bernham. John Brightyere (or Britiffe) of 
Bernham- Broom, in Norfolk, had it in the Time of Ed- 
ward IV, and dying in 1497, left it to Agnes his Daugh- 
ter; and ſoon after it came to the Rous's, The other 
Manor belonged to the Prior and Convent of Eh, and 
was granted 37 Henry VIII. to Anthony Rouſe. They are 
now both in Sir Fohn Nous. 


SOUTHWOULD, is pleaſantly ſituated upon a Hill, be- 
ing almoſt ſurrounded with the Sea, and the River Blythe, 
over which it hath a Bridge for Entrance into the Town. 

The Bay, corruptly called Sow! Bay, is a commo- 
dious Place for Anchorage, and was made memorable by 
a ſharp Engagement between the Engliſh and Dutch 
Fleets on 28 May, 1672; in which the Earl of Sand- 
wich loſt his Life.

why their Beer is ſo much eſteemed. 


SouTH-Cove. Here are two Manors : South-Cove with 
Nerthale, which was probably the Manor of Fohn de Cove 
and Eve his Wife; and Polfrey, or Blucffory- Cove, both 
belonging to Mr. Cowling.

THoORINGTON, was formerly the Lordſhip and De- 
meſne of alter de Norwich ; afterwards of the Lordi; 
then of the Cakes ; but for ſome Time hath been in the 
Family of Bence, and was lately veſted in Alexander Bence, 
Eſq; who made the Hall his Seat. His only Daughter 
is now Lady of this Manor, called by the Name of Tho- 
rington Il impl.. The Advowſon of the Church was 
given to the Priory of Blythburgh, by William the Son

Ussks rox. This Church and Manor were given with 
Henningham, to the Priory of St. Neots ; the Manor, Rec- 
tory, and Advowſon of the Vicarage were granted as 
Parcel of the Poſſeſſions of that Priory 36 Henry VIII. to 
Jeln Pope, Eſq. It hath for ſome time been the Seat of 
the Family of Kemp ; which ancient Family is deſcended 


* from Normannus de Kempe, whoſe great Grandſon was 


Allen Kempe, of Mgſtan in this County, Eſq; from whom 
deſcended Sir Robert Kemp, of Giſſing in Nerfolk, Knt. 
one of the Gentlemen of the Bedchamber to King Charles 
the Firſt ; who, for his eminent Loyalty to the ſaid King, 
was, by him created a Baronet 14 March, 1641. He 
died 20 Auguſt, 1647 ; having ſuffered very much both in 
his real and perſonal Eſtate, from the Sequeſtrations of 
thoſe unhappy Times. To him ſucceeded his Son Sir 
Robert Kemp, who marrying Mary the only Daughter and 
Heireſs of John Sone, of Ubbefion, Eſq; removed from 
Ging hither, and made Ubbefton Hall his Seat. He was 
ſucceeded by his Son Sir Robert Kemp, who, on the Death 
of Sir William Barker, was elected Repreſentative of this 
County, and left a numerous Iſſue. The preſent Heir of 
this Family is the Rev. Sir Thomas Kemp, Bart. | 
The Rectory was piouſly and generouſly given to the 
Vicar by the laſt Will and Teſtament of Mrs. Mary Sone, 
Widow, proved in the Archdeacon's Office A. D. 1685.

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UccrsnalL. The Manor of Ugghall in this Paifh, 
was formerly the Lordſhip of Catharine Fitz-Oſborn, of 
Semerly ; afterwards in the Playters ; and at preſent is 
veſted in Sir John Rous; as is alſo the Manor of Ugghal 
ax parte Northalys in this Pariſh. 


' WALDERSWICK, formerly a large Place which traded 
conſiderably to Sea, but now is very mean; and only a 
Chapel and Hamlet to Blithburgh. 


W «xLPoOLE. Sir Joſhua Vanneck, Bart. is now Lord 
of the Manor of Halpoole with Chickering. This Church 
was impropriated to the Nunnery of Redlingfield, and 
granted in 37 Henry VIII. to Robert and Richard 


Taverner. 


WANrGFoORD. Here was formerly a Priory or Cell of 
Cluniac Monks, ſubordinate to Thetford, dedicated to the 
Virgin Mary. It was valued at 3ol. gs. 54d. per Am. 
and ſuppreſſed 16 Feb. 32 Henry VIII. and granted ſoon 
after with the Monaſtery of Thetford to Thomas Duke of 
Norfalk, whoſe Son ſold it to Sir John Rous, Knt. A. D. 
1612. It is now veſted in Sir John Rons, who'ts alſo 
Lord of the Manor of Mang ford. 


WENHASTON, the Lordſhip of J/illiam Strode, Eſq; 
beſides the Chapel of el!s in this Pariſh, which was 
dedicated to St. Margaret, there was a Chapel of St. 
Bartholomew near the old Site of J/anhbafton Hall. The 
North Iſle of this Church ſeems to have been built about 
the Year 1530. For Robert Pepyn, Rector of Kneddi/ball, 
in his Will dated 19 Jan. 1535, orders his Body to be 
buried in the new Iſle at JYenha/ton, at the Feet of the 
Vicar of. that Pariſh Jately deceaſed. And in the Year 
following a Legacy was given towards paving the new 
Me at Wenha/ton, Several of the ancient Family of Le-

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mon, who have a Seat in this Pariſh, are buried at the 
Eaſt- end of this Iſle; The Manor of Wenhaſton belonged 
to the Abbot and Convent of Sibton, who fold it to Thomas 
Duke of Norfolk.

13 Henry III. but ever ſince the 25 Henry VIII. it hath 
belonged to the Family of Bohun, (of whom Edmund 
Babun was a noted Writer) and is now veſted in Hilliam 
Bobun, of Beccles. The Prior and Convent of Hulver/tain 
in Lincolnſhire, were formerly Patrons of this Charch ; 
and the Prior and Convent of Norwich bonght the Ad- 
vowſon of them. Fohn Salmon, Biſhop of Norwich, im- 
propriated it to the Uſe of the Chauntry of Four Chaplains, 
at the Weſt-end of the Cathedral Church at Norwich. 


WESTLETON. In this Pariſh there was formerly a 
Hamlet, which had a Chapel belonging to it, named 
Dingbe. Two Manors are mentioned here; Maſtletan- 
Crange, which anciently belonged to the Abbey of Sib- 
un, and was granted to Thomas Dake of Norfolk, 28 
Henry VIII. and the Manor of M afſleton- Clever. 


WesTwoop-LoDGE. A fingle Houſe near Blithburgh. 
Michael de la Pole died ſeiſed of the Manors of W:/twood 
and Blyburgh 3 Henry V. or 1414. It now belongs to 
Sir John Blois, Bart. The Family of Brookes, who had 
it before the Blors's, uſed to reſide here. 


WissET. This was the Lordſhip of the Earls of Bri- 
tany and Richmond till 25 Henry III. when it was granted 
to Peter Earl of Savoy. Jahn de Vallibus or de Vaux died

Richard de Poinings, by his 
Will dated 10 June 1387, gave his Manor at Hrenthan, 
called Nerth- hall, to the Lady 1/abel his Wife, for her Life. 
Robert de Painings, who was lain at the Siege of Orhan, 
died ſeiſed of it 2 04, 1446. In the Time of King 
Edward VI. it was purchaſed by the Family of Brewfer, 
who built the Hall, and have reſided here ever ſince. 
Philip Brew}ter, Eſq; is the preſent Lord. 


YoxFoRD, On the North-ſide of this Village is Coct- 


field- Hall, which was formerly the Seat of the Family of 


Brook ; and paſſed from them to the Blois's. Sir Join 
Blois, Bart. hath his Reſidence here. Beſides the Manor 


of Darſham with Yoxford, which belonged to the Monks 


at Thetford, here was alſo a Manor that belonged to the 


Abbot and Convent of Sibten; and was by them granted 


28 Henry VIII. to Themas Duke of Norfolk. Here ate 
two other good Houſes, one belonging to ——— Clutter- 
buck, Eſq; the other to Mr. Ingham.

Richmond Garneys, Eſq; is Lord of this 
Manor. The Church was for many Years dilapidated ; 
but, as it ſtood in the ſame Church-yard with that of 
Pakefield, the Loſs of it was eaſily ſupplied by the Miniſter 
of Kirkley's being permitted to uſe the Church of Pakefield 
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on one Part of each Sunday, and the Miniſter of Paleeli 
uſing it on the other. It happened afterwards that both 
theſe Pariſhes went together for many Years, and had 
the ſame Incumbept ; but at length they were parted 
again. And then, the Incumbent of Kirkley refuſed d 
make uſe of Pakefield Church, neither would he allow 
any thing to the Incumbent of that Pariſh, for officiating 
on both Parts of each Lord's-day ; alledging, that he 
could not legally be compelled to it. The Rev. Jahn 
Tanner, Vicar of Loweſteft, was at that time Commilſary 
and Official in the Archdeaconry of Suffolk ; and he failed 
not to uſe all the mild and perſuaſive Arguments he could 
think of to the Incumbent of K:rkley, but to no Purpoſe; 
ſo at laſt finding him continue obſtinate, he left bim with 
this Threat, “ Sir, if you will not officiate in Pakefield 
« Church, I will build you a Church-at Kirkley, and in 
te that you ſhall officiate.” Mr. Tanner was as good as 
his Word; for chiefly at his own Expence, but with 
ſome little Aſſiſtance from his Friends and Acquaintance, 
he did build the prefent Church at Kirkley, and Divine 
Service is performed in it accordingly.

LoTHING,. 


HE Hundred of Loathing, or Luthing-land, probably 

took its Name from that ſpacious Lake called by 
Cambden, the Lake Luthing. It is bounded on the Eof 
by 
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by the Ocean ; on the Mg, by the Maveney; on the 
Xorth, by Breydon-Water ; and, on the Scuth, by the 
Lake Luthing. It contains the following Pariſhes. 


ASHBY, or Haſkely. The Eſtate here belonged formerly 
to the ancient Family of Ingelaſſe; but about the Year 
1520 it came to the Jernagans, and hath ever ſince had 
the ame Owners with Somerliton- Hall. 


BeLTox. The Manor of Gapton in this and the neigh- 
bouring Pariſhes belongs to Sir Thomas Allen. 


BLunDESTON. A Family which took their Name 
from this Place, were formerly Lords and Patrons here. 
Aſter them a Family of the Name of Yarmowh ; then 
the Sydnors, ſince Allens. The Manor now belongs to 
Sir Thomas Allen; but the Hall and chief Eſtate to Mr. 
Ralert Luſen, of Yarmouth, who generally reſides there 
every Summer. Beſides the Manor of Blundeſlen, here 
was alſo forme y another Manor called Gurviles, belong - 
ing probably to the Gonviles, of Rufoworth ; one of whom 
married a Daughter of Sir Jahn Jernegan, of — 
A. D. 1402. 


BrADWELL. Caxton Hall here belonged to the Prior 
of St. Fobn's, of Jeruſalem; and Gapten Hall to the Priory 
of Leigh, in Efjex; and were both granted by King 
Henry VIII. to Cavendiſb, Elq; 


Buxon-Caſlle, or Cmoberſburge, was a Place of conſi- 
derable Account in the Time of the Remans, as may be 
conjeQured from the Roman Coins often found within the 
Walls of the Caſtle. This Caſtle is in the Form of a 
Parallelogram ; the Length of the Wall on the Eaſt-lide 
is 220 Paces, the Breadth of it 120; the Entrance was 
on the Eaſt- ide. The Walls are ſtill ſtanding on the 
Eat, North, and South; and it is probable it was never 
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walled on the Weſt, the River being a ſufficient Deſence. 
Robert de Burgh had anciently the Manor and Caſtle 
here; then Gilbert de W:ſeham ; but King Henry Ill. 
gave it to the Priory of Bromholme, which enjoyed it to 
the Diſſolution z when Queen Elizabeth granted it to 
William Roberts. It now belongs to Joſhua Smith, Eſq. 
A little North of the Caſtle appear the Ruins of a Mo- 
naſtery, built by Furſeus, a Scotchman, in the Time of 
King Sigebert, about the Year 636, as is mentioned by 
Speed; which probably dwindled away in a few Yean, 
as we meet with little or nothing of it afterwards. 

The Advowſon of the Church was given to the Prior 
and Canons of St. Olaves, who got it impropriated to 
them about the Year 1400; but gave up the Impropria- 
tion again in a ſhort time, for a yearly Penſion, The 
Advowſon was not granted away at the Diſſolution, but 
is ſtill in the Crown, 


CorTon. This Church is in Ruins ; but the Chancel 
is kept up. Sir Thomas Allen, Bart. is Lord of the Manor, 


FLixTon. This Church is alſo in Ruins. The Roof 
of it was blown off in the great Storm 27 Nov. 1703. 
It is conſolidated with Blunde//on. The Manor belonged 
formerly to Robert Mighells, of Chelmondiſton; who fold it 
to John Wantworth, Eſq; of Somerlyton, It is now in 
Sir T homas Allen, | 


FrxiTTon. The Manor of Fritton was formerly $yd- 
nors, then Allen's, and now Richard Fuller's, Eſq; but 
the Manor of Caldecot Hall belongs to Magdalen College, 
in Oxford. 


GonLtsTown. Nothing is remarkable here but the 
Ruins of an old Building, ſuppoſed by Mr. Camden to 


have been ſome religious Houſe, In fact, they are the 
Ruias 
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Ruins of the Church of St. Nicholas of South-Town, an 
adjoining Hamlet, Next to Yarmouth Bridge is another 
Hamlet called Veſi- Tun. Theſe two Hamlets are called 
in old Writings, Little Yarmouth. Great Yarmauth, on the 
other Side of the River, being often called in ſuch Writ- 
ings, the Eaft-Town of Yarmouth, 


GuxToNn. The Eſtate here belonged formerly to the 
Lowdhams, then to the Ingeloſes, Blomviles, Wroths, Holles, 
in this Order; and it doth now belong to Vice-Admiral 
Sir Charles Saunders, Knight of the Bath. 


HoyTon. The Manor and Impropriation belonged 
anciently to the Prior and Convent, and now to the Dean 
and Chapter of Norwich. 


HERINGFLEET., Here was a religious Houſe of Ca- 
nons Regulars of St. Au/tins, dedicated to the Honor of 
St, Olavt, and founded by Robert Fitz-Oſbert, of the 
yearly Value of 491. 115. 7d. It was granted to Henry 
Jerningham, 28 Henry VIII. It was lately the Eſtate of 
Mr. Taverner, ſince of Sir Edmund Bacon, of Gillingham, 
Bart. and now of Henry Hills Muſſenden, Eſq; 


Lounp. Sir Thomas Allen, Bart. is Lord of this Manor. 


LowEsTOFT, is a conſiderable large Town, ſtanding 
near the Sea: It is pretty well built, and the chief Street 
is paved throughout. The Church, which is ſituated near 
a Mile from the Town, is a good Building; but for the 
Eaſe of the Inhabitants there is a Chapel in the Town, 
wherein Divine Service is often celebrated. The Neſs 
below the North End of the Town, is, ſince the waſhing 
away of Eafton Neſs, the moſt Eaſtern Point of Land in 
Great-Britain. The chief Employment here is Fiſhing. 
The Market-day is Wedneſday ; and here are two annual 
Fairs, viz. on May-day, and Michaelmas-day, Beſides

Oſbourns ; then the Jernegans, Wentworths, and Garngs; ö 
of whom it was purchaſed by Sir Thomas Allen, who was 3 
created a Baronet 7 Feb. 1672; which Sir Thomas, of i 
his Succeſſor, for want of Iſſue gave his Seat to 
Nephew Richard Anguiſh, Eſq; who was created a Ba- 
ronet 15 Dec. 1699, by the Name of Richard Anguiſh, 
alias Allen. This noble Seat is now veſted in his Son dle 4

Beſides the ſixteen Pariſhes, and the Hamlets before - 
mentioned, there are ſeveral other Hamlets in this Hu- 
dred; ſuch as Brotherton, a Hamlet of Hopton ; Brot, 
a Hamlet of Belton.

It was of the 
Order of St. Auſtin, and of the yearly Value of 231. 45, 
1d. The Foundreſs gave the Manor of Flixton to this 
Houſe, which was diſſolved by the ſecond Bull of Pope 
Clement VII. in 1528, and intended for Cardinal J/olſcy, 
But he declining in the King's Favour, it was granted 
to John Taſburgh, whoſe Deſcendants long had their Seat 
at Flixton Hall. That Family being extinct, it deſcended 
to the Family of yburn; but hath ſince been purchaſed 
by William Adair, Eſq. The Manor of the nine Pariſhes 
belonged to the Biſhop of Norwich, with the Advowſon 
of all the Churches, except Flixton, (which he had 
granted to the Nuns, in Exchange for Halmingham- 
Sancroft, which belonged to the Batemans,) and St. Ai 
chael, which was impropriated to the Priory of Rumburgh, 
till 4.

N1CHOLAs, Southelmbam, whoſe Church is fo en- 
tirely demoliſhed that hardly any Rubbiſh of it remains. 


ST. PETER, Southelmham. 


Theſe nine Pariſhes which are called the Deanery of 
Southelmham, are repreſented in old Wills as one Town- 
ſhip ; and as ſuch they have an Eſtate in A/dborough and 


Wertwell in Norfolk, common to them all. For we fre- 


quently meet with Fomersfield, in the Town of Southelm- 
dam; and St. James, in the Townſhip of Southelmbam ; 
and the like, 


The ſeven Pariſhes are theſe : 


ST. AxDREW ILKETSAL, is one of the Duke of 
Norfolk's Towns, 
BuxSAY 
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BUN St. Mary, and Bux A Trinity. Bungay is 
a pleaſant Town, ſituated on the River J/aveney, which 
is navigable for Barges from Yarmouth hither. A great 
Fire broke out on 1 March 1688, in a ſmall un-inhabited 
Houſe, which raged fo furiouſly, that in four Hours Time 
it conſumed the whole Town, except one ſmall Street ; 
The whole Loſs was computed at 29.8961. and upwards, 
By this terrible Accident, it has happened that the Town 
is well built. St. Mary's Church is a fumptuous Struc- 
ture, and, with its beautiful Steeple, is a great Ornament 
to the Town. Between the two Churches the Ruins 
of a Benediftine Nunnery appear; it was founded by 
Roger de Glanvile and the Counteſs Gurdreda his Wife, 
to the Honour of the Bleſſed Virgin Mary, and the Holy 
Crefs. It was endowed by a great Number of Benefactors, 
all whoſe Gifts were confirmed by 19 King Henry IT. 
At the Suppreſſion it was of the yearly Value of 627. 
and was granted to Thomas Duke of Norfolk; in which 
Family, with a Manor in this Town, it now remains, 

The Church of the Holy Trinity in Bungay was impro- 
priated to the Priory of Barknch, in Somerfetſhire. The 
Impropriation now belongeth to the Biſhop of Ely, who 
leaſeth it to the Vicar. Beſides theſe two Churches, there 
was alſo a Church of St. Thomas, which was impropriated 
to the Nunnery : It was ſtanding and in uſe ſince the 
Year 1500; but hath been ſo long down, that no Man 
now knows where it ſtood. 

Here are alſo the Ruins of a very ſtrong Caſtle, ſup- 
poſed to have been built by the Bygods, Earls of Norfolk. 
In the Barons Wars it was fortified, and made fo ſtrong 
by Hugh Byged, that he was wont to-boaſt of it as im- 
pregnable ; ſaying, in the Wars of King Stephen, as is 
reported, LS 

Were I in my Caſtle of Bungay, 
Upon the River //aviney, 


I would ne care for the King of Ceckrey. 
But 
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But notwithſtanding his great Confidence in this Caſtle; 
he was forced to compound with King Henry Il. for a 
great Sum of Money, with ſufficient Hoſtages, to fave it 
from being demoliſhed. But afterwards the ſaid Earl 
ſiding with Richard Son of Henry II. againſt bis Father, 
King Henry took from him his Caſtles of Framlinghan 
and Bungay. In the Reign of King Henry II. this Caſtle 
was demoliſhed, and Roger Bygod Earl of Norfolk obtained 
a Licence 10 Edward I. to embattle his Houſe in the 
Place wbere this Caſtle ſtood ; afterwards it reverted to 
the Crown. In the 4th Richard Il. William de Ufford 
Earl of Suffolk, died poſſeſſed of the Caftle, Borough, and 
Manor of Bungay : He married Joan Daughter of Ed. 
ward Montacute, by Alice his Wife Daughter and Co- 
heireſs of Thomas Brotherton, fifth Son of King Edward I. 
on whom it is probable that King ſettled them. 

Here is a good Market on Thurſdays, well ſerved with 
all manner of Proviſions : There are alſo two yearly Fairs 
on 3d May and Sept. 14; both Feſtivals of the Holy Croſs, 
to which the Nunnery was dedicated. The Inhabitants 
of Bungay have the Privilege of a large Common belong- 
ing to this Town, and almoſt encompaſſed with the 
River F/aveney, which is of great advantage to them. 


Sr. John IEKETSAL, ST. LAURENCE JLKETSAL, 
Sr. MARGARET ILKETSAL, METTINGHAM. The 
Churches of Mettingham, Tlketſal St. Andrew's, St. Mar- 
garet, and St. Laurence, were given by Roger de Glanvile 
and Gundreda his Counteſs to the Nuns of Bungay, who 
got them impropriated to them. And the Impropriations 
and Advowſon of the Vicarages were granted to Thomas 
Duke of Norfolk 29 Henry VIII. 


The Manor of BarDoLF in Hietſal St. Laurence and 
Bungay Trinity, was obtained 2 Edward III. with the 
Manor of Clopton, by Elizabeth de Burgh the Relict of 
Roger de Amorie, for herſelf for Life ; and the Remainder 


to 
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tc John Lord Bardolf and Elizabeth his Wife, (who was 
her Daughter) and the Iſſue by the ſaid Reger; in Ex- 
change for the Manors of Kennington and Fankſball, in 


Surry. 
The remaining Pariſhes in that Hundred about Beccles, 


ace, 

BarSHAM, anciently the Lordſhip and Seat of the 
Ichinghams ; John Blennerhaſſet, Eſq; about the Time of 
Edvard VI. acquired it by marrying one of the Co- 
heireſſes of Sir Edward Itchingbam, and made it the Seat 
of his Family. It now belongs to the Sucklings. 


BxccLEs, is a large well-built Town, ſituated on the 
Eaft and South Sides of the River JYaveney, which is na- 
rigable beyond the Town: The chief Streets are well 
paved : The Church and the Steeple, which laſt ſtands 
at ome Diſtance from the South EA Corner of the Chan- 
cel, are noble Structures, and great Ornaments to the 
Town. On the South Part of the Town are the Ruins 
of another Pariſh Church, called Endgate, which was 
taken down by Order of Queen Elizabeth : « For that 
the Pariſhes of Beccles and Endgate had been for many 
« Years ſo blended together, that the Bounds and Limits 
* of them could not be known in A. D. 1419; when a 
« legal Agreement was made by the Biſhop, Patron, and 
„ Rectors of both Pariſhes; That the Rector of Beccles 
„ ſhould take the whole Tithes of both Pariſhes, and 
e pay the Rector of Endgate 6/. 135. 4d. yearly, in the 
« Pariſh Church of Endgate. So that the Inhabitants of 
* Endgate have Time out of Mind been eſteemed Pa- 
* riſhioners of Beceles.” 

It ſeems probable from what is faid in Mon, Angl. 
Vol. I. p. 408, that Beccles was very early a Place of ſome 
Note; for, ſpeaking of the Citizens of Norwich, it is

the Eſtate of Peter Garneys, Eſq; then of the Tolbys ; aſter 
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ti tum & plures annos, habuerunt Coronatores, nec Bal. 
* livos de ſeipſis, fed ſolummodo unum Ballivum, qu 
nomine Regis curias tenebat et amerciamenta collige. 
« bat, ſicut fuit in Beccles ſeu in Bungay, five in aliis 
« willis ubi merchandiſiaæ venduntur.” They had not be- 
fore the Conqueſt, nor for a hundred Years or more after 
it, any Coroners or Bailives from among themſelves ; but 
they had one Bailiff only, who in the King's Name held 
Courts, and collected Amercements, as it was in Beccles 
or Bungay, or other Towns where Merchandize is fold. 


The Manor of Beccles was given to the Abbey of Bury 
by King Edwin Brother of King Edgar, who enjoyed it 
till the Diſſolution ; when it was given by K. Hen. VIII. 
to William Rede, Gent. from whom it came to the Tal. 
lops ; and from them to Mr. Bence, of Honflead. 


The Manor of Roos or Roſs in Beccles, was formerly 


that of the Sucklings ; and is now the Seat of Sir Robert 
Rich, Bart. 

The Common belonging to this Town contains about 
1400 Acres, and was likewiſe Part of the Poſſeſſions of 
Bury Abbey, and granted to the aforeſaid William Rede, 
for the Uſe of the Inhabitants. For the better Preſetva- 


tion and Improvement of this Common Queen Elizabeth 


A. D. 1583, incorporated a Body Politick, by the Name 
of, The Corporation of Beccles Fenn; confiſting of a Port- 
reve, a Steward, twelve capital and twenty-four inferior 
Common-Councilmen, to overlook and regulate all Mat- 
ters relating to it. 

Here is a plentiful Market every Saturday, and three 
yearly Fairs ; the firſt on Aſcenſion-day; the ſecond on 
June 29, granted by King John to be held eight Days; 
and the third on September 21. 5 

Beſides the Pariſh Church, here was formerly a Chapel 
of St. Peter, near the Old Market; a Chapel of St. Mary 
Magdalene, belonging to a ſmall Hoſpital on the Hill near 

2 the 
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the Free- School; and a Chapel or Hermitage near the 
Bridge over the Haveney, as there was alſo formerly at 
Bungay, and upon almoſt all great Bridges in England. 
Sir John Leman, K nt. Alderthan of London, in the Reign 
of King James I. built a Free School and endowed it with 
an hundred Acres of Land, for the Maintenance of a 
Maſter and Uſher, to teach forty-eight Boys Writing and 
Arithmetick. And Henry Falconberge, L.L.D. Chancellor 
of the Dioceſe of St. David's, Regiſtrary of the Faculty- 
Office, and Commiſſary and Official of the Archdeaconry 
of Su felt, who lived ſeveral Years, and died in this Pariſh 
A.D. 1713. bequeathed an Eſtate at Corton in this County 
of the yearly Rent of 40 l. for the Endowment of a Gram- 
mar- School here: The Maſter whereof is to be elected 
by the Biſhop of Norwich, the Archdeacon of Suffolk, 
and the Rector of Beccles for the Time being. 


ELLouok, or WILLINGHAM A. Saints. The Lord - 
ſhip of this Place, and the Advowſon of the Church, 
hath been in the Family of Playters above two hundred 
Years. Sit Fohn Playters, of Satterly, is now Lord and 
Patron, 


ExpoaTE. See Beccles. 
HULVERSTREET, is a Hamlet of Henſtead. 


Noa rn-Covz. The Manor of Wade-Hall in North- 
Cove, belonged anciently to Robert Waſhby, of Cumber- 
land. Hubert Fernegan obtained it about the Year 1200, 
by marrying Waſbby's Daughter. Sir John Fernegan, upon 
the Marriage of his Sons, A. D. 1456, ſettled at Cove by 
Beccles, and gave the Manor of Waſhe or Wade- Hall to 
his Son Oſbert. Sir Edward Fernegan died ſeiſed 1515: 
It lately belonged to the Yallops ; and is now in the Heirs 
of Mr. Robert Bence, late of Henftead. 


M Riviewan 
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. RepishHam Magna. This Church was impropriated 
to the Priory of Butley, and the Impropriation was granted 
20 Elizabeth to John Hercy and John Hayward. The 
Church of Little Rediſham hath been many Years down, 
The Rectory hath been conſolidated to Ringsfield. The 
Lordſhip is in Edmund Tyrrel, Eſq; of Gipping. 


RINGSFIEID. The Prior and Convent of Butley were 
Patrons both of Little Rediſham and Ring field before the 
Reformation. 


SATTERLY, is Chiefly remarkable for the Family of 
Playters, which is very ancient, having had their. Seat at 
Jatterly ever ſince the Reign of King Edward II. This 
Family were early in the Liſt of Baronets ; for Sir Thomas 
Playters, of Satterly was created a Baronet 1 3 Aug. 1623; 
which Honour is now veſted in Sir Jaun Playters ; but the 
Manor in Miles Barnes, Eſq; 


SHADDINGFIELD, The Family of Cuddon had for 
many Years their Seat at this Hall; which, with their 


Eſtate in this Pariſh, was lately ſold by Eleazor Cuddin

Wes Tor. Here is a Seat which for ſome time has 
been in the Family of Leman, and is now veſted in William 
Zeman, Eſq. There is alſo another Seat which belongs

WiLLiXGHAM St. Mary. This Church was ſtanding 
A. D. 1529; but is now in Ruins. The Lordſhip was 
lately in Sir Thomas Robinſon ; now in Robert Sparrow, 
kg. 

WoRLINGHAM, was formerly two Parifhes, St. Mary 


and St. Peter. The Church of 1/7rlingham St. Peter hath 
been 
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deen many Years down, and it is-now accounted but one 
Pariſh, The Advowſon was formerly in the Prior and 
Convent of Butley, but was not granted away at the Diſ- 
{lution of that; ſo it remains ſtill in the Crown. 

The Hall is a neat Manſion, and was for ſome time 
the Seat of John Felton, Eſq; whoſe only Daughter mar- 
ied to Sir John Playters ; and he fold this and ſome other 
Eſtates to Sir Thomas Robinſon, Bart. who made it his 
Seat, It is now by Purchaſe the Seat of Robert Spar

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dreds of Loes and Plomeſgate, on the South ; on 
dhe WH, by Loes and Hartiſmere; on the North, 
by the River Waveney, which parts it from Norfolk; and 
on the Eaft, by Wangford and Blything.

ATHELINGTON. The Prior and Convent of Bug 
were Patrons of this Church before the Reformation ; the 
Crown did not preſent to it before the Year 1555. 


BADDINGHAM. Fhe Hall was for many Years the 
Seat of the Family of Rous, and is now veſted in the Heirs 
of the Rev. Mr. Fynn, who married a Lady of that Family. 
The Family of Alexander hath long reſided here; alſo 
Col/ton- Hall here belongs to Rowland Holt, Eſq; and the 
Manors of Calſlon-Hall and Baddingham-Hall to Mileſon 
Edgar, Eſq, The Patronage of the Church is now veſted 
in the Rev. Mr. Chevalier, The late Rector Dr. Blom- 
feld, built a neat Rectory-Houſe not far from the Church. 


BEeDDINGFIELD, was remarkable for a Family of that 
Name, who were Lords of this Manor, and had their Seat 
at Redlingfield, The Manor did belong to the Priory of 
Snape, and was granted 17 Henry VIII. to Cardinal Walſey 
towards the Endowment of his College at Ipſwich. After 
the Diſſolution of that College, it was granted to Thomas 
Duke of Norfolk; and in 7 Edward VI. to Thomas and 
George Golding ; and came to the Bedding fields ſoon _ 
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k is now veſted in Bedding field, of Ditchingham, 
E(q; who is Patron likewiſe of the Benefice. 


BzDFIELD. The Manor and Advowſon was given 
to the Priory of Eye, by Robert Mallet, and granted 
31 Henry VIII. to Anthony Rous, Eſq. They are now 
veſted in Sir Jahn Rous, Bart. ; 


Bun Dis. Here was a famous Chauntry, founded 
by Sir Jahn Py/hall, Rector of Ca/ton, one of the Executors 
of Robert de Ufford Earl of Suffolk, in 7 Richard II. for 
fix Chaplains to pray fer the Soul of the ſaid Earl, and 
all his Benefactors: It was of the yearly Value of 13 /. 
71d. and ſurrendered 25 June 1545, by William Biſhop 
of Norwich and Jobn Perſon Incumbent, with the Conſent 
of Richard Fulmerſton Patron, and granted on the firſt of 
Auguft following to the faid Richard Fulmerſton. It is 
now veſted in —— Gooch, Gent. who reſides in a Man- 
ſion near the Church: Here is alſo the Seat of Turner 
Calvert, Eſq; called the Lodge. It is remarkable, that all 
the Land within this Pariſh is Freehold. | 

CarLETON. A Chauntry was founded here about the 
Year 1330, by Jahn Framingham, Rector of Kelſale, for 
three Chaplains to pray for the Soul of Alice of Hainault, 


Counteſs of Mareſchall. It was granted 36 Henry VIIL 
to William Honing. 


DenHam. The Manor is veſted in Lord Maynard. 


DenninGTon. In this Church is the Burial-place of 
Lord Bardolph, who had his Seat at the Hall, which by 
the Ruins appears to have been a ſumptuous Building, 
Here were two Chauntries, one called our Lady's Chaun- 
try, as belonging to the Altar of St. Mary, this is men- 
tioned in 1306, and was of the yearly Value of 90. 7; d. 
the other to the Altar of St. Margaret, founded in 1437, 
by Sir William Philips, who by marrying the Daughter of 
M 3 Lord 
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Lord Bardolph, was Lord Bardolph in her Right, and 
called Philips's Chauntry : This was for two Priefts to 
pray for his and his Wife's Welfare during their Lives, 
and for their Souls, &c, after their Deceaſe ; it was of 
the yearly Value of 26/7. 4s. 7d. They were both 
granted to Richard Fulmer/ion. The Hall with ſeveral 
Eſtates and the Lordſhip of this Pariſh and the Advowſon 
of the Rectory, have been long in the Family of Rows, 
and are now veſted in Sir Jahn Rous, Bart. Leland ſays, 
« All the Rous's that be in Suffolk, come, as far as I can 
<« learn, out of the Houſe of Rous of Dennington. Divers 
« of the Rous's of this eldeſt Houſe lie in Denningten 
& Church, under flat Stunes. Anthony Raus, now Heir of 
« Dennington Hall, hath much enlarged his Poſſeflions,” 
Leland's Hen. VI. p. 10. 


FRESINGFIELD. Here are, or were ſeveral Manors : 
1. Belonged to Michael de la Pole, who died ſeiſed of it 
12 Richard II. and William de la Pole died ſeiſed of the 
ſame when he was beheaded, 28 Henry VI. 2. A Manor 
which belonged to the Priory of Eye, and was granted 
28 Henry VIII. to Edmund Bedingfield. 3. The Manor 
or Hamlet of Chepenhal, which was given to Bury Abbey 
by one Starting lone, 4. The Manor or Hamlet of Mit- 
ingham, which had anciently a Chapel belonging to it: 
Part of this Lordſhip was given to Bury Abbey, by Thir- 
ketel ; but Part of the Tythes to Eye Priory. It is now 
chiefly of Note for being the Birth-place and Burial- 
place of that truly pious and moſt reverend Dr. William 
Sancroft, Lord Archbiſhop of Canterbury, who had a Seat 
in this Pariſh, and lieth buried in the Church-yard under 
a handſome Monument. — Sancreft, Eſq; a Deſ- 
cendant of the Biſhop's, now reſides in the Family Seat. 
The Advowſon of the Church is, by the Biſhop's Dona- 
tion, in Emanuel College, Cambridge; and the Manors of 
Chevenhall alias Chepenhall, and Lord Hall in Freſing field, 
are now in the Sancreſt Family. 
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Hon AM. Here are, or were three Manors: Harbam- 
Bradacks, late Copleditche, Horbuam- Comitis, and Horham- 
Shermans, late Jernegan's. Sir Hubert Fernegan, who died 
A. D. 1239, had his capital Seat at his Manor of Her- 
iam, Sir Hugh Jernegan his Son, made Stonham Jerne- 


gan the chief Seat of the Family. Sir Peter Fernegan, 
Grandſon of Sir Hugh, whoſe Mother was Heireſs of the 
Fitz-Oſberts of Somerley, made Somerley the chief Seat of 
the Family. All theſe Manors are now ſaid to be in the 
Earl of Leiceſter. 


Hoxx E gives Name to the Hundred, but is more re- 
markable for being the Place where the Danes martyr'd 
Edmund King of the Kaft- Angles, becauſe he would not 
renounce his Faith in Chriſt, by binding him to a Tree, 
and ſhooting him to Death with Arrows : His Death hap- 
pened A. H. 870. His Body was removed to Bun, and 
there buried, A Chapel was built on the Spot where'he 
was ſlain, which was dedicated to him; and afterwards 
improved to a Houſe of Benedictine Monks, as a Cell to 
Nerwick ; it was of the clear Value of 181. 15. per Ann. 
It is now converted into a Farm-houſe ; and that, with the 
Eitate belonging thereto, lately veſted in Jahn Thru/ton, 
Eſq; is now the Eſtate of Lord Maynard, The Hall, the 
Manor, the Rectory, and Advowſon of the Vicarage, be- 
longed to the Biſhops of Norwich ; who uſed frequently 
to reſide here, till the Year 1535; when it was given up 
by Act of Parliament to King Henry VIII. who ſhortly 
after granted them to Sir Robert Southwell, It is now the 
Manſion of the Right Hon. the Lord Maynard. | 

Here is a conſiderable Fair for Cattle, beginning yearly 
on November 20, being St. Edmund's Day. 


KeLsALE near Saxmundham,was anciently the Demeſne 
of John Duke of Norfolk, which he had with the Counteſs 
Mareſchal, as her Portion; till being attainted for ſiding 
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with the Houſe of York againſt Henry Duke of n 
this Manor was given to John de Vere, Earl of 
but it is probable it did not remain long in that Famih, 
for it was in the Duke of Norfoll's Family again A. D. 
1545 ; and his Truſtees preſented to the Church all Queen 
Elizabeth's Reign. In King James the Firſt's Time Sir 
Thomas Holland had it; and in King Charles the Second's 
Reign, John Bence, Eſq. It is now veſted in George Gold- 
ing, Eſq; in Right of his Lady the Heireſs of that Family, 


Ke1s 4 LE-Lodge, did alſo formerly belong to the Dukes 
of Norfolk, and paſſed from them to the Family of Weaken- 
ham, and from them to the Hobart. It is now Sir Jon 
Blois's. 


LAXFIELD. Robert Mallett gave what he had in this 
Place to the Priory of Eye; and a Manor, the Rectory, 
and Adyowſon of the Vicarage were granted as Parcel of 
the Poſſeſſions of that Priory, 28 Henry VIII. to Edmund 
Bedingfield. Another Manor in Laxfield was granted as 
Parcel of the Poſſeſſions of Leiſton Abbey to Charles Duke 
of Suffolk, 28 Henry VIII. Jahn Wingfield obtained 3 
Grant for a Market at Laxfield in King Edward I'Vth's 
Reign; and there are two Fairs here yearly, ay 1ſt, and 
October 13th ; from whence we may ſuppoſe that this 
Place was of more Note formerly, than it is now. The 
Church and Steeple are very beautiful Edifices. There 
were many Legacies in old Wills about the Year 1445, 
given to the Building the Steeple here. The Family of 
Jacobs have long had their Seat in this Town, which is 
now veſted in the Heirs of that Family. 


MinpHAM, is ſituated on both Sides of the River 
WWaveney, taking into its Bounds Part of the Town of Har- 
leon: There was formerly a Chapel in this Church- 
yard, at a little Diſtance from the Church: And in the 


Cuffoſk Fart of this Pariſh, Viliam the Son of * 4 
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Huntingfield founded in King Stephen's Reign a Cluniae 
Priory, dedicated to the Bleſſed Virgin, and ſubordinate 
to Ca/tleacre in Norfolk ; which, at the Diſſolution, was 
granted to Richard Freflon and Ann his Wife. Sir Fobn 
Hward had a Grant of the Manor of Mendbam in Suffolk 
15 Edward IV. which was lately the Eſtate of John Earl 
of Oxford, attainted. And the Manor of Winchenden, in 
this Pariſh, was granted to Richard and William Freſflon, 
1 Edward VI. as Parcel of the Poſſeſſions of the Prior and 
Convent of the Hely Trinity in Ipſwich, who had a Share 
of the Church here by the Gift of Robert the Son of Anger, 
and is now veſted in Cook Freflen, Eſq; who refides in a 
good Seat here. 


MzTFIELD, is ſometimes called a Chapel to Mend- 
hom : The Lordſhip is in / illiam Plumer, Eſq; 


Moxx-SOHAm, fo called becauſe the Monks of Bury 
were Patrons of the ReQory, and had the Manor here by 
the Gift of Alfred, Biſhop of the Ea/t- Angles. It was 
granted 37 Henry VIII. to Anthony Rous, and fold by 
Thomas Nous in 3 Elizabeth, to Lionel Talmach. The 
Manor of Blomviles, or Woedereft- Hall, in this and the 
neighbouring Pariſhes, belonged to Fobn Caldwell, in A. D, 
1460; and is now veſted in Anthony Deqne, Eſq; 


| SaxsTEAD, is the Lordſhip of the Maſter and Fellows 
of Pembroke- Hall, in Cambridge. 


SYLEHAM, In this Pariſh there is a Hamlet called E- 
ſham, in which there was formerly a Chapel. The Magpr 
of Syleham Comitis is now veſted in William Chapman, Eſq; 
this is probably the Manor which belonged to Michael 
and William de la Pole, as mentioned in Dugdale's Baron. 
Roger Bygod had Lands here, by Exchange with Biſhop 
Herbert, which he gave to his Claniac Monks at Thetford, 

upon 285 . 4 Manor in Sylcham (perhaps — 
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which is now called Monts-Hall) was granted to Thom; 
Duke of Norfolk, 32 Henry VIII. Henry Fernegan, Eq; 
who died A. D. 1619, had a Manor in Sylebam; but 
which of theſe it was, does not appear, In this Pariſh is 
the Seat of Lamb Barry, Eſq; 


fl SouTHOLT, is but a Kind of Hamlet and Chapel of 
il Eaſe to H/orlingworth, and ſeems to have belonged to. Bun 
Abbey, as that did. 


STRADBROAK, is a conſiderable and large Village. 
There is a Patent granted by King Henry III. for a Mar- 
ket here on Fridays, but it hath long been diſuſed; but 
the Fair on Sept. 21, is kept up. Here are two Manors, 
1ſt. Schelton's, in which John de Schelton had a Chapel, 
which was inſtituted to for about 150 Years, viz. from 
the Year 1306, to the Year 1455. 2. A Manor which 
Michael de la Pole died ſeiſed of 12 Richard II. William 
de la Pole died ſeiſed of it 28 Henry VI. and Thomas Lord 
Howard and Ann his Wife, probably had this granted to 
them A. D. 1511. Robert Grofthead, Biſhop of Lencatn, 
was a Native of this Pariſh ; he died in 1253: He was a 
Man of good Learning, the Age conſidered, {faith Lam- 
bart) and was ſuch an Adverſary to the unholy Proceed- 
ings of Pope Innocent IV. that, after his Death, the holy 
Father conſulted to have him taken up, and burnt. 
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TAN NNO TON. Here the Family of the Dadet have 
long had their Seat in a good Manſion, now veſted in 
the Relict of Dr. Dade. 


WETHERSDALE. The Patronage of this Church is in 
Emanuel College, Cambridge; and it is held with Fre- 
Jingfield. | 


WEyYBREAD. Oliver de Ingham died 18 Edward III. 
ſeiſed of the Manor of Weybread, in Suffolk, The m_ 
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of this Church is Philips Coleman, Eſq; of Ipſtwicb, who 
is likewiſe Lord of the Manor. 


W1LBY. John Nevil Marquis Montague, had a Grant 
of the Manor of Milly, 8 Edward IV. It was Part of the 
{Vingfield's Eſtate, and doth now belong to the Earl of 
Rochford. Here is alſo a Manor called Ruffels, in Milly, 


belonging to William Stane, Eſq; 


WINGFIELD, was ſometime the Eſtate of Richard de 
Brews, who had a Grant for a Fair here 3 Edward III. 
or 1328; but more anciently it belonged to a Family 
who took their Name from it, and were in great Reputa- 
tion here for many Ages: In After-times they had their 
Habitation at Letheringham and Eaſten, in the Hundred 
of Loes. It is ſaid, that in the Reign of Henry VIII. 
there were eight or nine Knights at the ſame time, all 
Brothers, and two Knights of the Garter of this Family. 
That noble old Building called //ingfield-Caft/e, was the 
Seat of this Family before the Norman Conqueſt, as appears 
by an ancient Pedigree now in that Family. It was for 
a long time and till lately veſted in the Family of the 
Catalynes. The Lady of the late Sir Charles Turner, Bart. 
was the Relict of Sir Nevil Catalyne, after whoſe Death it 
deſcended to the Heirs of Thomas Leman, of IV/:nhafton, 
Eſq; in whom it now is. 

At the South weſt Corner of the Church-yard the Exe- 
cutors of Sir Jahn Wingfield erected a College about the 
Year 1362, for a Provoſt or Maſter, and ſeveral Prieſts : 
It was dedicated to St. Mary, St. ohm Baptiſt, and St. An- 
drew, and was valued at the Suppreſſion at 50/. 3s. 54 d. 
and was granted by K. Edw.VI. to the Biſhop of Norwich, 
probably in exchange for ſome Manor taken from him.

Biſhop Alfric gave this Lordſhip 
and Church to Bury Abbey ; and the Manor and Advow-

e SME RE Hundred is bounded on the 

Eaft, by the Hundred of Hoxne; on the Ve, by 
Blackbourn; on the North, by the River Haveney, which 
parts it from Norfolk ; and, on the South, by the Hundreds 


of Boſmere, Claydon and Stow. It contains the following 
Pariſhes, 


AsSPALL, is fituated at the Head of the River Dehen : 
The Hall was formerly the Seat of the noble Family of 
Brooks, Lords Cobham : Edmund Brock Lord Cobham, died 
29 May, 4 Edward IV. ſeiſed of the Manors of Herde- 
burgh and Aſpall, in Com. Suff. but this laſt is now veſted 
in the Rev. Mr. Chevalier, who hath his Seat here. The 
Church ſeems to have belonged firſt to the Prior and 
Convent of Caftleacre, and to have come afterwards to the 
Prior and Convent of Butley ; for the Impropriation was 
granted as Parcel of the Poſſeſſions of Butley, to Francis 
Framlingbam, 34 Henry VIII. but Sir Charles Gawdy ge- 
nerouſly ſettled it upon the Miniſter for the Time being 
for ever. 


 BacrToxn, was the Lordſhip and Demeſne of the Biſhop 
of Norwich till about the Year 1535, when it was given 
up to King Henry VIII. who, probably, granted it to the 
Duke of Norfolk ; for A. D. 1558, the Duke of Norfolk 
conveyed the Manors of Bacon and Cotton to Sir John 
Tyrell, of Gipping, in exchange for the Manor of Banbam 
in Norfolk. Here is now a neat Manſion built by George 
Pretyman, Eſq; and is now the Seat f *

In the Year 1739 Henry Howard died in this Pariſh, aged 
Ninety-five Y ears, whoſe Wife bare him a Daughter in 
the Fiſty-eighth Year of her Age. 


BoTESDALE, or BOTULPHSDALE, is a long Tho- 
rough-fare Town; but the greater Part of the Houſes, 
altho' ſo called, ſtand in Rickengale inferior; the Mo- 
ther Church to Boteſdale, is Redgrave. There is a Market 
Weekly on Thurſday, which was granted to the Abbey 
of Bury, as Lord of Redgrave with Boteſdale, and Gifling- 
ham. (See Redgrave.) There is alſo a Fair yearly on 
Holy Thurſday ; but by the Charter of Henry III. by whom 
it was granted, it is to be held on the Eve and Day of 
St. Botulph, viz. May 17 and 18. 

Here is a free Grammar School, founded by Sir N- 
cholas Bacon about the Year 1576, and eſtabliſhed by 
Queen Elizabeth's Letters-Patent. The Maſter and Uſhes 
are to be elected out of Bennet College Cambridge, where 
Sir Nicholas was educated ; and there is 20/. per Aunum 
given by Sir Nicholas to the ſaid College for ſix Scholars 
out of the ſaid School, It is ſaid Archbiſhop Temmſon, 
dy his laſt Will, gave ſix Pounds yearly to theſe fix 
Scholars. At the Eaſt-end of the School-Houſe was for- 
merly a Chauntry, built by Jobn Sheriff, for the Benefit 
of his and his Wife's Soul; in which the School is now 
kept. ; 


BrxxriswoRTH. Sir Robert de Sacvill had the Lordſhips 
of Breiſworth, Cotton and Brachford, in Suffolk, in the 
Time of Henry I. probably Breifworth, Cotton, and Brock- 
ford. Earl Cornwallis has this Lordſhip and Advowſon 
now. 


Broome. Here is a fine old Manſion, which has long 
ſinoe been the Seat of the noble Family of Cornwallis. 
This Family has furniſhed the State with many worthy 
and reſpectable Men. Sir John Cornwallis, of Broome- 
Hall, 
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Hall, was knighted for his Courage and Conduct at the 
Siege of Marlaix in Britany; and was made Steward of 
the Houſhold to Prince Edward, who was afterwards 
King Edward VI. His Son Sir Thomas being High- Sheriff 
of Norfalk and Suffolk in the laſt Year of Edward VI. 
raiſed conſiderable Forces againſt the Oppoſers of Queen 
Mary's Title, and by their Aſſiſtance, ſet her on the 
Throne of her Anceſtors : He was promoted by Queen 
Mary to be Privy Counſellor, Treaſurer of Callice, and 
Comptroller of her Houſhold. A ſecond Sir Thomas Corn- 
wallis was Ambaſſador to the King of Spain in the Reign 
of James I. and Mr. Cottington, afterwards Lord Cotting- 
ton, was his Secretary: From him deſcended Frederick 
Cormuallis of Broome, who was created a Baronet 4 May, 
1627 : He ſuffered much in the great Rebellion by the 
Sequeſtration of his Eſtate, and the Impriſonment of his 
Perſon : He attended the King in all his Wars; and in 
particular at the Battle of Copredy- Bridge, againſt Sir 
IVilliam aller, he reſcued a General Officer, who was 
fallen into the Hands of the Rebels. King Charles II. in 
reward of his Merit, not only made him "Treaſurer of his 
Houſhold, Comptroller and Privy Counſellor, but created 
him a Baron of this Realm in 1661, by the Stile of Lord 
Cormuallis, of Eye, To him ſucceeded Charles Lord Corn- 
wallis, who was one of the Lords of the Admiralty, and 
Lord Lieutenant of the County of Set in the Reign of 
King William III. His Son Charles Lord Cornwallis was 
Poſtmaſter-General of England, and Paymaſter of the 
Army in the Reign of King GeorgeI. He left nine Sons 


and one Daughter: His eldeſt Son Charles was by his 


late Majeſty King George II. advanced to the Dignity of 
an Earl, by the Style of Lord Viſcount Broome and Earl 
Cornuallis, and was in the Reign of King George III. 
Conſtable of the Tower of Londen, and one of his Ma- 
jeſty's moſt Honourable Privy Council ; and the fine old 
Seat, together with the Lordſhip of Broome, is now veſted 
in his Son the preſent Ear! Cornwallis, There 
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There were formerly two Medieties in the Church of 
PBrazme 3 the Prior of Thetford was Patron of one, and 
Mr. Calthorp Patron of the other. They were conſoli- 
dated A. D. 1448, and Earl Cornwallis preſents, 


BROCKFORD. See before Brerſworth. Some Part of 
his formerly belonged to Bury Abbey. It is a Hamlet 
of Methering ſent. 


BuRGATE, formerly the Lordſhip of Sir William de 
Burgate, who reſided in this Pariſh, and lies buried under 
a very good Tomb in the Chancel. This Lordſhip, and 
aſo the Advowſon of the Church, are now veſted in 


Rowland Holt, Eſq. 


Cor rox. William de la Pole died ſeiſed of this Manor 
28 Henry VI, It came afterwards to the Duke of Norfolk, 
who, A. D. 1558, aſſigned it to Sir John Tyrell. 


The Country hereabouts ſeems to be remarkably 
healthy, if we may judge by the Longevity of the Inha- 
bitants ; for in the Year 1739, the Widow of one Dr. 
Ellis, a Practitioner in Phyſick, died in the Ninety-fifth 
Year of her Age; and, ſince that, one Moods died in this 
Pariſh, aged One Hundred and Two Years. 


Eve, is fituated in a Bottom, and is a Town Corpo- 
rate, governed by two Bailiffs, ten principal Burgeſſes, 
and twenty-four Common Council-men : It enjoys divers 
Privileges now, but they were more extenſive formerly ; 
they are ſaid to have reached even to the Gates of York. 
It ſends two Members to Parliament, is ſaid to have been 
a Borough before the Reign of King John, and to be 
called in old Writings the Town and Borough of hie; 
but it did not fend Members to Parliament before the 
13th Year of Queen Elizabeth, This Town is improved 
in its Buildings of late Years, but from its Situation it is 

2 dirty. 
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dirty. There is a ſmall Market Weekly on Saturgeyt, 
and one Fair Yearly on Whitſon- Monday. 

Robert Mallet, a Norman Baron, whoſe Father came in 
with the Conqueror, obtained of him the Lordſhip of Eye, 
with all the Appendages of it : He being poſleſſed of this 
Lordſhip built the Caſtle here, near the Weſt-end of the 
Church; ſome of the ruinous Walls of which are ſtill to 
de ſeen. But this Robert was deprived of the Lordſhip 
and Honor of Eye by Henry J. and it was given by him 
to Stephen Earl of Bologne, who was afterwards King of 
England. He left it to his natural Son; but, he dying 
without Heirs, it reverted to the Crown. Richard1. gave 
it to Henry the fifth Earl of Brabant and Lorain ; yet it 
was in the King's Hands 9 Edward II. and fo continued, 
until Zdward III. granted it to John of Eltham, Earl of 
Cornwall ; but he dying without Iſſue, the ſame King 
granted it to Robert de Ufford, whom he had lately made 
Earl of Suffolk, The Honor and Manor of Eye Sokemere 
belongs now, but. nat in that vaſt Extent which Robert 
Mallet had it in, to the Right Hon. Earl Cornwallis, There 
is alſo another conſiderable Manor in this Town, called 
Netherhall in Eye, belonging to Sir John Rows, Bart. and 
another Manor called Eye Priory, belonging to ———, 

On the Eaſt- ſide of the Town appear the Ruins of 2 
Benediftine Monaſtery, founded by the ſaid Robert Mallet, 
who gave it to the Church of St. Peter in Eye, with divers 
other Churches, Lands, &c. No ſooner were the Foun- 
dations of this Houſe laid, than it found conſiderable Be- 
nefactors; for Ranulph de Glanville, one of the Barons (fo 
Lords of Manors were then called) of Robert Mallet, Chief 
Lord of the Honor of Eye, gave it his Houſe in Fateh. 
Hubert de Monchenſy gave about the ſame time, his own 
Houſe in the ſame Place. William Earl of Bologhe con- 
firmed to theſe Monks the Lordſhip of Acol, (we ſuppoſe 
Occold) and Stoke. In the Reign of King Stephen all theſe 
Benefactions were confirmed to this — 
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Curſe upon the Violators of them. This Monaſtery was 
a: firſt an alien Monaſtery, ſubordinate to the Abbey of 
Bernay in Normandy, whoſe Abbots were the Patrons of 
this at Eye 3 and in token of their Dominion, during the 
Vacaticy of a Prior, they uſed to place a Porter at the 
Gate, to be maintained out of the Houſe ; and who, at 
the Inſtalment of the next Prior, was to receive Fire Shil- 
lings to buy him an Ox. But it was made Deniſon by 
King Richard IT. and granted at the Diſſolution, when it 
was valued at 161. 2s, 34d. clear of Repriſes, to 
Charles Duke of Suffolk. This is alſo now the Eſtate of 
the Right Hon. Eatl Cormuallis. 


FivninGHAM-#Hall, is the Seat and Lordſhip of Ed- 
word Frere, Eſq. Here is a conſiderable Fair for Cattle, 
beginning every Year on Auguſt 24. 


GISsLINGHAM. The Manor-Seat called Swatſal- Hall, 
was lately re-built by Charles Beddingfield, Eſq; but Part 
of the Lands in this Pariſh bold of the Manor of Ruſtes 
and Fenneys, which belong to Rowland Holt, Eſq. There 
is a School here. 


MEeLL1s, is the Lordſhip of Rowland Holt, Eſq. 


MxinpLESHAM, is a dirty Town; for which Hugh 
Fitz-Otho procured the Privilege of a Market and Fair 
from King Edward IJ. The Market is on Tueſday Week- 
ly, and the Yearly Fair on September 21. The Lordſhip 
of this Town has for ſome time been veſted in the Family 
of Duke, and now belongs to Edmund Tyrell, Eſq. King 
IWilliam Rufus gave the Church of Mendleſham with An- 
dreſion, to the Abbot and Convent of Battel in Suſſex, who 
had the Impropriation and Advewſon of the Vicarage until 
the Diſſolution. 


N OAkTEx. 
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Oak TRX. Here were formerly two Churches and Pa. 
riſhes; Great Oalley, dedicated to St. Nicholas; and Littl 
Oakley, dedicated to St. Andrew : They were conſolidated 
27 OR. 1449. The Lordſhip is in Earl Cornwallis, 


Occorp. The Manor of Occolde belongs to Milton 
Edgar, Eſq; alſo here are two other Manors belonging 
to the Mahn Family. 


PALGRAVE. The Lordſhip of the Abbot of Buy, 
given thereto by Earl Molſſtan, and others. In the Weſt 
Part of this Pariſh was a Chapel of St. John Baptift, ſub- 
ordinate to the Abbey of Bury, where five ſecular Prieſts 
had their Reſidence, and ſaid Maſs daily. The Manon 
of Palgrave and Fenhouſe in this Pariſh, are now veſted in 
Earl Corimuallis. 


REDLINGFIELD, is chiefly memorable for a Monaſtery 
of Benediftine Nuns, founded by Manaſſes de Gratis Eail 
of Gwiſnes, and Emma his Wife, A. D. 1120, and en- 
dowed by them with the Manor of this. Pariſh, This 
Houſe was valued upon the Diſſolution at 67 J. x44. It 
was granted 28 Henry VIII. to Edmund Beddingfield, which 
Family enjoyed it till it was fold to John Ii illi, Eſq; 
who now hath it. 


REDGRAYE, was anciently the Lordſhip of the Abbot 
of Bury, to whom it was given by Ulftetel Earl of Eaft- 
England. It was granted by Henry VIII. in the laſt Year 
of his Reign to Thomas Darcy, from whom it came ſhott- 
ly into the Family of the Bacons. Sir Nicholas Bacon, 
Lord-Keeper, made it his Seat; and his Deſcendant Sir 
Nicholas Bacon, of Redgravi, was created by K. James I. 
che firſt Baronet in England, 22 June, 1611, The late 
Sir Edmund Bacon removed to Garboldiſham in Norfolk, 
and fold this Eſtate to Sir John Holt, Lord Chief Juſtice 
of the King's-Bench ; in whoſe Family it now is, being 

7 . , the 
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the Seat of Rowland Holt, Eſq; one of the Repreſentatives 
in Parliament for this County. 

Thomas Ialſey Chaplain, afterwards the famous Car- 
dinal and Archbiſhop of York, was inſtituted to the Rec- 
tory of Redgrave, 8 Fune 1506, upon the Preſentation of 
the Abbot and Convent of Bury. This Church, for beau- 
tiful Monuments, may vie with that of any other Village 
in England. There are ſeveral to the Memory of the 
ancient and honourable Family of the Bacons ; particularly 
in the Right-Iſle is the Effigies of Sir Nicholas Bacon and 
his Lady, raiſed on a Tomb, which for Beauty of Marble 
1s very fine. In the Chancel is the Effigies of Lord Chief 
Juſtice Holt, ſitting in his Chair and dreſſed in his Robes, 
which, as it is ſaid, colt 1500 /, ; 

Near this Pariſh is Lopham Gate, where is a great na- 
tural Curioſity ; for two Springs riſe, one on each Side of 
the Gate ; and one of theſe running Eaſtward forms the 
River J/aveney, which emptieth itſelf at Yarmouth ; the 
other running Weſtward forms the little Ouſe, which 
emptieth itſelf into the Sea at Zyzn. But the chief Spring- 
head of the Ouſe riſes at W/hattisfield, and joins this Spring 
about a Mile Weſt from Lopham Gate. 


RICcKINGALE-ſuperior. The Manor of Facon's Hall in 
this Pariſh, is now veſted in Rowland Halt, Eſq; 


RisHANOLES. The Manor and Advowſon of the Rec- 

tory belonged to the Nunnery of Redlingfield, and were 
granted as Parcel of the Poſſeſſions of that Houſe to 
Willam Honing and Nicholas Cutler, 4 and 5 Philip and 
Mary. They now belong to the Right Honourable 
Lord Orwell. 


STOKE-Aſh. This Manor was given to the Priory of 
Eye by the Founder, and granted 28 Henry VIII. to Ed- 
mund Bedingfield. Thomas Tyrel Bokenham, Eſq; hath the 


Manor now. Another Manor here, called Stoke- Hall, 
k N 2 with 
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with Thorpe, late in Charles Killegrew, Eſq; is now veſted 
in John Major, Eſq. 


STusTON. The Hall is a good old Seat, and did be- 
long to the knightly Family of the Caftletons ; after that 
to the Mariots ; then it was purchaſed by Samuel Traurſe, 
Eſq; and the Truſtees of the ſaid Samuel are now Lords 
of the Manor of Hugh Margarets, and Earl Cornuallis 
is Lord of Boylands Beauchamps, and Faucons. The Manor 
of Faucons in Stuſton, was granted as Part of the Poſleflions 
of the Nuns of Flixton to Fohn Eyre, 36 Hen. VIII. and molt 
of this Village was Church-Land before the Reformation, 
The middle Part of the Hall was built by Biſhop Nix, the 
two Wings are of later Date. There was an Oratory on 
the North-ſide of the Chancel, dedicated to St. Katharine; 
and the Field adjoining Northward to the Church-yard 
called Golds, was tied for the Payment of Three Shilling; 
yearly, to ſupply the Lamp of the Virgin Mary with Oil. 


'THORNDON. Edmund Earl of Corntual died ſeiſed 29 
Edward I. and Robert de Ufford died ſeiſed of the Manor 
of Thorndene 43 Edward Ill. William de la Poke had it 
when he was put to Death, 28 Henry VI. It is now 
veſted in Rowland Holt, Eſq; and hath Juriſdiction of 
Courts-Leet within the Pariſhes of Occolt, Riſhangles, and 
Appel. 


THoRNHAaM-Magna, late the Lordſhip of Charles 
Killegrew, Eſq; deſcended from the famous K:llegrew in 
the Time of King Charles the Second. This Eſtate, and 


a good Seat there are now veſted in John Major, Eſq; 
Member for Scarborough. 


THOR NHAMeParvua. 
THRANDISTON. This Place in former Accounts has 


decn miſtaken for Thzr/ton in Thedwa/tre Hundred, called 
ancietuly 
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anciently Thurſtangſlon (ſee the Account there). For 
Hrandiſion Fair is on the Feaſt of St. Margaret, and not 
KSt. Mary Magdalene, which was the Day of the Fair 
granted to Thur flaneflon. I illiam Smith, of Thetford, 
tic! poſſeſſed of the Manor of J/elbolmes in Thrandifton, 
A. D. 1622; and the Hall in this Pariſh doth now be- 
eng to Sheppard Frere, Eſq; the Grandſon of Tana 
Smith, 


TuwAlTE. This Village was honoured with the Re- 
lidence of the Family of Reeve. Sir George Wright, alias 
Herve, was created a Baronet 22 Jan. 1661. This Fa- 
mily is extinct; but the Manor and Eſtate were lately 
veſted in John Sheppard, Eſq; whe married the Counteſs 
Dowager of Leicgſter, a Daughter of Sir Robert Reeve, 
Bart, The Lady of Sir Samuel Prime has this Eſtate 
for her Life, and the Reverſion is in John Shepherd, of 
Campſey- Aſh, Eq. Here are two Fairs, one on 20 > June, 
the other November 1 5. 


WeEsTHORP. Robert de Blund had this when Domeſ- 
day Survey was taken. William de Ellingham, or Elmham, 
bad the Grant of a Market and Fair here 46 Edward III. 
or 1371. Sir William de Elmham, Knt. died poſſeſſed of 
this Manor, A. D. 1403, and left it to his Wife Elizabeth, 
who died here in 1419, and was buried by her Huſband 
in Bury Abbey. William de la Pole died ſeiſed of the Ma- 
nor of Mſborp-Hall, when he was beheaded 28 Hen. VI. 
or 1448. By the Ruins of this Hall it ſeems to have 
deen a noble Structure, and it was afterwards granted to 
Charles Brandon, Duke of Suffolk. This Eſtate has been 
for a long time in the Family of the Sheltons, from whom 
it paſſed to Thomas Tayler, Eſq; and is now veſted in 
John Reilly, Eſq. 


WEzTHERINGSETT, The Lordſhip of this Town did 
anciently belong to the Biſhop or Church of Zh, given to 
N 3 St. 
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St. Etheldred in Edward the Confeſſor's Time by Thurſtan, 
but now it belongs to the Right Hon. Lord Mayzerd. 
Richard Hackluyt, Prebendary of W:/ftminſter, who wrote 
Engliſh Voyages, &c. in 1598, was Rector of thi 
Church, 


W1ICcKHAM-SK EITH. Robert de Sackville, Lord of this 
Place, gave the Manor to St. John's Abbey in Colcheſter, 
in the Time of Henry I. and the ſaid Manor with the 
ReQory and Advowſon of the Vicarage were granted as 
Parcel of the Poſſeſſion of that Abbey to Richard Freſftin, 
34 Henry VIII. The Manor of Wickham-Hall, with the 
Rectory and Advowſon of the Vicarage, are now veſted 
in Sir Armine M oodbouſe, Bart. in Right of his Lady, who 
was a Daughter of the late Sir Edmund Bacon, of Garbol- 
diſham : And the Farm called the Abbey, was in the Har- 
veys, by whom it was fold to Richard Canning, of Ipſwich, 
Eſq; in 1716 ; and now continues in his Heirs, 


WorTHam,. A. D. 1272, Giles de Wacheſham had this 
Manor, and Hugo de Creping held Part of Blomviles in 
Deopham Norfolk, of the ſaid Giles, as of the Manor of 
Wortham in Suffolk. A. D. 1358, Sir Robert de Wacheſham 
had the Manor and the Advowſon of one Mediety of the 
Church. 


One Manor here called Hortham, late the bots, is 
now veſted in Rowland Holt, Eſq; and another Manor 
called Fortham-Hall, in Edmund Fenney, Eſq. The Ad- 
vowſon of the Church of Wortbam is in Moicties ; one of 
which was lately in Barnaby Gibſon, Eſq; who fold it to 
Mr. Holt, who before was poſſeſſed of the other Moiety. 


WyvERSTON. Gilbert de Bland had this Lordſhip in 
the Time of William the Conqueror. William de la Pole 
died ſeiſed of it 28 Henry VI. The Tenants of this

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Manor enjoy ſeveral Privileges, ſaid to be granted by the 
Dukes of Suffolt. It is now veſted in the Right Rev.

DzBENHAmn, is fo called from the River Deben, which 
riſes near it. The Country round this Town is very deep 
and dirty, but the Town itſelf is clean, ſtanding on a 
riſing Hill, The Church is a good Building. Sir Robert 
Hitcham, by his Will, ordered that Twenty poor Chil» 
dren of the Pariſh of Debenham, ſhould be taught at his 
School at Framlingham; which being impoſlible, an Or- 
dinance was obtained from Oliver Cromwell, for a School 
and Maintenance of a Schoolmaſter at Debenham, out of 
the Eſtate of the ſaid Sir Robert Hitcham. In conſequence 
whereof 201. per Ann. was appointed for a Maſter at De- 
' benham. Here is a mean Market on Fridays, and a Fair 
June 24. FS 

The Manor, Impropriation and Advowſon of the Vi- 
carage did belong to the Priory of Butley, and were granted 
by Henry VIII. A. D. 1542, to Francis Framlingham; 
from whom they came about the Year 1600 to the Gaudys, 
who had their Seat at Crows-Hall, in this Pariſh. Sir 
Charles Gaudy, of Crows-Hall was created a Baronet 20 
April 1661, From the Gaudys they came by Purchaſe

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to Toba Pitt, Eſq; and from the Pitts by Purchaſe like- 
wiſe to James Bridges, of Bealings, Eſq; who now pol- 
ſelles them.

Bridges hath alſo the contiguous Manors of Scot-

Abe Prior and Convent of Ely had Poſſeſſions here in 
the Time of Edward the Confeſſor. 

Beſides the Manors before-mentioned, here are alſo 
two others, Ulverſton-Hall and Sacivyl's, which the Cor-, 
poration of Ipſuich hold by the Will of Henry Tooley (who 
died in 1551) for charitable Uſes, 


Fx Aus DEN. Roger de Montealto or Monthalt, paid a 

- Fine to {pſwich in King Jaln's Time, for Freedom from 
Toll for his Villains in Framſden; and Roger Mantealte 
died 25 Edward I. ſeiſed of the Manor of Framſdm in 
Suffolk, leaving his Brother Robert his Heir ; who, far 
want of Iſſue, ſettled this Manor 1 Edw. III. upon /abel, 
Mother to the King, for Life; and, after her Deceaſe, to 
7:bn Eltham, Brother to the King, and his Heirs for ever. 
The Church was impropriated about 20 Edward III. to 
the Minorefles without Aldgate, London. They both be- 
long to the Right Hon. the Earl of Dyſart. Here is 2 
Yearly Fair upon Aſcenſian - Day. 


PeTTAUGH, This Manor belonged formerly to Leifon- 
Abhey, and was granted 28 Henry VIII. to Charles Bran- 
dm Duke of Suffolk. It is now, with the Advowſon of 


the Church, veſted in Bennet, of Bath, Eſq;

Wins rox. One Manor and the Improgeiation of this 
Church, with the Advowſon of the Vicarage belongeth 
to the Dean and Chapter of Ely.

HE Hundred of Stow is bounded on the North 
by Hartiſmere; on the Wet by Blackbourn and 

Thredwaſtre ; on the South and Eafl by Corfird, 
Beſmere, and Claydon Hundreds. 


BuxXHALL, was the Eſtate of Bartho. de Burgberſb, 23 
Edward III. It is moſt remarkable as the Birth - place of 
Sir William Coppinger, Lord-Mayor of London, A. D. 
1512. At his Death he gave half his Eftate to charitable 
Uſes, and half to his Relations, who lived here in plen- 
tiful Circumſtances, 


Comss, in 43 King Edward IIl. was the Lordſhip of 
Robert de Cord; then it came into the Family of Mil- 
loughbys Lords of Ereſby ; and from them to Charles Bran- 
don Duke of Suffolk, who married the Heireſs of the other 
Family: It came afterwards into the Poſſeſſion of the 
Dandys. It was for ſome Time the Seat of the Bridgmans. 
William Bridgman (Son of the Right Rev. the Lord Biſhop 
of Cheſter, who was Brother of Sir Orlando, Keeper of the 
Great Seal in the Reign of King Charles II.) was Clerk 
of the Council in the Reigns of King Charles II. King 
James II. King William and Queen Mary. His Son 
Orlando Bridgman, Eſq; rebuilt the Hall ; which, after 
his Death, was fold to Mr. Crowley; and by his Heirs 
not long ſince pulled down. 

Another Manor here was granted to Dartford Nun- 
nery; and afterwards in 35 King Henry VIII. to Sir 

Richard Greſham, Knt. 
| CHILTON, 
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Cuil rox, is now a Hamlet of Stow. 


CrEETING St. Peter, or W:/t-Creeting, is a Rectory 
in this Hundred : The three other Creetings are in the 
Hundred of Boſmere. The Manor and Advowſon of this 
Church were very lately veſted in the Heirs of Mr. 
Glover, of Froflenden ; and the Manor is now veſted in 


Mr. Brograve, See Hundred of Boſmere and Claydan. 


DacwoRTH, is a Hamlet of Newton. William Lord 
Furnival married Themaſine, Daughter of Sir Jahn de 
Dagworth, and thereby obtained this Manor; he died 
ſeiſed of it 6 Richard II. Thomas Nevil, Brother to Raiph 
Earl of WW:ftmorland, having married Joan the Heir of 
the ſaid Lord Furnival, had Livery of this Manor 7 Ric. II. 
and William de la Pole died ſeiſed of it 28 Henry VI. 


Exxixo, or IxNING, a Village ſituated in the very 
utmoſt Bounds of this County towards Cambridgeſhire, is 
with Newmarket reckoned in this Hundred of Stow. It 
was formerly of greater Note than it is at preſent. It is 
faid, here Ethelreda Daughter of King Ama, was born. 
Here Ralph Earl of the Ea/t-Angles conſpired againſt 
William the Conqueror; and from hence Harvey, firſt 
Biſhop of Ely made a Way to EH; and in digging thro? 
Devil's Dyke near Ixning ſome Pieces of ancient Coins 
were found ; but now it is a Town of no Note. King 
William Rufus gave the Church of Exelinges, in the Dio- 
ceſe of Norwich, to the Abbey of Batte! in Suſſex ; and 
the Rectory and Advowſon of the Vicarage of £xning in 
Suffolk were granted to the Dean and Chapter of Canter- 
bury 33 Henry VIII. as Part of the Poſſeſſions of Battel 
Abbey. Elizabeth, the Wife of FJobn Lord Comyn, and 
afterwards the Wife of Richard Talbot, being one of the 
Heirs of Audemere de Valence, 18 Edward II. as her Pur- 
party, inter alia, had the Manor of Ixning in Suffolk. 


Great 
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Great FIxBOROUOR. The Deſcendants of 
Glanvile gave Poſſeſſions here to the Prior and Convent 
of Butley, who had the Rectory and Advowſon of the 
Vicarage till the Diſſolution; but A. D. 1 559, they were 
granted to the Biſhop of Ely, in Exchange. The Manor 
was 3 Edward Il. in Ralph Lord Pipard. William Wl. 
laſton, Eſq; hath a fine Seat in this Pariſh, which hath 
been greatly improved by him, 


Little FixBoRouGH. This Church was impropriated 
to Bricet Priory, and given with that to King's College, 
Cambridge. 


G1PPING, is a Hamlet of Newton; it hath its Name 
from its Situation near the Riſe of one of thoſe Springs, 
which form the River Grppen. It is chiefly noted for be- 
ing the Reſidence of the Family of Tyrell. They are 
deſcended from Sir Walter Tyrell, Knt. who held the 
Lordſhip of Langham in Eſſex, at the Time of the general 
Survey. William Tyrell, of Gipping, was the ſecond Son 
of Sir Walter Tyrell, who was the eighth Knight in a 
lineal Deſcent from Sir Malter firſt named. He waz the 
Father of James Tyrell, Captain of Guiſnes in France, in 
the Reign of King Henry VII. and from him is deſcended 
the preſent Proprietor of Gipping, now a Minor. 


HAls rox, or HARLESTON. The Manor and Advow- 
ſon of the Rectory were granted, as Parcel of the Poſſeſ- 
ſions of Butley Priory, to Charles Viſcount Life, 31 
Henry VIII. 


HavcHLEY, is varioufly written in old Records: 
Near the Church are the Remains of a very ftrong Caſtle, 
which was, moſt probably, a Saxon Work, It is of a Fi- 
gure inclining to a Square, fortified with a deep Ditch or 
Moat, and (except on the North · ſide) a Rampire propor - 

tionable, 
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tionable, and till entire. Towards the North upon a 
high artificial Hill, ſurrounded alſo with a deep Moat, and 
of ſteep Aſcent, ſtood the Keep, or ſtrong Tower ; the 
Foundation of which, now remaining, is of great Thick- 
neſs, and in a manner circular. On the Weſt- part is a 
pretty large Spot of Ground, in Form reſembling an ob- 
long Square, which ſeems to have been an Out-work of 
the Caltle 3 the Eaſt-fide thereof abuts upon the Moats 
beſorementioned, and is ſomewhat irregular. The North 
and Weſt Sides are rectangular, and encompaſſed with a 
leſſer Moat z as was, perhaps, the South-end, or Side; 
tho” there is now no appearance of it. The Ground 
which theſe ſeveral Works take up, and the Areas they in- 
cloſe, amount in the whole to upwards of ſeven Acres. 
This, without doubt, was called Hageneth-Caſtle, which 
vas in the Cuſtody of Ralph de Broc, and was demoliſhed by 
Ribert Earl of Leice/ler, 13 OR. 1173, (See Fornham, in 
Thedwaſtre.) This Caſtle afterwards belonged to the 
4 Uffords, Earls of Suffolk; the laſt of whom is ſaid to 
have died ſeiſed of it 43 Edward III, The prefent 
Proprietor is Richard Ray, Efq. 

The Manor and Park were the Eſtate of Charles Brandon 
Duke of Suffolk, and came to the Crown by Purchaſe or 
Exchange with him. Afterwards they were granted to Sir 
John Sulyard, of Wetherden. (See p. 193.) The Manor 
is very large and extenſive : The Lord of it had for- 
merly a Juriſdiction of Oyer and Terminer, trying all 
Cauſes in his own Court. At a Court bolden 15 Edw. IV. 
the Lands, Tenements, &c. of John Buxton of Stow, 
were ſeiſed; for that he had vexed one William Turner 
by the Writ of our Lord the King, contrary to the ancient 
Cuſtom of the Manor, that no Tenant ſhould proſecute 
any other Tenant, in any Court ſaving this. And there 
are other like Inſtances, fo late as the eleventh Year 
of Queen Elizabeth. | 

At another Court in the ſame Year it was ordered, that 
the Abbot of Hales in Glouce/terſoire, to whom the Pa- 

riſhes 
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riſhes of Haug hley and Shelland were impropriated, ſhould 
ere a new Pair of Gallows in Luberlow-Field in Haughley, 
under the Penalty of Forty Shillings. And, in the 8th 
Year of King Edward IV. William Baxteyn held certain 
Lands by the Service of finding a Ladder for the Lords 
Gallows. 

This was an ancient Market-Town, out of the Ruins 
of which Stow ſeems to have riſen. For in 3 Edward IV. 
William Hoxon of Stow, was fined, for lying in wait near 
the Town of Haughley, and buying Chickens, Eggs, Cc. 
And in 31 Henry VIII. the Butchers of Stow were amerced 
35. 44. becauſe they fold the Meat out of the Market on 
a Market-day, contrary to the Cuſtom of this Manor, 
In the Year following the Amercement was advanced to 
Gs. 8 d. but the Market hath been long diſuſed. Here 
is a Fair Yearly on Auguſt 15, being the Aſſumption of 
the Virgin Mary; to whom the Church is dedicated. 


New-MARKErT, at the Extremity of the County, is 
a well-built Thorough- fare Town, conſiſting chiefly of 
one long Street, fo ſituated that the North-ſide of the 
Street is in Suffolk, and the Sauth- ſide in Cambridgeſtire. 
There are two Churches, St. Mary's in Suffolk, and All- 
Saints in Cambridgeſhire. His Majeſty hath a Houſe here 
for his Reſidence during the Races; and there are many 
good modern Houſes built by Noblemen and Gentlemen, 
who delight in Horſe-courſing, and ſometimes condeſcend 
to countenance that Sport with their Preſence. 


There are two annual Fairs, one on the Tueſday in 
bitſun-Week; the other Ofober 28. Here is alſo a 
good Market on Tueſdays ; and a Free-School, which was 
endowed by King Charles II. The Town is ſupported 
not by Merchandiſe or Manufactures of any Kind, but by 
its Situation upon a conſiderable Road, and by the Com- 
pany which frequent the Horſe-Races on the neighbour- 
ing Heath, 


About 
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About two Miles Ne of the Town is the Devil's- 
Dyke, by the Vulgar ſo called, who readily aſcribe to him 
what they cannot account for. It is alſo called Reche- 
Dyke, from a little Market-Town at the Beginning of it. 
From Reche it croſſes the Heath near to Stickworth. It 
was formerly the Boundary between the Ea/t- Angles and 
the Mercians ; and is now the Boundary between the Bi- 
ſhopricks of Norwich and Ely. It is uncertain who was 
the Founder of ſo great a Work; ſome aſcribe it to King 
Canute, but that cannot be true; for Abo, who men- 
| tioned it, died before Canute began his Reign: Beſides, 

the Purpoſe for which he is ſaid to have done it, was far 
from being equivalent to the Expence of ſuch a Work, 
viz. as a Mark beyond which the King's Purveyors were 
not to come towards Bury, It is moſt probable, it was 
caſt up in the Reign of King Edmund; for Matthew Flo- 
rilegus declares, that the Battle againſt Ethelwolf was 
fought between St. Edmund's two Ditches. The other 
Ditch is about five Miles farther towards Cambridge, now 
called Seven-mile Dyke; formerly Fleam Dyke. 


NewToN. Margaret Pole, Mother of Cardinal Pole, 
and Counteſs of Saliſbury, who was beheaded in the 
Seventieth Year of her Age, died ſeiſed of Newton-Hall 
in Suffolk, then valued at 17/. per Ann. See Stow, 


OxzHovsR, probably belonged formerly to the N- 
lands; it was certainly the Eftate of Bartholomew Burg- 
berſh, for he died ſeiſed of it 43 Edw. III. See I ĩtneſbum, 


SHELLAND, was the Lordſhip of the Bourchiers, Earls 
of Eſſex ; from whom it deſcended to the Family of Deve- 
reux, and was fold in 1591 by that great, but unhappy 
Favourite of Queen Elizabeth, Robert Devereux, Earl of 
Eſſex. The Manor of Rockylls in Shelland, formerly be- 
longed to the Drurys; a Family of great Note in this 
County. Theſe Manors, with their Demeſnes, are now 
the Eſtate of Richard Ray, Eſq. Srow- 
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STOWMARKET, is ſo called to diſtinguiſh It from 
Stowlantoft,, Stetv Upland, Wift-Stow, &c. and ſtands very 
near the Centre of the County; but Needham is ſotne- 
thing nearer it. It is alſo ſituated near the Junction of 
the three Rivulets, which form the River Gippen. Thoſe 
which riſe near Gipping and M itherden waſh the Ea. ſde 
of the Town, and the other which riſes at Rattleſden 
meets them on the South-End of the Town at Combs- Ford. 
The chief Ornament of this Town is the Church and 
Spire-ſteeple. The Pariſhes of Stow-market and Stew. 
wpland, are now conſolidated ; but they have ftill diſtin 
Officers for each Pariſh. K. Henry II. gave the Churches 
of Blyburgh and $:9v-market, with all the Chapels there- 
unto belonging, to the Abbey of Chick, ot St. Offth, in 
Eſſex; and the Manor of Stow market, the Rectory and 
Advowſon of the Vicarages, the Rectory of Newton, and 
the Advowſon of the Vicarage, and the ReQories or Im- 
propriations of Gipping and Dagworth (Chapels of New- 
ton) were granted 38 Horry VIII. as Parcel of the Poffeſ- 
ſions of Sr. Ofth, to Thomas Darcis. The Manor of 
Thorney near Stow-market, belonged to the Nuns of Cam- 
eſſe, and was granted 37 Henry VIII. to Thomas Duke 
of Norfolk; and is now veſted in the Earl of Jerſey. 


Richard de Amourdevil obtained a Grant of a Market 
and Fair here, 12 Edward III. The Market is on Thurſ- 
| day ; and they have now two Fairs, one on Inne 29, St. 
Peter's Day, to whom the Church was dedicated; the 
other is a Lamb Fair, on Lammas-Day Angnuft 1. The 
Manor of Stow-market, otherwiſe Abbots-Hall, and the 
Fairs and Markets, are now veſted in Malliam Lynch of 
Ipfwich, Eſq. 


WeTneRrDtn. Roger 4 Scales obtained a Grant of 
Free Warren here, 18 Edioard I. This Grant was con- 
firmed to John Suljzard, who was ſeiſed of the ſaid War- 
ren 8 Edward IV. and confirmed again to John 3 

a 
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and A un his Wiſe 1 Richard III. This was Judge Sulyard 
\tcrwards mentioned; and his Lady was the Daughter 
of John Andrews, of Bailbam * in Suffolk, by Elizabeth 
Scratton; which Elizabeth was lineally deſcended from 
Humfrey Bohun, Earl of Hereford and Eſſex, by his Coun- 
tes Elizabeth Daughter of King Edward I. We have 
lately received the following Account of this reſpectable 
Family, which we ſhall inſert pretty nearly in the Words 
it was ſent. : 
In this Village is a very neat Church, the Porch of 
which, and a very large Iſle continuing from thence to the 
Chancel, was built by Sir John Sulyard, of Wetherden- 
Hall; which Sir John, in the Pedigree of the Sulyards, is 
called only a Judge; but in the Baronetage of England, 
under the Title of Rows, is ſaid to have been Lord Chief 
Juſtice of England. Round the Porch and along to the 
Chancel on the Stones next above the Ground, are finely 
carved the Arms and Quarterings of this ancient Family, 
to the Time the Iſle was built. In this Pariſh is the Place 
called ¶ etherden-Hall, which was the Seat and Reſidence 
of the ſaid Sit John; and, by the Ruins of it, appears to 
have been a very large and noble Building. It remained 
the Seat of this Family until the Reiga of Queen Mary, 
and was at that time inhabited by Sir John Suhard, the 
Deſcendant of the firſt-mentioned Sir Fohn. This laſt 
Gentleman was a Soldier, and by the Memoirs now ex- 
tant in the Family, he appears to have been the firſt who 
took Arms, and levied Men, in the Defence of his So- 
vereign, when ſhe fled from the Uſurpation of Lady Fane 


Grey. The underwritten is the Mandate (in the very 
Words 


»The other Daughter of Jobi Andrews, and Co-heirefs 
with Sir John Sulyard's Lady, married Themas Windſor, whoſe 
Son Sir Andrews Wind/or was afterwards created Lord Wind- 
er.

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Words and Spelling of that Time) he carried from the 
Queen, when he guarded and protected her Perſon in the 
Caſtle of Framlingham.

So ſoon as the Queen was reftored to her Throne, ſhe 
made a Grant to Sir John of the Park and Manor of 
Haughley, for the eminent Services he had done her; 
and he built the fine old Seat that is now ſtanding in the 
Park. This Gentleman lived until the 12th Year of 
Queen Elizabeth ; and to him ſucceeded his Son Edward, 
who ſuffered much in this Reign for Recufancy, both in 
his Perſon and Fortune : Having been a Priſoner a great 
Part of his Life, as appears by Tranſcripts from the Roll 
of Recuſants, He was one of the firſt, if not the wry 
firſt, who was convicted. And this is to be obſerved to 
his Honour, that though he adhered, under every Diſad- 
vantage, to the Religion of his Anceſtors, he held their 
Loyalty as firmly evidenced, by his Denial of the Power 
of the See of Rome to depoſe the Queen, in the following 
Declaration: I Edward Sulyarde, of Suff. Eſquier, doe 
« acknowledge our molt gratious Sov'eigne Ladie Queene 
« Elizabeth, to be our undoubted lawfull and onlie Queene 
of Englande and Irlande, and no other forreyne Prince, 
e notwithſtandinge any Excommunication, under whoſe 
« Power are all Perſons both Eccleſiaſticall and Tem- 
&« porall, within any her Majeſties Dominions. And al 


« by this doe manifeſt myſelfe bounden and readie, as 


« becometh 
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u hecometh a true and duetifull Subject, with Body, 
« Lands and Goodds, to defend her Highneſs againſt the 
« Force of any Prince, Pope, Potentate, Prelate, or what-

Declarations of the ſame Tenor were ſigned by divers 
other Knights and Gentlemen, of the ſame Communion z 
among whom we muſt not omit the Mention of Eduard 
Real tuoad, Eſq; of this County, whoſe Family is related 
to that of Sulyard; and the Heir of it now enjoys a fair 
Fortune at Coldbam- Hall in Stanningſield, near Bury. 

The following Petition of this Gentleman and War- 
rant, by that great Miniſter ¶alſingbam, will evince his 
Sufferings at that Time.

To this Edward Sulyard ſucceeded another Sir Jahn 
Sulyard, to whom all theſe Forſeitures and Penalties were 
remitted by King James the Firſt; who conferred the 
Honour of Knighthood, both on the ſaid Sir John, and 
O 3 his 
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his Son Edward in his Father's Life- time; and they lived 
on their Family Eſtate in Peace and Quietude till the greaz 
Rebellion, when the Loyalty of Sir Edward procured the 
Confinement of his Perſon, and the Sequeſtration of two 
Parts in three of his Eſtate, during the deteſtable Uſurs 
pation of Cromwell, At the Reſtoration Sir Edward was. 
reſtored to his Eſtates and Liberty : This Gentleman * 
married the Daughter of J/illiam Lord Sturton ; but ys 
ing without Iſſue, his Eſtate devolved on his next Bos 
ther Ralph, who married Elizabeth the Daughter of James © 
Ii illfird, of Wanſworth, Eſq; and by her had a numerous © 
Iſſue. To him ſucceeded Edward his eldeſt Son, s 
married Penelope, the eldeſt Daughter of Sir Edward Gags, 
of Hengrave, and by her had many Children. At the Res 
volution it does not appear this Gentleman at all meds 
dled, or at all ſuffered ; but continuing obſtinately a Pas 
piſt, he was left out of the Commiſſion of the Peace. Hig 
next Brother Lieutenant-Colonel Thomas Sulyard follows + 
ed his unhappy Maſter abroad, and entered afterwandy 
into the Dutch Service, married a Lady of Borfledue in 
Brabant, and there died; his Iſſue are ſtill living in Flaws 
ders; and on Failure of the elder Branch are next Heir 
of this ancient Family Eſtate, which is now in the Fat 
ſeſſion of Edward Sulyard, the Grandſon of the laſt mens 
tioned Edward. The Sufferings of this Family are hens 
mentioned to induce Gentlemen who are ſo unhappy ® 
to adhere to the Church of Rome, to make a Companiſen 
between the Severity of former Reigns, and the great 
Clemency and Mercy of the late and preſent Reignsz 
which have kept, and ſtill keep the penal Laws, like g 
ſharp Sword in the Scabbard, to be drawn only on oe 
fence and Provocation.

AKENHAM, was the Lordſhip of Hugh le Rous in 
King John's Time; for he was admitted to his Freedom 
of Ipſwich, and paid a Fine for Freedom from Toll for 
himſe!f and his Villains in Atenham, Hemingſton, Haſteton, 
and elſewhere. From that Family the Hall had its 
Name, now corruptly called Rice-Hall. In the Reign 
of Edward IV. it was Philip Barnard's; then WWhitepole's, 
who fold it to Mr. Hawes, Town-Clerk of Ipſtwich. It 
is now veſted in J/illiam Plumer, Eſq. This Church 
was lately conſolidated with Claydon by Sir Thomas Gooch, 
Bart. Biſhop of Norwich.” The Advowſon of both being 
now veſted in the Rev. George Drury, late Rector thereof. 


ASHBOCKING. This Church was impropriated 24 
Fuly 1326, to the Prior and Convent of Chri/t-Church, 
Canterbury, who were Patrons of the Vicarage till the Re- 
formation. The Crown is now Patron; and the iar 
enjoys both great and (mall Tithes. 

Here is a Manor called Ketts de Campo, now velted in 
the Earl of Dyſart ; and another Manor called -a, 
belonging to Capt. C:chere!l. 


O4 BabLkE x, 
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BAD EV, formerly the Seat of the Mortimers. The 

Pooleys had it from about the Year 1460. Richard Gipps, 
Eſq; married an Heirefs of the Pooleys, and fold it to Mrs. 
Crowley ; and it is now veſted in the Earl of Afburnham, 
and Charles Boone, Eſq; Member for Caſile-Riſing; who 
married the two Heireſſes of the Crawley Family. The 
Impropriation was given to the Templars by Robert Fitz- 
Jelfercy and Beatrice his Wife, and confirmed to them by 
Richard Clare Earl of Hertford, There was a Chauntry 
here valued at 10 J. per Ann. 


BARHAM. The Manor with the Advowſon of the 
Rectory belonged to the Prior and Convent of Eh, which 
with a Wood called Bergham Coppice, were granted 37 
Henry VIII. to Jahn Southwell, Eſq; there is a noble Mo- 
nument for one of the Family in the Chancel : It was 
afterwards in the Family of Mood; then in the Mebbit, 
who fold it to Mr. Burch, whoſe Son now enjoys it. But 
the Advowſon of the ReQtory is in Nicholas Bacon, of 


Shrubland-Hall, Eſq. 


BaRKinG. The Manor of Barking with the Advow- 
ſon of the Rectory belonged to the Church of Eh, from 
the Time of King Edward the Confeſſor to the fourth 
Year of Queen Elizabeth, when they were alienated from 
it. Queen Elizabeth ſeems to have kept them in her 
own Hands; for Sir Francis Needham bought them of 
King James I. His eldeſt Son fold them to Francis Theo- 
bald, Eſq; whoſe Son is mentioned with Honor for his 
Skill in Oriental Languages by Dr. Ca/tle, in his Lexicon. 
They now belong to Mrs. Crewlcy's Heirs. (See Badley.) 


BaTT1SFORD. Here was an Hoſpital of St. John of 
Jeruſalem, of the yearly Value of 53. 10s. which at 
the Diſſolution was granted to Sir Richard Greſham, 
One of the Manors in this Pariſh belonged formerly to 

.. the 


nnn 
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che Biſhop of Norwich ; but it was ſurrendered by Act 
of Parliament to King Henry VIII. who granted it in 
1545 to Sir Richard Greſham, and Richard Billing ford. 
Philip Bacon, Eſq; had his Seat at the Hall, in Right of 
his Mother, which hath lately been taken down. 


BAYLHAM, about the Year 1300 was the Lordſhip 
of John de Burnaville and of his Deſcendants, till near 
the Year 1400. About 1450 it came to Jahn Andrews, 
whoſe Daughter Elizabeth marrying to Thomas Windſor, 
Eſq; it became the Poſſeſſion of their Son Sir Audretus 
Il indſor, of Stanwell, afterwards Lord Windſor. The 
Manor and Advowſon is now veſted in Nathanael Aon, 


Eſq. Fe 


BLAKENHAM Magna. The Manor and Advowſon 
here was given to the Abbey of Bece in Normandy, by 
Walter Gifford, Earl of Buckingham ; and was given by 
King Henry VI. to the Provoſt and Fellows of Eaton. 


BLAKENHAM Parva. The Lords of Nettl:/irad were 
Patrons of this Rectory, when the Tibetots, Deſpenſers, and 
IV-ntworths had that Lordſhip. The Manor and Ad- 
vowſon were lately in the Miners, but now are veſted 


in the Right Hon. Lord Orwell. 


BrRAMFoORD, in 22 Edward I. was the Lordſhip and 
Demeſne of Robert de Tibetot ; but for many Years the 
Family of Aon has had their Seat here. The Church, 
with the Berewick of Bur/tal and Albrighte/ton belonging 
to it, was given to Battle Abbey by King William Rufus ; 
and that Abbey had the Rectory and were Patrons of the 
Vicarage till 33 Henry VIII. when it was granted to 
Chrift-Church Canterbury, in Exchange. The Manor 
here hath an uncommon Tenure belonging to it; for 
the Tenants hold of the Lord by a Leaſe of 21 Years, 
fenewed from Time to Time upon a Fine; and, upon 
the 
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the Death of a Tenant, or an Alienation, the new Tenant 
is admitted to the Remainder of that Term unexpired; 
ſo that the Lord hath more Profit from the Lands, than 
the Tenants have. There was another Manor in Bram- 
ford belonging to the Biſhop of Ely, as late as the Year 


1547, which ſeems to have been in the Hands of Francis 
Colborne, in 1593. 


BRIcEr, was remarkable for a Priory founded by 
Radulfus Fitzbrian and Emma his Wife, and made a Cell 
to Nobiliac in France, which occaſioned its being ſup- 
preſſed as an alien Priory ; and the Revenues of it were 
thereupon granted to the Provoſt and Fellows of King's 
College in Cambridge, who are Lords of the Manor, and 
Leſſors of the Tithes. 


BRICET Parva. The Prior and Convent of Cluniac 
Monks at Thetford had the Advowſon of the Church and 
twelve Acres of Demeſne Land, of the Gift of Robert 
de Reims. The Church, having been long down, hath 
been annexed to Offton ever ſince the Year 1503. Tal- 
mach-Hall, in this Place, is ſaid to have been ſometime 
the Seat of the Kemps, but lately in the Family of the 
D' Autreys ; and of John Luther, Eſq; Member for Eſſex, 
who is Lord of the Manor of Little Bricet, alias Talmaſb- 
Hall, a 


CLAYDON, is a thorough- fare Village, where the Road 
divides ; that right forward from Ipſwich, leads to Ner- 
wich; and that on the left, to Bury St. Edmunds. Thomas 
Southwell, Eſq; had the Manor of Claydon, 9 Elizabeth, 
The Manor of Claydon-Hall is now veſted in Nathanael 
Aclon, Eſq. The Patronage of the Church ſeems to have 
belonged to the Manor of Akenham ; but the Churches 
are now conſolidated, and the Patronage of both is now 
veſted in the Rev. George Drury, late Rector thereof. 
Con- 
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CopDENHAM. This Church was given to Royflen 
Priory by Euſtachius de Merc, the Founder of that Priory, 
about the Year 1220. The Impropriation was granted 
36 {Henry VIII. to Fo. Athyns; and coming into the 
Hands of the Rev. Mr. Balthazar Guardemau Vicar here, 
was piouſly by him ſettled on Truſtees for the Uſe of the 
Vicar for the Time being for ever. The chief Manor 
here of Dennics, is now veſted in Nicholas Bacen and 
Mil:fon Edgar, Eſqrs. Another Manor called the Vicarage, 
is veſted in the Vicar for the Time being; and the Manor 
of Shrubland-Hall in this Pariſh, has for ſome time been 
in the Bacons, now remaining to Nicholas Bacon, Eſq; 
whoſe Grandfather Sir Nich:las Bacon was created Knight 
of the Bath at the Coronation of Charles II. 


CREETING All Saints, and CREETING St. Olaves. 
There are four contiguous Pariſhes in Suffo/#, to whom 
the Names of Creeting is common : That of Creeting St. 
Peter, already mentioned in Stow Hundred, and thoſe 
three which will be mentioned here. For, tho' Creeting 
All-Saints is in the Deanery of Stow and Archdeaconry of 
Sudbury, it is in the Hundred of Beſmere, as well as 
Creeting St. Olave, and Creeting St. Mary. The Church 
of Creeting All-Saints is a very ancient Building ; but that 
of St. Olave hath been long down; for which Reaſon. 
thoſe two Rectories were conſolidated about the Year 
1711. St, Olave's was ſtanding in 1532, when Jahn 
Pinkeney ordered his Body to be buried in the Chancel, 
The Manor of Cratinges in Creeting St. Olave's, was given 
by Robert Earl of Moreton in Normandy, and of Cormual 
in England, in the Time of //:/iam the Conqueror, to the 
Abbey of Greſtein in Normandy, which in After- times 
made it a Cell to that Monaitery, and annexed the Ma- 
nor to it, as it was held 9 Edward I. It was taken care 
of by ſome Monks belonging thereunto, or by their A- 
on the Prior of J/ilmington in Suſſex, their chief Cell in 
i England.

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England. King Edward III. granted this to Tydeman de 
Lymburgh, a Merchant; and afterwards, about the Year 
1347, the Abbot and Convent fold it, by the King's Li- 
cence to Sir Edmund de la Pole, by the Names of the 
Manors of Mikelfeld and Creeting. The laſt Priors of 
St. Olave's were William Beverley in 1468, Thomas Baget 
in 1492, and William Dale in 1519. The Manor and 
Advowſon of Creeting All- Saints, as well as St. Olaves, 
were veſted and continued for a conſiderable Time in the 
ancient and reputable Family of Bridgman ; whoſe Heirs 
in 1753 fold and conveyed the ſame, together with their 
other Eſtates in theſe two Pariſhes, and the other Creet- 
ings, to Philip Champion Creſpigny, Eſq; of Doclors Com- 
mans, the preſent Owner and Poſſeſſor thereof. 


CREETING St. Mary, is allo a Rectory ; the Pariſh 
Church of which is cloſe to Creeting All-Saints ; and as 
they ſtand very near each other upon an Eminence, they 
are eaſily ſeen at ſome Miles Diſtance, and are commonly 
called Creeting-two-Churches. Creeting St. Mary was 
in ancient Times moſt uſually ſtyled the Priory of Creet- 
ing, and was a Cell to the Abbey of Bernay in Normandy ; 
and, after the Suppreſſion of thoſe foreign Houſes, was 
made Part of the Endowment of Eton College; and it 
now belongs to the Provoſt and Fellows of that College. 


CROWFIELD, is a Hamlet of Coddenham, and hath 
nothing worthy of Remark but the Hall, which formerly 
belonged to the Family of 1//odhouſe, who ſold it to John 
Harbittle ; one of whoſe Daughters and Coheireſſes mar- 
ried to Henry IVingfield. It was lately the Seat of Henry 
Harwsad, Eſq; then of Theodore Eccleſton ; and now of 
William Middleton, Eſq; who is alſo Lord of the Manor. 


DanrmsDEN, is a Hamlet of Barking. The Manor of 
Tafton- Hall in Darmſden belonged to Lord Windfer, A. D. 
1596, It is now in the Heirs of Mr. Crowley.

GosBECK. Here ſeems to have been three Manors in 
Queen Elixabeth's Time, viz. one belonging to Mr. Jer- 
mu, to which the Advowſon was appendant ; and this, 
we think, belongeth now to Lord Orwell! ; another be- 
longing to Mr. St:hes ; and another called Ketſalfield, be- 
longing to the Talmachs. 


Hzulxos rox. Mr. Cambden's Account of this Place 
is this: „ That in it Baldwin le Petteur (obſerve the 
« Name) held Lands by Serjeantry, for which he was 
« obliged, every Chri/tmas-day, to perform before our 
Lord the King of England, one Saltus, one Sufflatus, 
« and one Bumbulus; or, as it is read in another Place, 
« he held it by a Saltus, a Sufflas, and Pettus ; that is, 
© (if J apprehend it right) he was to dance, make a noiſe 
« with his Cheeks, and let a F— t. Such was the plain 
« jolly Mirth of thoſe Days, It is alſo obſerved that the 
« Manor of Langhall belonged to this Fee.” Cambd, 
Vol. I. p. 443. Here is the Seat of Richard Coluille, 
Eſq. 


HELMINGHAM. The Prioreſs and Nuns of Fl:xton 
near Bungay were Patrons of this ReQory, till about the 
Year 1320; when they gave this Patronage to the Biſhop 
of Norwich, for that of Flixton. From that Time the 
Biſhop was Patron till the Reformation, when the Crown 
claimed it, and hath preſented ever ſince. This Pariſh 
hath been remarkable for a Family who took their Name 
from the Place, and had their Seat at Cretes-Hall, now 
called Helmingham-Hall ; but it hath for many Years 
been more memorable for being the Seat of that very an- 
cient and noble Family of Tallmache. Toedmag, as the 
Name was then ſpelt, was ſaid in Domeſday Book, to 
poſſeſs Lands, c. Hugh Talmache ſubſcribed the Char- 


ter ſans Date (about the Reign of King Stephen) made to

the Abbeſs of God/low, in Oxſordſhire. The Family way 
ſeated at Bentley in Samford Hundred, until Lionel Tal. 
mache of Bentizy, married the Heir of —— Helmingham, 
of Helmingham, Eſq; whereby he acquired the Inheritance 
and made this Place his Reſidence. Lionel his Grandſon, 
was High-Sheriff of Norfolk and Suffclk 4 Henry VIII. or 
1513: Again, Sir Lionel the Grandſon of this Gentleman 
was High-Sheriff of Suffelk 34 Elizabeth, and knighted 
by her. He was ſucceeded by his Son and Heir 
Lionel, who was created a Baronet at the firſt Inſtitution 
of that Dignity, 22 May 1611; and was the twelfth 
Perſon who received that Honour. Sir Lionel Talmache, 


Grandſon of the firſt Baronet, married Elizabeth Daughter 


and Heir of Milliam Murray, Earl of Dyſart in Scotland; 
and his Son and Heir Sir Lionel Talmache ſucceeded him 
in Honour and Eſtate; and after the Death of his Mo- 
ther (who had married for a ſecond Huſband Fohn Mait- 
land, Duke of Lauderdale) by the Laws of Scotland, he 
became Lord Huntingtower and Earl of Dyſart. He was 
elected Knight of the Shire for Suffolk in three Parlia- 
ments called by King William III. and was again elected 
Knight of the Shire till the Act of Union 6 Queen Anne 
declared him a Peer of Great-Britain, He was in Queen 
Anne's Reign Lord Lieutenant, Cu/tos Rotulorum, and 
Vice-Adniral of SA, and High-Steward of the Bo- 
rough of [pfcwich. He had Iſſue Lionel Lord Hunting- 


tower, who died in his Father's Life-time, leaving Iflue 


Lionel his Son, who ſucceeded his Grandfather in Honor 
and Eſtate ; and is the preſent Earl of Dyſart, Knight of 
the Thiſtle, and High-Steward of the Borough of 1p/- 
wich, "The Lordſhip of this Pariſh is veſted in his Lord- 
ſhip, called Creik/ball, 


HEx LTV. The Peres have for many Years (at leaſt 
200 Years) had a Seat here, which is now veſted in 
Themas Vere, of Norwich, Eſq; and lately one of the Re- 
preſentatives in Parliament for that City.

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Mick rip. Two Manors are mentioned here, viz, 
the Manor of Molney-Hall, and the Manor of Flede-Hall s. 
The firſt of which ſeems to have belonged to the alien 
Priory of Greſtein in Normandy, and to have been by that 
Convent fold to Tydemannus de Lymbergh, about the Year 
1347. One of theſe Manors belongeth now to William 
Middleton, of Crowfeld, Eſq; the other to Lord Orwell. 


NeeDHAM, is a Hamlet of Barking. It hath formerly 
had a conſiderable Trade in the Woollen Manufactory, 
but the Trade is now in a manner loſt : However it is 
pretty well built, and has a mean Market Weekly on 
IV:dneſdays, but a conſiderable Fair Yearly on 28, 29, 
and 3oth Days of Ofober ; which, as we ſuppoſe, is the 


ſame that was granted to the Biſhop of Eh, to be held 


in his Manor of Barking, 10 Henry III. 


NETTLESTEAD. The Earls of Richmond and Brit- 
tany had the Lordſhip here from the Conqueſt to 17 
Henry II. when Conan the laſt Earl died. Sir Peter Mau- 
clere (who married Alice the Daughter of Conflance, the 
only Daughter and Heireſs of Conan) had Livery of this 
Manor 15 Henry III. Peter de Savoy had a Grant of it 
25 Henry III. Robert Tibetot died at Nettleſtead, poſſeſſed 
of this Manor, 25 Edward I. Pain de Tibetot died ſeiſed 
7 Edward Il. Tohn de Tibetot died ſeiſed 41 Edward III. 
and Robert de Tibetot died ſeiſed 46 Edward III. leaving 
no Male Iſſue. After this it belonged a little while to 
the Family of Deſpenſers. About the Year 1450 it be- 
came the Eſtate of Roger I/entworth, whoſe Deſcendants 
were created Lords by Henry VIII. and it continued in 
this Family to the Time of King Charles I. when Thomas 
IVzntwarth Earl of Cleveland fold it to William Laage, 
Citizen of London. It ſince belonged to Mr. John Fuller, 
of Ipſwich; and is now veſted in the Heir of Milliam 


Bradley, 
See Creeting St, Olawes, &c. 
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Bradley, Eſq; who married the only Daughter and Heicef 
of Mr. Fuller. 


OFFToN, is remarkable for a Caſtle built on a chalky 
Hill by Offa, King of the Mercians, after he had lain 
Etheldred King of the Eaft- Angles; and from him it is 
ſaid the Town took its Name. The Caſtle is now fo en- 
tirely demoliſhed, that not the leaſt Rubbiſh of it remains. 
The Prior and Convent of Monks at Thetford, had the 
Advowſon of the Church, and thirty Acres of Land here; 
and the Manor, Rectory, and Advowſon of the Vicarage 
were granted, as Parcel of the ſaid Monks Poſſeſſians, to 
Themas Duke of Norfolk 32 Henry VIII. in Exchange. 
The Manor is now veſtcd in Gideon Glanville, Eſq. 


RINx SHALL. Beſides the Pariſh Church here was for- 
merly a Free-Chapel belonging to the Prior and Convent 
of Nerwich, endowed with thirty Acres of Land : Some 
Ruins of it are ſaid to be now remaining. The late Sir 
Wilkam Barker, Bart. of Ireland, had the Hall and Manor 
here; but, upon his Death they were ſold, and are now 
veſted in William Watſon, Eſq. 


SOMERSHAM. The Family of Bebun Earls of North- 
ampton, were many Years Patrons of this ReQtory, and 
Lords of the Manor; which, with that of Offzn, were 
granted to Henry Stafford Duke of Buckingham, by King 
Richard III. in 1423. Katherine Queen of England pre- 
ſented to it, in Right of the Manor of Somer/bam, which 
ſhe had by the Grant of King Henry VI. The old Wills 
make mention of a Chapel in Somer/ham-ftreet. The 
Manor and Advowſon are now veſted in Richard Gidem 
Glanville, Eſq. 


STONHAM-Aſpal, is ſo called from a Family of tlie 
Name of Aſpale, or Haſpele, who were for many Years 
Lords and Patrons here. It was alſo called Stonham Au- 

te gan. 
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gan. The Manor and Advowſon of Stonham- Aſpal in 
lately veſted by Purchaſe in William Middleton, Eſq; of 
Crnofield-Hall. In this Pariſh and very near the Church, 
2 Branch of the ancient Family of Mingfield (ſee p. 171.) 
had a Seat called Brorghton-Hall, and were Lords of a 
Manor here called Broughton-Hall Manor. The laſt 
boſſeſſor whereof the Rev. John Il ingſielu, M. A. died 
without Iſſue Male; as did his Brother Thomas not long 
finceq who was the laſt Heir-Male of this Family. Philip 
Champion Creſpigny, Eſq; purchaſed the Eſtate and Manor 
of Broughton- Hall, and is the preſent Poſſeſſot and Pro- 
prictary thereof, 


SToXHAM-Farl,' is ſo called, becauſe it was ancient- 
iy the Lordſhip of Thomas Brotherton, Earl of Norfolk ; 
and afterwards of 1/illiam Lord, Earl of Suffoli, who 
married the Grand-daughter of Thomas Brotherton, It 
was afterwards Sir Thomas Greſham's. It is now veſted 
in Thomas Driver. The Duke of N:r/514 had a Grant 
of a Market and Fair here, 1 Edward III. And all the 
three Pariſhes of Stonham are ſtill a Part of the Duke of 
Vorfolk's Liberty ; but the Advowſon of this Church is 
in the College of Pembrote- Hall, in Cambridge. 


STONHaM-Parta, or Stomham TJernegans, becauſe the 
Jernegans were Lords here till the Time of Edward VI. 
ſce Horham, in Hoxne ;) then the Goodwyns, who fold the 
Manor to Lady Rivers, It is now veſted in the Right 
Jon. Lord Orwell. 


SWILLAND. Bartholomew Burgherſh, and afier him 
E ward le Deſpenſer died ſeiſed of this Manor in the Time 
of Edward III. The Church was early impropriated to 
the Nuns of Myles, in Eſſex ; and the Impropriation was 
granted to Cardinal Molſey, towards the Endowment of his 
College at Ipſwich, A. D. 1528; but the Vicar hath now 


the great as well as ſmall Tithes, 
P WILLISHAM, 
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WIILTIs HAM. The Church here was given by 7 


Grelli to the Prior and Convent of the Holy Trinity in 


Ipfwich, before the Year 1203; and, at the Diſſolution, 
the Tenement, Canons, and the Impropriation, were grant- 
ed as Parcel of the Poſſeſſions of that Priory to Andrews 
Lord Windſor, 31 Henry VIII. It was afterwards Biſhop 
Brownrigg's; and is now veſted in the Rev. Mr. Joly 


Leade, and the Rev. Ms. Upcher ; as is the Lordſhip of ©

Wu1rTTon, In this Pariſh is a good old Seat, com- 
monly called the Sparrous- Neſt, but formerly Jhitton- 
Hall; lately the Reſidence of Edmund Hammond, Eg 
and now of }/illiam Hamilton, Eſq. See p. 51. 
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HunDRED of THIN COE, 
in the Franchiſe of ST. EDMUND. 


HIS Hundred abutteth Ea, on the Hundred of 
Thedwaſtre ; South, on Babergh and Riſbriage 3 
Mal, on Riſbridge and Lackford; and North, on the 
Hundred of Blackbourn. , 


We begin with this Hundred, becauſe Bury St. Ed- 
munds, the Metropolis of this Part of the County, is con- 
tained in it. Had it been in our Power, we ſhould have 
been glad to have been more particular in our Account 
of this beautiful Town. * 

It is fituated on the ei- ſide of the River Lark, which 
is now made navigable from Lynn to Fornham, about a 
Mile North of this Town. It has a moſt beautiful in- 
cloſed Country on the Scuth and Scuth-I g, and on the 
North and North-Ieft the moſt delicious Champaign 
Fields, extending themſelves to Lynn, and that Part of 
the County of Norfolk. The Country on the EAI is 
partly open, and partly incloſed. Stow tells us, That 
in the Year 1608 April 11, being Monday, the Quarter- 
« Seſſions was held at St. Edmundſbury, and by Negli- 
* rence an Out-Malthouſe was ſet on Fire; from whence 
* in moſt ſtrange and ſudden Manner, through fierce 
Winds, the Fire came to the fartheſt Side of the Town, 
and as it went, left ſome Streets and Houſes ſafe and 
* untouched, The Flame flew clean over many Houſes 
* near it, and did great Spoil to many fair Buildings far- 
«* theſt off; and ceaſed not till it had conſumed One hun- 
red and fixty Dweiling-Houſes, beſides others; and 
in Damage of Warez and Houſhold-ſtuff to the ful} 

£ „% Valve 
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« Value of Sixty Thouſand Pounds.“ This Accident 
however terrible and diſtreſsful in itſelf, might poſſibly 
occaſion in a good meaſure one agreeable Circumſtance, 
which is, the great Regularity of the Streets. For theſe 
are now ſeen cutting each other at Right-Angles, which 
contributes much to the Beauty of them, and as the 
Town ſtands upon an eaſy Aſcent, it deſerves the Enco- 
mium which an ancient Writer has given of it, viz, 
« That the Sun ſhines not upon a Ton more agreeable 
in its Situation.” Leland, 

The Abbey which was once ſo illuſtrious was firſt built 
by Sigebert King of the Eaft- Angles, ſoon after Chriſtia- 
nity was planted here by Felix the Burgundian, and being 
finiſhed King Sigebert about the Year 638 retired into 
it, and ſecluded himſelf from all temporal Affairs. 

As to St. Edmund, from whom the Town hath taken 
its Name, we may well ſuppeſe him to have deſcended 
from the Royal Blood of the Saxons. He began to reign 


as King of the Eaft- Angles A. D. 855, in the fourteenth 


Year of his Age. Some have imagined that he was 
crowned here; but our Zeal for the Honour of this 
Town ought not to lead us into ſo vulgar an Error, for 
that Ceremony was performed at Buers, as will be men- 
tioned in our Account of that Town. He reigned fifteen 
Years, being killed A. D. 870, in the twenty-ninth Year 
of his Age; and his Corpſe having lain interred: in the 
Town. where he was killed (generally ſuppoſed to be 
Hexne) thirty-three Years, was removed to Bury. On 
this Account, and through the Superſtition of that Age, 
the Revenue of the Abbey increaſed fo faſt, that the 
Manks, greedy to ſwallow all the Prey, accuſed the Se- 
culars among other Things of Negligence and Irreverence 
to the Corpſe of St. Edmund ; ſo petulant was the Accu- 
ſation, and ſo ſtrong their Intereſt, that they procured 
Power and Authority to eject all the Seculars, and to fill 
their Places with thoſe of their own, the Benedictine Or- 
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der. This they accompliſhed about the Year 1020, and 
in the fourth Year of King Canute, who then laid the 
Foundation of a more magnificent Church, to the Honour 
of this Martyr; the former in which he had been depo- 
ſited being but a Wooden Building, or, at beſt, covered 
with Wood. The Expence of this Fabrick was raiſed by 
an annual Tax of Four-pence on every ploughed Land 
in Suffols and Norfolk. It was finiſhed in the Space of 
about twelve Years, and conſecrated by Othelneth, or A. 
gelnorth, Archbiſhop of Canterbury, and dedicated to Chriſi, 
St. Mary, and St. Edmund. 


Uvins, Prior of Hulm, was conſecrated the firſt Abbot, 
A.D. 1020; and in the next Year this Abbey was ex- 
empted from all Epiſcopal Juriſdiction by the Council of 
Ilinche/ter. He firſt encompaſſed the Abbey, and a Part, 
if not the whole of the Town, with a Wall and a Ditch, 
the Ruins of which are {till to be ſeen in many Places. 
Thus was the Grandeur of this Abbey begun : Its Ab- 
bots were made Parliamentary Barons, and its Wealth 
yearly increaſed, until its final Diſſolution by Henry VIII. 
when its yeatly Revenues amounted to 2336/7, 16s. in 
the whole, and to 16597. 135. 1154. clear of Repriſes. 
And the Plate, Bells, Lead, I imber, &c. yielded 5000 
Marks to the King. When the Abbey was in its Pro- 
ſperity, there was an Hoſpital or Religious Houſe at every 
Gate of the Town. There was an Holpital of St. 
Peter, without the Ri/dy-Gate, for the Maintenance of 
leprous and infirm Prieſts; an Hoſpital of St. Nicholas, 
without the Ea/t-gate ; of St. John within, and St. Pe- 
tronilla without, the South-gate : The Ruins of them 
are at this Day to be ſeen. But the moſt famous of the 
Hoſpitals was that of St. Sawiour's, without the North- 
Gate; an entire Window of which is ſtill remaining. 
It was in this Building that the Parliament met in Henry 
the Sixth's Time; and it was here that Humphrey Duke 
of Gloucefler was murdered, at the Inſtigation of the 

+ Monks. 
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Monks. There was alſo a College of Prieſts, with a 
Guild to the holy or ſweet Name of Feſus, the Situation 
of which is not known; and a Houſe of Grey Friers at 
Barwell, or the Toll-Gate, without the North-Gate ; 
whither they retired to, after they were driven out of the 
Town by the Abbot. | 

Lands and Tenements called Hencotes, near Bury, with 

Paſture for 360 Sheep late belonging to the Abbey, were 
granted 1 Mary to Sir William Drury Knt. And a Mea- 
dow in Bury, Nowton and I helnetham - parva, called 
Sicleſmere, late belonging to the Abbey, was granted 
1 Mary, to Ambroſe Fermym. The Site of the Abbey, 
with two Meadows and a Manor or Farm in Bury called 
Haldons, were granted to John Eyre, 2 Elizabeth, A Parcel 
of Tithes, the Markets and Fairs and Toll of the ſame, 
and the Toll-Houſe, the Butchers Stalls, Goal, and Goal- 
Houſe, and Market-Croſs, were granted to the Aldermen 
and Burgeſſes 6 Jac. I. as Parcel of the Poſſeſſions of the 
Abbot and Convent. 
The Abbot, as was ſaid before, was a Parliamentary 
Baron ; but it is obſervable this Borough made no Return, 
tho" it had a Precept iſſued to it 30 Edward I. (except to 
a Council, 11 Edward Ill.) before the Time of King 
James I. who made it a Parliamentary Borough about the 
twelfth Year of his Reign. 

A Parliament was held here by King Edward 1. A.D. 
1298 ; and another by King Henry VI. A. D. 1447; 
when Humphrey Duke of Gloce/ter was murdered here, 
as Mr. Lambard reports, by the Hand of Pole, then 
Duke of Suffol. 

The Civil Government of the Town is now lodged in 
the Hands of an Alderman, a Recorder, twelve Capital 
Burgeſſes, and twenty-four Common Burgeſſes : Theſe have 
the ſole Right of chuſing their own Burgeſſes in Pars 


hament, 
King 
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King Edward I. and King Etward IT. had Mints in 
Bury; and ſome of their Pennys, coined here, are yet re- 
maining. Stow ſays, here was alſo a Mint in King 
Jabn's Time. 

' Inſtead of the many Chapels and Oratories which were 
formerly in this Town, there are now only two magnifi- 
cent and ſtately Churches, ſtanding in the ſame Church- 
yard: The one dedicated to St. Mary, is 139 Feet long 
by 67 Feet and a half broad, and the Chancel of it is 
74 by 68: The Roof of the Nave of St. Mary's Church 
is truly magnificent: There is a fine Aſcent of ſix Steps 
to the Altar, on the North-ſide of which is the Tomb of 
Mary Queen of France, Daughter of Henry VII. and af- 
terwards married to Charles Brandon, Duke of Suffolk. 
This Queen of France was buried in the great Church 
of the Monaſtery, and was removed after the Diſſolution 
of it into St. Mary's Church; her Body is covered wich 
Lead, reſembling an human Shape, and on her Breaſt is 
inſcribed, . Mary Queen of France, 1533.” Her Tomb 
was not only ſimple and unadorned, but for a long Series 
of Years entirely neglected. It was even without any 


- Inſcription till the Year 1758, when a Gentleman of the 


Town, out of a pious Regard for Antiquity, and eſpe- 
cially for fo valuable a Poſſeſſion, had the Tomb repaired 
at his own Expence, and a Marble Tablet inſerted into it. 

The other Church, dedicated to St. James, was finiſhed 
in the Reign of Edward VI. who was himſelf a Contri- 
butor to it, as appears from an Inſcription in the Church : 
It is 137 Feet long by 69 Feet, the Chancel is 56 by 27 
Feet; at the Veſi End of the Scuth Ile are two large Mo- 
numents erected to the Memory of James Reynolds, Eſq; 
Lord Chief Baron of the Exchequer, and his Lady, who 
were buried here. In this Church is an Organ lately 
erected, and a Library convenient enough, but which has 
no Curioſities, except a M. S. of Beds Eccleſiaſtical Hi- 


ſtory, and Demetrius Chalcondylas's Edition of Hamer. 
P 4 The 
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The Steeple of the Church of St. James, and the Ab- 
bey-gate, are Buildings which muſt excite the Attention 
of the Curious : The former was anciently the grand 
Portal, that led to the great Church of the Monaſtery ; 
the Arches of the Tower are all round of a Saxon F orm, 
and ſeem to be much older than lenny Third's Time, 
The Abbey-gate, which conducted you to the private 
Court of the Abbot, is a Maſter-piece of Gothic Architec- 
ture; it was built in the Reign of Richard the Second, 
the Townſmen having demoliſhed the former Gate in his 
Grandfather's Time, upon a Quarrel with the Monks: 
The Inſide of it is adorned with the Arms of Holland 
Duke of Exeter, and of Edward the Confeſſor, who was 
the Favourite Saint of Richard II. 

The reſt of the public Buildings are the Guild-Hall, 
the Grammar-School endowed by King Edward VI. the 
Market-Croſs, the Wool-Hall, and the Shire-Houſe ; 
nor muſt we omit the Butchery, which has been lately 
built at the Expence of the preſent Earl of Briſlol, his 
Majeſty's Embaſſador at the Court of Hain. 

There are two Market-Days, Hedneſdays-and Satur- 
days; the chief Market is on J/edneſday, which is very 
well ſerved with all manger of Proviſions. There are 
allo three annual Fairs ; the firſt on Eafter Tueſday, the 
ſecond for three Days before the Feaſt of St. Matthew, 
Sept. 21, and three Days after; but this is uſually pro- 
tracted to an uncertain Length, for the Diverſion of the 
Nobility and Gentry that reſort to it: The third is on 
St. Edmund's Day, Nov. 20. 


The other Towns in this Hundred are theſe, VIZ. 


BARROw, was anciently the Lordſhip and Scat of the 
Counteſs of Gloceſler; afterwards it belonged to Bartho- 
l:mew Lord Badleſmere, who adhering to the Earl of Lan- 
after againſt King Edward II. was taken Priſoner at 


Burrav- Brigg in Yorkſhire, and banged at Bleen near 
Canterbury, 
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Canterbury, 16 Edward II. or A.D. 1322. By an Inqui- 
fition taken 2 Edward III. he died ſeiſed jointly with 
Margaret his Wiſe of the Manor of Barewe in Com. Suff. 
and the Advowſon of the Church: Giles, his Son and 
Heir, died ſeiſed 9 Edward III. leaving his four Siſters 
Heirs: His Widow enjoyed Barewe for Life; but, after 
her Deceaſe, 15 Edward III. it was upon Partition aſ- 
hgned to his Siſter Margaret, then the Wife of John de 
Tybetot. Robert, the Son of John de Tybetot,, died ſeiſed 
of Barewe, 46 Edward III. leaving his three Daughters 
Heirs. The Ruins of their Seat a little South of the 
Church, beſpeak it to have been a very noble Structure. 
The Manor is now veſted in the Earl of Briſtal; the Ad- 
vowſon of the Rectory in St, 7obn's College, Cambridge. 


BROCKLEY, is the Lordſhip of George Thomas, Eſq. 


CHEvVINGTON, King William the Conqueror gave this 
Lordſhip to the Abbot and Convent of Bury, at the De- 
fire of Abbot Baldwyn, The Manor, Park, and Advow- 
ſon of the Church were granted 31 Henry VIII. to Sir 
Thomas Kitſon, The Earl of Briflol is now Lord of tlie 


Manor. 


FLEmPTON. This Magpr belonged likewiſe to Bury 
Abbey, and was granted 31 Henry VIII. to Sir Thomas 
Kitſon, Sir William Gage, Bart. now hath it. 


FoRNXHAu Ali]-Saints, is the Lordſhip of Sir William 
Gage; in this Pariſh is a Seat which belongs to Thomas 
Moſeh, Eſq. The Advowſon of the Rectory is in Clare- 
Hall, Cambridge. 


HarxDwick-Zouſe, is extra-parochial, and came by 
Marriage from the Drurys to the Cullums, Near it is an 
Hoſpital for ſix Widows, founded by the Drurys. 


HARGRAVE. 
2 
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 HarGRaAve. This Manor and Advowſon belonged to 
Bury Abbey, and was granted 31 Hen. VIII. to Sir Thomas 
Kitfon ; from the Kitſons they came to the Gages by Mar- 
riage, and by Sale from Sir Edward Gage to the Earl of 
Briſtel. 


HAwST EAD. Themas Fitz- Euflace had this Manor and 
Eſtate 9 Edward II. but in the Reign of Edward IV. it 
belonged to the very ancient Family of Drurys, who had 
their Seat at the Manor-Houſe called Hauftead-Place. 
This Family produced many famous Men, the greateſt of 
whom was Sir William Drury, who atchieved great T hings 
in Jreland, mentioned by Mr. Cambden in his Life of Queen 
Elizabeth, The Cullums are now in Poſſeſſion of this 
Manor and Seat, by marrying an Heireſs of that Family. 
The Founder of their Family was Sir Thomas, Citizen and 
Sheriff of London 22 Charles I. His Son Thomas Cullum of 
this Place, was created a Baronet 18 June, 1660. In the 
Pariſh Church are ſome very old Monuments of the 
Drurys. 


. HenGrave, anciently the Lordſhip of Edmund de Hen- 
grave, in the Reign of Edward I. Thomas Hethe was Lord 
of Hengrave, A. D. 1375. Henry Lord Grey of Codnoure, 
had a Grant of the Manor 1 Richard III. but afterwards 
it came to the Kitſons, who built Hengrave-Hall in Henry 
the Eighth's Time, and made it their Seat. It has for 
ſome Deſcents been in the Family of the Gages, from 
Mary Daughter and Coheir of Sir Thomas Kitſon it de- 
ſcended to Sir Edward Gage, as Inheritor of his Mother's 
Fftate, George Gage, of Hengrave-Hall, Eſq; was created 
a Baronet 15 July, 1662. The Honour and Eſtate is 
now veſted in Sir Milliam Gage, Bart. The Houſe is ex- 
tremely large, and deſervedly eſteemed one of the fineſt 
old Fabricks in England, There are a few Monuments 
in the Church, among which thoſe of the Bouchiers Earls 
of Bath, are the moſt famous. 


HokR- 
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HoRNINGSHERTH, commonly called Horringer. Here 
were formerly two Pariſh Churches, diſtinguiſhed by the 
Names of Horning ſherth Magna, and Parva : The latter 
Church is quite demoliſhed. The Pariſhes were conſo- 
lidated A. D. 1548. They ſeem formerly to have be- 
longed to Bury Abbey, and are now the Lordſhip of Sic 
Charles Davers, who is Patron of the Church. Here are 
two Fairs for Lambs, on St. John Baptiſi's Day, and St. 
Bartholomew's Day, upon the Sheep Green ; at the up- 
per End of which Valentine Mumbee, Eſq; hath built a 
neat Seat, 


HoR$SECROFT, is a Hamlet to Horringer, in which the 
very ancient Family of the Lucas reſided. The Eſtate 
was purchaſed by Mr. Turner, of Bury. 


IcxwoRTH, formerly belonged to the Abbey of Bum, 
by the Gift of Theodred, Biſhop of London, The whole 
Pariſh is now converted into a Park, in which is the 
Seat of the Family of Herveys, who acquired this Eſtate 
by their Marriage with the Drurys. John Lord Hervey 
was created a Baron of this Realm by the Title of Lord 
Hervey of Ichworth, by Queen Anne; and his Lordſhip 
was advanced to the more honourable Title of Earl of 
Briſtal, by his Majeſty King George I. The preſent Earl 
is the Grandſon of John the firſt Earl. In this Place the 
late learned Dr. Battley, Archdeacon of Canterbury, aſſerts, 
that in his Memory a large Pot of Roman Money was 
found. The Park is full nine Miles in Circumference, 
and may juſtly vie with any one in this Iſland. 


LackForD. Hugh de St. Philcbert died ſeiſed of the 
Manors of Lackford and Blemton in Suffolk, 7 Edward III. 
The Advowſon of the Rectory, late belonging to Bury 
Abbey, was granted 2 Mary to Edward Lord North, and 
John Williams, It is at preſent the Lordſhip of Samuel 


(nt, Elq. 


NowrTow, 
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NowToN, is the Lordſhip of Sir Charles Davers, who 
is Patron likewiſe of the Church, and of all the Villages 
near Bury ; it enjoys the moſt beautiful Situation, 


Ree, conſiſteth of two Manors ; Pickards, which is 
the Earl of Bri/tos; and Reed-Hall, which belongs to 
Philips Coleman, of Ipſwich, Eſq. In this Pariſh is a Man- 
ſion called Downings, the Inheritance of the ancient Fa- 
mily of Sparrowe, The Church is in the Gift of the 
Crown, 


R1sBy. King Edward the Conſeſſor gave this Manor 
to Bury Abbey; it was granted in 31 Henry VIII. to Sir 
Thomas Kitſon; and is now velted in Sir William Gage, 
Bart, 


SaxHaM-Magna. The Manor and Advowſon belonged 
to Bury Abbey, and were granted 33 Henry VIII. to Sir 
Richard Long and his Wife. It was for many Years the 
Seat of the Family of Eldred. Revet Eldred, of this Place, 
Eſq; was created a Baronet 29 Jan. 1641 ; but the Ho- 
nour is now extindt. The Hall and Eſtate is now in the 
Poſſeſſion of Hutchinſon Mure, Eſq; who purchaſed it of 
the late Mr. Eldred. 


SAXHAM-Parva. Thomas Hithe was Lord of Saxham- 
Parva, about the Year 1375; but this Place is moſt 
noted for having been the Seat of the Family of the Lacas's, 
and afterwards of the Crofts; of which William Crofts, 
Eſq; was by K. Charles II. at Bruſſels in Brabant, created 
Lord Crofts, of Saxham ; he leaving no Male Iſſue, the 
Honour became extinct at his Death: But the Hall and 
Eftate here belong now to William Crofts, Eſq; who is 
a Gentleman of that Family, and reſides chiefly at Har- 
ling in Norfult. 

SouTH-Park,

SouTH-Park, Southwood, or Southwell-Park, is an ex- 
traparochial Place; the greateſt Part of which belongs to 
Gilbert Aﬀeck, Eſq. 


WEsTLY, was anciently the Lordſhip of the Abbot of 
Bury, by the Giſt of Biſhop Alfric, ſurnamed the Good, 
and granted 31 Henry VIII. to Sir Thomas Kitſon. It is 
now veſted in Sir Milliam Gage. The Advawſon of the 
Rectory is in Clare-Hall, in Cambridge. 


WHEPSTEAD. The Manor and Advowſon here were 
given to Bury Abbey, by Theodred Biſhop of Lenden, and 
granted to Sir Milliam Drury 31 Henry VIII. The firſt 
is now veſted in Mr. Grighy, of Bury; and the latter in 
Mr. Harrex, of London. 


HuxDprED 
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'T: HE Hundred of Thedwa/tre is bounded on the 
South by the Hundreds of Babergh and Cosford; 
on the Eat by the Hundred of Stow; on the 
Nerth by the Hundred of Blackbourn ; and on the W «ft 
by the Hundred of Thingoe. 


AMPTON, was anciently the Lordſhip of the Abbot of 
Bury. The Calthorpes have long reſided at Ampton-Hall, 


which is now veſted in James Caithorpe, Eſq. 


BarToN, called Great Barton, to diſtinguiſh it from 
Little Barton or Barton- Mills, in Lackford Hundred, was 
formerly the Lordſhip of the Abbot of Bury. Biſhop 
Thecdred gave one Part of Barton; Edwin, a wealthy 
Man; gave another Part ; and Erec the Provoſt, the 
other Part: We don't find to whom the Manor, Rec- 
tory and Advowſon of the Vicarage of this Place were 
granted; but a Parcel of Land in Great Barton, called 
Ox-Pajiure, containing One Hundred Acres, late belong- 
ing to Bury Abbey, was granted 31 Henry VIII. to Sir 
Themas Kitſon. But fince this has been the Eſtate of the 
ancient Family of the Cottons, who dwelt at Ne&on-Hall 
in this Pariſh, which was purchaſed by Thomas Folkes, Eſq; 
of Audley, Eſq; by whom the preſent Manſon was 
buiit. The Manor and a conſiderable Eſtate with it, 
was conveyed to Sir Thomas Hanmer, Bart. who married 
the Daughter and Heireſs of Mr. Poltcs. It is now the 
Seat of the Rev. Sir 1//{;am Bunbury, Bart. the Nephew 
and Heir of Sir Thomas Hanmer, and of late Years hath 

becn 
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been very conſiderably improved by him; whoſe Son is 
no Repreſentative of the County. 


Be1GHTON, though a ſmall Village, has a Donation 
for a Lecture on the firſt Thurſday in every Month. The 
Lordſhip of it belongs to the Crown, and the ReCtory is 
in the Gift of the Lord Chancellor, 


BranFirLD-Combuſt. This Manor belonged to Giles 
Lord Badleſmere, whoſe Daughter Margery married Mi- 
liam Lord Roos, of Hamelake ; and after her Mother's 
Neccaſe had Brende Bradfield aſſigned to her, 15 Edu. III. 
Thomas Lord Roſs died 8 Richard II. ſeiſed of the Manors 
of Ilyſette and Brende Bradjield. Mr. Blomfield ſpeaks of 
the Jervaces of Sutton-Hall, in Burnt- Bradfield, and of 
Mr. Edmund Wright's marrying the Heireſs of the Family. 
The Heir of the late Dr. Young has the Advowſon of the 
Church and Lordſhip. 


Ba ADFIELD St. Clare. The Lordſhip belongs to Ead- 
ward Menyeve, Eſq; deſcended from an old Family in 
this County. (See Brettenham, in Cosford.) 


BRADFIELD St. George, or Monks-Bradfuld, fo called 
for Diſtinction; becauſe the Manor and Advowſon of the 
Church belonged to the Abbey of Bury, by the Gift of 
Biſhop Alfric, and Earl Ulftetel. They were granted 31 
Henry VIII. to Sir Thomas Jermyn, Knt, and are now 
veſted in Sir Charles Davers, Bart. 


DrixnxeEsTON. Henry Lord Bouchier died ſeiſed of the 
Manor of Dringe/lon in Suffolk, 23 Edward IV. The 
Manor and Advowſon are now veſted in Thomas Moſeley, 
Eſq. Here is the new erected Seat of Fo/bua Grigby, Eſq. 


FriSHAM. This belonged to the Abbot of Bury, by 
the Gift of Ear! Ulſtetel : There is a neat Manſion here, 
2 being 
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being lately the Seat of the late Mr. Reynolds, and now of 
Dr. Scott; and there is a conſiderable Fair for Lambs on 
the fifth of Augu/?. 


FoxNHAM St. Genoveve. The Manor formerly be- 
longed to the Abbot of Bury, and was granted 31 Henry 
VIII. to Sir Thomas Kitſon, It is now veſted in Sir il. 
liam Gage, Bart. Samuel Kent, Eſq; has a Seat in this 
Pariſh At this Place 20 Henry II. or A. D. 1173, 
Richard de Lucy Chief Juſtice of England, and Humphrey 
de Bobun the King's Conſtable, beat Robert Earl of Lei- 
ceſler in a pitched Battle, and killed ten thouſand Fle- 
mings, whom he had got over to his Aſſiſtance. M. Blom- 
field ſaith, ** Their Sepulchres are now to be ſeen neat 
<« a Place called Rymer-Houſe, on the Right-hand of the 
« Road leading from Thetfard to Bury, and are now 
« called the Seven Hills, though there are many more; 
« but ſeven of them being much larger than the reſt, are 
« particularly taken notice of by thoſe that paſs this Way, 
e under which, moſt probably, the Commanders were 
« buried.” 


FoRNHAmM St. Martin. This Manor alſo belonged to 
the Abbot of Bury, and was granted with the other Forn- 
ham 31 Henry VIII. to Sir T himas Kitſon, It is now 
veſted, as well as the Advowſon of the Church, in Samuel 
Kent, Eſq. In this Pariſh is the Seat of Mrs. Ord, 
Daughter of the late Mr. Hutchinſon. 


Grp. In this Pariſh is the Seat of the Heirs of 
Bekenham, Eſq. The Advowſon of the Church 
was, by the Will of Feremiah Catling, given to the Cor- 
poration of Ipſwich ; and upon a Vacancy the Bailives, the 
eldeſt Portman not being one of the Bailives, the Recor- 
der and the Town-Clerk for the Time being, are to no- 
minate a Clerk. The Manor belongs to the Daughters 
of the late Mr, Bokenham, 


HessET, 
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Hes$tT, or HeDGSETT, was the Lordſhip of the Ab- 
bot of Bury, by the Gift of Earl Ulſtetel, and granted 32 
Henry VIII. to Thomas Bacon. Michael I: Heup, Eſq; 
has a Seat here, and is in Poſle!on both of the Ad- 
vowſon and Manor. | 


LiveRMoRE- Magna. John Bokenbam was Lord of this 
Manor and Patron of the Church, A. D. 1467 ; his Son 
John died ſeiſed 1484 ; Thomas Bikenham died ſeiſed 15353 
John Bokenham, the laſt Heir Male of this Family, died 
ſeiſed 1551, leaving Dorothy his Siſter and Heire 8, who 
married Thomas Cary! Earl of Suſſex, who probably fold 
her Eſtate here. The Abbot aud Convent of J/arden in 
Bedfordſhire, had a Grange at Livermore before 10 Ric. I. 
and a Manor or Grange at Livermore in Suffolk, in the 
Occupation of Edward Buckwoed and Clement Heighurt, 
was granted 38 Henry VIII. to Richard and Roger Ta- 
verner, as late belonging to that Abbey. This Benefics, 
and that of Livermore-parva, are conſolidated, and ate in 
the Gift of Baptift Lee, Eſq; who is kkewiſe Lord of the 


Manor . : 


PAKENHAM. The Family of the Springs have long 
had their Seat here, who came originally from Foughtoy, 
a Village in the Biſhoprick of Durham; which has been 
always called Houghton-le-Spring, to diſtinguiſh it from 
other Towns of that Name. The firſt of the Family 
who made any Figure in this County, was Thomas Spring, 
of Luvenham, the rich Clothier, who died A. D. 1510; 
and Les buried in the Church at Lætenbam, under a Mo- 
nument of his own Erection. From him deſcended Mil- 
liam Spring, of Pakenham, who was created a Baronet 
11 Auguſt, 1641. The late Sir Willicm String dying 
without Iſſue, the Honour came to his Uncle, and his 
Eſtate to bis two Siſters ; who were married to the late 
Thomas Diſcipline, Eſq; and the Rev. Dr. mand. The 

Q 
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Vicarage and Manor are veſted in the two Daughters of 
Mrs. Diſcipline. 

The ancient Family of the L"Eflranges had alſo a Seat 
here, which was purchaſed by Jebu Curwin, Eſq; and 
now belongs to Flollingfworth, Eſq. The Mee 
nafticon ſaith, King Edward gave Pakenham to the Abbot 
and Convent of Bury ; but perhaps they had little here 

but the Impropriation and Advowſon of the Vicarage. 
The Family of the A4/jields had formerly their Seat 
at Nether-Hall, in this Pariſh. Jahn Afsfield was the 
firſt High-Sheriff of Suffoll, (ſeparated from Norfolk) 17 
Elizabeth ; from whom deſcended Sir John Afbfield, of 
Nether- Hall, Knt. who was created a Baronet in 1626, 
That Family is now extinct, and the V icarage and Manor 
are veſted in Edmund Tyrrell, Eſq. | 


RATTLESDEN, belonged to Ely in King Edward the 
Conſeſſor's Time: The Manor was alienated from the 
Biſhoprick of Ely, 4 Elizabeth, and granted 2 Fac. I. to 
Philip Tyſe and Wilkam Blake ; being then valued at 434. 
9s. 71d per Annum. It is now veſted, as well as the 
Advowlon, in Thomas Meſeley, Eſq. 


RouGHaAmn, was given to the Abbey of Bury by Earl 
Ul/ketel, and granted 34 Henry VIII. to Sir Arthur Drury; 
in whoſe Family it continued till 1640 : Soon after which 
it was in the Poſſeſſion of Sir Jeffery Benwell, Knt. whoſe 
only Daughter married Robert Walpole, of Houghtm in 
Norfolk, Eſq; of whom it was purchaſed by Sir Robert 

Davers, Bart. who fold it to Clemence Corrance, Eſq; 
whoſe Family hath now Part of the Eſtate, formerly pol- 
ſeſſed by the Drurys, together with the Lordſhip and Seat 
of Rougham Place. 

Reugham- Hall, formerly part of the Eſtate belonging 
to the Drurys, was lately the Seat of Jebn Cooke, iq. 
It is now, with Part of the Manor, veſted in Mrs. Neden, 


Daughter of the late Jahn Cooke, Eſq; and Wife of Ge- 
8 rard 
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yard Neden, D. D. Sir Robert Davers, Bart. is Patron of 
the Church. 

Another Manſion in this Pariſh was formetly the Seat 
of the Maltywards, and now of Pell Heigham, Eſq. 

In this Pariſh is alſo the Manor of Ede, alias Old. Hall, 
or Oldhaugh, as it is ſtiled in the moſt ancient Books. It 
was a Grange of the Abbot of Bury, and was granted by 
King Henry VIII. with other large Demeſnes to the Jer- 
um; and is now veſted in Mrs. Symonds, who inherited 
it from her Mother one of the Heirs-General of Lord 


Jermyn. 


RusHBROOK. The Manor here belonged to the Abbey 
of Bury, and wes once in the Poſſeſſion of the Ry/bbroots, 
a very old Family, who took their Name from that Town., 
It has been remarkable, ſince the Diſſolution, for the 
Family of the Fermyns, who have had their Seat at Ruſb- 
brook Hall. Sir Thomas Jermyn was Privy Counſellor and 
Comptroller of the Houſhold to King Charles I. His ſe- 
cond Son Henry Jermyn, was Maſter of the Horſe, and 
Chamberlain to his Queen: He was created Nord Jermyn 
of St. Edmondſbury, 8 Sept. 1644; and at Bredab in Bra- 
barit 27 April 1660, was by King Charles II. created Earl 
of St. Albans; and in the Year 1672, was created Knight 
of the Garter. He died unmarried, and the Title of Earl 
of St. Albans being limited to him, became extindt. Tho- 
mas his elder Brother, being then dead, the Title of Lord 
Jermyn Baron of St. Edmond/bury, deſcended to Thoma! 
Jermyn, Eſq; the elder Brother's Son; and Henry the ſe- 
cond Son, was by King James II. created Baron of Dover; 
and died without Iſſue in 1708. This Family concluded 
in Heirs-General, the eldeſt of which was married to Ro- 
bert Davers, Eſq; only Son of Sir Robert Davers, Bart. of 
Rougham, ſo created 12 May, 1682; by which means 
this Eſtate and Seat was brought into the Family of 
Davers, and are now veſted in Sir Robert Davers, Bart. 
Q 2 : Son 
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Son of the late Sir Jernyn Davers, who repreſented the 
County for many Years. In the Church are ſeveral Mo- 


numents of the Fermyns. 


Tos rock. The Manor here belonged to Brithulf, 
the Son of Leomar ; and Baldwin Abbot of Bury St. Ed. 
mundi, begged this and ſome other Eſtates of William the 
Conqueror : Afterwards: it came into the Family of the 
Lords North and Grey, who had their Seat at Toflock- 
Place, which now is veſted in Thomas Moſeley, Eſq. But 
probably here was alſo another Manor; ſor the Manor 
of Teſloct-Hall is ſaid to have been Milliam BerdewelP's, 
A. D. 1445. 


THuR8TON. Thomas de Multon, of Egromont, 18 d. J. 
obtained a Market on Tueſdays, and a Fair on the Eve, 
Day, and Morrow of St. Mary Magdalen, at his Manor 
of Thurſtaneſton, in Suffolk ; which we take to be this 
Place, John de Multon his Son, died ſeiſed of it 8 Ed. III. 
The Church was improptiated to Bury Abbey, and the 


Rectory and Advowſon of the Vicarage granted 5 Fac. I. 
to Milliam Blake and George Tyte. 


TiNwoRTH, was lately conſolidated with Ig; 
Earl Cornwell:s is Patron of the Church, and Lord of the 
Manor. 


WHELNETHAM-Magna. In a Chapel here dedicated 
to Thomas Becket, was a ſinall Houſe of Crouched or Croſſed 
Friers, which was granted by King Henry VIII. to Au- 
thony Rous. Sir William Bunbury is now Patron of the 
Church, and the Manor belongs to Mrs. Symonds, Grand- 
daughter of Lord Jernyn. 

There were found formerly in digging, Abundance 
of Potſherds and Platters of Raman Earth, ſome of which 
had Inſcriptions ; as alſo Coals, Bones of Sheep and Oxen, 
many Hoens, a ſacrificing Kuife, Uras and Aſhes ; This

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is Cambden's Account. And, of late Years, ſome Diſco- 
veries have been made of ſeveral Roman Coins. 


WHELNETHAM-Parva. Bartholomew Burgherſh, 23 
Edward III. had, in Right of his Wife, who was Daughter 
and Heireſs of Richard de I cylana, free Warren in the 
Manor of Fhelnetham, in Suffolk ; and died ſeiſed thereof 
43 Edward III. Edward le Diſpenſer, who married Burg- 
herſb's Daughter, died 49 Edward III. ſeiſed of the Manor 
of Whelnetham- Parva, in Suffolk ; and Edward de Langley 
Earl of Rutland, died 3 Henry V. at the Battle of Agin- 
court, ſeiſed of the Manor of I/helnetham, in Suffolt. The 
Lordſhip and Patronage of the Church are now in Sir 
Robert Davers, Bart. 


Wooueit, er WatettT. This is ſaid in the e- 
m/licon, p. 292. to have been given to Bury Abbey by 
King Edward the Conſeſſor; and p. 294. it is faid to have 
been given by Earl Ulfketel. However this be, the Manor, 
Advowſon of the Rectory, a Warren, and a great many 
Lands, Paſtures and Woods, in Elmſwell and JF alpitt, 


were granted 8 Fac.1. to Sir Robert Gardiner, K nt. as 


Parcel of the Poſſeſſions of Bury Abbey. Here is a con- 
iderable Fair for Horſes and other Cattle, which begins 
annually on the ſixth of September, and holds a Week. 
The Lordſhip of the Manor belongs to Mr. Grighy. It 
is in this Pariſh where one ſees the Bounds between the 
Geldable and the Liberty of St. Edmund. 


HonDared 
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Ne Hundred lieth Ea of Lackferd, 
and Vt of Hartiſmere ; it is parted on the North 

from Norfolk by the Little Ouſe, and hounded on 
the South by the Hundreds of Stow, Thedwaſtre, and 
Thingoe. This Hundred was granted as Parcel of the 
Poſſeſſions of Bury Abbey, 3 Eliz. to Sir Nicholas Bacon, 
Knt. and is now veſted in Rowland Holt, Eſq; whoſe 
great Uncle Lord Chief Juſtice Holt gurchaſed it of the 
Bacen Family. It contains the following Pariſhes, viz, 


 AsHFIELD. The Smiths have long reſided in this Pa- 
riſh, in a Seat called the Lee. | 


BADWEII-Aß, or Little Aſhfield. The Lordſhip of 
William Creketote, the qth Edw. I. The Manors and 
Rectories of both theſe Pariſhes belonged to Lxwerth 
Priory, and were granted at the Diſſolution te Richard 
Codington, and Elizabeth his Wife. Here is alſo the Ma- 
nor of Shackerland in this Pariſh, now belonging o 
Clough, Eſq. 


BarDWELL, was in the gth Edw. III. the Lordſhip of 
Jahn Pakenham, and Iſabella de Mytes; afterwards it came 
into the Family of Read, one of whom married the 
Daughter and Heireſs of William Crofts, afterwards created 
Lord Crofts, of Saxham ; from which Marriage they took 
the Name of Crofts, and it is now the Lordſhip of Thomas 


Crofts-Read, Eſq. 


It 
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It is ſaid there was a Family who took their Name 
Com this Town, where they lived in the Conqueror's 
Time; and it appears from the Account given of them 
in Mr. Blomfield's Hiſt of Norfolk, p. 202. that Sir Wil- 
liam Berdewelle, the great Warrior, whoſe Effigies till 
remains in painted Glaſs in a Nerth Window of the Church, 
died ſeiſed of this Manor in King Henry VIth's Reign, 
or A. D. 1434. 


BarNnHAM, conſiſts of two Pariſhes, St. Martin and 
St. Gregory; having formerly had two Pariſh Churches, 
but the Church of St. Martin is now in Ruins: It was 
formerly the Lordſhip of Fchn de Shyrtle, and now be- 
longeth to his Grace the Duke of Grafton. Here are a 
Bank of ten or eleven Tumuli between Ruſhford, Euſton, 
Barnham, and Thetford; where, as Mr. Blomfield thinks, 
that great Battle between King Edmund and the Danes 
ſeems to have been fought, A. D. 871. 


BARNINGHAM, formerly the Lordſhip of Jahn de. 
Montfort, 9 Edward I. The Family of the Shelton long 
reſided here ; of whom the Duke of Grafton purchaſed 
the Meſſuage and Eſtate in or near this 3 called 
Barningham - Part. 


Cox y- Naſlon, formerly the  Lordfhip of the Abbot of 
Bury ; and now of Fohn Reilly, Eſq. 


CuLiyroRD, was formerly given to the Abbot of Bury, 
by Turketel Tyreing, alias Dreing, and granted 32 Henry 
VIII. to Chriſtopher Cote. This Village is adorned with 
a neat Seat, built by Sir Nicholas Bacon, It now belongs 
to the Right Hon. Earl Cornwallis, who chiefly relides 
here, and is Lord of the Manor. 


. ELMSWELL. This Lordſhip was given to Bury Ab- 
bey by King Edwin, and granted 8 Fac. I. to Robert Gar- 
diner; and is now veſted in William Chapman, Eſge-- 

Q 4 EusTov, 
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. EvsTox, was formerly the Lordſhip of a Family of 
that Name ; aſterwards it deſcended to the Family of 
Patti/pall; from them to Sir Henry Bennet, who by King 
Charles II. was made Secretary of State, and created Lord 
Arlington, Viſ:ount Thetford, and Earl of Arlington. He 
1 Hall, and leaving only one Daughter [ſabella, 
ma to Henry Fitz- Roy, one of King Charles the Se- 
cond's natural Sons by the Ducheſs of Cleveland, he was 
by his Father created Harl of Euſſon and Duke of Graf. 
ton; and this is now the Seat of his great Grandſon his 
Grace the preſent Duke of Graſten. 


FAKFENHAM Great, formerly the Lordſhip of Gun- 
dred de IVarren, deſcended from the Earls of Surry; af- 
terwards by Marriage it came to the Nevi/s; from them 
to the Crown. It was granted by Henry VI. to Reginald 
de Weſte, who died ſeiſed of Fakenham- Aſpes in Suffolt, 
29 Henry VI. His Son, a great Favourite of Henry VIII. 
enjoyed it. Afterwards it was in Poſſeſſion of the Tal- 
machs; from whom it paſſed through the Taylors to the 
Duke of Grafton, who is now Lord of the Manor. 


. FaxznHam Little, now in part, if not all imparked 
with Eulen; there are no Remains of a Church, but 
there is a Sine-cure in his Grace's Gift, 


HEePwoRTH. Gilbert de Blund had this Lordſhip when 
Domeſday-Book was made ; afterwards it was given to 
the Abbot of Bury; and is now veſted in Ord, 
Eſq; and Mr. Nunn. 


HinDERCLAY, was the Lordſhip and Demeſne of the 
Abbey of Bury St. Edmunds, given thereto together with 
Redgrave, Rickengale, Mulpit, Rougham, P art (f Bradfield, 
Heijham and Hedgeſſet, by Ulfketel Earl of the Eaft-Angles; 
afterwards it came into the Family of the Bacons, and was 
ſoid by Sir Edmund Bacon, of Garboldifbam in — 
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Sir John Holt, Lord Chief Juſtice; and is now veſted in 
Rowland Holt, Eſq; his great Nephew. 


Hor rox. Henry Lord Bouchier died ſeiſed of the Ma- 
nor of Hopton, 23 Edward IV. it afterwards belonged to 


vendiſb, Eſq. 


HoxixcTon. The Lordſhip of this Pariſh did like- 
wiſe belong to the Abbey of Bury, but now to his Grace 
the Duke of Grafton. 


HunsToON, anciently the Lordſhip and Demeſne of 
Iilliam de Langbam; the Manor and Rectory was grant- 
ed to Richard Codington and Elizabeth his Wife, 30 Hay 
VIII. as Parcel of the Poſſeſſions of Ixuorth Priory. 
Arthur Heigham, Eſq; now reſides in a good old Seat iy 
this Pariſh. 


INGHAM, was formerly the Lordſhip of John de Ing- 
ham The Manor and Advowſon of Ingham were granted 
to Sir Nicholas Bacon, 31 Henry VIII. as Part of the Poſ- 
ſeſſions of Bury Abbey. The Lordſhip of Ingham with 
Tunworth, is now veſted in Earl Cornwallis. 


IxwoRTH, is a Thorough-fair Town, ſituated on the 
Road from Bury to Yarmouth : It has a mean Market 
every Week on Friday. Here are two Fairs, one on Aay- 
day, the other on 18 Ofob. It is a dirty ill built Town, 
yet it is memorable for a Religious Houſe founded by 
Gilbert de Blund, or Blzunt, about the Year 1100, in a 
pleaſant Valley by the River Side. Its Order was of Ca- 
nons Regular of St. Au/lin, and dedicated to the Virgin 
Mary. It had many Benefactions, being valued at its 
Suppreſſion at 289 . 95. 5 d. as Speed fays ; but at 168 J. 
195. 7 d. according to Dugdals, At the Diſſolution, as 


appears by a monumental Inſcription on the North Side

ef the Altar, it was granted by Henry VIII. to Richard 
Codington and Elizabeth his Wife, in Exchange for the 
Manor of Noneſuch, in Surry, Afterwards it was in the 
Family of Fiennes. It has for ſome time been in the Nertan 
Family, who have built a neat Manſion where the Priory 
ftood, which is now the Seat af Richard Norton, Eſq. 


IxworTH-Thorp. The chief Eſtate and Rectory be- 
longed to /xworth Priory, and were granted to the afore- 
faid Richard and Elizabeth Codington. Thomgs Crofts Read, 
Eſq; is now Lord of this Manor. 


' RNATTISHALEL, or GNATTSHALL. Jabn de Her- 
hng, of Eaft- Herlzyng in Norfolk, was Lord here A. D. 
2360; and it continued long in that Name and Family, 
Sir Thomas Lovel died ſeiſed of this Manor A. D. 1522, 
and left it to his Coufin Francis Lovel; and it is now veſted 
in Cavendiſh, Eſq. 


LAanGHaAm, formerly the Lordſhip of William de Cri- 
Letote; it is now veſted in Patrick Blake, Eſq; who hath 
now a Seat here. 


LIyVEHRMORE-Little, anciently gave Name to Barthe- 
kmew Livermore, who was Lord of the Manor: After- 
wards it was Mr. Coke's, who built the Hall, and left it 
to the Duke of Grafton, who ſome time reſided here. 
Baptiſt Lee, Eſq; has greatly augmented this neat Man- 
fron, incloſed it with a large Park, and has made it his 
Seat. 


Nox rox, was the Lordſhip of Jahn de Pakenham, 
9 Edward III. Here was lately the Seat of the Milleſons ; 
then of Milleſon Edgar, Eſq; a Deſcendant from the Heireſs 
of that Family, who fold it to Alderman Macro, of Bury; 
whoſe Son the Rev. Cox Macro, D. D. now enjoys it. 
It goes by the Name of Little Law, or Little Loe-Hall.

RICHENGALE-I[nferior, anciently the Lordſhip and 
Demeſne of Ulſtetel,.Earl of the Eaft- Angles : He being 
killed in the Battle of Aſingdon, in Eſſex, left this Manor 
to the Monks of Bury: Afterwards it was granted to 
Sir Nicholas Bacon, and fold with divers others to Lord 
Chief Juſtice Holt, by Sir Edmund Bacon; and now be- 
longs to Rowland Holt, Eſq. 


SAPISTON. Gilbert de Blund had this Lordſhip when 
the Survey in Domeſday-Book was taken, and made it 
Part of the Endowment of his Priory at xworth. The 
Manor, Rectory, and a Grange here, were granted to 
Richard and Elizabeth Codington before-mentioned, 30 
Henry VIII. The Manor is now veſted in the Duke 
of Grafton. 


STANTON, conſiſts of two Pariſhes, St. John and Al- 
Saints, and lieth upon the Road from Ixworth to Boteſ- 
dale. Here is a Fair Yearly on the laſt Day of May, and 
the firſt Day of June. King Edward the Conſeſſor gave 
the Manor and Advowſon of All- Saints to the Abbey of 
Bury ; and they were granted 31 Henry VIII. to Sir 
Themas Jernyn, Knt. The Advowſon of St. Fobp's be- 
longed to Robert Aſbfield. The two Rectories were con- 
ſolidated J. D. 1457. The Manor is now veſted in 
Eduard Capell, Eſq. 


STOWLANGTOFT, fo called as ſome think, from the 
Family of Langtefts who lived here, to diſtinguiſh it from 
other Towns named Stow, in this County. The Hall or 
Manor-Houſe, was the Seat of Fefferey Peche, ꝙ Ed. III. 
but afterwards of the D'Ewes, The learned Sir Simon 
D'Ewes, Knt. was created a Baronet 15 July, 1641. 
That Family is now extinct. The Lordſhip and De- 
meſne in this Pariſh was for ſome time the Eſtate of 
Thomas Norton, Eſq; but is now veſted, by Purchaſe, in 
Sir 
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Sir Thomas Rawlinſon, Knt. Lord-Mayor of Lond in 
the Year 1754. The Church is faid to have been built 
about 45 Edw. III. or A. D. 1370, by Robert Day, of 
A/oifield, who died in 1401 z and before his Death was 
called Robert Aſhfield. In the Chancel is a noble Monu- 
ment for that great Scholar Sir Simon D' Ewes, 


TazLnaETRAMN, corruptly called Pelthom, anciently 
the Lordſhip and Demeſne of John de Thelnetham. It is 
now veſted in Dr. Thra/lon. 


TrosTON, formerly belonged to the Abbot of Bury; 
then it was in the Family of Maddox : It is now veſted 
in Mrs. Brandi/h. | 


WALSHAM in the Willows. Gilbert de Blund had a 
Lordſhip here in King J/illiam the Conqueror's Time, 
which he probably made Part of the Endowment of his 
Priory of Ixworth. For at the Diſſolution, a Manor in 
Walſham, and the Rectory and Lands called EH- Houſe 
Lands, were granted as Parcel of the Poſſeſſions of that 
Priory to Richard and Elizabeth Codington, ſo often men- 
tioned, 31 July, 30 Henry VIII. And this is probably 
the Manor and Eftate now belonging to Rowland Holt, 
Eſq. Another Manor in J#alfham belonged to William 
de la Pale Duke of Suffolk, in Henry VIth's Reign; and 
upon the Attainder of ſome of his Deſcendants, was 
granted 6 Henry VIII. to George Earl of Shrewſbury ; and 
this ſeems to be the Eſtate which hath for ſome time be- 
longed to the Family of Hunt, and is now veſted in a 
Maiden Lady of that Name. 


WATESFIELD, vulgarly called W ATCHFIELD, was. 
the Lordſhip of the Abbot of Bury. It is now veſted in 
Necold Tempſen, Eſq; and Mr. Samuel Moody. 


WesTroOW- 
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Wes rox-Martet, anciently the Lordſhip of Hugh 
Hovel ; afterwards it deſcended to the Family of Boker- 
ham, from them to the Tyrrels, and is now veſted in Dr. 
Thruflon, who has his Seat here. 


Wrsrow. It appears by a mural Monument in the 
Chancel, that the Crofts were in Poſſeſſion of this Manor 
as early as the Time of Edward III. and there is a Roll 
yet extant of a Court held in his Reign by one of that 
Family. Afterwards it was the Abbots of Bury; then 
the Krt/on's ; after them the Bacon's ; and then came into 
the Family of Progers ; and is now veſted in Sir Sydenham 
Fnvke, who married the Heireſs of Progers, and makes 
the Hall his Seat. 


WorDwELL, anciently the Lordſhip of Thomas de 
Mordiuell. It is now veſted in Earl Cornwalis. 


HuxpRED 
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1 Hundred is parted from the County 
of Cambridge by the River Cam, and from the 
County of Norfolk by the Little Ouſe ; and is 
bounded on the Eaft and South-Eaſt by the Hundreds of 
Blackbourn and Tbingoe. It contains the following 
Pariſhes, viz. | 


BarxTon-Mills, or Litth-BarToN, to diſtinguiſh it 
from another Pariſh of this Name, in the Hundred of 
Thedwaſire, The Manor here was given to the Abbey 
of Bury, by one Robert Hoo; and at the Diſſolution was 
granted to Simon Stewart, 7 Edward VI. But the Ad- 
vowſon of the Church was given to the College of Stoke, 
by Clare ; and at the Diſſolution fell to the Crown. 


Br AN DON, is ſituated on the Little Ouſe, which is na- 
gable from Lynn to this Town. The Town is pretty 
well built, and the Road lies through it from St. Edmunds- 
bury to Lynn. The Manor and Advowſon of the Church, 
which is a very good Structure, belonged to the Biſhoprick 
of Ely until the 4th Year of Queen Elizabeth, when it was 
alienated from it. It was granted to Charles Duke of 
York 3 Jac. I. Weſt from the Church is the Seat of 
Zoſeph Birch, Eſq. This Town has a ſmall Market on 
Fridays, and three Fairs, viz. on 14 February, 11th of 
June, and the 11th of November, The Lordſhip now 
belongs to Rowland Holt, Eſq. The Town was firſt bo- 
noured by giving the Title of a Baron to Charles Gerrard, 


who was by King Charles 1. created Lord Gerrard, of 
Brandon. 
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Brandin. He was afterwards by King Charles II. created 
Earl of Macklesfield ; but that Family being extinct Queen 
Anne in 1711 created Duke Hamilton a Peer of England, 
by the Stile and Title of Baron Dutton and Duke of 
Brandon; whoſe great Grandſon now enjoys this Title. 
The Town furniſhed Landon with a Lord-Mayor in 144 5% 
who was Jahn Eyre, Son of Fobn Eyre, Draper. He built 
Leadenhall for the Uſe of the City, and left befides that 
five thouſand Marks, (a prodigious Sum in thoſe Days} 
to charitable Uſes. He died 18 Sept. 1459. 


CAvexHaAM, for Shortneſs called CANRAMu, was an- 
ciently the Lordſhip and Demeſne of Gilbert Earl of Clare. 
The Manor of Shardelawes in Cavenham, belonged to 
Humphrey Duke of Buckingham 28 Henry VI. The 
Church was given to Stoke, by Clare; and the Impropria- 
tion was granted to George Bingley and William Blake, 
4 Jac. I. The Lordſhip now belongs to Lord Viſcount 
Trunfhend, —— Johnſon, Eſq; bath a Seat in this — 
where he commonly reſides. 


DowxHam. A Manor here was granted to Sir Themas 
Kitſon 31 Henry VIII. as Parcel of the Poſleſſions of 
Bury Abbey, which had the Manor of Dunham given to 
it by /Filliam the Conqueror, at the Deſire of Abbot Bald- 
win. Another Manor in Downham, and the Impropria- 
tion of this Pariſh were granted to Richard Codington and 
Elizabeth his Wife, 30 Henry VIII. as Parcel of the Poſ- 
ſeſſions of Jxworth Priory, It is now very fitly called 
Sandy- Downham, by reaſon of a Sand-Flood, as it may 
be called, which happened in the Year 1668; the Cir- 
cumſtances of which are related at large in the following 
Letter, written by Thomas Wright, Eſq; then living upon 
the Spot, and a great Sufferer by it. 

In which he ſays, He found ſome Difficulty in tra- 
« cing theſe wonderful Sands to their Original, but he 
* found it to be in Lakenbeath, a Town about five Miles 

«* South- 
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« South · weſt of Downham, where ſome great Sand-Hills 

t having the Superficies broken by the tempeſtuous South- 

« weſt Wind, were blown upon ſome neighbouring 

« Ground ; this being of the ſame Nature, and having 

only a thin Coat of unthrifty Graſs over it, which was 

<< ſoon rotted by the other Sand lying on it, joined the 

* Lakenheath Sand, increaſed its Maſs, and accompanied 

« its ſtrange Progreſs. Mr. J/right ſuppoſes, that at the 

« firſt Eruption the Sand did not cover more than eight 

« or ten Acres of Ground ; but before it had travelled 

s four Miles from its firſt Abode, it increaſed ſo much 

« that it covered more than a thouſand. All the Oppo- 

« ſition it met with from Lakenhcath to Downham was 

from one Farm-houſe which the Owner endeavoured 
t to ſecure by building Bulwarks againſt it ; but perceiv- 

sing this would not anſwer his Purpoſe, he changed his 

« Plan, and inſtead of trying to prevent its Approach, 

« he lighted all his Works, and every Fence which might 
obſtruct its Courſe ; and thus by giving it free Paſ- 
*: ſage, in four or five Years Time he was fairly rid of it. 
% It was about thirty or forty Years beſbre the writing 
„of this Account; that the Sand fuſt reached Downham, 
e where it continued for ten or twelve Years in the Out- 
« ſkirts of the Town, without doing any conſiderable 
Damage. The Reaſon of which (as Mr. V. ima- 
&« gined) was becauſe its Current was then down-hill, 
& which ſheltered it from thoſe Winds which gave it 
„Motion; but the Valley being once paſſed, it went 
« above a Mile up-hill in two Months Time, and over- 
tan above 200 Acres of very good Corn-Land the ſame 
« Year, It is now got into the Body of this little Town, 
„where it hath buried and deſtroyed divers Houſes, and 
6 hath forced them to preſerve the Remainder at a greater 
«« Expence than they were worth. He at laſt gave the 
Flood of Sand ſome Check, tho' for four or five Years 
6 his Succeſs was doubtful, It had poſſeſſed all his A- 
** venues, 
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i venues, ſo that there was no Paſſage to him, but over 
te two Walls that were eight or nine Feet high, and en- 
te compaſſed a ſmall Grove before his Houſe, then al- 
% moſt buried in Sand. Nay, at one time it had poſſeſſed 
« his Yard, and was blown up almoſt to the Eves of his 
« Out-houſes. At the other End it had broken down 
« his Garden - wall, and ſtopped all Paſſage that Way. 
« For four or five Years Mr. ///right ſtopped it as well ag 
« he could with Furze Hedges ſet upon one another as 
« faſt as the Sand levelled them, which he found to be 
« the beſt Expedient. By this means he raiſed Sand- banks 
« near twenty Yards high, and brought the Sand into 
te the Compaſs of eight or ten Acres; then by laying 
t“ ſome Hundreds of Loads of Muck and Earth upon it 
«in one Year, he reduced it again to Terrd firma, and 
then he cleared all his Walls, and by the Aſſiſtance of 
« Neighbours who helped him away with 1500 Loads 
« in one Month, he cut a Paſſage to his Houſe thro? the 
“main Body of Sand. But the other End of the Town 
met with a worſe Fate, where many Houſes were over- 
« thrown or buried, and their Paſtures and Meadows 
« which for ſo ſmall a Town were conſiderable, were 
« over-run and deſtroyed. That Branch of the Little 
&* Ouſe, on which this Town borders, (better known by 
„ the Name of Brandon or Thetford River) for three 
& Miles together was fo filled with the Sand, that a 
« Veſſel with two Loads Weight paſſed with as much 
& Difficulty as before a Veſſel would with ten; and had 
e not this River interpoſed and ſtopped the Progreſs of 
* the Sand into Norfolk, great Part of that County had 
been ruined, For (as Mr. V. obſerves) according to 
e the Proportion of the Increaſe of the Sand in thoſe five 
« Miles, which was from 10 Acres to 1500 or 2000, in 
0 a Progreſs over ten Miles more of the like Soil, it would 
have been ſwelled to a huge and amazing Quantity.“ 


Mr, V. imputes the Cauſe of this Flood to the Violence 
R of 
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of the South -weſt Wind paſſing over the Level of the 
Fens without any Check, and to the Sandineſs of the 
Soil. The Levity of this, he believed, gave occaſion to 
that Story of the Actions that uſed to be brought in Vor- 
folk, for Ground blown out of the Owners Poſſeſſion; 
but, he ſays, the County of Suffo/k was more friendly in 
that Particular, for he had poſſeſſed a great Quantity of 
that wandering Land without Interruption, Phil. Tranſ, 
Ns. 17. 


The Lordſhip of this Pariſh now belongs to the Heirs 


of Thomas WWright, Eſq. 


ELvspoNn. Alveden Manor and the Advowſon of the 
ReQory, and Stanes alias Monks-Hall Manor, with the 
Tenement called alters, and ſome other Things in 
Alvedon, were granted as Parcel of the Poſſeſſions of Bury 
to Thomas Duke of Norfolk, 32 Henry VIII. and after- 
wards to Richard Fulmerſton in Exchange, 3 Edward VI. 
Another Manor in Etvedon was granted, as late belonging 
to Ruſhworth College, to Henry Earl of Surry, 33 Henry 
VIII. who, about four Years after, alienated it to Thomas 
Duke of Norfolk. It was lately the Lordſhip of Thomas 
Criſpe, Eſq; and is now veſted in Sir Fobn Tyrrel, Bart. 
who married-the Heireſs of that Family, 


 ERESWELL. This Manor was held of the King in 
Capite, as of his Honour of Boloigne, by Ralph of Rau- 
ceſtre, and his Deſcendants; and in the firſt Year of 
Edward II. was ſo held by Robert de Tudenham, and Eve 
his Wife. Beſides the Pariſh Church, dedicated as we 
think to St. Peter, there was at the North End of the 
Pariſh a Chapel dedicated to St. Laurence ; and in one of 
theſe there was a Chauntry of the yearly Value of 94. 
45. 64, The Manor is now in the Dean and Chapter 
of £ly, g

FrECKINGHAM, is a Peculiar of NRacheſler Dioceſe, 
and has been ſo from the Time of William the Con- 
queror, as appears from Domeſday- Book. It is alſo the 
Lordſhip and Demeſne of Sir Robert Clarke, Batt. 


HERINGSWELL. The Manor and Advowſon belonged 
to the Abbot and Convent of Bury, being given thereto 
by Ulfric, a very wealthy Man, The Manor is now 
veſted in Jahn Holden, Eſq. 


Hiotan-Green, is a Hamlet of Gazelty. 


IcKLINGHAM, conſiſts of two diſtin&t Pariſhes, St. 
James and All-Saints, having two Pariſh Churches. The 
Manor and Advowſon of [chlingham St. James belonged 
to che Abbey of Bury, and were granted to Anthony Rous 
31 Henry VIII. It is now veſted in Daniel Gwilt, Eſq» 
The Manor of Al- Saints belongs to the Earl of Eſfex. 
Near this Village there have been within the Memory of 
ſome, now, or very lately living, ſeveral Roman Coins 
dug up; which ſhews the Antiquity of the Place, and 
that it probably enough has been a Roman Station. 


LAaKEXNHEATH, The Prior and Convent of Ely had 
Grant for a Market and Fair here A. D. 1309. They 
had a Grant for a Market here long before ; and the Ab- 
bot of Bury got an Inquiſition in the fourth Year of King 
John, to try by a Jury whether the lately erected Market 
at Lakinge, was not to the Detriment of the Town and 
Market of Bury? The Manor and Advowſon now be- 
long to the Dean and Chapter of EH. It is a large 
Village, ſituated on the Side of the Fens, in an unwhole- 
ſome Air; at preſent not remarkable, except it be for the 
Reſidence of Sir Simeon Stewart, who has a Seat here, 
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M1LDENHALL, ſituated on the River Lark, is a very 
large Town in Bounds, and a Half-Hundred of itſelf, 
The Borough, commonly called High- Town Mildenhall, 
is a pleaſant well- built Town; its noble Church and tal} 
Steeple, are good Ornaments to it. There is a plentiful 
Market Weekly on Fridays, well ſerved with Fiſh, wild 
Fowl, and all other Proviſions. The Fair begins Yearly 
on Sept. 29, and a conſiderable one it is, laſting four 
Days. Towards the Fens are ſeveral large Streets as big 
as ordinary Towns, called by the Inhabitants, Rows ; as 
I:ft- Row, Beck- Row, and Holywell- Row. 


One Manor of this Town was given to the Abbey of 
Bury by King Edward the Confeſlor, that the Religious 
might eat Wheat, and not as they did before Barley- 
bread. At the Diſſolution it was granted 4 and 5 Philip 
and Mary, to Thomas Reeve and Chriſtopher Ballet : It is 
now the Eſtate of Sir William Bunbury, Bart. Nephew of 
Sir Thomas Hanmer, Speaker of the Houſe of Commons in 
the Reign of Queen Anne, who conſtantly refided here in 
a noble Manſion North of the Church. This Town has 
furniſhed London with two Lord-Mayors, Henry Barton, 
who was Lord-Mayor in 1428, and William Gregory, who 
was Mayor in 1451, In the Year 1567, May 17, great 
Part of this Town was conſumed by Fire. Here is alſo 
the Seat of Ruſhbrooke, Eſq. 


THETFORD. The whole or greateſt Part of this an- 
giently famous Place ſeems originally to have been on the 
Suffelk-fide of the River; and there is ſti} one Pariſh, viz. 
St. Mary's, conſiſting of about thirty Houſes in Suffolk, 
and Part of this Hundred of Lactford; tho' as to Eccle- 
kaſtical Matters, under the Juriſdiction of the Archdeacon 
of Norwich, In the Reign of King Edward III. there 
were thirteen Pariſhes on the Sufo/k-ſide, and but ſeven 
on the Norfo/k-ſide. 


The 
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The Priory of Cluniac Monks was firſt founded on this 
Side, tho ſoon removed into the other. The Houſe of 
Benediftine Nuns, and thoſe of the Canons of the Holy 
Sepulchre, and Dominican Friers, continued on the Suffolt-- 
fide till the Diſſolution. 


TuUDDENHAM. 


WANGFORD, was the Seat of the Lord Chief Juſtice 
Ilright, well known in the Reign of King James II. The 
Lordſhip of this Pariſh is now veſted in Rowland Holt, 
Efq. : 


WoRLINGTON. This is thought to be the fame Place 
which is called Mredelington, which William de Valence 
Earl of Pembrate had the Advowſon of, 20 Edward I. 
Iſabel, Daughter of the ſaid Earl, became the Wife of 
John Haſtings, Lord of Bergavenny ; and John Haſtings, 
Eacl of Pembroke, great Grandſon of the ſaid Fohn and 
I/cbel, died ſeiſed of this Manor 49 Edward III. and Anne 
his Wife had it aſſigned to her as Part of her Dower. 
Villiam Beauchamp Lord Bergavenny, died ſeiſed of it 12 
Henry IV. It was Part of Herbert the late Earl of C- 
ford's Eſtate; then of Lord Sandys, who married the 
Heireſs of the ſaid Earl; and it was fold by him to George 
Montgomerie, Eſq; late one of the Repreſentatives in Par- 
liament of the Borough of Ipſwich, 
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—_ IDGE Hundred is bounded on the Eaft by 
the Hundreds of Baberg, Thingee, and Lackford; on 

the ſi by Cambridgeſhire ; on the South by the 
Stour, which parts it from Eſſex ; and, on the North, by 
Lackford. It contains the following Towns and Pariſhes, 


BARNARDISTON,” commonly called Branſon, gives 
Name to a Family whoſe ſeveral Branches have had Seats 
at Kedington, Brightwell, and Wyver/ton, in this County. 
The Lordſhip is ſtill in the Family of Barnardiſton, of 
Kedington, 


Great BRADLEY. Thomas Lord Botetourt was Lord 
here 8 Edward III. in Right of his Wife Joan, one of the 
Siſters and Coheirs of John de Someri, Baron of Dudley. 
Here is a Fair yearly on Sept. 29, -——— Brand, Eſq; 
js Lord of the Manor, and Patron of the Church. 


Little BRADLEY. This Church ſeemingly belonged to 
Steks College. 


CLARE, a pretty large Town, fityated on the Stour ; 
it is now of little Note, but formerly was, far its Owners, 
and the Earls deſcended from them, 

Richard Fitz-Gilbert, a Kinſman of King V illiam the 
Conqueror, was the firſt Earl of Clare; he was alſo called 
from the uſual Place of his Reſidence, Richard de Tun- 
bridge. The Earldom continued in that Family to the 
Time of King Edward II. when Gilbert the Son of Gi{- 
tert Earl of Clare, by Jean de Acres Daughter of King 

Eqqoard 
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Edward I. dying without Iſſue Male, the Honour became 
extinct. Afterwards Lionel, third Son of K. Edward III. 
in the 36th Year of his Reign was created Duke of Cla- 
rence : His Daughter marrying Edward Mortimer Earl of 
March, carried this Lordſhip into that Family, who en- 
joyed it ſome Time, The Dukedom was extinct at her 
Father's Death; but 13 Henry IV. Thomas his ſecond Son 
was created Duke of Clarence, who dying without Iſſue 
Male, the Title of Clare lay again dormant, until George 
Plantagenet Brother of King Edward IV. was created 
Duke of Clarence : Upon his Attainder and Death, the 
Title was extinguiſhed again; but in 22 Fames I. John 
Hollis, of Houghton in Nottinghamſhire, was created Earl 
of Clare: In 1688, Jahn his great Grandſon ſucceeded 
to his Earldom, who married Margaret the third Daughter 
of Henry Cavendiſh, Duke of Newcaſtle : Aſter his Fa- 
ther's Death, he was in 6th King William III. created 
Marquis of Clare and Duke of Newcafile. He died with- 
out Iſſue 17 Fuly 1707, and left the Bulk of his Land 
Eſtate to Thomas Hollis Pelham, Son of his youngeſt Siſter 
Grace, who by King George I. was created Earl and Mar- 
quis of Clare, and afterwards Duke of Newcaſtle. 

South-Eaſt of this Town, between it and the River, 
are ſtill the Ruins of a very ſtrong Caſtle, built by one 
of the Earls of Clare; but it is not certain which of 
them, 

In the Church of St. John Baptift in the Caſtle, was a 
very ancient ſmall Houſe of Benedictine Monks, a Cell to 
the Abbey of Bece in Normandy, until the Year 1124, 
when they were removed to Stoke, Here was alſo a Houſe 
of Friers Eremites, of the Order of St. Auſtin, founded by 
Richard de Clare Earl of Ghufter, A. D. 1248 ; which 
was given by King Henry VIII. to Richard Friend. It is 
now veſted in Mr. Poulter. 

The Church is a very good Structure, which with the 
Ruins of the Caſtle and Monaſtery, are the only Things 
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worth Notice, There is a mean Market on Fridays, if 
It deſerves that Name; and one Fair on Eafter-Tueſday, 
and another on July 25th yearly. Not far from Clare is 
Honeden; where, in the Year 1687, the Sexton digging a 
Grave, found a large Quantity of Saxon Coins. See Phil, 
Tranſact. No. 189, 203. ä 


Cur bunch. This Church is now conſolidated with 
Ichworth ; the Lordſhip and Patronage belong to the Right 
Hon, the Earl of Bri/tol, 


Cros, rather Chipley, is a Hamlet of Clare. Here 
was formerly a ſmall Priory, which was united A. D, 
1468, to the College of Stoke; the Remains of which 
are now converted into a Dwelling-Houſe. 


CoorixG, corruptly called Coolige. In this Pariſh is a 
good Seat, called by the Name of Branches ; which, with 
the Manor, was the Eſtate of William Long- Eſpee Earl of 
Saliſbury and Somerſet, baſe Son to King Henry II. by fair 
Roſamond. They are now veſted in Ambroſe Dickins, Eſq; 
who has a handſome Manſion here, Here was anciently 
a Free Chapel, dedicated to St. Margaret ; on whoſe 
Feaſt-day 20 Fuly, one of the Fairs is kept ; the other is 
on October 6. The Advowſon of the Church was grant- 
ed A. D. 1333, by Sir John and Sir Themas de Sharde- 
lowe, Sons of Fohn Shardelowe, Juſtice of the Common- 
Pleas to the Cuſtos and Scholars of Trinity-Hall in Cam- 
bridge, to be appropriated to their Uſe. 


DalnhAu, gnciently the Lordſhip and Demeſne of 
William de Lord, Earl of Suffolk ; afterwards it came 
into the Family of the E/atevilles, who ſold it to the Right 
Rev. Simon Patrick Biſhop of Ely, and his Son diſpoſed of 
jt to Gilbert Aﬀieck, Eſq; Father to John Aﬀecck, late one 
of t the ns of this County,

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DEexXHAM. Thomas Hethe was Lord of Denham, by 
Barrow, in the latter Part of King Edward the Third's 
Reign; the Lordſhip, after that, belonged to Margaret de 
Say, then to Edward Lukemore, Eſq; then to Horatio 
Lord Viſcount Townſend, who married Mary, ſole Heireſs 
of Edward Lukemere ; and is now poſſeſſed by that Fa- 
mily. | 

It was extraparochial until Sir Edward Lukemore built 
a Church or Chapel here, and endowed it with the Tithes, 


DensToON, or DEnARDESTON. Here was a College 
or Chauntry endowed with 22/. 8s. gd. per Ann. and 
granted with a Manor called Beaumonds thereto belong- 
ing 17 June 2 Edward VI. to Thomas and John Smith, 
Thomas Smith fold it 9 Elizabeth to Filliam the Son of 
William Bird, Citizen and Mercer of Lenden. In this 
Pariſh is a beautiful Seat, which now is the Manſion of 
John Robinſon, Eſq; late Lieutenant-Colonel in the Cold- 
flream Regiment of Foot-Guards, who has the Lordſhip. 


Deepen. The Hall did formerly belong to the Fer- 
myns; afterwards to the Coels; from them it became the 
Seat of Coel Thornhill, Eſq; who fold it to Hutch. Mure, 
Eſq. 


GaAzELY, or GAIESLY. This Church was given to 
the College of Stote-Clare, to be the Portion of one of 
the Prebendaries ; and the Rectory was granted 9 Fac, I, 
to Francis Mere and Francis Philips. 


HAVvERHILL, is a long Thorough-fare Town; the 
South-end of the Street is Part in this County, and Hart 
in Eſſex. It has a mean Market on Wedneſdays, 2nd two 
Fairs, i. e. on i May and 15 Auguſt. Here were ge 
merly two Churches, or at leaſt a Church and a 
pne of which was called Le nether Chirche, in Har

The Manors of Deſening and Haverhill were Lord Staf- 

ford's, 4 Henry IV. and Humphrey Duke of Buckingham's 
28 Henry VI. Henry Lord Grey of Codnoure, had a Grant 
of the Manors of Haverhill and Herſham, 1 Richard III. 
The Church was impropriated to the Priory of Caftle- 
acre, in Norfolk ; and the ReQtory and Advowſon of the 
Vicatage were granted 29 Henry VIII. to Thomas Lord 
Cromwell. 


. -HawKEnoN. There are two Manors in this Town; 
one belongs to Philip Hammond, Eſq; who has a Seat 
here: The other belongs to the Family of Maltyward. 
Gilbert q Umfreville died ſeiſed of the Manor of Thorflan- 
tan, or Thur/tru/ton in Hawkedon, 4 Richard Il. Robert 
Lord Harington died ſeiſed of it 7 Henry IV. in Right of 
his Wife, who was Daughter of Sir Nigel Loryng, Knight 
of the Garter. There is alſo a Seat called Stan- Hall, 
which was long in the Family of Abbot, and fince pur- 
chaſed by the Stewarts ; in whoſe Family it now is. 


 Hunpon. Lionel Earl of Clarence died ſeiſed of the 
Manor of Hunden, Erdbury, and Wood- Hall in Sudbury, 
43 Edward III. The Church was given to the College 
of Stoke-Clare, by Alo/tan Prieſt of Hunden, and Edward 
his Son; and the Rectory and Advowſon of the Vicarage 
were granted to Sir Jahn Cheke, 5 Edward VI. The 
Manor is now veſted in Henry Vernon, Eſq. There was 
alſo a Manor or reputed Manor in Hunden, with the Parks 
called Great Park, Efry Park, and Broxley Park, granted 
to Sir John Cheke 3 Edward VI. as Parcel of the Poſſeſ- 
ſions of Stoke-Clare. 


KEDINGTON, or as it is written in Domeſday-Book 
Kediture, now corruptly Ketton, was then the Lordſhip 
and Demeſne of Ralph Barnard ; afterwards it belonged 
to the Earls of Clare; but in late Times to the Barnar- 
&:flons, who have been here ever ſince the Year 1500, 
| according 
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according to Weaver, p. 733. Sir Thomas Barnardiſtan, 
of this Place, Knt. was created a Baronet 7 April, 1663. 
Sir Samuel Barnardi/lon lately reſided at Kedington-Hall, a 
beautiful Seat. It was the Jointure of his Lady; but, 
upon her Death, it came to Sir Jahn Barnardi/ton ; who 
had ſold the Reverſion to Mr. Mertins, Goldſmith and 
Jeweller in London. The Fair is Yearly on July 29. 


KEeNnTFORD, a Hamlet to Gazely. 


LirGaTE. Here was a Mount moated round near the 
Church, on which remain the Ruins of a Caſtle : But 
this Pariſh is more memorable for giving Birth and Name 
to John Lidgate, who was a Benedictine Monk of Bury St. 
Edmunds. He died A. D. 1440, and was famous for his 
Learning and his Poetry, 

The Lordſhip of this Town did formerly belong to 
John Haſtings Earl of Pembroke, 49 Edward III. ſince to 
the Lord Fermyn, late to Sir Fermyn Davers, Bart. and 
then by Sale to his Grace the late Duke of Somerſet. 


MovLTow, is a Peculiar to the Archbiſhop of Canter- 
bury, and under the Juriſdiction of the Dean of Bocking. 
Jahn Agnerus had the Grant of a Market here 26 Ew. I. 
Sir John de Chyvere/lon was Lord 25 Edward III. but he 
ſhortly after ſold the Manor to Elizabeth, Reli& of Sir 
Andrew Lutterell; one of whoſe Deſcendants, Sir Hugh 
Lutterell, died ſeiſed of it 6 Henry VI. 


OvsDpex. In this Pariſh is the Seat of Richard Moſeley, 


PosLINGFORD, was anciently the Lordſhip of Ralph 
Bayard. New- Houſe, in this Pariſh, is the Seat of George 
Golding, Eſq. The Impropriation and Advowſon of the 
Vicarage belonged to the Priory of Dunmow, in Eſſex ; 
and were granted 28 Henry VIII. to Robert Earl of Suſſex ; 
and are now veſted in Henry Moore, Eſg. 

2 STANS» 
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 STANSFIELD. In this Pariſh is the Seat of Robert Ko. 
dington, Gent. The Lordſhip is in the Crown. 


STOKE juxta Clare, is remarkable for a Priory tranſ. 
lated from the Caſtle of Clare thither, by Richard de To- 
nebridge Earl of Clare It was of the Benedictine Order, 
About A. D. 1415, Edmund Mortimer Earl of March 
augmented its Revenues, and got it changed from a Priory 
to a Collegiate Church, conſiſting of a Dean and Secular 
Canons; the Popes John 23d and Martin 5th ratify- 
ing this Exchange. It was valued at the Diſſalution at 
3241. 45. 13d. per Annum, and granted to Sir John 
Cheke, and Walter Mildmay ; from whom it paſſed to the 
Family of Trigg; then it became the Poſſeſſion of Sir 
Gervaiſe Elweys, who married Amy the Daughter of Dr. 
Trigg. He was created a Baronet 22 Fuly, 1660 ; whoſe 
Succeflor Sir Hervey Ekoeys, now enjoys the Honour and 
Eſtate, He reſides in a good old Seat, where the Priory 
ſtood. Szoke Fair is on the Monday in Whitſun-Week, 


STRADDISHALL, 


Great ThuRLow. Here was a ſmall Hoſpital or Free 
Chapel, of the yearly Value of 31. which was granted by 
King Edward IV. to the Maiſon de Dieu in Cambridge, 
now Part of King's-College. The Lordſhip formerly be- 
longed to John King, Eſq; then to the V aldegraves, then 
to Sir Cordel Firebrace, Bart. who ſold it to James Vernon, 


Eſq; whoſe Son Henry has his Seat at the Hall in this 
Pariſh. 


Little TyHuRLOw. In this Pariſh is a noble old Seat, 
where the Family of Saame have long reſided, It is now 
the Seat of Stephen Soame, Eſq. 


WuHIXOE. 


WICKHAM- 
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W1CKHAM+Brook, now a Pariſh of large Bounds, to 
which ſeveral Hamlets or Pariſhes have been annexed : 
Four of theſe appear in ſome old Writings, now in the 
Cuſtody of Robert Edgar, of Ipſwich, Eſq; 1. The Ham- 
let or Pariſh of Clapton, or Cloptune, the Tithes of which 
did anciently belong to State College. 2. Badmondisfield- 
Hall, was formerly the Poſſeſſion of Charles Somerſet, Son 
of Sir George Somerſet, who was the ſecond Son of Charks 
Earl of Worceſter ; ſince Sir Henry North's; now of 
Warner, Eſq. There was a Free Chapel here 
dedicated to St. Mary, of which Sir John Haſtings Lord 
Bergavenny, and his Deſcendants, were Patrons ; and af- 
ter them John Grey, of Ruthin ; this Chapel was granted 
by Queen Elizabeth in 1583, to William Manſey, Iron- 
monger of Londm. 3. Giffords-Hall, once in Sir Hugh 
Francis ; fince in Thomas Heigham, Elq; afterwards in 
John Owers ; now in George Chinery, Gent. 4. Clapton, 
or Wickham-Houſe, was formerly the Habitation of Major 
Robert Sparrow, and now ſometimes the Reſidence of 


Robert Edgar, Eſq. 


WETHERSFIELD, 


Great WRATTING, and Little WRATTING. Lady 
Barnardiſten is Lady of the Manor in theſe Pariſhes. 
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1 Hundred is parted from Eſſex by the 
River Stour ; it is bounded on the North by Thingoe 

and Thedwaſtre ; and on the Eaft by Cogfard. The 
Towns and Villages in this Hundred are as followeth, viz, 


AcTon, formerly called Aketon. The Manor in this 
Pariſh in 9 Edward I. was the Inheritance of Robert de 
Buers, King Edward IV. afterwards gave it to Henry 
Lord Bouchier ; he left it to Henry, his Grandſon. Sir 
Richard Bacon, Bart. is now Owner of the Hall, and 
Lord of the Manor. Acton-Place, was formerly the Seat 
of the Daniels; they fold it to Robert Jennent, Eſq; who 
began to rebuild the ſame; it is now finiſhed by William 
Fennens his Son, and is a fine Structure. There was an- 
ciently in this Pariſh a Chauntry, of the yearly Value of 
ol. 2s. 81d. Ambroſe Kedington, Eſq; has a Seat in this 
Pariſh, by the Side of Babergh- Heath. The Advowſon 


is in Mr. Zennens, 


ALPHETON, was formerly the Lordſhip of John de 
IWlnetham, who in the Reign of Edward III. left a 
Daughter his Heir, married to Edmund Brokeſbern, Eſq; 
by whom he had Iſſue Eleanor, who married Sir Wilkam 
Raynsforth, Knt. This Manor is now veſted in Mrs. 
Little. | 


ASSINGTON. Sir Andrew de Nevile claimed the Patron- 
age and Advowſon of this Church, 18 Edward I. but he 
releaſed it to the Prior and Convent of Hatfield Peverel ; 
upon the Diſſolution of which Houſe the Rectory and Ad- 
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vowſon of the Vicarage were granted 29 Henry VIII. to 
Giles Leigh. The Manor belonged to the Family of the 
Corbets, which were ſeated here; Sir Piers Corbet was a 
Knight Banneret in the Time of Zdw. I. and Sir Thomas 
Corbet was at a Tournament in Dun/lable, 2 Edward Il. 
This Family continued here until the Reign of Hex. VIII. 
then Robert Gurden, Eſq; purchaſed the Eſtate of the 
Corbett. In the 26th Year of Queen Elizabeth, Toba 
Gurdon, of  Affington, Eſq; was High-Sheriff of this 
County; and ever ſince their firſt Settlement here, the 
Gurdons have been Men of Figure and Eftate in this 
County, as they till remain. The preſent Poſſeſſor is 
Nathaniel Gurdsn, Eſq. 


BoxroRD, ſituated in a Bottom between two Brooks, 
which join each other a little below it, It is a Place of 
conſiderable Trade. Here are two Fairs yearly ; one on 
Ea/ter- Monday, and the other on December 21. The 
Crown preſents to it. 


About a Mile South-Eaſt of this Village, ſituated in 
the Pariſhes of Boxford, Stoke and Affmgton, is Peyton- 
Hall, granted by I illiam the Conqueror to Robert Malkt, 
a Norman Baron, and a Progenitor of the ancient Fa- 
mily of Peyton, (from which deſcended the Uſfords 
Earls of Suffolk) who being firſt ſeated at Peyton-Hall in 
Ramholt, in Willford Hundred, afterwards ſettled at Pey- 
ton-Hall in this Pariſh, by Marriage with Gernoon. There 
was a Sir John Peyton, of Suffolk, in the Time of Edu. I. 
and Fohn de Peyton was Knight of this Shire 28, 29 Ed. III. 
This has for ſome Time been the Eſtate of the Daßb- 
woods, and is now veſted in George Daſhuord, Eſq; who 
has a Seat in or near Sudbury, called F/ood- Hall. Here 
is a Free Grammar-Schoal, founded by Queen Elizabeth. 

South-Wift of Boxford Church, is Coddenham-Hall ; a 
very good Seat, formerly the Lordſhip and Demeſne of 
Sir Foſeph Brand; now of Thomas Bennet, Eſq. At the

aft end of Boxford-/ireet is another neat Manſion, now 
the Seat of the Rev. Mr. Benyon.

* BoxsTEaD, formerly the Lordſhip of the Abbot of Fr 
Bury St. Edmund, 9 Edu. I. but afterwards, by what means Ste 
we know not, it was granted to Robert Hariglon, Eſq; of 
who being attainted in the Reign of Edw. IV. it was {ug 
granted to Richard Duke of Glocefter, Brother to the ſaid in 
King. It was afterwards the Seat of the Pooleys. This H 
ancient Family of Knights Degree ſpread itſelf into ſeve- 
ral flouriſhing Branches here, and at Columbine-Hall in th 
Stowmarket, and Badley in Boſmere Hundred. Sir Jobn h 
Pooley, the laſt Knight of this Houſe, was choſen Bur- J 
geſs for Sudbury in the Convention of 1688. It is now | 


the Seat of George Heller, Eſq. 


Bures, or Burks, is a Village on the Stour, over 
which it has a fair Bridge, leading through Bures Hamlet 
in Eſſex, to Colcheſter. Galfridus de Fontibus, (who wrote 
about the Year 1156) tells us, that King Edmund who 
was cruelly murdered by the Danes at Hoxne in this 
County, was crowned here. His Words are theſe : Be- 
ing unanimouſly approved they brought him to Suffelty 
and, in the Village called Burum made him King; the 
« venerable Prelate Hunibert aſſiſting, and anointing and 
« conſecrating Edmund to be King. Now Burum is an 
* ancient Royal Hill, the known Bound between N- 
Sexe and Suffolk, and ſituate upon the Stowr, a River 
„% moſt rapid both in Summer and Winter.“ Which 
Paſſage (faith the Author of the Additions to Cambden, 
from whom we have it) is the more obſervable, becauſe 
it ſhews what we are to underſtand by Burva, in Aſſerius's 
Life of Alfred); that it is not Bury, as the Chronicle un- 
der Brompton's Name ſuppoſes ; nor yet Burne in Lincoln- 
Hire, as hath been aſſerted ; but this Bures of Buers, as 
Matthew W:ftminſler calls it. 

The 
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The Church and Spire-ſteeple were great Ornaments 
to this Village; but in 1733 the Spire was ſet on fire by 
Lightning, and burnt down to the Steeple; the Bell- 
Frames were likewiſe burnt, the Bells melted, and the 
Steeple much damaged. la a Tomb on the North-ſide 
of this Church lieth a Knight croſs-legged, his Name is 
ſuppoſed to be Cornard, who is ſaid to haue fold a Farm 
in this Pariſh called Cern Hall, for Four-pence ; Temp. 
Hen. III. Buers Fair is yearly on Ha- Thurſday. 

Small- Bridge, in this Pariſh, has been memorable for 
the aldegraves, an ancient Family, who long reſided 
here; but afterwards removed into Eſſex. Sir Richard 
Waldegrave was Knight of the County of Suffolk, 50 
Edward III. 

Gilbert de Clare, who died A. D. 1151, gave the 
Church of Bures to the Monks of Stote-Clare. Hugh 
Lord Bardelf died 32 Edward I. ſeiſed of the Manor of 
Bures in Suffolk, in the Right of his Wife Jſabel the 
Daughter and Heireſs of William Aguillan. King Ed- 
ward IV. in the 19th Year of his Reign granted unto 
Anne the Wife of William Lord Bouchier, and Siſter to 
his Queen, the Manor of Overbull, as alſo the Manor of 
Netherhall, otherwiſe called 8ylvefters-hall, in St. Mary 
Bures, in Suffolk and Effex, 


BaENT-Aleigb, a Village and Manor belonging to the 
Anceſtors of Sir Henry Shelton, by Marriage with the Co- 
heireſs of [tlrigh; who procured a Market for it of 
Henry III. long ſince diſcontinued. His Poſterity flouriſhed 
here a Jong time ; but afterwards it deſcended to the Fa- 
mily of Colman, who now enjoy it. Dr. Colman, Fellow 
of Trinity College Cambridge, built a fine Parochial Li- 
brary at the End of the Chancel, and well furnifhed it 
with Books. Since that Edwatd Colman, Eſq; built a 


neat Alms- ne ie for ſix poor People, and plentifully en- 
dowed it. The laſt of which Family Edward Colman, 
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Eſq; gave this Eſtate to his Kinſman Edward Goat, Eg; 
whoſe Son Edward is is now poſſeſſed of it. The Manot 
and Advowſon of the Vicarage were granted 34 Hen. VIII. 
to Robert Goodwin, as Parcel of the Poſſeſſions of St. 
Ofith's Abbey, in Eſex; but the Impropriation was granted 
5 Elizabeth to Bartholomew King, and Edward IV iſeman. 


CavenDisH, is ſituated on the Steur, and is memo- 
rable for giving Name to the noble Family of Cavendiſh. 
Sir Fohn Cavendiſh, born in this Place, was Lord Chief 
Juſtice of the King's Bench 46 Edward III. and con- 
tinued in that Station until the 5th Richard II. when un- 
happily falling into the Hands of that Rabble aſſembled 
under Jobn Raw and Robert W:/tbroom, he was beheaded 
by them at Bury. From this learned Judge deſcended 
William Cavendiſh, who was created by King Fac. I. 
Baron Cavendiſh of Hardwick, and Earl of Devonſbire ; 
his Succeſſor is now Duke of Devonſhire. Feſus College 
in Cambridge hath the Advowſon of the Church. 


CHILTON, is ſaid to be a Hamlet of Great Waldingfield. 
The Hall appears to be a good old Seat ; it formerly be- 
longed to the Knightly Family of Crane; for Sir John 
Crane, of this Place, Knt. was created a Baronet 11 May, 
1627 ; which Family is now extindt. It is now veſted 
in Sir Armine Woodhouſe, who is Lord of the Manor there, 
called //aldingfield-Hall, Carbonells with Chilten, 


CoCKFIED, or Cokefield, or Cookfield, conſiſts of the 
Manors Cockfield-Hall, which probably belonged to the 
Abbey of Bury St. Edmunds ; but Sir William Spring, Knt. 
died ſeized of it 42 Elizabeth, The other is Earls-Hall, 
ſo called from the Veres, Earls of Oxford. In 24 Edw.1. 
Robert de Vere Earl of Oxford had it. Afterwards Jahn 
Earl of Oxford taking part with the Lancaftrians againſt 
Edward IV. forfeited his Eſtates, and the ſaid Edward 
gave them to his Brother Richard Duke of York, But 


Henry 
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Henry VII. reſtoring him to his Honours and Eftates, his 
Succeſlors enjoyed them till the Death of Awbrey de Vere, 
the laſt Earl of that Family. Theſe Manors are now 
veſted in Jahn Moore, Eſq. The Advowſon is in St. 
John's College, Cambridge. | 

There is a handſome Manſion in this Pariſh, which 
has been for fome time, and now is the Seat of the 
Hlerveys. 


CorNnarp- Magna, formerly the Lordſhip of the Ab- 
beſs of Malling, in Kent ; who bought it of Thomas de 
Grey, about A. D. 1317. It was granted to the Arch- 
biſhop of Canterbury in Exchange, 32 Henry VIII, bur 
reſumed by Queen Elizabeth. 


CornarD-Parva, was the Lordſhip of Thomas de Grey. 
Sir Roger de Grey, of Merton in Norfolk, Knt. died ſeiſed 
of it 1371; and Sir William de Grey, of the ſame Place, 
died ſeiſed of Caw/tons Manor in Little Cornard, 19 Oc- 
tober 1632. 


EDWARDSTON, a Village of Note for the Lords for- 
merly inhabiting in it. Herbert de Montechenſy was here 
in the Time of the Conqueror, whoſe Son Maryne ſuc- 
ceeded him in this Lordſhip. Hubert, Son of Maryne, 
married Mariel the Daughter of Peter de YValoignes, and 
had Iſſue by her Miiliam de Montechenſy, who was a great 
Soldier, and in high Eſteem with Zdward I. and the whole 
Kingdom. This William married a Daughter of D' A.- 
bany Earl of Arundel, by whom he had JYaryne, who was 
ſo vaſtly wealthy that he was called the EnghfCrafus, and 
died worth above 200,000 Marks, according to Cambden. 
The Lordſhip deſcended at length to the J/aldgraves, by 
a Marriage with Jane ſole Daughter of Sir Edward Mon- 
techenſy. Sir William I aldegrave, about the Year 1 598, 
ſold it to John Brand, of Boxford, Clothier; from waich 
Family it came to the late Sir Robert Kemp, Bart. by his 
S 2 Marriage 
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Marriage with the ſole Daughter of John Brand, Eſq. 
Sir Robert fold the Manor and Advowſon to JVilliam 
French, Citizen of London and Draper in 1714, who now 
enjoys it. 


St. EDw ARD's Place, was formerly a Religious Houſe, 
and a Cell to the Monaſtery of Abingdon, near Oxford ; 
but the Monks were removed about the Year 1160 to 
the Priory of Colne, in Eſſex ; which got the great Tithes 
of this Pariſh appropriated to it. It is now the Eſtate of 
the Biſhop of Ely, to which See it was annexed by Queen 
Elizabeth in 1599, in exchange for ſome valuable Manors 
which belonged to that See. The Biſhop of Ely pays to 
the Vicar after the Rate of Twelve-pence a Day, or 
18 J. 5s. per Annum. 

A little South of St. Edward's- Place is a neat Man- 
ſion, which was the Seat of Jeſeph Al/lon, Eſq; and was 
lately fold by his Heirs to Mr. Sheldon, of London. 
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GLEMSFORD, was one of the Manors which Odo was 
poſſeſſed of when Domeſday-Book was taken. Some 
Rents are paid out of this Lordſhip to the Biſhop of Eh, 
and the Inhabitants are exempted from ſerving on any 
Juries elſewhere but at the Iſle of EH. The Church of 
Ely had Poſſeſſions here as early as Edward the Conſeſ- 
for's Time. It is a very large Pariſh in Bounds; and if 
the Houſes ſtood contiguous, it is ſuppoſed, there would 
not be four larger Towns in the County, The Fair is 
yearly on June 24 ; and the Manor now belongs to Henry 
Moore, Eſq. 

A Sermon is to be preached at | Glemiferd once a Year, 
by a Fellow of Chri/s College Cambridge, according to 
the Will of Dr. Hawford 1580, who charged Lands in 
Dullingham for the Support of it. 


GRrorTon, formerly the Lordſhip of the Abbot of Buy. 
It was granted at the Diſſolution of that Abbey to Adam 
IWinthorp, 
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IWinthorp, Eſq; in which Family it continued till about 
the 4th Year of Charles I. when it was purchaſed by 
Thomas Waring ; and is now the Seat of Thomas Haring, 
Ziq. 


HARTEST, belonged to the Convent of Ely, in King 
Edward the Confeſlor's Time ; was afterwards ap- 
propriated to the Biſhopric, and alienated from it 4 Elia. 


LAvENHAM, ſtands on the River Bfeton, and is ſituated 
on a Hill of eaſy Aſcent, on the Top of which is the 
Market-place. The Market is on Tueſdays ; but tho' it 

was formerly very conſiderable, when the Trade for 
blue Cloth was largely carried on here; fince that was 
loſt it is almoſt reduced to nothing "The Fair is on 
Sept. 29, much frequented for Butter and Cheeſe. The 
Church and Steeple are the chief Things remarkable here, 
both eſteemed as being very fine Buildings, perhaps the 
beſt in the County of their Kind. They were built by 
the Veres Earls of Oxford, aſſiſted by the Springs ; * Thomas 
Spring, the rich Clothier, lies buried in the Church; he 
was a great Benefactor to it. In the Steeple are fix large 
tuneable Bells, much admired by the curious, particularly. 
the Tenor, which is ſaid to weigh but 23C. yet ſounds 
like a Bell of 40 C. Weight. The College of Gonvile 
and Caius, in Cambridge, are Patrons of the Rectory. 

Lavenham was one of the Two hundred and T wenty- 
one Lordſhips in Suffolk, that King William the Con- 
queror gave to Robert Mallet ; but he forfeited by joining 
Rebert, eldeſt Son to the Conqueror, in the 2d of Hen. 1. 
which King gave it to Aubrey de Vere ; in whoſe Poſterity 
it remained till alienated by Edward Earl of Oxford in Q. 
Elizabeth's Time to Paul D'Ewes, Eſq; and is now veſted 
in Henry Moore, Eſq. 

There are many good Charities belonging to this Town. 
The Inhabitants purchaſed an Eſtate of 80 J. per Annum 
for repairing their Alms-houſes, and maintaining the Poor 

83 thereof. 
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thereof. Dr. Coppinger, formerly Rector, gave 10 J. per 
Ann. for the Maintenance of four poor People. Joh 
Carder 40 5s. per Ann. to be given to the Poor in Bread: 
And John Cream 40 l. towards the Maintenance of twelve 
poor Widows. Others have given liberally for the Edu- 
cation of Children here, viz. Richard Peacock 23 Car, II. 
gave 5/, per Ann. for educating five poor Boys: Edward 
Colman, of Furnival's-Inn, in 1636, gave 2001. to which 
other Perſons gave ſuch Additions, as purchaſed a conve- 
nient Dwelling-Houſe and School-Room, and an An- 
nuity of 3c/. for a Maſter. Mr. Colman gave 2001. more 
to be laid out in Land, the Rent of which is to be applied 
towards binding out one poor Boy yearly from Milden, 
Brent-Illigh, or Lavenbam. And Robert Rite gave 30. 
per Ann. for binding out two poor Boys from Preſton, or 
for want of ſuch there, from Lavenham. Thomas Cook, 
Lord-Mayor of Landon, A. D. 1463, was a Native of 
this Town, 


LAw$SHALL. Alſuinus the Son of Bricius, gave this 
Lordſhip A. D. 1022, to the Abbey of Ramſey, in Hun- 
tingdonſhire ; at the Diſſolution it was granted, with the 
Patronage of the Rectory, to John Rither, 37 Hen. VIII. 
and belongs now to Baptiſi Lee, Eſq. 


MELLFoRD, commonly called Lang-Meliford, is above 

a Mile in Length from South to North; it is a pleaſant 
Village, and perhaps one of the largeſt in England, that 
is not a Market-Town, Mellford-Hall is a noble old 
Seat: Sir William Cordell, Maſter of the Rolls in Queen 
Elizabeth's Time, had a great Kindneſs for this Town, 
and ſettled his Family at the aforeſaid Hall ; but dying 
without Iſſue, he made Fane the youngeſt of his two 
Siſters his ſole Heir, who married Richard Allington, of 
Horſeheath, in Cambridgeſhire, Eſq. Upon this Marriage 
the Eſtate was fold to Savage Earl Rivers, in Which Fa- 
| mily 
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mily it continued to the Reſtoration, when the Cardels 
became Purchaſers. Robert Cordel, of Mallſord, Eſq; 
was created a Baronet 22 June, 1660. From the Cordels 
it deſcended into the Family of Firebrace, and is now the 
Seat of Lady Firebrace, Relict of Sir Cordel Firebrace, 
Bart. late one of the Repreſentatives of this County. 


Kentwell-Hall, another good old Seat in this Town, 
belonged to the ancient Family of the Claptons; they con- 
tinued here for many Deſcents, and to their Memory 
ſeveral fair Tombs in the Church are erected. From the 
Cloptons it deſcended to —— Darcy, Knt. and from 
him to the Robinſons ; Thomas Robinſon, of Kentwell- Hall, 
Eſq; was created a Baronet 26 Jan. 1681 ; but his Heir, 
who lived at H/orlingham near Beccles, fold his Eſtate in 
theſe Parts to Jahn Moore, Eſq; Citizen of London, and 
Uncle to John Moore, Eſq; the preſent Poſſeſſor. 


At the South-end of the Town is an old Seat, where 
the Family of Martin hath long reſided. Roger Martin, 
Mercer, Son of Laurence Martin of this Town, was Lord- 
Mayor of London in 1567 : His Deſcendant Roger Martin, 
of this Town, Eſq; was created a Farunet 28 March 1667: 
It is now the Seat of Sir Roger Martin, Bart. The Church 
is a beautiful and noble Structure, ſtanding at the North- 
end of the Town : There were two Chauntries in it, one 
founded by MVilliam Clopton, of the yearly Value of 6/. 
6s. 8d. and the other founded by Fohn Hill, of the 
yearly Value of 71. 55. Meaver faith, that on ſome 
Part of the Out ſide of the Church are theſe. Words: 
„ Pray for the Souls of John Cloptan and Richard Boteler, 
* of whoſe Goodys this Chapel was built.” The Manor 
and Advowſon of the Rectory belonged formerly to the 
Abbey of Bury, to which it was given by Alfric the Son 
of Midgar, a famous Knight. They were granted by 
Queen Mary I. to William, afterwards Sir William Cor- 
del; who built here an Hoſpital for the Poor, and plen- 
tiſully endowed it. The preſent Biſhop of JYarcefler is a 
| S 4 Native 
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Native of this Place, and Son to the late Rector. M.. 
ford- Fair is yearly on the Tueſday in Whitſun Week ; but 
it was granted to the Abbot of Bury 19 Henry III. to be 
held on the Eve, Day, and Merrew of the Holy Trinity ; 
with a Market on Thurſdays. 


M1101inG, formerly the Lordſhip and Demeſne of 
Remigius de Milden, who took his Name from this Place. 
Afterwards it deſcended to the Allingtons ; from them, by 
Purchaſe, to the Canhams. It is now veſted in John Can- 
ham, Eſq; who has his Seat at the Hall. 

In this Pariſh is alſo Mell-Hall, ſome time belonging 
to the Family of Shoreland. The Heirs of that Family 
ſold it to Paul D' Ewes, Eſq; who left it to Sir Simon 
D' Ewes, Knt. his Son. Afterwards it was ſold to the 
Colmans ; and from them it came, with the Eſtate at 
Brent-Illeigh, to Edward Goat, Eſq. See p. 257. 


Moxks-⁵lleigb, ſo called becauſe the Lordſhip formerly 
belonged. to the Monks of St. Peter (now commonly 
called St. Auſtin's) in Canterbury, to whom it was given 
with Hadleigh, by Brithnath, Dux or Comes of Eſſex, when 
he went to fight againſt the Danes, by whom he was 
killed at the Battle of Malden, Anno 991. It is a Peculiar 
of the Archbiſhop's, wha is alſo Patron of the Church ; 
but the Manor belongs to the Dean and Chapter. 


NewrToN, formerly the Lordſhip of William Butvillein. 


NeyLANnD, a Town ſituated on the Stour, over which 
it has a fair Bridge leading into Er. The Church and 
$pire-Steeple, ſtanding in the Middle of the Town, are 

Ornaments to it. The Woollen Manufacture has 
flouriſhed here, but not now ſo much as formerly ; yet 
the Inhabitants make Bays” and Says. Here is'a mean 
Market Weekly on Fridays; and one Fair Yearly on 21 
Sept. The Manor belonged to Lord Scroope, of Maſham,

PoLsTEAD, 
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PoLsTEAD, formerly the Lordſhip of James Lamburn, 
Eſq. It is at preſent moſt remarkable for its Cherries. 
Here is the Seat of Miiliam Beal Brand, Eſq. In this 
Pariſh there was anciently a Chauntry of the yearly Va- 
lue of 61. 65s. of d. 


PaxesToON, is a Village, which comprehendeth ſeveral 
Manors : The firſt is called the Priory, as originally be- 
longing to the Priory of the Holy Trinity in Ipſwich, which 
preſented to the Vicarage ; but the Advowſon of the Vi- 
carage is now in the Maſter and Fellows of Emanuel 
College, Cambridge. The next is the Manor of Maifters, 
as belonging to the Maifters at Batisfard, the Commandery 
of this County, where the Tenants paid their Rents ; and 
from thence they were paid again to the Prior of St. 
John's of Jeruſalem, and his Brethren Knights of the ſame 
in London. Theſe two Manors were granted by King 
Henry VIII. in the 35th Year of his Reign to Andrew 
Judde. The third was called Mortimers, in which Name 
it long continued, tilt the Heir-general was married to 
Ferrers, and his Daughter to Creſſezer, who afterwards 
ſold it to other Lords. The fourth is the Manor of 
Swifts, which Cecily the Motber of King Edward IV. 
gave to the Guild of Jeſus College, in Bury; and, at the 
Diſſolution, was granted to Richard Corbett, 2 Edw. VL 
There is yet another Manor near the Church, called 

Preſtan-Hall, which belonged to the Earls of Oxford; till 
John the fourteenth Earl, dying without Iſſue about the 
18th of Henry VIII. it deſcended to his Siſter (married to 
Sir Anthony IL ing field, Knt.) in which Family it con- 
tinued three Deſcents, and was lately purchaſed by Sir 
William Beachcroft, Knt. and Alderman of London. In 
the Reigns of James and Charles the Firſt, bere lived 
Robert Rice, Eſq; an accompliſhed Gentleman, and 2 
great Preſerver of the Antiquities of this County, 


SHIMPLING, 
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SHIMPLING, was in the Conqueror's Time the Lord- 
ſhip of Odo de Campania. It afterwards deſcended to the 
Lords Fitz-walter. Robert Plampyn, Eſq; has now his 
Scat here, called Cheracre, or Shadacre-Hall, 


SOMERTON. The Lordſhip of Thomas de Burgh, A.D. 
1274. It is at preſent veſted in the Lord Blundel, of the 
Kingdom of Ireland. 


STANSTEAD. Sir Robert de Wacheſham had the Ad- 


vowſon A. D. 1338. 


STOKE ju NEYLAND, called in our Hiſtories Stoke- 
Neyland to diſtinguiſh it from Sroke-Clare, Stoke- Ipſwich, 
&c. Its Church and Stceple are noble Structures: The 
Steeple lifting up a majeſtic Head, is ſeen as far as Har- 
wich, near twenty Miles diſtant. Here was a Monaſtery 
of good Note before the Conqueſt ; but we meet with 
little or nothing of it afterwards. Stoke has two Fairs; 
one on the 24th Feb. the other on the 1ſt of May. 

G:ffards-Hall, in this Pariſh, hath belonged to the 
Mannecks ever ſince the Time of King Henry IV. and 
it is now veſted in Sir J/illiam Mannoci, Bart. 

Tendring-Hall, belonged to a Family of that Name, 
William de Tendring had a Grant of a Market and Fair 
at Stoke at Neyland, 31 Edward IJ. Sir Filliam Tendring, 
about the Year 1421, left Alice his Daughter and Heireſs 
who married Sir John Howard, Knt. direct Anceſtor to 
the Dukes of Norfolk. From that Family it came to the 
Lord H/indſors. From the Reformation it was the Seat 
of the Filliams's.s Sir John Williams, Knt. and Lord- 
Mayor of London in 17 36, built here a noble Seat, which 
by Purchaſe is now become the Property of Admiral Sir 
Iſilliam Rowley, Knt. of the Bath, and one of the Lords 
of His Majeſty's Board of Admiralty, 


SUDBURY, 
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SUDBURY, ſtands upon the Stour, which is navigable 
for Barges from Maningtrec to this Town. It was an- 
ciently called South- Burgh, as Norwich is ſaid to have 
been called North - Burgh. It is a very ancient Town; 

and at preſent conſiſts of three Pariſhes, having three 
beautiful and large Pariſh Churches; St. Gregory's, St. 
Peter's, and All Saints, This Town was one of the firſt 
Places where King Edward III. put the Dutchmen whom 
he brought into England from the Netherlands, te teach 
the Engliſh to manufacture their own Wool; and the 
Woollen Trade hath continued here ever ſince. 


It is a Town-Corporate, governed by a Mayor, fix 
Aldermen, twenty-four capital Burgeſſes, and other Sub- 
Officers. It has divers Privileges, and fends two Mem- 
bers to Parliament. His Grace the Duke of Graftox takes 
the Title of Baron from this Place. 


Simon Sudbury, who was Archbiſhop of Canterbury 
A. D. 1375, and beheaded by the Rabble in at Tyler's 
Inſurrection, was a Native of this Town: He built the 
upper End of St. Gregory's Church ; he founded a Col- 
lege where his Father's Houſe ſtood, and. endowed it ſo 
well that it was of the Value of 122/. 18s. per Ann. 
when it was ſuppreſſed. He is alſo ſaid by Leland with 
Joln de Chertſey, to have founded a Priary here of the 
Order of St. Auflin; tho' Neaver aſeribes it to ane 
Baldwin of Shipling (Shimpling perhaps) and Mabil his 
Wife. This Priory was valued at 222/. 18s. 34. It 
is now the Manſion of Denny Cole, Gent, Town-Clerk 


of Sudbury. 


W ALDINGFIELD Magna, formerly the Lordſhip of 
James Butler Eail of Wilthhire; and afterwards of the 
Earls of Eſſex. Sir John Carbonwell had a Manor here, 
and the Advowſon of the Church about the Year 1300; 
but the Advowſon is now in the College of Clare-Hall, 

Cambridge. 
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Cambridge. About the Year 1360, Hauis the Relict of 
Sir Roger de Bavent, releaſed the Manor of Brand:/ton- 
Hall in Valdingſield Magna to the Nunnery of Dartford 
in Kent, The Manor of Moreves was granted to Henry 
Lord Bouchier 14 Edward IV. at preſent it belongs to the 
Family of Keddington. " 


W ALDINGFIELD Parva, the Lordſhip of William 
Beauchamp and William Fitz- Ralph q Edward I. vir 
Ralph Lutteril is faid to have died ſeiſed of this Manor 
6 Henry VI. The Rev. Dey Syer hath it now. 


W1sToN, ſometimes called //;/ſington. The Cluniac 
Monks at Thetford had the Advowſon of this Church by 
the Gift of Robert the Son of Godbold, and they gave it 
to their Cell of. Horkeſey in Eſſex, A. D. 1240.

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S Hundred joins to the Hundred of Ba- 
bergh before mentioned towards the ; and con- 
tains the ſeventeen following Pariſhes. 


Alpha, the Lordſhip of the ſecond Robert de Pere 
Earl of Oxford, 24 Edward I. The third Robert died 
ſeiſed of it 33 Ed. III. as did Thomas de Vere 45 Ed. III. 
Sir John Howard obtained a Grant of this Manor 15 
Edward IV. as Part of the Eſtate of John late Earl of 
Oxford, attainted. It belonged lately to the Earl of Li- 
ce ler; now to Sir Foſbua Vanneck, Bart. 


BiLDESTON, is a Town in a Bottom, meanly built, 
and the Streets are dirty ; it appears to have been more 
populous than it is now, which is owing to the Decay of 
the Woollen Manufacture which formerly flouriſhed here. 
The Church is a very good Building, ſtanding on a Hill 
on the Vet- ſide of the Town, near which is the Man- 
ſion of the late Bartholomew Beal, Eſq; who left two 
Daughters Heireſſes: One married Jacob Brand, Eſq; of 

Polftead ; and the other William Alton, Eſq; of Bram- 
ford, deſcended from the Alſtons formerly of Marlsford, 
in the Hundred of Loes. Here is a mean Market Week- 
ly on Wedneſdays, and two Fairs Yearly; the one on A- 
Wedneſday, and the other on Aſcenſion-Day. Beſides the 
Pariſh Churches, there was formerly a Chapel of St. Leo- 
nard, in which before the Reformation there was a Chaun- 
try, called Erdington's Chauntry ; and long after the 
Reformation there uſed oftentimes to be Divine Service 
| performed 
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performed in it, by reaſon of the Diſtance of the Church 
from the Town. Henry Lord Bouchier died ſeiſed of the 
Manor of Bildefton, 23 Edward IV. William Lord Parr 
having married Anne Daughter and Heireſs to Henry Bau- 
chier Earl of Eſſex, had Livery of all the Lands of her 
Inheritance 33 Henry VIII. and amongſt others of the 
Manor of Bildeſton in Suffolk, with the Advowſon of the 
Church. They now are both veſted in William Beal 
Brand, and William Alton, Eſqrs. jointly. 


BrxETTENHAM, a Pariſh at the Head of the little 
River Breton, ſuppoſed to be the Combretonium of Anto- 
ninus; at preſent of no Remark but for the Family of 
M enyeve, who have their Seat here, which is now veſted 
in Edward Wenyeve, Eſq; Son of Sir George Wenyeve, by 
Chriſtian Daughter of Sir Dudley (afterwards Lord North) 
Temp. Car. Il. The Earl of Glocefter was Patron of 
this Church till 1344; the Earl of Stafford till 1432; 
the Earl of Buckingham till after 1504; and the Crown 
did not preſent till 1552. 


CHELSWORTH. In this Pariſh the River Bret or Bre- 
ton, before-mentioned, receives the Water of two other 
Rivulets, and beconies more conſiderable, On a riſing 
Ground near the Church are the Remains of the Foun- 
dation of a Stone-Building, which appear to have been 
very large, and to have been encompaſſed by the River; 
and near them is a Field called, The Park; and other Fields, 
called Park-Fields ; and a ſmall Wood, called, the Park- 
Weird. From which Circumſtances it is ſuppoſed to have 
been the Habitation of ſome Perſon of great Figure and 
Conſequence ; probably, of the Founders of the Church, 
which formerly belonged to the Duke of Norfolf's Fa- 
mily. Sir John Howard, Knt. by Will dated in 1 385, 

gave a Legacy of Twenty Shillings, towards the Repair 
of his Church of Chelſworth. Athelfled the Daughter of 
Alfgar bad Chelſirorth of the Gift of King Edgar, and 
according 


z 
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according to her Father's Requeſt gave it to the Abbey 
of Bury ; yet John de St. Philibert had free Warren in 
his Demeſne Lands here 10 Edvw. II. and died ſeiſed of 
a Manor in Chelfworth / Edw. III. Richard Plaiz had a 
Manor here, 27 Edw.1Il. or 1352: And Fohbn de Pere 
had a Manor here in 1472, in Right of his Wife, whoſe 
Grandmother, Wife of Sir Jahn Howard before - mention d. 
was Daughter and Heireſs of Sir Jabs de Plaiz. His Son 
dying without Iſſue, it deſcended to Fohn Vere his Nephew, 
Son of Sir George Vere, Knt. This John married Au 
Daughter of Thomas Duke of Norfolk, and was the four- 
teenth and laſt Earl of Oxford, of that Name and Family. 
He died without Iſſue in 1526, and all his Eſtates went 
to his three Siſters: Dorothy, married to Jab Neville, 
Lord of Latimer; Elizabeth, married to Sir Anthony IVing- 
field, of Letheringbam; and Urſula, married to Sir Edward 
Knightley. This Manor afterwards became the Property 
of the Family of Jenny; of whom it was purchaſed in the 
Year 1737, by Robert Pocklington, Eſq; who has built a 
handſome Manſion, and now reſides there. 


EtmseETT. This was the Birth-place of that eminent 
Critic in the Greet Tongue John Bois, Prebendary of Ef. 
Here is a Fair Yearly on the Tueſday in M bitſun-Week. 
The Lordſhip of this Pariſh belongs at preſent to Richard 
Gideon Glanville, Eſq. The Advowſon of the Rectory 
to Clare-Hall, in Cambridge. 


HADLEIGH, is a large Town on the North · ſide of the 
River Breton. Its Church is a ſumptuous Building, 
graced with a Spire-ſteeple, which is a great Ornament 
to it; but our Antiquaries have a greater Reſpect for it, 
as being the Burial-place of Guthrum, or Gormo the Dane. 
This Guthrum the Pagan King of Denmark, being over- 
come in Battle by King Alfred, was by his Perſuaſion 
baptiſed, who afterwards gave him freely the Country of 
the _ - Angles to govern ; which he did twelve Years, 

and 
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and dying in the Year 889, was buried in this Church. 
However this may be, it is certain Hadleigh has ſince that 
been remarkable for the Martytdom of Dr. Rowland Tay- 
lor, who was Rector of this Church, and burnt A. D. 
1555, upon the Common in this Pariſh, tho' commonly, 
but improperly, called Alabum Common. On the Spot 
where he is ſaid to have been executed, was a Stone with 
this miſ-ſpelt Inſcription : 


Anno 1555 
Dr. Tayler for defending what was god 
In this Place ſhed his Blod. 


It has been a Town Corporate, but a Pro Warrants 
being brought againſt them, they ſurrendered theirCharter, 
and their Deed of Surrender being enrolled, and Judg- 
ment being entered up againſt them upon Record, they 
could not be reinſtated by the Proclamation of James Il. 
of 17 Od. 1688; and no other has been granted fince, 
Here are two Markets Weekly, on Mondays and Satur- 
days; the Market on Monday for Corn, is very conſider- 
able. Here are two Fairs Yearly on the Tueſday in M bit- 

fun-Week, and on the 29th of Sepr. The Buildings and 
the Town in general have of late Years been much im- 
proved. Joſeph Beaumont, D. D. and Regius Profeſſor at 
Cambridge, was a Native of this Town. 

Dr. Wilkins the late Rector, erected a very handſome 
Altar-piece in the Chancel ; and both the Church and 
Parſonage- Houſe have been gready improved and beau- 
tified by the preſent Rector, the Rev. Dr. Tamer. 

The Manor, which is very extenſive, is now veſted in 
Ebenezer Maurice, Elq. 

The ſtrong Gate-way to the Rectory- Houſe was built 
by that Dr. Pykenham, Chancellor of Norwich, who built 
the Archdeacon's Houſe in Ipfwich. © See p. 43- 


Pond-hall in this Pariſh was formerly the Seat of the 
| D*Oylys, before they removed to Shottiſham in Norfolk ; 
a where 
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where Sir William D'Oyly was created a Baronet 29 July, 
1563. This Honour hath lately deſcended to the Rev. 
Sir Hadley D'Oyly, of Ipſubich; but this Eſtate is come 
by Purchaſe to the Right Hon. the Earl of Dyſart. 


HiTCHAM. The Manor and Advowſon belonged to 
the Biſhop of Eh, till 4 Elizabeth. The Crown did not 
preſent to this Church till 1561. 


KETTILBARSTON., William de la Pole Marquis of 
Suffolk, obtained a Grant of the Manors of Kettilberflon 
and Nedding in Suffolk, 23 Hen. VI. to hold by the Ser- 
vice of carrying a golden Sceptre with a Dove on the 
Head of it upon the Coronation- Dzy of the King's Heirs 
and Succeſſors; and another Sceptre of Ivory, with a 
golden Dove on the Head of it, upon the Day of the Co- 
ronation of the then Queen, and all ſucceſſive Queens of 
England. It is ſaid the Waldegraves had their Seat at the 
Hall here; afterwards it deſcended to the Lemans; from 
them to the Beachcrefts, in which Family it now is. 


KersEY, is memorable only for a Priory of Benedifine 
Monks, as ſome ſay; but rather of Auſlin Canons, dedi- 
cated to St. Mary and St. Anthory. It was granted by 
King Henry VI. to King's College in Cambridge. Here 
is a Fair yearly on Eaſter Tueſday. 

Here is a large Manſion called Sampſons- Hall, formerly 
in the Family of the Sampſon; who gave Name to it. 
It is now the Property of Sir Thomas Thorrowgood, Kat. 
late High-Sheriff of this County, who reſides there. 


LEYHAM. John de Leyham was found 18 Edi. I. to 
hold the Manor of Overbury-Hall in Leyhom in Suffolk, of 
the Earl- Marſhal. Edmund 1/29d/tock Earl of Kent died 
ſeiſed of the Manors of Kerſey and Leyham in Suffolk, 4 
Edward III. Edmund his Son died ſeiſed of the fame Ma- 
nors without Ifſue ; and Joan his Siſter, then the Wife of 


Sir Themas Helland, was found to be his next Heir, Tho 
T* ſaid 
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ſaid Joan died ſeiſed of theſe Manors ꝙ Richard II. Y. 
mas de Holland her Son, died ſeiſed of the ſame 20 Ric. I. 
whoſe two Sons dying without Iſſue, Edmund Mortimer 
Earl of March, who married one of their Siſters had this 
Branch of the Eſtate, and died without Iſſue ſeiſed of the 
Manors of K-r/ey and Leyham, 3 Hen. VI. Henry Grey 
Lord Powis died 28 Hen. VI. ſeiſed of the Manor of Ker- 
fey, and one third Part of the Manor of Leyham. Richard 
his Som died ſeiſed 6 Edw, IV. yet Sir John Howard is ſaid 
to have a Grant of a Manor iu Leyham in Suffolk 1 Ed- 
ward IV.
